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ADDRESS OF MAYOR ANDREW J. PETERS 
TO THE CITY COUNCIL. 


Gentlemen of the Council: 


There may seem to be little need on this occasion 
of those customary greetings that mark the open- 
ing of the fiscal year. For the most part we are 
not new acquaintances. The city charter grants 
us all a liberal tenure in the offices we hold and 
in this manner achieves a certain continuity of 
membership as well as of policy in the government. 
Only one seat at the Council table presents a new 
occupant today, and the executive branch, repre- 
sented by the heads of departments here assembled, 
exhibits few changes. 

Yet the custom which brings us together on 
these annual occasions is a useful one. We are 
compelled once in a year, at least, to leave the 
too familiar region of executive routine and to 
view the work we have accomplished and the 
tasks awaiting us in a broader perspective; to see 
ourselves as parts of a whole, functioning, if we 
function well, in reasonable harmony with one 
another, yet always with a certain emulation, 
arising, no doubt, from our common regard for the 
interests of the citizens. 

The new councilor happens to be one who has 
represented our country with singular gallantry on 
the field of battle. Like most of his comrades he 
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has promptly laid aside the uniform of war and his 
presence among us may be said to symbolize the 
return of the American soldier to the sober duties 
of citizenship. We are proud to have such a man 
as our colleague. The spirit of the American 
Army, its youthful ardor and initiative and faith 
in great ideals, seems to enter this chamber in 
his person. Let me offer him for myself and all 
his associates present the right hand of fellowship 
and welcome. 


FINANCIAL REVIEW. 


The year just closed has been one of gradual 
emergence from war limitations and war burdens. 
In almost every phase of the financial administra- 
tion, in so far as the city has control, there was 
evidence of progress. In spite of wage increases 
and soaring prices, the appropriations for the 
regular city departments were only $315,289 more 
than in 1918. This amount, and much more, was 
absorbed by the increase in valuations, with the 
result that the city tax rate showed a positive 
reduction. While the total rate, including the — 
assessments for state, county and school expenses, 
increased from $21.20 to $23.60, the city rate, 
including the charge for debt requirements, declined 
from $12.87 to $12.13. Nor was this year an 
isolated instance of relative economy in the city 
departments. In a period of seventeen years, 
from 1903 to 1919, inclusive, the city tax rate has 
advanced only 24 per cent, while the county rate 
has advanced 65 per cent, the rate for schools 
69 per cent, and the rate for state assessments 
315 per cent. The last figure is magnified some- 
what by the street railway deficit of a particular 
year, but, making every allowance, it does not 
seem that the high cost of government in Boston 
ean be charged to the central administration, 
which in fact controls only about 37 per cent of 
the total expenditure. 

The cash remaining in the treasury January 
31, 1920, amounts to $3,769,478, the largest 
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surplus ever known in the history of the city. 
As this administration began with an inherited 
deficit of $804,879, the showing is one that reflects 
great credit upon the officials responsible for it, 
especially the City Collector. 

The other heads of departments have done 
their share in making this surplus possible. At 
the end of 1917, the last year of the preceding 
administration, the balances of appropriations 
amounted to $55,561. At the end of 1918 they 
reached a total of $576,524 and at the end of 1919, 
of about $494,689. It is evident that, having 
once marked out their program of expenditure 
for the year, the present heads of departments 
do not feel required to expend the full amount 
but take advantage of opportunities. that may 
be offered to save unnecessary outlay. 

The collection of taxes in 1919 went beyond 
all previous records in the amount received. The 
percentage of current taxes collected approximated 
normal figures and the percentage of the previous 
year’s taxes was the highest ever known. 

The net debt of the city, excluding the Rapid 
- Transit debt, has declined by $4,038,667 since 
January 31, 1918. The reduction in 1918 was 
$2,584,861 and in 1919, $1,453,806. 

This financial showing, on the whole, is distinctly 
creditable. J am aware that some of the improve- 
ments recited have been due in part to external 
circumstances, but this is true In an even greater 
degree of the increased expenditures. The fact 
is, conditions have changed so greatly in Boston 
that comparisons with earlier years are no longer 
exact. Comparisons with other cities, of course, 
have nearly always been misleading. 


THE COMING YEAR. 


The year 1920 opens with a prospect of largely 
increased expenses. ‘The wage increases of June 
1, 1919, impose an additional burden of $416,000 
and the new wage increases are estimated at 
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$1,500,000. The cost of supplies and materials is 
higher now than the average of last year and there 
are no indications of an immediate decline. The 
pension list is constantly increasing. The Acts 
of 1919 extend soldiers’ relief to veterans of the 
war with Germany and the list of applicants for 
this just and necessary assistance is already a 
formidable one. The item for mothers’ aid, 
already large, will be substantially larger this 
year on account of increased prices. The claims 
against the city for damage done during the police 
strike are expected to aggregate a considerable 
sum. All these are increases that fall within the 
appropriations under the tax limit. 

Among those that fall outside the limit is the 
school allowance, which has been increased from 
$5.38 to $6.71 per thousand or, in actual figures, by 
$1,828,311. The cost of the State Guard during the 
recent disturbances, estimated at some $3,000,000, is 
to be defrayed by an issue of bonds, payable in ten 
annual installments, of which about 40 per cent, or 
$175,000 a year, including interest, will fall upon Bos- 
ton. An addition of $3 to the usual poll tax will be 
collected to the full quota of assessable polls (minus 
an allowance for the number of enlisted men) from 
every city and town by the state, and any de- 
ficiency in payments must, of course, be made 
good by the property taxpayers. The estimate 
for the state tax is $1,000,000 more than last year 
and about one third of this additional sum will be 
assessed upon Boston. The threat of remission 
or, as I regard it, confiscation of the subway rentals, 
in accordance with a suggestion renewed by the 
trustees of the Boston Elevated Railway Com- 
pany in their recent report, if carried into effect, 
means a loss of approximately $1,500,000 in annual 
income. To meet the obligations of the‘ city this 
sum would have to be added to the debt require- 
ments and collected from the taxpayers year after 
year for a period of several decades. Finally, 
there is a loss of $470,000 from liquor licenses.

OFFSETTING GAINS. 


Against this loss and these additional charges 
may be set certain probable gains. The Elevated 
Railway Trustees believe that on June 20, 1920, 
“no deficit will exist to be assessed upon cities 
and towns.” If their forecast proves correct, the 
City Treasury will be relieved of any charge cor- 
responding to the sum of nearly $3,000,000 which 
was paid, under protest, last year. The rentals 
for market leases have been advanced and the city 
will gain nearly $40,000 a year by this readjust- 
ment. The removal of delinquent boys from the 
institution at Rainsford Island will save, perhaps, 
$50,000 of annual expense, besides the proposed 
investment of $150,000 for buildings, which can 
now be transferred or rescinded. At Deer Island 
a similar arrangement with the state authorities 
will probably result in a larger saving, variously 
estimated at from $150,000 to $275,000 a year; 
and a plan of even broader scope for dividing the 
residents of Long Island and transferring them to 
more suitable and economical quarters is now 
under consideration. On each island the existing 
plant will remain as an available asset to the city. 


INCREASE OF TAX LIMIT. 


In the main, the coming year will be one of largely 
increased outlay accompanied by some offsetting 
gains. ‘These gains, however, lie for the most part 
outside the income and expense account of the 
city departments and this is the field in which 
relief is needed. To meet wage increases and the 
other new liabilities the Legislature at its special 
session raised the tax limit to $10.52, although 
the Mayor and the City Council, voting unani- 
mously, had represented the need of a larger sum. 
At this limit we shall be permitted to appropriate 
for this purpose from the tax money only $1,218,111 
more than last year. 
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NEED OF ADDITIONAL REVENUE. 


But even this amount, when added to the increase 
of the last two years and the growing burden of 
the school, state and county charges, imposes a 
heavy strain on owners of real estate, who individ- 
ually and through the real estate associations have 
lodged a quite natural protest. There is still need, 
not only of rigid economy in the departments, 
where economy can be applied without hardship 
to the working force or prejudice to the service, 
but of additional sources of revenue, especially in 
the form of fees for private benefits hitherto con- 
ferred without charge. Having the protests of 
real estate owners in mind, I have recently appointed 
a committee to examine the subject of special fees 
and incidentally to offer suggestions for economy 
in administration and will recommend suitable 
action based upon its report. In the meantime 
real estate is clearly bearing its maximum load of 
_ taxation, both in the high average valuation and 
in the rates imposed, and a continuance of the 
present system must operate to check building 
operations and thus directly and indirectly to 
increase rentals. The pressure of high taxation 
is felt, not by the taxpayers alone, but by the whole 
community. No effort must be omitted that 
promises escape from the vicious circle of high 
living cost, high taxes, and high living cost again, 
in which the people and the government seem to 
be revolving. 


BORROWING CAPACITY. 


The estimated borrowing capacity for 1920 is 
only $2,104,749. Out of this must come liberal 
allowances for street and sewer construction, which 
last year absorbed about $1,800,000 of the loan 
money. The list of improvements urged: as nec- 
essary includes such items as the Chelsea South 
Bridge, a new ferryboat, police stations in East 
Boston, Roslindale and the city proper, a fireboat 
station, municipal buildings in Hyde Park, East 
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Boston and the West End, new buildings in con- 
nection with the proposed transfer from Long 
Island, and research and pathological laboratories 
and quarters for house officers at the City Hospital. 
While no one of these, perhaps, will prove as costly 
as the Public Latin School building, for which 
$750,000 was appropriated last year, the aggregate 
cost will far exceed the funds available. It is 
obvious that the only way in which any consider- 
able number of these improvements can be pro- 
vided is by supplementing the borrowing capacity 
this year with a part of the surplus from 1919. 


THE CITY EMPLOYEES. 


The most important single item in the city budget 
is the wage schedule. Private wages have risen 
almost everywhere in: recent years. City wages 
have responded less promptly, though some relief 
was afforded in 1918 and a considerable measure 
in 1919 to large groups of employees, preference 
being given to those in the lower and middle grades. 
With hardly any abatement in the upward move- 
ment of prices, the employees as a whole have 
had legitimate ground for unrest and nearly all 
have presented requests for increases. 

The reasons for delay, however, are generally 
understood. In other cities of the Commonwealth 
there is no limit to the amount that the mayors 
and city councils may expend for such a purpose. 
In Boston there exists a stringent limitation. With- 
out express permission by the Legislature, it seemed 
impossible to afford the relief desired. Fortunately 
the Governor and the General Court were quick 
to realize the urgency of our need and the action 
taken by them at the special session made an 
early readjustment practicable. Owing to the 
increased appropriation available under the new 
tax limit and the unexpectedly large surplus in 
the treasury, we shall be able to grant reasonable 
increases to nearly every class of employees, and 
at the same time to continue the liberal policy of 
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street improvement pursued in the last two years, 
besides meeting the high cost of materials and 
supplies and providing an ample Reserve Fund. 

The principle governing the new schedule has 
been that the lowest paid employees should receive 
on the whole the highest relative increase. The 
increases, however, have been treated as a whole, 
that is, from the beginning of the present admin- 
istration. So considered, the actual increases will 
be found to be very nearly equal in amount, vary- 
ing only from $300, given to certain classes of 
clerks, to $500, given to superior officers in positions 
of great responsibility in the Police and Fire Depart- 
ments. Laborers, for example, will have received 
increases aggregating 33; per cent in two years; 
police captains only 16% per cent, or half as much 
in proportion. 

These increases are to be applied generally but 
not indiscriminately. The heads of departments 
have been directed not to raise the pay of any 
employee whose work has proved unsatisfactory 
or to retain any employee whose position is super- 
fluous. This is clearly their function, since they 
alone possess the intimate knowledge required for 
passing personal judgments. I can only promise 
them my full support in carrying out the instruc- 
tions given. 


WORK OF THE DEPARTMENTS. 


Perhaps the most outstanding policy of the 
present administration concerns precisely this rela- 
tion of the Mayor to the heads of departments. 
I have gradually, by new appointments, given 
fresh direction to. fourteen of the departments, 
among them several of the largest and most impor- 
tant ones. The new chiefs have been the ablest 
men that I could secure and the older heads retained 
are known to me as executives of character and 
capacity. It has seemed both right and expedient 
to give such men my entire confidence and the 
results, in my opinion, have justified this attitude. 
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I do not hesitate to say that the city departments 
as a whole at the present time, judged by a fairly 
exacting standard, are efficient, economical and 
progressive. 3 


CONSOLIDATIONS AND REORGANIZATIONS. 


Besides the changes in directing personnel, there 

have been organic changes in several departments. 
The Wire Department has been reconstituted as 
a bureau within the Fire Department, with which 
its present work is closely affiliated. A study of 
the Supply Department, undertaken at my request, 
by a distinguished firm of construction engineers, 
led me to recommend a change in the ordinance, 
which has been accepted by your honorable body. 
I contemplate a rather extensive remodeling of 
this department and trust that your thoughts will 
coincide with my views as to the opportunity 
afforded for large savings to the city by means 
of a centralized purchasing and storage system. 
In any event, the existing ordinance, requiring all 
supplies to be purchased through this agency, and 
the charter provision which requires the advertising 
.of contracts amounting to more than $1,000, must 
hereafter be strictly observed. 
As the eighteenth amendment to the National 
Constitution has deprived the Licensing Board of 
any further reason for existence, I have’ petitioned 
the Legislature to abolish this body and to permit 
the transfer of its remaining functions, which 
are largely of a sanitary nature, to the Health 
Commissioner. 


CHARITIES AND CORRECTIONS. 


But the most sweeping proposals for reorgani- 
zation relate to the work of the city in the field 
of charity and corrections. Two ordinances sub- 
mitted by me to the City Council failed ‘to pass, 
either because so radical a measure of reconstruc- 
tion seemed to require longer study, or because 
the plans had not yet assumed their final and 
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more coherent form. Finding progress in that 
direction excessively slow, I have asked the courts 
to make no further commitments of juvenile 
offenders to the Suffolk School for Boys and have 
petitioned the Legislature for authority to sell 
the plant of that institution. 

Steps have also been taken, both by direct appeal 
to the Governor and by legislative measures, to 
bring about a merger of the various county houses 
of correction, three of which, at least, are already 
closed for lack of inmates. The time has clearly 
come for a thorough revision of the correctional 
system in this state and the decline in the popu- 
lation at Deer Island has removed the reasons 
that may formerly have existed for the continuance 
of the institution there. 

The maintenance of the almshouse and hospital 
on Long Island is open to objections no less serious, 
though based upon different grounds.  Dissen- 
sions which developed among those in charge of 
this department led finally to the appointment 
of a committee of investigation, which has 
reported in favor of its complete abolition and 
the removal of the island population to more 
suitable quarters. It is proposed that the alms- 
house population be housed in the buildings of 
the former Parental School in West Roxbury, 
which with some additions would be large enough 
to accommodate them. The tubercular and other 
chronic cases would be sent to the Consumptives’ 
Hospital, where suitable buildings could be pro- 
vided. The new almshouse would be placed under 
the Overseers of the Poor and the Consumptives’ 
Hospital with its additional building for chronic 
cases under the City Hospital Trustees. Large 
savings could undoubtedly be effected by this 
plan, but the emphasis is laid rather on the mani- 
fold benefits to. the inmates. Long Island is 
somewhat inaccessible to the public. It is incon- 
venient to transfer patients by boat and increas- 
ingly difficult to obtain the necessary hospital staff, 
For the elderly and helpless poor the West Roxbury 
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location is unquestionably .superior. If these 
plans are finally adopted, we shall have the harbor 
islands cleared of city institutions, the delinquents, 
adult and juvenile, coming under the care of the 
state, the almshouse inmates finding pleasant, 
wholesome and accessible quarters in West Rox- 
bury, and the chronic sick receiving at Mattapan 
a degree of expert attention which is all but impos- 
sible in their present situation. The existing 
plants would remain unoccupied, but promising 
suggestions have been offered for their disposal. 


PUBLIC WORKS DEPARTMENT. 


The most important concrete achievement of 
the past two years has been the resurfacing of 
the neglected city streets. Of eighteen principal 
thoroughfares selected by a committee of citizens 
in 1918 as in urgent need of repair, all but four 
have been resurfaced and the others will be com- 
pleted before long. In spite of high prices and 
unfavorable war conditions the work has cost 
less than the original estimates. Important addi- 
tions have been made to the original list, such 
as Hyde Park avenue, long a hindrance to travel, 
and Tremont street between Dover and Northamp- 
ton streets. The actual expenditure for street 
improvements during the last two years has been 
more than four times as great as the average 
expenditure for the five preceding two-year periods. 
The area repaved has reached unprecedented fig- 
ures. During 1919 there were laid 268,000 square 
yards of smooth pavement, 200,000 square yards 
of granite bleck and 200,000 square feet of arti- 
ficial stone sidewalk. 

So convinced am I of the value of this work 
and the necessity of continuing it that I shall 
include in the new budget an item for paving 
improvements equal to the appropriation of last 
year. This will make a total appropriation of 
about $4,000,000 for street improvements in three 
years. 
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The high pressure system, long delayed, will 
soon be installed, giving added security to the 
business section and affording a prospect of reduc- 
tion in insurance rates. The pipes have been 
repaired and strengthened and the search for a 
site for the pumping station has terminated at 
last In an arrangement under which power will 
be furnished effectively and economically from 
plants of the Edison Electric and the Boston Ele- 
vated Railway Companies. | 

In the meantime the pay rolls of this depart- 
ment have shrunk since 1908 by nearly a thousand 
names, although the population of the city has 
increased in that period by 160,000, a fair-sized 
city in itself. This reduction has been effected 
largely through the retirement of superannuated 
laborers under the pension laws. 


STREET LAYING—OUT DEPARTMENT. 


Even more vital, or at all events more basic, » 
than the repair of the pavements is the need of 
modernizing the street plan. Certain palliative 
measures have been taken this year, such as the 
widening of Tremont and Boylston streets, the 
parking of motor vehicles on Charles street through 
the removal of one sidewalk and the adoption of 
new traffic rules. There have also been important 
street widenings in some of the outlying districts. 

Nevertheless the problem of street congestion 
is becoming more and more serious. ‘The increase 
of population and of automobile travel constantly 
outruns the extension of traffic facilities and has 
not been accompanied as yet by any correspond- 
ing expansion of the business quarter. The root 
of the trouble lies not only in the excessively com- 
pact and intricate conformation of the older city, 
but in the inadequacy of the great approaching 
highways. Several of these, such as Beacon and 
Boylston streets and Columbus and _ Harrison 
avenues, come to what are virtually dead ends 
when they attempt to penetrate the labyrinth of 
the business section. 
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I have drafted a permissive bill for the widening 
of Exchange street, which may, perhaps, afford 
some relief at the northern outlet, and have 
repeatedly urged the acceptance of chapter 329 of 
the Special Acts of 1917, which provides for an 
extension of Stuart street and the widening of Eliot 
street as far as Tremont. These improvements 
are the first link in the Western Artery Plan which, 
with its auxiliary developments, as proposed by 
the City Planning Board and the Street Commis- 
sioners, would divert much travel from Boylston 
street and establish an admirable connection 
between the South Station area and the territory 
west and south of Park square. As soon as the 
favorable action which I urge and anticipate has 
been taken on this measure, I shall ask the Street 
Commissioners to set in motion the machinery of 
land-taking and construction. 


HEALTH DEPARTMENT. 


In the Health Department the citizens are now 
receiving the full measure of expert protection 
which they have a right to expect. A Medical 
Advisory Board, recently organized, keeps the 
commissioner in close touch with leading members 
of the profession. The Housing Bureau is new 
well advanced on a city-wide survey of buildings 
and has made distinct progress in the removal 
of unsanitary conditions. The whole system of 
inspections has been reorganized and extended. 
The number of dairy inspections, for example, has 
increased 38 per cent. Unfit food has been almost 
excluded from the market and a great advance 
has been made in enforcing sanitary conditions in 
food shops and factories and in the analysis of food 
products with a view to detecting adulterations. 
A systematic war has been planned on rats and 
insect carriers of disease. Fresh ground has been 
broken by a tabular study of delay in reporting 
tuberculosis, based on the recognized need of early 
diagnosis and treatment in this disease. In the 
three great fields of child hygiene, health educa- 
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tion and statistical research the department has 
plans under way of the most sweeping character 
for the diffusion of that knowledge which is often 
the best guaranty of health in the community. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


The energy and initiative of the new Fire Com- 
missioner have already made themselves felt in 
this department. In September a general training 
school for officers was established and several classes 
have already been graduated. As the depart- 
ment is now 61 per cent motorized, $189,000 having 
been spent this year for motor apparatus, a special 
automobile school for officers has been organized, 
while, pending the establishment of a completely 
equipped school within the department, the rank 
and file have been sent in classes of thirty to take 
courses at Franklin Union. The operations of the 
drill school, so called, have been extended so that 
annual inspection is required at headquarters 
besides the regular inspections at local quarters. 
A bureau of fire prevention makes more than two 
thousand inspections a week. An important new 
bureau has been formed, having charge of sup- 
plies, repairs and maintenance of equipment. A 
set of traffic rules has been worked out in consul- 
tation with the Street Commissioners, intended 
to secure easy access to hydrants and free passage 
for the apparatus in downtown streets. The 
department has done its share in bringing about 
the installation of the high pressure system. 

If time permitted, I might refer to the accom- 
plishments of other departments, showing the same 
spirit of earnest, practical devotion to the interests 
of the citizens, but these few will serve as examples. 


THE PARKMAN FUND. 


The time has come, in my opinion, to review 
carefully the expenditure of the income of the 
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Parkman Fund and to reconsider a suggestion 
put forth when this fund first became available. 
We have rounded out a decade in the administra- 
tion of the trust and have, expended not far from 
$2,000,000. The income has been applied year 
~ after year to particular projects or to pressing 
needs, always, I believe, in the spirit of the founder’s 
directions but upon no system and with no pre- 
conceived plan. Much valuable work has been 
done that does not immediately show, such as the 
resoiling of several acres of the Common, but the 
principal tangible results are, it must be admitted, 
less impressive than we should expect. They con- 
sist of a music pavilion which bears the founder’s 
name and serves as a general memorial, an Aqua- 
rium and a Zoological Garden, each as yet only 
partially developed. I venture to renew the early 
suggestion of a committee of landscape architects 
and others who shall be asked to draw up a pro- 
eram of development for the next five or ten years. 
Such a program could not, of course, be made 
binding on successive city governments, each of 
which will be free to spend the income as it accrues; 
but it might serve as a guide, disclosing the prime 
needs of the park system and its possibilities’ of 
orderly development. With such a plan to give 
unity and proportion to our conceptions, each 
$1,000,000 or $2,000,000 of income could be treated 
as a whole and the retrospect at the end of each 
period might be more satisfactory than it is today 
after a decade of somewhat casual experiment. 


INDUSTRIAL DISTURBANCES. 


It has been my duty to mediate in several indus- 
trial crises, especially those that affected the public 
service, and my good fortune in some instances 
to have been successful in hastening a settlement. 

During the strike of the telephone operators 
in April, finding no other way open for the breaking 
of the deadlock, I went to Washington and _per- 
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suaded the Postmaster General to send a repre- 
sentative to confer directly with representatives 
of the striking operators and officials of the com- 
pany. Returning to Boston with this gentleman, 
I had the satisfaction of seeing the difference 
adjusted and the public relieved of its serious 
embarrassment within forty-eight hours. 

A similar deadlock arose in the building trades, 
when strikes broke out in May and all construction 
work seemed likely to stop for an indefinite period. 
After negotiations that lasted more than three 
weeks, a compromise offered by me was accepted 
by both sides. This arrangement binds them until 
January 1, 1921, thus ensuring a year and a half 
of tranquility in an unusually critical period. 

In August, when a strike of railroad employees 
involved the danger of temporary famine, I organ- 
ized a committee on emergency food supplies. 
Plans were made for conveying ample food stocks 
to the city through motor truck lines. Fortunately 
it was not necessary to put them into effect, but 
if the crisis had occurred the spirit and resources 
of our citizens would have proved edu: to the 
SInETECL Oy: 


POLICE STRIKE. 


In ordinary times the responsibility for maintain- 
ing order in Boston does not fall upon the elected 
officials of the city, but in case of riot or tumult 
the Mayor is invested with certain emergency 
powers. In the course of the recent strike of 
patrolmen, when such riot and tumult occurred, I 
exercised my authority promptly, and, as I believe, 
effectively. At an early stage of the difficulty I 
appointed a Citizens’ Committee which labored 
earnestly but. ineffectually to get the police to 
give up their affiliation with the American Federa- 
tion of Labor and not to strike. On Monday, 
September 8, it became clear that a strike was 
impending and that unless prompt measures were 
taken, the lives and property of citizens were in 
danger. That evening, in company with members 
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of the Citizens’ Committee, I saw the Governor 
and urged him to intervene, pointing out to him 
that I had no authority to act. . 

~On Tuesday about noon, believing that as Mayor 
of Boston I was entitled to know what provisions 
had been made by the State officials for the pres- 
ervation of law and order in the city in the case. 
of a strike, I consulted with the Police Commis- 
sioner. Mr. Curtis said that he had the situation 
well in hand, had made adequate provisions for 
any emergency and assured me there was no 
occasion for alarm. I asked him whether it would 
not be wise to have the State Guard mobilized in 
order that sufficient forces might be on hand in 
case of an emergency. Police Commissioner Curtis 
stated in no uncertain terms that he did not wish 
their aid at that time. 

The Governor also pointed out to me plainly 
that no one had any authority to interfere with 
the Police Commissioner. 

I had no alternative but to give the Police Com- 
- missioner a chance to demonstrate whether he 
had adequately provided for the situation. The 
events of that night demonstrated that he had 
misjudged it. As early as possible the following 
morning, Wednesday, I took over the control of the 
Police Department, ordered out those state troops 
located within the City of Boston, and requested 
the Governor to order out an additional 3,000 
men. The Adjutant General was notified over the 
telephone that he would shortly receive orders 
calling out the State Guard and asking him to 
proceed in accordance with this information. At 
the same time the commanding officers of the 
10th Regiment, the First Motor Corps and the 
cavalry troop were called to my office and they 
immediately notified the officers of their regiments 
that their organizations were to be-mobilized. The 
first of the troops were on the streets by four 
o’clock that afternoon, and by Thursday morning 
order had been restored. Thursday afternoon the 
Governor assumed control of the State Guard. 
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RETURNING SOLDIERS. 


Early in December, 1918, some time before the 
“Canopic”’ arrived, I appointed a large committee 
to arrange receptions for the returning troops. 
Through the efforts of these citizens every incoming 
. transport was met and escorted to its berth with 
enthusiastic welcome. The scope of the work was 
subsequently broadened until the committee head- 
quarters on the Common became the recognized 
center for returning service men in Boston. It 
furnished them with entertainment, information, 
advice, employment, and assistance, according to 
their individual needs. No organization in the 
country surpassed our own in the warmth and eff- 
ciency of its ministrations to the fighting men. 
Over 40,000 names were inscribed on the register 
at Liberty Hall. These priceless autographs will 
be preserved in our Public Library as a roll of honor 
to which the names of the committee might properly 
be appended. 

A second committee, appointed to suggest a 
memorial to fallen soldiers, has wisely decided to 
take ample time before formulating its conclusions, 
believing that haste in such matters almost invites 
the danger of an inferior design. The memorial 
will certainly gain in dignity if the emotions of the 
moment are allowed to settle and strain clear. It 
is hoped that it may embody in forms of permanent 
value the mood of exaltation and the deeply rooted 
principles that inspired the great American crusade. 


TRANSPORTATION PROBLEMS. 


Always quasi-public in its character, the Boston 
Elevated Railway Company has now become a 
direct municipal problem. Besides costing $30,- 
000,000 a year:or more to the riding public, its 
service represents an investment of over $36,000,000 
in subways by the City of Boston alone, and last 
year, as I have noted, it imposed on our treasury a 
tax of nearly $3,000,000, representing an addition

of about $2 to the tax rate. Its present condition 
is one of doubled fares and retarded use. I have 
already expressed my view of the proper course of 
action to relieve a situation which cannot be called 
anything but serious, since it is clear that the present 
status is only tolerable at all because of the preva- 
lent abundance of employment at liberal wages. 
In normal times, and still more in a period of depres- 
sion, the doubled fare would be felt as a universal 
hardship and would appreciably check the healthy 
growth of the metropolitan district. 

The time to act in these matters is before, not 
after, the disaster. I renew, therefore, my recom- 
mendation that the state’ acquire the Elevated 
‘Railway system, preferably by negotiation with 
the stockholders, at a moderate price, based upon 
actual values, and that the city receive full compen- 
sation for its outlay for subways and adequate 
representation on the Board of Control. 

Meanwhile the Transit Department, now a branch 
of the city government, has proceeded with its task — 
of perfecting the physical structure of the road. 
The .Massachusetts Avenue ‘Transfer Station has 
been opened for use this year and work has begun 
on the new subway station at Arlington street. 


REAL ESTATE. 


The present outlook encourages the hope of a 
revival in real estate construction. In 1919 the 
applications for permits for new buildings repre- 
sented an estimated cost of about $15,000,000, as 
compared with a little over $4,000,000 in 1918 and 
a little over $18,000,000 in 1917. There is every 
indication of a nation-wide activity in industrial 
building and the erection of new dwellings must 
precede or accompany this development. The ad- 
vantage to.the city treasury in the resulting increase 
of taxable valuations is obvious. The new build- 
ing permits issued last year would represent a gain 
of some $300,000 in taxes. But the subject has 
more than a mere fiscal interest. It affects in the 
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highest degree the health, comfort and prosperity 
of the people and for this reason it is a pleasure to 
record the evidences of a normal recovery. 


AMERICANIZATION WORK. 


Moved by the grave manifestations of disloyalty 
during and after the war and believing that the 
freest government on earth has not only the right 
but the duty to uncover the operations of secret 
enemies, I called a meeting early in December of 
representatives of the national, state and city 
governments to take measures against this peril. 
Full co-operation of the agencies represented at 
this meeting was assured and a committee of citizens 
was formed with authority to draw up a plan of 
procedure. For the carrying out of their program 
your honorable body, acting on my recommenda- 
tion, voted the sum of $15,000. 

This committee is only in a secondary sense an 
instrument of suppression. Its chief activities will 
be devoted to instruction and persuasive effort, 
especially among those aliens who, coming here 
after their habits of thought have been formed 
and speaking our language poorly or ‘not at all, 
have had no opportunity of learning the true spirit 
of American institutions. By clear exposition and 
still more by example and friendly contact it is 
believed that the distrust and aloofness of certain 
groups can be overcome and the influence of dan- 
gerous teachings only too prevalent in these quarters 
to some extent counteracted. 

But the committee cannot perform its task with- 
out public support. Every good Bostonian should 
associate himself with it in its generous work of 
removing prejudice and misunderstanding. The 
entire citizenship should resolve itself into a com- 
mittee of the whole, determined to maintain those 
standards of free democracy which our fathers 
and now, in many instances, our sons have given 
their lives to establish and defend. 
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COMMERCIAL INTERESTS. 


The commercial interests of Boston continue 
to be a subject of general concern, but no compre- 
hensive solution of the problem appears to be even 
under discussion at the present time. The water- 
front equipment has been improved by the com- 
pletion of the large naval dry dock, which will be 
available at times for merchant vessels, and two 
new floating dry docks will soon be located at East 
Boston. A teaming tunnel to East Boston at an 
estimated cost of $11,000,000 has recently been 
recommended by a state commission and may 
form the subject of legislation and subsequent 
consideration by the city government. 


GREATER BOSTON. 


The delay in solving this problem of the proper 
development of the port illustrates once more 
the drawback we suffer in the narrow, artificial 
character of existing political divisions. In my 
argument last year for a closer union between 
the cities and towns that have grown up about 
Boston Harbor, I laid stress on the impetus such 
a union would give to port development, as well 
as the need of breaking up congestion, the advan- 
tages of a broader basis of citizenship and the vital 
importance of certain large improvements which 
can be carried out only by united action. While 
opposition was aroused and the plan may have 
seemed to move no nearer to its adoption, I believe 
the seed was sown on receptive ground and that 
many thoughtful citizens have now begun to regard 
themselves as members of a great metropolitan 
community. | 


CONCLUSION. 


There are other matters of great moment that 
we might consider together on this occasion, but 
I find myself already ranging beyond the limits 
of municipal authority, if not of municipal interest. 
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Let me return to the field which is more strictly 
our own and invite “your attention to our first 
notable act of joint legislation, the annual budget. 
It will be submitted to you this year in a complete 
form as soon as the details have received proper 
consideration. With this task accomplished and 
the departments set to work on definite lines of 
accomplishment, we shall be ready for those fur- 
ther opportunities and emergencies which now- 
adays, at least, seldom fail to present themselves 
in the course of the municipal year. If I could 
only be sure that our public labors would be 
as profitable as our private relations have been 
uniformly pleasant, I should have no fear for 
Boston in the twelvemonth before us.

Srr,— The Board of Art Commissioners respectfully 
submits the following report for the year ending 
January 31, 1920: 


RoBerRtT Burns MONUMENT. 


A new site was selected for this monument in the 
Fens which met with the approval of this commission, 
of the Park and Recreation Department, of the Burns 
Memorial Committee and of the sculptor, Mr. Kitson. 
The memorial was presented to the city on January 1, 
1920. The question of improving the surroundings of 
this monument is at present under consideration. 


EpWARD EVERETT STATUE, DORCHESTER. 


The question of proper surroundings for this monu- 
ment has been considered at various times during the 
year, members of the commission going in person to 
examine the site, and recommendations in regard to 
same have been made to the Park and Recreation 
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Department. This statue was overthrown by an auto- 
mobile during the year, but has now been set back in 
position. Damages amounting to $300 were collected 
from the party responsible, and this sum is now in 
charge of the Art Commission. The Park and Recrea- 
tion Department has spent $240 setting the statue in 
place. Work on the pedestal still remains to be done 
for which the Art Commission has an estimate of $110. 
This makes the total cost of restoring the statue to its 
original condition $350. 


Licut Post aT THE GUILD MEMORIAL STEPS. 


One of the ornamental electric light posts at the Guild 
Memorial Steps, which was overthrown as the result of 
a collision between two automobiles, was replaced 
under the supervision of the Art Commission. Settle- 
ment is still in the hands of the Law Department. 


CONVENTION OF ART COMMISSIONS. 


_ The report of the Convention of Art Commissions, 

held in the Old State House on January 7, was first | 
mimeographed and afterwards printed in the Annual 
Report for 1918-19, and copies of both were sent to the 
art commissions throughout the country and to other 
interested persons. 


ART COMMISSION CHARTER. 


The charter of the Art Commission has been amended 
by the Legislature during the year. By these amend- 
ments the custody and care of all works of art owned by 
the city is placed directly under the control of this 
commission. 


PORTRAIT OF JOSIAH BENTON. 


This portrait, painted by Walter Gilman Page, was 
offered to the City to be hung in the Public Library. 
The commission carefully examined the painting and 
regrets that it could not recommend its acceptance by 
the city for that position. 


Girt FROM Mayor or Boston, ENGLAND. 


In compliance with a request from your Honor, the 
Art Commission recommended that this gift, a part of 
the railing in the Old Aldermanic Chamber where the 
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Pilgrim Fathers were tried before coming to this country, 
be placed in the Old State House in care of the Bostonian 
Society. We notice that this recommendation was not 
accepted by your Honor. 


~ 


DIPLOMAS FOR SOLDIERS AND SAILORS. 


A design for this diploma was drafted by Messrs. 
Tichnor Brothers in accordance with directions fur- 
nished by the Art Commission, and the commission 
recommended to your Honor that this design be accepted 
together with a sample of paper selected by the com- 
mission. The commission further recommended that 
the John A. Lowell Bank Note Company be engaged 
to do the work of engraving the diplomas. The matter 
is still in abeyance. 

BUDGET. 


On May 19 the Art Commission met with the Finance 
Commission for the purpose of explaining the needs 
of the commission for the year 1919-20. 


FLAGSTAFF IN THE PUBLIC GARDEN. 


The question of accepting a flagstaff offered by a 
citizen of Boston to replace the one in the Public Garden 
which was destroyed by lightning was considered, but 
as it was stipulated that the staff should bear a plate 
giving the donor’s name, it was thought wise not to 
accept it. 

STATUE OF LEIF ERICSON. 


The commission has approved the plan submitted by 


the Park and Recreation Department for the planting 
of trees around this monument. 


STATUE OF Puruiies Brooxs By Bera L. Pratt. 


This statue has been offered as a gift to the city, but 
as any site selected for it must first receive the approval 
of the wardens and vestry of Trinity Church, and as the 
said-wardens and vestry have not seen fit to give their 
approval to any site, no formal action has been taken 
on this question. 


ETHER MONUMENT. 


Work on the basin of this monument has been con- 
tinued at various times during the year under the super- 
vision of this commission. 
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FouNTAIN IN FLoop SQUARE, SoutH Boston. 


A petition for the relocation of this monument, 
signed by a number of residents of South Boston and 
submitted to the Art Commission by the Public Works 
Department, was considered and was finally referred to 
the Corporation Counsel to see if the Art Commission 
had authority to order it moved to a new location. The 
Corporation Counsel gave his decision that permission 
must first be obtained from the relatives of the donor 
before the fountain could be moved. No formal action 
has therefore been taken. 


PAINTING OF PRESIDENT WILSON. 

A painting by R. Sherman Kidd, depicting President 
Wilson arriving in Boston Harbor on board the 8. 8. 
‘George Washington,” which was proposed for purchase 
by the city, was examined, and it was voted not to 
recommend its purchase. 


SHAw MEMORIAL STEPS. 

An inscription on the Shaw Memorial Steps dedicat- 
ing the Liberty Mall to the soldiers and sailors was 
approved. ‘The inscription reads as follows: ‘‘ Liberty 
Mall dedicated October 24, 1917, to our Soldiers and 
Sailors in the Great War.” 


COPPENHAGEN FOUNTAIN. 


The Art Commission asked the Park and Recreation 
Department to have the lion’s head spout on this foun- 
tain fastened more securely. This has been done. 


PorRTRAIT OF Dr. EvizaABetH C. KELLER. 


This portrait was offered as a gift to the Bowditch 
School and, while it was hardly up to the standard of 
excellence the Art Commission would prefer, it was 
agreed to recommend its acceptance as a memorial to 
Doctor Keller for exhibition in this school. 


PuBLic GARDEN FENCE. 


The commission has asked the Park and Recreation 
Department to reconsider its decision not to have the 
fence along the Boylston Street Mall replaced, as the 
commission feels that the fence is essential for the 
protection of the garden and to complete the inclosure. 


ART DEPARTMENT. 5 


DUDLEY SCHOOL. 


The Art Commission has approved for a position in 
the Dudley School a tablet in memory of the boys from 
that school who served in the war. 


WarR MEMORIALS. 


At the request of the American Federation of Arts, 
Washington, and with the approval of your Honor, this 
commission accepted the duties of a Regional Committee 
on War Memorials for New England. This office has 
already involved the giving of advice to committees on 
war memorials in several towns, notably Salem, Mass., 
to which place members of the commission have been 
to inspect a site proposed for a memorial of which 
several drawings have also been submitted for the 
criticism of this commission which is ready to render 
such assistance as may be necessary. 


GIFT TO WELLS SCHOOL. 


On January 29, 1920, the commission voted to accept 
a portrait of Charles Wells, a former mayor of this 
city, offered as a gift to the Wells School, by Dr. Arthur 
S. Perry, executor. |

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ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


ASSESSING DEPARTMENT 


FOR THE YEAR 1919. 


ASSESSORS’ OFFICE, Ciry Hatt ANNEX, 
Boston, Mass., February 2, 1920. 
Hon. ANDREW J. PETERS, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Srr,— In accordance with the requirements of the 
existing ordinance, the Board of Assessors respectfully 
submits the following report: 

Attention is called to the tax rate, which was increased 
from $21.20 to $23.60, largely occasioned by the reduc- 
tion in the amount of income tax credited to the City of 
Boston from the state, and the amount assessed upon 
the City of Boston to meet the deficit of the Boston 
Elevated Railway. 

The state income tax was distributed for the first time 
upon a new basis, as provided for under chapter 314 of 
the Acts of 1919, and resulted in a credit to the City of 
Boston of $2,864,908.48 as against $4,201,589.54 for the 
previous year. The total amount received by the 
state from this source was $13,385,800, from which 
$3,042,121 was taken to establish a State Educational 
Fund. The amount distributed to cities and towns 
was $8,077,183. The charge on account of the deficit 
of the Boston Elevated Railway amounted to $2,905,- 
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930.87. This was a new obligation placed upon the 
City of Boston and increased the tax rate about $2.10. 

The gain upon real estate was largely due to a read- 
justment of land values in various sections of the city 
and also on new buildings. ‘The real estate market was 
quiet April 1, but took on considerable activity about 
this time, and the effect will, undoubtedly, be reflected 
on the valuations of 1920. This activity is indicated 
by a great number of changes in real estate titles — 
more being recorded at the Registry of Deeds in the 
past twelve months than for any previous year. 

‘The law relating to foreign corporations was changed 
during the year, so that assessments for 1920 will not 
include a tax upon merchandise of foreign corporations 
who are registered with the state. This will result in 
a large loss in the amount of taxable personal property. 


PLANS AND SURVEYS. 


About one hundred plans have been prepared during 
the year, compiled from records and surveys, and a 
start made towards an eventual complete survey of the 
city. These plans are in the downtown districts where 
land is most valuable and also along the waterfronts. 
They are upon a uniform scale and show the dimensions 
of the various parcels, and the total area of the lots. 
About one hundred blocks have been completed. Areas 
in some instances were materially increased as the result 
of the work, and the cost of plans and blueprints is 
more than offset by the increase in valuation. ‘The 
work will be followed up and enlarged upon during the 
coming year. In addition to the surveyed plans, blue- 
prints have been prepared of the city districts, providing 
the assistant assessors with plans for use upon the street, 
upon which is shown the per foot value of each lot for 
comparison. 


RECORD OF SALES. 


In each assessment district a record of sales of real 
estate has been kept, and the data thus obtained used in 
determining values. Stamps as shown on the recorded 
_ deeds are also noted for information. 


New BuvILpINGs. 


The new buildings have been arranged in book form 
somewhat different than heretofore, and a complete 
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record is kept of the permits for all new buildings, with 
their dimensions. The valuations on these buildings 
are determined by the principal assessors, in conjunc- 
tion with their deputies and first assistants, thus 
enabling a uniform basis of value. 


REAL ESTATE SHEETS. 


Sheets have been prepared which show the detail 
of buildings— the construction, dimensions, height, 
eround area, total floor area, condition, estimated cost 
and rents; also description of land — physical condition, 
solid, flats, marsh, docks; grade, corner, street, re- 
striction, easement, improvements; sewer, water, gas, 
sidewalk and edgestone. ‘These sheets are a permanent 
record and also contain data regarding sales, rentals, 
leases, etc., which are retained in office for reference. 
As additional data is obtained the information will be 
noted on the sheets and it is expected that the Real 
Estate Division of the department will be put upon an 
efficient basis. 


REAL Estate Books For PuBuLic USE. 


The books for the public have been so arranged that 
a four-year record of the owners and valuation are shown, 
thus doing away with the necessity of rewriting more 
than 100,000 names annually, and makes available for 
comparison four years’ records: It also results in a 
saving in the cost of binding and stock. 


WORKING CONDITIONS. 


For the first time in the history of the department 
vacations were granted in the summer and autumn to 
all of the employees of the department. Heretofore, 
owing to the nature of the work and the demand by the 
collector for bills and manuscript, a steady grind was 
necessary during the summer months and the Board 
was compelled to put all of the vacations off until the 
winter. It is earnestly hoped that in the future plans 
may be so made that all men may enjoy their vacations 
regularly during the summer. 


LEGISLATIVE CHANGES. 


A change in the law (chapter 51 of the General Acts 
of 1919) allows the assessors to divide the city into 
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convenient assessment districts, and makes it possible 
to arrange the duties of the first assistant assessors so 
that a more equal distribution of the work is possible. 
The districts are to be arranged so that, as far as possible, 
similar kinds of property will be together. Waterfront, 
business and residential sections are to be grouped in 
one assessment district, so that the assessors may have 
a better opportunity for comparisons. 

It is expected that when these changes — particularly 
the real estate sheets and the plans — are fully complete 
the department will have a very valuable record of each 
real estate parcel. These sheets will be a permanent 
record in the department, and, as additional data is 
obtained, the information will be noted on them and the 
Real Estate Division of the department put upon an 
efficient basis.

3. The fund shall be known as the “Thomas Fitzgerald Fund,’ in 
honor of the father of Mayor John F. Fitzgerald, and the gift which ‘shall 
inure to the City of Boston at the end of the period of one hundred years 
shall have the same name.

FRANKLIN FUND. 


This fund has resulted from a bequest of £1,000 sterling to the “ Inhabi- 
tants of the Town of Boston in Massachusetts,” made by BENJAMIN 
FRANKLIN in a codicil to his will (see Suffolk Probate Records, book 712, 
page 1). The said codicil provided that the fund, “if accepted by the 
inhabitants of the Town of Boston,’ should be managed ‘under the 
direction of the Select Men united with the Ministers of the oldest Episco- 
palian, Congregational and Presbyterian Churches in that Town,’’? who 
were to loan upon certain stated conditions portions of the said fund, at 
5 per cent interest, ‘‘to such young married artificers, under the age of 
25 years, as have served an Apprenticeship in the said Town; and faith- 
fully fulfilled the Duties required in their Indentures, so as to obtain 
a good moral Character from at least two respectable Citizens, who are 
willing to become their Sureties in a Bond.” 

The fund was accepted by the Town at a Town meeting held May 25, 
1790 (Franklin having died April 17, 1790), and the ‘ Donation” was 
paid to persons acting as managers in 1791. 

Franklin’s codicil provided that at the end of 100 years the Managers 
should reserve #4; of the amount which Franklin estimated would have 
accumulated by that time, this amount to continue “to be let out on 
interest in the manner above directed for another hundred years,’ and 
that they should spend 3° of the fund which had by that time accumulated 

“in Public Works which. may be judged of most general utility to the 
inhabitants such as Fortifications, Bridges, Acqueducts, Public Buildings, 
Baths, Pavements or whatever may make living in the Town more con- 
venient to its People and render it more agreeable to strangers resorting 
thither for Health or a temporary residence.” 

* The first period of 100 years expired May 2, 1891, but a suit brought 
by the heirs of Franklin temporarily prevented the expenditure of this 
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portion of the fund for the purposes specified, and it was not until Janu- 
ary 17, 1894, that the treasurer of the fund, Mr. Samuel F. McCleary, by 
direction of the ministers of the three churches named in the codicil and 
the Board of Aldermen of the City of Boston, which Board had been 
assumed to be the successors of the ‘‘Select Men,” paid to the City Treas- 
urer $329,300.48 (429 of the fund); and the said persons voted that this 
amount be expended ‘“‘in the purchase of land and for the erection thereon 
of the Franklin Trades School and for the equipment of the same.”’ The 
fund was not, however, expended for that purpose, certain suits having 
been brought to have the courts determine who were in fact managers 
of said fund; and it was finally decided (see Collins vs. Doyle, 184 Mass. 
373) that the “selectmen while in the performance of their duties as 
managers were not acting as public officers of the town,” and that the 
members of the Board of Aldermen ‘‘did not become their successors as 
managers of the Franklin Fund’’; and by virtue of a final decree made 
by Justice William C. Loring of the Supreme Judicial Court on March 16, 
1904, nine persons (of whom the Mayor of Boston is, ex officio, one) were 
appointed to act in conjunction with the ministers of the three churches 
as managers of the said fund. The managers are the rector of Christ 
Church, the ministers of the First Church in Boston and the First United 
Presbyterian Church, Andrew J. Peters, Mayor of Boston (ex officio), 
Nathan Matthews (President), James J. Storrow (Treasurer), George F. 
Sets (Secretary), John A. Sullivan, Henry Abrahams and Charles H. 
aylor. 

From the accumulated fund there has been expended by the managers 
$427,991.64 on account of the construction and equipment of a building 
at the corner of Appleton and Berkeley streets, known as the Franklin 
Union, and containing a hall capable of seating 1,000, 24 class rooms and 
6 draughting rooms. The object of the institution is to afford people 
working at a trade an opportunity to increase their knowledge and improve 
their condition. The land on which the building stands was purchased 
by the City of Boston for $100,000. 

The balance of the fund, which was retained by the treasurer,— and 
which the codicil provides shall remain invested until 1991, when it will 
be divided between the City of Boston and the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts, in the proportion specified in the bequest,— was, at the request 
of the managers of the fund, turned over to the City Treasurer on October 
20, 1904, it having been voted by the managers that the Treasurer of the 
City of Boston for the time being act as the treasurer of both the accu- 
mulated and the accumulating funds.

At the end of twenty-five years the 
income of said sum to be expended annually in the purchase of books of 
permanent value, either in the Spanish or Portuguese languages, or in 
such other languages as may be deemed expedient by those having charge 
of the library. The books bequeathed or purchased are always to be 
freely accessible for reference or study, but are not to be loaned for use 
outside of the library building. If these bequests are not accepted by the

the Trustees of the Public Library received said bequests on behalf of 
the city, and made suitable arrangements for the care and custody of the 
books and manuscripts.

SCHOOL TRUST FUNDS. 


Bowpoin DorcHEesteR ScHoot Funp.— On March 1, 1797, James 
Bowpo1, of Boston, in token of his respect and esteem for the inhabi- 
tants of the town of Dorchester, and for the sum of 5s., deeded to them 
and to their successors forever, “for the use and benefit of the public 
schools in said town,” a certain parcel of woodland. The sale of this 
estate by the Board of Street Commissioners was authorized by the City 
Council in 1889, and the net proceeds paid to and invested by the City 
Treasurer in bonds of the City of Boston, the income of said bonds being 
expended by the School Committee for the benefit of the public schools 
in that part of said city formerly called Dorchester. 

On September 27, 1897, the Corporation Counsel of the city gave an 
opinion that the schools in South Boston had the same right as the schools 
in Dorchester to participate in the benefits of this fund, and since that 
date the income has annually been expended for the purchase of books 
and other supplies for the schools in these two sections of the city.

CHARLESTOWN ScHooLt Trust Funp.— The Legislature of Massachu- 
setts, on the 27th of March, 1793, passed an act to incorporate Richard 
Devens, Nathaniel Gorham, Josiah Bartlett, Aaron Putnam, Joseph Hurd, 
Nathaniel Hawkins, Seth Wyman and their successors, Trustees of the 
Charlestown Free Schools. On the 18th of April, the same year, it- was 
“Voted that the Town Treasurer deliver to Aaron Putman, Esq., Treas- 
urer of the Trustees of the Charlestown Free Schools, all the money, 
bonds, notes of hand, ete. (being the property of said free schools), that 
now are or may come into his, the Town Treasurer’s hand.” 

The charter of the City of Charlestown, after prescribing the manner 
of electing the School Committee, provides that the persons thus chosen 
shall have ‘‘all the powers and privileges, and be subject to all the liabili- 
ties set forth’ in the act to incorporate certain persons under the name 
of the Trustees of Charlestown Free Schools. The Act of Annexation to 
Boston provided for the continuance of this corporation in the members 
Be _the School Committee of the City of Boston from the Charlestown 

istrict. 
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By chapter 53 of the Acts of 1877 the School Committee was incorpo- 
rated and authorized to receive the Charlestown School Trust Fund, to 
“manage said fund, and disburse the income thereof within the limits of 
the former City of Charlestown, according to the tenor of the instruments 
creating said trust.” 

The School Committee elects annually one of its members as treasurer 
of the corporation, who holds in trust the property of this fund, and 
expends the income thereof for the purchase of books and other articles 
for the benefit of the schools situated within the limits of the former City 
of Charlestown.

FRANKLIN Mrpat Funp.— The will of Dr. BENJAMIN FRANKLIN con- 
tained a legacy of one hundred pounds sterling to establish a fund, the 
income thereof to be expended in silver medals as honorary rewards to 
the pupils of the free school belonging to the town of Boston.

PERMANENT SCHOOL PENSION FUND. 


This fund was established under authority of chapter 589 of the Acts 
of 1908, as amended by chapter 617 of the Acts of 1910 and chapter 304 
of the Acts of 1915 for the payment of pensions to the members of the 
teaching or supervising staff of the public day schools of the City of Boston. 

The care and investment of said fund are “vested in a board of three 
trustees, of whom one shall be the Chairman of the Board of Commis- 
sioners of Sinking Funds of the City of Boston, ex officio, another chosen 
by the School Committee and the third shall be chosen by the Board of 
Trustees of the Teachers’ Retirement Fund in the City of Boston. 

“In addition to the amount which the school committee is now author- 
ized by law to appropriate for the support of the public schools of the city 
and for other purposes, it shall annually appropriate for the purposes con- 
templated by this act, and in the same manner in which it makes appro- 
priations for other school purposes, the sum of seven cents upon each one 
thousand dollars of the valuation on which the appropriations of the City 
Council of the city are based, and shall from time to time pay to the 
treasurer of the permanent pension fund such portion of the proceeds of 
said seven cents upon each one thousand dollars of the valuation aforesaid 
as, in the opinion of the school committee, will not be needed for the 
purpose of paying pensions to teachers during that year.’

PUBLIC SCHOOL TEACHERS’ RETIREMENT FUND. 





This fund has been created in accordance with the provisions of chapter 
237 of the Acts of 1900 and in charge of a board of trustees consisting of 
the superintendent of schools, three female teachers, three male teachers, 
and four members of the School Committee. 

The fund is for the purpose of providing annuities to teachers who have 
retired from the service of the City of Boston after having taught a certain 
length of time in the day schools of the city, and who have contributed a 


certain sum to the fund. 
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Eighteen dollars per year is deducted by the City Treasurer from the 
salaries of all teachers who entered the service of the city after the passage 
of the Act of 1900, and also from the salaries of such other teachers as have 


voluntarily elected to come within the provisions of the act. 


On January 31, 1920, 2,995 teachers were contributing to the fund at 


the rate of $18 per year. 


On January 31, 1920, two hundred and ninety-eight retired teachers 
were receiving annuities of $10 per month, one at $6 per month, three at $5 


per month and one at $4.44 per month.

Ordered, That to meet in part the expenses during the financial year 
beginning February 1, 1919, for interest and sinking fund requirements 
on the East Boston Tunnel Debt issued under authority of chapter 548, 
Acts of 1894, chapter 500, Acts of 1897, chapter 190, Acts of 1903, and 
chapter 187, Acts of 1905, the sum of $61,383 be and hereby is appropriated, 
and that said amount be raised by taxation upon the polls and estates 


taxable in the City of Boston.

APPROPRIATIONS AND TAX ORDERS FOR THE 
FINANCIAL YEAR 1919-1920. 


Ordered, That to meet the current expenses payable during the financial 
year beginning with the first day of February, 1919, of performing the 
duties and exercising the powers devolved by statute or ordinance, or by 
vote of the City Council during the year, upon the City of Boston or the 
County of Suffolk, or the departments or offices thereof, and to meet their 
respective obligations for interest on debt, sinking fund requirements and 
maturing debt not provided for by sinking fund, the respective sums of 
money specified in the tables and schedules hereinafter set out be, and the 
same are, hereby appropriated for the several departments and for the 
objects and purposes hereinafter stated. 

Ordered, That the appropriations for Water Service, current expenses, 
and the payment to the state under the provisions of chapter 488 of the 
Acts of 1895, and acts in addition or amendments thereto, and for the 
interest and debt requirements for loans issued for water purposes, be met 
by the income of said works and any excess over income from taxes; that 
the appropriation for Printing Department be met by the department 
income and any excess over income from taxes; that the appropriation for 
City Record be met by the income from the publication and any excess over 
income from taxes; that the other appropriations hereinafter specified be 
met out of the money remaining in the treasury at the close of business on 
January 31, 1919, exclusive of the money raised by loan or needed to carry 
out the requirements of any statute, gift, trust or special appropriation, 
and by the income of the financial year, beginning February 1, 1919, and 
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taxes to the amount of $22,417,523,33, and that said amount be raised by 
taxation on the polls and estates in the City of Boston. 

Ordered, That all sums of money which form no part of the income of the 
city, but shall be paid for services rendered or work done by any depart- 
ment or division for any other department or division, or for any person 
or corporation other than the City of Boston, be paid into the general 
treasury, and that all contributions made to any appropriation be expended 
for the objects and purposes directed by the several contributors thereof. 

Ordered, That all taxes raised to meet the appropriations of the city and 
all taxes assessed for meeting the city’s proportion of the state tax of the 
year 1919, or of any other taxes or assessments payable to the Common- 
wealth, be due and payable on the fifteenth day of October, 1919, that 
all such taxes remaining unpaid after the first day of November, 1919, 
shall bear interest at the rate of six per cent per annum from the fifteenth 
day of October, 1919, until paid, except the taxes assessed upon shares of 
national banks, which shall bear interest at the rate of twelve per cent per 
annum from the fifteenth day of October, 1919, until paid; and that all 
interest which shall have become due on taxes shall be added to and be a 
part of such taxes. 

Ordered, That except as the appropriation for any purpose or item shall 
be increased by additional appropriations or by transfers lawfully made, 
no money shall be expended by any department for any of the purposes 
or items designated in the tables and schedules hereinafter set out in excess 
of the amount set down as appropriated for such specific purpose or ‘item; 
and except as aforesaid, no salaries or wages shall be paid in excess of the 
rates specified in said tables and schedules.

To His Honor the Mayor of the City of Boston: 

Sir,— The Board of Boston Infirmary Trustees 
respectfully submits its report for the year ending 
January 31, 1920. 

The Board, as at present constituted, organized on 
January 19, 1920. Since that time it has been busy 
familiarizing itself with its duties and investigating 
conditions at the Boston Almshouse and Hospital. 

Consideration has been given to a report by a Special 
Committee, appointed by your Honor, to consider the 
removal of the Long Island institution to the mainland. 
The suggestion contained in the report of the committee 
with respect to removal of tuberculosis cases to Mattapan 
is being followed out and it is expected that within a 


very few weeks there will be no tuberculosis cases at the 


Long Island Hospital. 

The Board, during its short existence, has found 
Long Island to be suffering from a shortage of help. 
The nursing force is depleted and an effort is being made 
to increase it to its needed strength. A few nurses 
have been added to the nursing service and steps are 
being taken to secure attendants and wardmaids. 
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During the past year it was impossible to secure farm 
hands or unskilled labor of any sort and as a result the 
farm suffered,— but $400 worth of farm products were 
raised. 

Abnormal industrial conditions have had their effect 
on our inmate population. In periods of business 
depression, and even in normal times, a number of the 
male inmates of the almshouse have been physically fit 
to do manual labor and a great deal of work was accom- 
plished with their aid. Out of a total average popula- 
tion of 362 men last year, not more than ten were 
physically fit to do work of any sort. Inmates of the 
Suffolk County House of Correction have helped in 
_earing for crops, but a sharp drop in the population of 
that institution made necessary the withdrawal of 
prison help from Long Island. Plans are being made 
for working the farm during the coming year and the 
co-operation of the Penal Institutions Department is 
assured. 

To prevent further deterioration of the physical 
equipment of the institution, a large expenditure during 
the next two years will be necessary. Wharves, build- 
ings and premises show neglect and a resultant deterio- 
ration which is appalling. Inmate labor shortage, 
delays in making necessary repairs because of high cost 
and an apparent lack of supervision have all conspired to 
produce these conditions. 

In April, 1919, a serious fire occurred in the laundry 
building which practically destroyed all the equipment 
and so damaged the building that it will be necessary 
to spend $21,000 to put the building and equipment 
back in condition. 

The Board appreciates that it has a hard task before 
it and hopes that its next report may be a record of 
accomplishment. 

The average population of the institution for 1919-20 
was 774, which is 39 less than last year and the lowest 
since 1904, when it was 704. The hospital average, 
which is included above, was 319, which is 30 less than for 
the period covered by the last report. 

An appropriation of $304,897.48 was made by the 
City Council, of which sum $273,211.40 was expended. 
This amount is less by $31,214.33 than the expenditure 
of the previous year, and this in spite of a sharp rise in 
prices. The saving was due to a decrease in numbers, 
decrease in the amount of coal purchased and the fact 
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that no great repairs were made. The per capita 
expenditure was $6.77, which was 41 cents less than that 
of the previous year. ‘This expenditure is subdivided as 
follows: Salaries, $1.94; subsistence, $2.65; fuel, $0.90; 
medical and surgical supplies and equipment, $0.21; all 
other items, $1.07. 

The income, principally on account of board of 
inmates, amounted to $17,034.98. This brings the net 
per capita cost to $6.35. 

The expenditures for the department steamer ‘‘ George 
A. Hibbard”? amounted to $24,999.01. It is the belief 
of the Board that nothing should be done with the boat 
until a very careful examination. has been made by 
experts to determine whether it will be more economical 
for the city to purchase a new boat than to expend 

money to put the ‘‘George A. Hibbard” back in repair.

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REPORT OF THE VISITING MEDICAL STAFF 
OF THE LONG ISLAND HOSPITAL. 


Boston; January 31, 1920. 
To the Boston Infirmary Trustees: 


In our previous reports, for many years back, we have 
pointed out the disadvantages of the location of the 
Long Island institution. The difficulty of easy access 
to and from the island is prohibitive of frequent visits 
from the nonresident medical staff. This naturally 
leads to a certain lack of interest and enthusiasm on the 
part of the resident staff and to a consequent difficulty : 
in securing the best men for resident positions. The 
difficulty is also seen in the training school for nurses. 
With increasing demand for nurses and inducements 
offered to enter training it is apparent that the more 
accessible hospitals and especially those dealing with 
acute disease are more eagerly sought. In this con- 
nection the advisability of no longer attempting to 
maintain a training school at Long Island should be 
seriously considered. The _ possibility of educating 
young women to become attendants is an attractive 
one and might well be substituted for the present rather 
elaborate training which, as experience has shown, has 
not of late years attracted applicants in sufficient 
numbers. 

The most important matter, however, before the 
the city government and those interested in the problem 
of proper care for the chronic sick is the question of 
removal of the institution to the mainland. A commit- 
tee appointed by the Mayor, composed of Mr. Carl 
Dreyfus, Rt. Rev. M. J. Splaine, Dr. David L. Edsall, 
Dr. Malcolm Seymour, Mr. Jeffrey H. Brackett and 
Mr. Thomas C. O’Brien has reported unanimously that 
in its judgment a removal to the mainland is altogether 
desirable. Some of the reasons for removal given in 
the report of the special committee with which we 
entirely agree and which, in fact, we have from year to 
year reiterated, are as follows: The situation on an 
island renders the institution inaccessible. It is, there- 
fore, not only difficult for physicians to visit but also 


ad 


————— 
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for relatives and friends of the inmates. Medical and 
surgical care must of necessity be inadequate owing to 
existing conditions. It follows also that due to the 
isolation and the general character of the diseases met 
with, the hospital has not proved attractive to appli- 
cants for training as nurses or for house officers and 
resident physicians. Investigation is peculiarly difficult 
on account of inaccessibility, nor probably even were 
this not so, would it be wise to duplicate scientific 
research laboratories which are already in existence. 
and maintained at considerable expense in Boston insti- 
tutions. Instruction of medical students, valuable as 
the material for that purpose is, is at present practically 
impossible on account of the time taken in going to 
and from the island. ‘These are some of many reasons 
which might be adduced for the proposed transference. 

The study of chronic disease and the observation 
of patients over long periods of time is becoming a 
matter of increasing importance. The facilities of 
this study both for the sake of the patients and the 
community should be rendered as convenient as possible. 
This unquestionably can only be secured by an accessi- 
ble hospital not dependent upon the capricious services 
of a boat. | 

Should this very desirable change in hospital admin- 
istration be effected, the location on the mainland 
becomes a matter of much importance. It has been 
suggested that the land connected with the Consump- 
tives’ Hospital at Mattapan might be utilized for the 


‘establishment of a hospital and the West Department 


of the City Hospital in West Roxbury be used for the 
almshouse population, and the Boston City Hospital, 
the Boston Consumptives’ Hospital and the Long 
Island Hospital should be administered by one Board 
of Trustees. There are, however, matters of detail 
which may well be settled after the determination has 
been reached to effect the definite change from Long 
Island to the mainland. 

Those who have followed the vicissitudes of this 
really important institution for the past twenty-five 
or thirty years have seen an admirable hospital built 
ap from the rather, discouraging almshouse situation 
of a previous time. This hospital for many years did 
efficient work, always, however, handicapped by the 
island location. Under more recent conditions accen- 
tuated by the war, the hospital has not been able 
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to maintain its standard, chiefly because of the diffi- 
culty of making visits and the associated difficulty of 
securing men and house officers as well as nurses for 
the immediate conduct of its work. It does not seem 
probable, judging from the experience of the past, 
that the institution is likely to regain and much less 
to exceed the standard it has had in the past unless a 
change to the mainland is effected. It is, therefore, 
the judgment of this staff that every legitimate effort 
should be made toward effecting this change, thereby 
unifying a great institution, the Boston City Hospital, 
by bringing under one jurisdiction both the acute and 
chronic sick of the city. 

There have been many changes both in the visiting 
and resident staff during the past year.

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REPORT OF SOCIAL WORKER. 


Boston, January 31, 1920. 


To the Boston Infirmary Trustees: 

I respectfully submit report of Social Worker in the 
Infirmary Department for the period of fifteen months, 
beginning November 6, 1918 (the time of appoint- 
ment of undersigned) and ending January 31, '920. 

As my appointment to the position of Social Worker 
in the Infirmary Department marked the inauguration 
of this kind of work as a special branch of the depart- 
ment’s activities, a great deal of preliminary effort was 
necessary before any definite results could be brought 
about. 

The absence of any definite instruction in my letter 
of appointment to the position as to character and 
extent of work to be done, required, necessarily, that I 
should rely upon my own resources and upon the results 
of my investigations to determine the work at hand. 

Every commitment to Long Island is upon a basis 
of indigency or dependency, without regard to age or 
sex. The civil pre-requisite is that the person committed 
have settlement rights in Boston. 

While I have had occasion to come in contact with 
practically all the inmates and have placed my services 
at their call, there are many, more especially the older 
men and women of chronic ailments, for whom no 
special effort on the part of the Social Worker is required. 

I have not felt it necessary to make definite record 
of any case that did not require some special effort 
on my part, either in the form of visits, correspondence 
or consultation. 

I have accordingly to report that the services of the 
Social Worker were extended in a very definite way 
to 124 patients or inmates during the period covering 
this report. 

Of this number, 104 were discharged from hospital or 
institution; that is, 25 were returned to court custody; 
11 placed in care of other social agencies; 9 given 
employment obtained by Social Worker; 10 returned 
to their own homes and one placed under custodial care. 
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Of the remaining number, there were 26 unmarried 
mothers, 3 married mothers and 31 illegitimate children. 
Of these children, 19 were discharged to the com- 
munity; 7 still remain in hospital for treatment while 
5 have died at the island. 

Twenty-four of the mothers were under treatment for 
venereal diseases while in care of Infirmary Department. 
In 15 of the maternity cases it was the first child, 
in 10 cases the second child, in 4 cases the third child. 
Of these 29 mothers only 5, after submission to the 
usual mental tests, were declared mentally normal, 
while the remaining 24 were said to give definite evidence 
of varying degrees of mental deficiency and lack of 
proper moral sense. Two of the mentally deficient 
group were committed to the State School for the Feeble- 
minded, 5 were placed in the care of other agencies, 6 
were placed at housework and 15 given opportunity in 
other forms of employment. The child accompanied 
the mother, or where it appeared wise was placed in care 
of relatives or some child-placing agency. 

Five hundred and thirty-two visits were made by the 
Social Worker to homes, hospitals, courts and other civic 
and social agencies on account of patients. 

In seven cases legal assistance was needed and pro- 
vided. There were placed to credit of cases under my 
supervision, $357.30. 

In the interest of the department $554 was referred 
for collection on account of board of patients while at 
hospital. 

I desire, respectfully, to call the attention of the 
trustees to the need of adequate equipment, both in 
personnel and appropriation for the Social Service work 
of the department. 

The mother and baby problem, while numerically the 
smallest factor in the hospital, isa most important factor, 
requiring so much of the time of the worker that there 
is little opportunity to be of assistance to many others, 
old and young, for whom much more could be done, 
especially along the line of preventing or curtailing the 
stay at the hospital of needless encumbrances.

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LONG ISLAND HOSPITAL TRAINING SCHOOL 
FOR NURSES. 


This training school is established to give a systematic 
course of training and practice to women in the care of 
patients and to fit them as trained nurses for any class 
of cases. 

The school is connected with the Long Island Hospital, 
which is located on one of the most beautiful islands of 
Boston Harbor. The hospital building is new and 
modern in all its appointments and contains more than 


_ four hundred and fifty beds. 


The superintendent of the hospital has the general 
supervision of all matters relating to the school The 
superintendent of nurses has the immediate charge of all 
the nursing in the hospital, of all persons employed in 
the wards, and also the instruction and management of 
the pupils in the training school. 

The two years and six months’ course of training 
includes a preparatory course of three months under a 
special instructor, followed by a fixed course of instruc- 
tion from manuals and text-books, mainly given by the 
instructors and graduate head nurses. Lectures and 
demonstrations, chiefly upon practical points, are given 
at stated times by the Medics and surgical staff of the 
hospital. While the instruction by the manuals, text- 
books, lectures, demonstrations, quizzes and models is . 
considerable, the main reliance is upon accurate daily 
drill in the wards, operating rooms and other depart- 
ments of the hospital. . Examinations, both oral and 
written, are held from time to time by the authorities 
of the school and nurses will not be graduated unless they 
attain, on critical marking, at least 75 per cent. 

Preliminary Course extends during two months of 
probation, and includes hygiene of hospital wards, 
nursing ethics, points in practical nursing, beds and 
bed making, baths, carrying of trays and feeding of 
helpless patients, giving of medicines, of enemata and 
use of female catheter, preparation and giving of hypo- 
dermic injections, prevention and care of bed sores, care 
of convalescent patients, management of ward supplies, 
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care of hot water bottles and ice caps, taking of pulse, 
respirations and temperatures, keeping of clinical 
charts, attendance with junior class at lectures and 
autopsies as they come in order. 

At the end of the second month candidates, if con- 
sidered satisfactory, are permitted to wear the cap and 
enter upon the regular course of training, but such 
candidates are not permitted to join the school formally 
until the end of the third month, when, if accepted, they 
sign an agreement to complete the prescribed course of 
two years and six months and to conform to all rules. 
At the end of the first six months the record and work 
of each pupil are carefull scrutinized as to her fitness to 
make a good nurse, and the right is reserved by the 
authorities of the hospital to terminate then, or at any 
time, the connection of any pupil or nurse with the 
school for inefficcency, misconduct, generally unsatis- 
factory record, or for any other reason which may be 
deemed sufficient. 

The nurses in the training school (including pro- 
bationers) reside at the Nurses’ Home connected with 
this hospital. This home is attractive and homelike and 
has the best of conditions necessary to good health and 
personal hygiene, while recreation and amusement, nec- 
essary to a wholesome life, have been considered in the 
music room, library and reception room provided. 

Junior Year.—Subjects covered: Chemistry, anatomy 
and physiology, bacteriology, materia medica, treatment 
in diseases, medical and surgical dressing, urinalysis, 
microscopic examination of sputum and excreta, demon- 
stration in practical nursing and bandaging; observation 
in lying-in room, operating room and X-ray room; 
care of infectious cases, giving medical treatments, 
surgical dressings, making of surgical and obstetrical 
supplies; nursing care of infants and children; night 
duty; preparation and care of the dead. 

Senior Year.—In weekly classes the subjects followed 
are obstetrics, gynecology, surgical and operating room 
technique, orthopedic nursing, administration of anss- 
thetics and radiology; diseases and treatments of the 
eye, ear, nose and throat; diseases of the skin, complica- 
tions and management in the diseases of the kidneys 
and urinary system, the heart and circulatory system; 
insanity and nervous diseases; nursing care of feeble- 
minded children; treatment of diseases of the respiratory 
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organs; preventive curative measures and general 
management of tuberculosis; nursing care of chronic 
and incurable patients; service in operating room and 
lying-in room, infant feeding and preparation of milk 
formule and dentistry. 

Senior nurses assume responsibility of the manage- 
ment of the wards in the absence of the head nurse in 
charge, admitting patients into the wards, discharging 
of the same, listing and care of patients’ clothing, 
charting, keeping of nurses’ records, giving treatments 
and fulfillment of doctor’s orders; serving of special diets 
to patients. 

An extended course is given in dietetics and invalid 
cooking, covering lectures and practical demonstra- 
tions on the chemical composition of foods, food values, 
sources and classifications; uses and preparations of 
foods and beverages, with methods of serving the same. 

Course in massage, where by means of lectures and 
practical demonstrations and manipulations the details 
of such treatments are taught and the art of applying 
judiciously and according to physiological laws the vari- 
ous passive and resistive movements. 

Candidates will be received between the ages of 
eighteen and thirty years (married women are not 
desired). They must be of sound health and have teeth 
in good condition. They should send a brief personal 
history and give the names and addresses of responsible 
persons, not of their own kin, who know their good 
character and capabilities. If the recommendations are 
satisfactory to the superintendent, they will be received 
for two months on probation. 

An affiliation of six months with the Boston City 
Hospital consists of operating room work, care of surgi- 
cal patients and contagious diseases. 

A personal interview is required of all candidates 
desiring to enter the training school. For this purpose 
passes for the steamer ‘‘ Monitor” will be furnished 
upon application to the superintendent of nurses, who 
arranges to see candidates on Saturday afternoons. 

While the education and training which are afforded 
are intended to be a full equivalent for their services, 
there is given the pupils towards defraying their neces- 
sary personal expenses, $5.75 per week during the first 
and second years and the usual rate allowed third year 
pupil nurses for six months at the City Hospital. 
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If pupils successfully fulfill the requirements for the 
full term of two years and six months and pass the 
necessary examinations, they will, upon the termination 
of their service, receive a diploma from the hospital. 

Pupils are not permitted during their training to leave 
the training school to nurse sick relatives or friends. 

Hours of duty for day nurses are from 7 a. m. to 8 p. m.; 
for night nurses from 8 p. m. to 7 a.m. Each nurse on 
day duty is allowed three hours for rest and recitations, 
four hours on Sundays and holidays, and a weekly 
twenty-four hour leave of absence. Nurses on night 
duty are required to be in bed from 9 a. m. until 4 p. m. 
Nurses will be called on for two or more months’ regular 
night duty during each year’s training. ‘wo weeks’ 
vacation with pay is allowed each year. 

Graduates are eligible for Red Cross Nursing Service, 
Army and Navy Nursing Service and State Registration. 

The school year has no fixed date, but accepted candi- 
dates are, as a rule, received in classes, beginning every 
three months. 

If nurses are sick they are cared for in the hospital. 

The majority of graduates engage in private nursing 
but some are invited to remain in the service of the 
hospital as head nurses, with opportunities of promotion 
here or in other hospitals. Graduate head nurses who 
prefer to remain in hospital work, or return after a term 
of private nursing, are given instructions in ward 
management, hospital housekeeping and minor adminis- 
tration, fitting them to fill positions of trust in hospitals 
or other institutions.

FOR THE YEAR 1919.

Sir,— In compliance with section 1, chapter 550, 
of the Acts of 1907, and section 24, chapter 3, of the 
Revised Ordinances, a statement of the operations of 
the department from January 1, 1919, to December 31, 
1919, is herewith presented, except financial statement, 
which is for the fiscal year 1919-20. 

Owing to the fact that the cities throughout the 
country have generally adopted the calendar year for 
their annual reports, and further, so many requests 
having been received by this department for such a state- 
ment (for comparison and statistical purposes), with the 
approval of the Corporation Counsel this department has 
adopted the calendar year for all statements of building 
operations, but adhere to the fiscal year (February 1 to 
February 1) for financial statements.

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BuILDING OuTLOOK FoR 1920. 


Projectors of new building operations and those who 
contemplate extensive alterations are being urged, I am 
informed, to lose no time in placing their orders for 
materials in the hands of manufacturers, if they desire 
to get under way during the spring or early summer of 
this year. Developments favoring such conclusions 
and advice featured the beginning of the year. ‘This 
phase of the building situation points to an early adjust- 
ment of many of the problems that made dubious the 
outlook for increased building in 1920. 

The consensus of opinion of building experts, archi- 
tects and statisticians is that the cost of building in 
1920 will probably be in excess of that of 1919, on 
account of the steadily and rapidly advancing cost of 
labor and material due to higher wages, transportation 
facilities, labor shortage, labor unrest and particularly 
curtailed production per man; and, further, their 
opinion is that it will only be overcome by increased 
production and greater labor efficiency in factories and 
on the work. 

According to a bulletin issued by the United States 
Department of Labor on March 4, 1919, general com- 
modities, exclusive of building materials, were relatively 
52 per cent higher than building materials, using 1913 as 
a basis. 

From other sources it is stated that the following 
variations have occurred, using 1914 as a basis, 100 
per cent: 1915, 97.2; 1916, 114.5; 1917, 154.0; 1918, 
190.0; 1919, first half, 193.0. 

That building operations will increase was asserted 
and for the following reasons. We are jn for a period 
of high prices for three to five years before conditions, 
influenced by the war, adjust themselves. The present 
abnormal demand for buildings is due to the pre-war 
tightness of the money market and the curtailment of 
labor and material during the war. ‘Today we are 
more under-built than at any other period in the history 
of‘ the city. 

Owing to enforced absence of some of the office force 
of the department, being in United States service, 
to the increased detail work necessitated by the amend- 
ments of 1918 to the building law, and to the increasing 
building operations now taking place, both the office 
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and field force volunteered to assist in making up 
the loss and overcoming the accumulation of office work 
by working evenings without additional remuneration. 
Eighteen members met at this office and worked several 
hours and expect to meet again for this purpose. ‘Two 
or three individual members of the department have 
made a practice of giving several nights each week and 
even holidays to the work of the department, and this 
work of loyalty to the department and city should not 
be allowed to go unknown and without official recogni- 
tion of their meritorious service. I have personally 
thanked the members for their spirit of co-operation 
and team work performed after office hours and for 
their spirit of loyalty and unsefishness. 

The past year has witnessed the change of fuel from 
coal to gas, in preparing food in the leading hotels and 
bakeries. The increased use of gas for fuel has placed 
on the market many types of appliances, which are 
examined and, if approved, their installation is in- 
spected and followed by later visits. 

The bill which failed to become a law in the last legis- 
lature, that ‘‘ All gas-fired, high pressure, steam boilers 
under three horse power be inspected by the state police,’’. 
has caused the Building Commissioner to refuse all new 
installations of this type, unless they conform to Massa- 
chusetts standard. 

The regulation which prohibits the use of rubber or 
flexible tubing on any gas appliance having a controlling 
cock has made it possible to compel owners to change 
to iron pipe connections in many lodging and tenement 
houses. | 


PARADE OF THE YANKEE DIVISION. 


Before the route of the parade of the Yankee Division 
on April 25 was definitely decided, the Building Depart- 
ment commenced activities in the way of receiving and 
passing on applications and plans for grandstands, and 
granting permits for same. ‘This was followed by in- 
spections until the stands were finished in accordance 
with the requirements of the department. ‘The depart- 
ment early adopted a most thorough and systematic 
method for the inspection of all structures which offered 
available space for observation purposes and prepared 
for the prohibition of use of such places as were found 
placarded the same, prohibiting its use. 
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The public was notified by the Press that observation 
stands on roofs and all balconies, fire escapes and store 
roofs would not be allowed to be used, and, to make the 
matter more emphatic, the department notified the 
occupants in each and every case that their roof, balcony 
or fire escape could not be occupied, and officially 
placarded same, prohibiting its use. 

These duties were arduous and trying; the immense 
amount of work to be done and the short time in which 
to do it tended to make builders, mechanics, committees 
and individual owners impatient and annoyed at any 
delay of their plans, but the department, giving of all 
its time, nights, days, even Sundays and the holiday, 
to this work, overcame all difficulties and every structure 
stood and not a single accident even of the merest 
nature occurred in consequence of any condition over 
which this department had supervision. The magni- 
tude and success of the department’s work in the public 
interest and public safety may be better understood by 
the following facts. 

The observation stands (all told, public and private), 
numbering 185, aggregated 16,951 feet in length, with 
a seating capacity of 129,109 persons. The department, 
both office and field force, was detailed on this work as 
early as April 1, and worked continuously until after 
the parade on the 25th. 

The estimated hours of work given by the depart- 
ment is 2,905, or 290 days’ work of 10 hours each, and 
this in addition to the regular work imposed by law. 
In the matter of safeguarding the public on the occa- 
sion of a parade the duties and responsibilites in this 
instance were the greatest in the history of the city. 

The activities on the day of the parade, made neces- 
sary by the eleventh-hour rush to build observation 
stands, were so great that inspections continued until 
the head of the parade had reached the point of finish. 
In many instances drastic action had to be taken. The 
number of unsafe placards used was more than 300, 
confined mostly to fire escapes, balconies and roofs 
of one-story stores. 

The department issued gratis 300 blueprints, showing 
construction and plan of observation stands approved. 
These plans were followed in most instances. 

This report does not include the stands in front of 
the State House.

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REPORT OF FENCE VIEWERS. 


Mr. HERBERT A. WILSON, 
Building Commissioner: 


Dear S1r,— In compliance with your request we 
hereby submit our annual report for the year 1919 as 
fence viewers of the City of Boston. 

From February 1, 1919, to January 1, 1920, we have 
had twenty-seven cases for which a decision has been 
sent to the parties in dispute, and are as follows: One 
in Boston proper; seven in Roxbury; one in Jamaica 
Plain; one in Hyde Park; three in South Boston; 
four in East Boston; eight in Dorchester and two in 
West Roxbury. 

Since February 1, 1919, to January 1, 1920, we have 
collected the sum of $26. There is now due us for the 
past seven years the sum of $203.80; of this amount, 
$173.80 is due prior to 1919. 

For a number of years past we have recommended 
that the existing laws pertaining to fences be amended 
to fit the needs of the City of Boston. As yet no one 
seems interested enough in fence viewing laws to take 
the matter before the Legislature for amendment. 

There is a great need of a law that will empower the 
fence viewers with sufficient authority to definitely 
settle disputes continually arising over the mainte- 
nance of embankment walls on division lines. 

There is a great need of a law that will empower the 
fence viewers to collect their fee other than an action 
in tort, and we would recommend that immediate 
action be taken with this regard, or that the present 
fee system be abolished, or that chapter 33, Revised 
Laws of Massachusetts, be amended to exclude Boston, 
and that chapter 76, Acts of 1911, be repealed.

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SUMMARY OF DECISIONS RENDERED BY THE 
BOARD OF APPEAL JANUARY 31, 1919, TO 
JANUARY 31, 1920. 


Case No. 15388. 


(Violation of Section 9, Chapter 550, Acis of 1907, 
as Amended.) 
February 1, 1919. 

The appellant was refused a permit to erect elevated 
platform. The structure was to be used as a trestle 
for supporting coal handling machinery, approximately 
170 feet in length, 8 inches wide and 30 inches high, 
situated on private railroad property and _ practically 
isolated. The Board was of the opinion that, owing 
to the location of the proposed structure and the pur- 
poses for which it was to be used, it would be a manifest 
injustice to refuse the appellant a permit and therefore 
sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 1539. 


(Violation of Section 9, Chapter 550, Acts of 1907, 
as Amended.) 
February 1, 1919. 

The appellant was refused a permit to alter building 
of third-class construction. After hearing the appellant 
and examining the plans of the proposed alteration, 
the Board was of the opinion that the Building Com- 
missioner was justified in his refusal and therefore 
affirmed same. 


CasE No. 1540. 


(Violation of Section 9, Chapter 550, Acts of 1907, also 
Section 82, as Amended. ) 
February 1, 1919. 
The appellant was refused a permit to amend plans 
of building as same was a wooden construction within 
the fire limits. Also that steel columns carrying masonry 
walls were not fireproof. It appeared upon examina- 
tion of the plans that ‘‘wooden construction’’ con- 
sisted of roof monitor, which, however, was covered 
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with incombustible material. The Board, therefore, » 
sustained the appeal with reference to section 9. In 
regard to fireproofing of steel columns, the Board was 
of the opinion that columns in question might be said 
to form the exterior wall of building if no further exten- 
sion was contemplated, and should be made fireproof. 
If, however, the building should be further extended 
within six months from the time of completion the 
Board was of the opinion that the steel columns need 
not be made fireproof. With the above proviso the 
appeal was sustained. 


Case No. 1541. 
March 10, 1919. 
The appellant appealed from several orders of the 
Building Commissioner with reference to improving the 
safety of his building. The Board, after hearing the 
appellant and carefully considering the case, was of the 
opinion that the Building Commissioner’s orders were 
reasonable and dismissed the appeal. 


Case No. 1542. 


(Violation of Section 2, Chapter 179, Acts of 1918.) 
February 8, 1919. 

The appellant was refused a permit to alter building, 
as said alteration would exceed 60 per cent of the ground 
area. ‘The addition was to provide cooling accommoda- 
tions for an existing slaughter house. The Board was of 
the opinion that, owing to the size and nature of the 
proposed alterations, and the fact that it would be 
impracticable to build in any other class of construction 
without defeating the purpose of the extension, it would 
be a manifest injustice to refuse the appellant a permit 
and therefore sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 1543. 
February 8, 1919. 
The appellant appealed from several orders of the 
Building Commissioner with reference to improving the 
safety of his building. At the hearing the Board was 
advised that all orders had been complied with to the 
satisfaction of the Building Commissioner with the 
exception of ‘‘inclosing main stairway on each floor.’ 
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Apart from the staircase in question the building was 
well protected with other and ample means of egress. 
The Board was of the opinion that the egress would not 
be improved, as the inclosing of same would interfere 
with the free passage from the corridor. The appeal 
therefore was sustained. 


Case No. 1544. 


(Violation of Section 59 and Section 58, Chapter 550, 
Acts of 1907.) 
February 16, 1919. 
The appellant was refused a permit to convert building 
into a garage as same did not comply with all the require- 
ments of a new garage of similar capacity, and was not 
built entirely of noncombustible material. After hearing 
the appellant, and examining the plans of the proposed 
alteration, the Board concurred with the Building Com- 
missioner and dismissed the appeal. 


CasE No. 1545. 
March 8, 1919. 
The appellant appealed from an order of the Building 
Commissioner with reference to additional egress. After 
hearing the appellant and inspecting the premises the 
Board was of the opinion that the Building Commis- 
sioner’s order was justifiable and therefore affirmed 


same.

(Violation of Section 9, Chapter 550, Acts of 1907, 


as Amended.) 
February 15, 1919. 


The appellant was refused a permit to erect building. 
After hearing the appellant and examining the plans 
the Board was of the opinion that the Building Com- 
missioner was justified in his refusal and _ therefore 


affirmed same. 


CasE No. 1547. 
(Violation of Section 40, Chapter 350, Acts of 1907.) 
February 15, 1919. 


The appellant was refused a permit to erect building 
of third-class construction with a pitch roof, the central 
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portion of the roof was extended in the form of a monitor 
and provided accommodations for the conveyor. It 
was 40 feet from the front line, 50 feet from the rear and 
440 feet from the two side lines and practically isolated. 
The building was to be used as a coal pocket. The 
Board was of the opinion that it would be a manifest 
injustice to refuse the appellant a permit and therefore 
sustained the appeal. 


CasEe No. 1548. 


(Violation of Section 21, Chapter 550, Acts of 1807, 
as Amended.) 
February 15, 1919. 
The appellant was refused a permit to erect building. 
After hearing the appellant and examining the plans 
the Board was of the opinion that the Building Com- 
missioner was justified in his refusal and therefore 
affirmed same. 


CasE No. 1549. 


(Violation of Section 9, Chapter 550, Acts of 1£07, 
as Amended.) 
February 15, 1919. 
The appellant was refused a permit to add a back 
piazza 8 feet wide at each floor level of a three family 
wooden dwelling, and to build an exterior wooden 
staircase connecting said piazzas and running to the 
ground. No part of the proposed addition came within 
5 feet of the side lot lines, neither did it cover more than 
60 per cent of the lot. The appeal was sustained. 


Case No. 1550. 


(Violation of Section 15, Chapter 550, Acts of 1907, 
as Amended.) 
March 12, 1919. 

The appellant was refused a permit to alter a building 
of fire-proof construction, because same conflicted with 
the laws governing tensile or compression stress in steel. 
The appellant desired to suspend from certain beams in 
the floor construction of same suspension angles and steel 
beams necessary for the support of the elevator sheaves. 
While there was an overload on these beams, the stresses 
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which resulted were not excessive, and did not conflict 
with the safety of the construction. The appeal was 
sustained. 


CASE No. 1551. 


(Violation of Section 122, Chapter 550, Acts of 1907.) 
March 15, 1919. 
The appellant was refused a permit to alter plumbing 
accessories in his building. After hearing the appellant 
and having examined the plans, the Board was of the 
opinion that the Building Commissioner was justified in 
his refusal, and therefore affirmed same. 


Case No. 1552. 


(Violation of Section 9, Chapter 550, Acts of 1907, 
as Amended.) 
March 1, 1919. 

The appellant was refused a permit to advance the 
present front of his store 1 foot. An existing brick 
party wall, forming the side of the store, already extended 
to the lot line, and it was the intention of the appellant 
to reinforce by means of a pier the front wall at this 
point. The occupancy of the building was not to be 
changed. In view of the minor character of the altera- 
tion the Board sustained the appeal. 


CasE No.- 1558. 


(Violation of Section 12, Chapter 550, Acts of 1907.) 
March 1, 1919. 
The appellant was refused a permit to ventilate a 
toilet room by an improved method of artificial ventila- 
tion; the toilet was located where it was impossible to 
provide a window or suitable light shaft. The Board 
was of the opinion that the method shown was the 
equivalent of that required by law and sustained the 
appeal. 


Case No. 1554. 
March 1, 1919. 
The appellant was refused a permit to build a pit less 
than 3 feet deep as required by law. After hearing the 
appellant and examining the plans of the proposed 
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alteration, the Board was of the opinion that the Build- 
ing Commissioner was justified in his refusal and there- 
fore affirmed same. 


Case No. 1555. 


(Violation of Section 9, Chapter 550, Acts of 1907, 
as Amended.) 
March 8, 1919. 

The appellant was refused a permit to alter building 
by erecting a cooling tower, the louver being composed 
of wood and not of steel as required by law. Upon 
examining the plans the Board was advised that the 
type of louver requested was more efficient than one of 
steel and was the type used in nearly every large city 
of the United States. In view of the fact that the use of 
wood for the cooling system was of more permanent con- 
struction, and the louvers were protected continuously 
by water, the Board was of the opinion that the fire 
hazard was decreased, and therefore sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 1556. 


Be ete of Section 9, Chapter 550, Acts of 1907, 
as ‘Amended. ) 
March 8, 1919. 

The appellant was refused a permit to erect back 
porches on each floor level of a third-class building. 
No part of the proposed addition was to come nearer 
than 3 feet to the side lot lines and 7 feet from the rear. 
The Board was of the opinion that if the porches did not 
come nearer that 5 feet to the side lot lines that it would 
be a manifest injustice to refuse the appellant a permit 
and therefore sustained the appeal. 


CasE No. 1557. 
Same as Case No. 1556. 


March 8, 1919. 


CasE No. 1558. 
March 15, 1919. 
The appellant appealed from an order of the Building 
Commissioner to inclose basement stairs and to build fire- 
proof passageway in his building. After examining the 
plans and inspecting the premises, the Board found that 
there was no violation of the law, as section 45, chapter 
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550, Acts of 1907, applied only to tenement houses con- 
taining more than eight suites. The appeal therefore 
was sustained, 


Case No. 1559. 
March 15, 1919. 

The appellant appealed from an order of the Building 
Commissioner to provide additional means of egress. 
Both houses were small, containing but three rooms on 
each floor, and were of second-class construction. After 
an examination of the plans and an inspection of the 
premises the Board was of the opinion that both build- 
ings were provided with ample means of egress for their 
size and type, as the appellant agreed to improve.condi- 
tions by giving access to the rear fire escape, thus pro- 
viding two means of egress to house No. 8. With this 
proviso the appeal was sustained. 


Case No. 1560. 


(Violation of Section 18, Chapter 550, Acts of 1907, also 
Section 4, Chapter 383, Acts of 1907.) 
March 19, 1919. 


The appellant was refused a permit for a lighted roof 
about 10 feet above the present roof, keeping same 
below the top of the existing parapet walls. The 
shelter was to cover slightly more than one third of the 
existing roof area. The building was of first-class con- 
struction and was occupied as a department store. The 
alteration did not increase the height of any of the exte- 
rior walls. In view of this, and the fact that same was 
to be used as a rest garden for the employees, the Board 
was of the opinion that it would be a manifest injustice 
to refuse the appellant a permit. Therefore the appeal 
was sustained.

The appellant was refused a permit to occupy prem- 
ises as a garage. The building was of second-class 
construction, used for the storage of automobiles since 
1913. The first floor was of fireproof construction and 
the basement was arranged so as to be entirely cut off 
from the upper floor and to all intents and purposes was 
fireproof. The first floor was used for dead storage. 
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The appellant was to carry out the recommendations 
of the Fire Prevention Commissioner. The Board was 
of the opinion that it would be a manifest injustice to 
require the appellant to make the construction of the 
entire building first class, and therefore sustained the 
appeal. 


CASE No. 1562. 


(Violation of Section 11, Chapter 550, Acts of 1907, as 
Amended.) 
March 10, 1919. 

The appellant was refused a permit to alter plans of 
building by installing certain temporary partitions of 
wood and glass in a portion of the fourth floor. The 
partitions were to be erected within a space inclosed by 
three fireproof exterior walls and one interior partition 
wall, the latter was of wood studding, brick-nogged, 
and covered with wire lath and plaster on one side. 
Since the alterations were of a temporary nature the 
appeal was sustained. 


CasE No. 1568. 


(Violation of Section 9 and Section 20, Chapter 550, 
Acts of 1907, as Amended.) 
March 10, 1919. 

The appellant was refused a permit to erect a third- 
class building within the fire limits. The Board, after 
having heard the appellant and having carefully con- 
sidered the case, was of the opinion that the Building 
Commissioner was justified in his refusal and therefore 
affirmed same. 


CasE No. 1564. 


(Violation of Section 17, Chapter 550, Acts of 1907, as 
Amended.) 
March 8, 1919. 

The appellant was refused a permit to exhibit moving 
pictures in a second-class building for one evening. 
The building was of first-class construction with the 
exception of the roof. The Board was of the opinion 
that it would be a manifest injustice to refuse the appel- 
lant to exhibit same for one evening and _ therefore 
sustained the appeal. 
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Case No. 1565. 


(Violation of Section 20, Chapter 550, Acts of 1907, as 
Amended.) | 
March 15, 1919. 
The appellant was refused a permit to erect a shed 
on solid clay fill instead of a natural deposit. It 
appeared at the hearing that the fill had been in place 
for fifty years. The appellant agreed to spread the 
footings to carry only such load per square foot as the 
Building Department should require. The Board was 
of the opinion that the appellant should be allowed to 
rest the foundations on the existing deposit, provided 
same was kept below the frost line and were provided 
with a spread satisfactory to the Building Commissioner. 
With the above proviso the appeal was sustained. 


Case No. 1566. 


(Violation of Section 107, Chapter 550, Acts of 1907.) 
March 15, 1919. 
The appellant was refused a permit to erect building. 
It appeared at the hearing that the appellant desired to 
build a second-class building to be used for church 
purposes. The church was small, seating only 225 in 
the first story and 100 in the balcony, and therefore the 
plans showed ample means of egress for its size in case 
of panic or fire. The Board was of the opinion that the 
appellant should be exempted from the requirements of 
section 107 as to exits, stairways, exit lights, aisles and 
seats as applied to a theatre and sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 1567. 


(Violation of Section 40, Chapter 550, Acts of 1907.) 
March 22, 1919. 

The appellant was refused a permit to alter third-class 
building as same was nearer than 5 feet to the lot line. 
The building was a single dwelling house occupied by a 
physician. The adjoining lot was extremely large, 
being 30 feet away from the lot line. The distance from 
the rear of the proposed alterations to the rear lot line 
was 100 feet. The only alternative would be for the 
appellant to move his entire building 1 foot further away 
from the existing lot line or acquire an extra foot from 
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the adjoining property, which the Board considered an 
unnecessary hardship. In view of the general character 
of the neighborhood and the proposed occupancy of the 
building the Board sustained the appeal. 


CasE No. 1568. 


(Violation of Section 9, Chapter 550, Acts of 1907, 
as Amended. ) 
March 15, 1919. 

The appellant was refused a permit to alter third-class 
building within the fire limits. The appellant desired 
to extend an existing assembly hall, make minor altera- 
tions such as inclose existing porch and improve interior 
toilet arrangements. ‘The ground area of the building 
would not be increased except where Lally columns were 
carried from the ground to support the floor construc- 
tion. The proposed alterations were within 5 feet from. 
one side lot line. With the proviso that the construction 
within the 5 foot limit was protected by metal, and any 
openings in same were protected by metal sash and wire 
glass, the appeal was sustained. 


CasE No. 1569. 


(Violation of Sections 55 and 56, Chapter 550, Acts of 
1907.) 
March 15, 1919. 

The appellant was refused a permit to erect buildings 
because same did not comply with the laws governing 
light and air. Upon examination of the plans the Board 
found that, though the layout and arrangement did not 
conform strictly with the letter of the law, the provisions 
made for light and air were at least the equivalent of 
that required by the law and therefore sustained the 


appeal. 


Case No. 1570. 


(Violation of Section 17, Chapter 550, Acts of 1907, 
as Amended.) 
March 22, 1919. 
The sateen was refused a permit to occupy prem- 
ises as a moving picture hall. The Board, having heard 
the appellant, was of the opinion that the commissioner’s 
refusal was justified and affirmed same. 
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Case No. 1571. 


(Violation of Section 9, Chapter 550, Acts of 1907, 
as Amended.) 
March 27, 1919. 


The appellant was refused a permit to erect a third- 
class building within the fire limits. It appeared that 
the structure was of a temporary nature for the protec- 
tion of six concrete mixers. It was one story high, 
15 feet wide and 40 feet long. Owing to the temporary 
nature of the structure and the purpose for which it was 
to be used the Board sustained the appeal. 


Cass, No. 1572. 


(Violation of Section 9, Chapter 550, Acts of 1907 
as Amended.) 
March 22, 1919. 

The appellant was refused a permit to erect a third- 
class structure within the fire limits. It appeared upon 
examination that the structure was of a temporary 
nature, being a model for circular interior runways for 
a garage, and was to be used experimentally in order to 
help the appellant to decide on the proper grade, etc., 
for permanent runways which would be installed in 
connection with an absolutely fireproof building. The 
Board was of the opinion that it would be a manifest 
injustice to prohibit the appellant to erect same for a 

temporary period and therefore sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 15738.

The appellant was refused a permit to erect fireproof 
building as proposed construction of same was in viola- 
tion of the above named sections of thelaw. It appeared 
that the egress provided consisted of one interior in- 
closed iron staircase with additional egress from each 
floor through a partition wall to an adjoining building. 
The Board was of the opinion that the egress provided 
was sufficient for that particular type of building, and 
sustained the appeal with reference to section 12. With 
reference to the provisions of section 31, the wall in 
question was a division wall between the proposed new 
building and the existing building.

He also proposed to use 4 inches of terra cotta covered 
with copper and supported by an angle-iron frame for 
the skylight walls instead of the 8-inch terra cotta 
required. After several hearings, at which expressions 
of opinions from several leading engineers (one of whom 
was responsible for the wording of that portion of the 
law in question) were given, the Board was of the 
opinion that the interpretation of the appellant with 
reference to the reduction of column live loads was 
correct, and therefore sustained the appeal with reference 
to section 36 as amended. With regard to the provi- 
sions as to stresses — in view of the fact that the building 
in question had been erected under the provisions of the 
old law, the Board decreed that it was a manifest in- 
justice to have to reinforce all the columns of present 
structure, and therefore sustained the appeal in this 
particular. With reference to the construction and pro- 
tection of the skylight walls, the Board was of the opinion 
that they should be considered as a portion of the roof, 
and therefore the appellant was exempted from said 
provisions.

The appellant was refused a permit to erect building as 
the bearing value of the soil was 1,500 pounds to the square 
foot instead of 2,000 pounds as required by law. The 
building in question was a shed and was designed in such 
a manner as to require a bearing value of but 1,500 
pounds to the square foot on the soil. The Board was 
assured by good authority that the fill in question was 
the equivalent in bearing capacity to soft clay which 
allowed a bearing value of 2,000 pounds and therefore 
sustained the appeal.

The 
ground area would not be increased. In view of this 
the Board sustained the appeal.

The appellant was refused a permit to increase the 
height of a seven-story structure two stories as the 
present construction consisted of cast-iron columns in 
connection with the structural steel beams and rein- 
forced concrete. It appeared that the appellant in- 
tended to use steel beams in the new construction and

to fireproof all of the existing cast-iron columns. ‘The 
live loads to which the floors were to be subjected were 
less than those for which the floors of the existing 
building were designed.

The appellant was refused a permit to erect a ware- 
house of second-class construction because plans 
submitted were in violation of the provisions of the 
above-named sections. It appeared that the boiler 
room wall was 12 inches in thickness and the provisions 
of the section required 20 inches. In view of the fact 
that the wall was but one story in height the Board 
was of the opinion that a 12-inch brick wall was sufficient 
to carry the load, and therefore sustained the appeal 
in this particular. In regard to the external and bear- 
ing walls the Board was of the opinion that the Building 
Commissioner was justified in his refusal and dismissed 
the appeal in this particular. With reference to viola- 
tion of section 12, the Board believed that the egress 
provided was ample for a building of this type and sus- 
tained the appeal in this particular. With reference to 
the violation of the provisions of sections 14 and 17, 
the Board concurred with the Building Commissioner 
in his decision and dismissed the appeal in these two 
particulars. The penthouse walls shown on the plans 
were 6-inch terra cotta plastered on the outside and 
covered with plastic slate. The Board was of the 
opinion that the law with reference to the thickness of 
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exterior walls did not apply in the case of roof houses 
of this nature and that the walls were constructed of 
ample thickness in consideration of the height and size 
of the structure. The Board therefore sustained the 
appeal in this particular.

(Violation of Section 13, Chapter 550, Acts of 1907, as 
Amended; Section 4, Chapter 383, Acts of 1905, as 
Amended by Section 1, Chapter 156, Special Act of 


1919.) | 
August 18, 1919. 


The appellant was refused a permit to erect a building 
as plans submitted were not in accordance with the 
building laws of Boston. It appeared that the appellant 
proposed to ventilate toilets by vent shafts. The 
Board was of the opinion that method proposed pro- 
vided adequate ventilation to the outer air and there- 
fore sustained the appeal with reference to violation of 
section 13. It also appeared that the appellant pro- 
posed to erect a penthouse in excess of the area allowed. 
Upon examination of the plans the Board found that 
the penthouse shown was similar in construction to 
those erected upon the roofs of modern buildings for the 
housing of elevator machinery and staircase to roof, ete.

In doing this 
a slight reduction of area was caused, but the Board 
did not consider this reduction material. The Board

It appeared upon an exami- 
nation of the plot plan that the gas engine in question 
was located in the rear of the appellant’s building at

The Board having con- 
sidered the objections filed by surrounding property 
owners was of the opinion that said objections had no 
reasonable grounds. ‘Therefore, acting under its discre- 
tionary power, the Board ordered the Building Commis- 
sioner to grant a permit.

August 29, 1919. 

The appellant was refused a permit to amend his plans. 
It appeared that the appellant desired to install a small 
store in the front of a second-class building. ‘The pro- 
posed store was to be cut off entirely from the remainder 
of the building by wire lath and plaster over existing 
stud partition. The first floor of the store was of fire- 
proof construction. ‘The Board was of the opinion that 
it was a manifest injustice to require the appellant to 
fireproof the entire first floor. With the proviso there- 
fore that the store was separated in basement and first 
story by a terra cotta partition the appeal was sustained. 
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(Violation of Section 23, Chapter 550, Acts of 1907, 
as Amended.) 
August 29, 1919. 

The appellant was refused a permit to erect a second- 
class building as proposed walls were not of legal thick- 
ness. It appeared that the appellant desired to build 
two walls one story high, 100 feet wide by 200 feet 
deep, of temporary construction, and thus provide for a 
future extension of these two sides, as he intended to 
build within two years an extension to the building in a 
permanent manner.

The appellant was refused a permit to alter a third- 
class building. The appellant desired to replace an 
existing front piazza with a glazed piazza, thus forming 
an extension to the house proper. ‘The Board was of the 
opinion that the proposed alteration did not increase the 
existing hazard, and in view of the minor character of 
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the alteration considered it a manifest injustice to refuse 
the appellant a permit, and therefore sustained the 
appeal.

(Violation of Section 20, as Amended, and Section 12, 
Chapter 550, Acts of 1907.) 


September 18, 1919. 

The appellant was refused a permit to alter a second- 
class building as the bearing stress was not satisfactory 
to the Building Commissioner. It appeared that the 
appellant desired to construct a temporary loading 
platform, removing the present first floor. The appel- 
lant contended that the law was not applicable in this 
case as the proposed structure was of a temporary nature 
and as such was exempted from the provisions of section 
20. The Board was of the opinion that there was no 
hazard to life or property by allowing the appellant to 
construct the temporary structure in the manner shown.

The plank- 
ing used in the existing roof was to be protected by slate 
on the exterior, and the exposed interior side of the 
planking was to be covered with sheet metal.

Owing to the type of the elevator the 
Board was of the opinion that it would be a manifest 
injustice to require the appellant to conform to the 
above-named regulations and therefore sustained the 
appeal.

One of the existing openings in the proscenium wall did 
not open into the auditorium so that no additional 
hazard was incurred by permitting the proposed new 
opening.

The appellant was refused a permit to alter a third- 
class building as same would have an area in excess of

square feet. The addition was to be covered with fire- 
proof material. In view of the minor character of the 
alteration the appeal was sustained.

The appellant was refused a permit to alter building 
as same was in excess of the 3,500 square feet allowed. 
The Board, having heard the appellant and having 
examined the plans of the proposed alteration, was of the 
opinion that the Building Commissioner was Justified 
in his refusal and therefore affirmed same. 


CasE No. 1768. 


(Violation of Section 9, Chapter 550, Acts of 1907, 
as Amended.) 
September 30, 1919. 
The appellant was refused a permit to alter a third- 
class building, also to move same. : The appellant 
desired to move a one-story wooden building. The 
Board was of the opinion that since the law does not 
prohibit the moving of a building already within the 
limits to another location within the said limits, that it 
would be a manifest injustice to refuse the appellant a 
permit. With the proviso that the building when moved 
did not come within 5 feet of the side lot lines and 10 
feet from the adjoining building the appeal was sustained.

The 
rear staircase was inclosed in the manner common to 
residential buildings, but the main staircase was of 
open construction and of such a design that no advantage 
would be obtained by inclosing same. The building as 
altered provided reasonable means of egress. In view 
of the above the Board was of the opinion that it was a 
manifest injustice to refuse the appellant a permit and 
therefore sustained the appeal

The Board was of the opinion 
that no additional safety to the building would be 
increased by requiring the appellant to furnish fire doors 
for this opening and therefore sustained the appeal.

The Board, having heard the appellant 
and having examined the plans, was of the opinion 
that the Building Commissioner’s refusal was justified 
and affirmed same.

The appellant was ordered to remove cast-iron sink » 

and washstand in garage as same did not conform to

It 
appeared that the toilets in question were situated in 
the basement of building, and in location that was such 
that it was impossible to ventilate by means of windows 
or light air shaft. The Board was of the opinion that 
the proposed system of artificial ventilation was the 
equivalent of that required by law and therefore sus- 
tained the appeal.

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SUMMARY. 


A detailed statement of the work performed during the 
year is as follows: 
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The total amount requested in the estimate for 1919 
was $129,450.51, of which $98,644.41 was for permanent, 
temporary and unassigned labor and the balance of 
$30,806.10 for other expenses. 

The total amount allowed was $118,148.51, of which 
$93,229.41 was for labor and the balance of $24,919.10 
for other expenses. The balance unexpended on all 
items was $1,535.75. 

The estimate for 1920 was $158,709, of which $117,- 
268.50 was for labor and the balance of $41,440.50 for 
other expenses. 

The total amount allowed was $143,917.94, of which 
$107,952.44 was for labor and the balance of $35,965.50 
for other expenses. The labor item includes the employ- 
ment of twenty-one laborers for thirty weeks. 

By vote of this Board the practice of taking orders for 
cutting grass once during the year on lots and graves 
has been discontinued and care is only accepted for the 
entire season. 
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For many years the department laborers who worked 
on Sundays and holidays were granted in compensation a 
day off during the following week. Upon petition of the 
employees and recommendation of this Board, commenc- 
ing July 1, you granted the right to pay the employees 
who worked on holidays two days’ pay in lieu of com- 
pensatory time. The petition for the same treatment 
_ for employees actually engaged in making burials on 
Sundays is still under consideration. 

The American Legion, through Commander Edward L. 
Logan, communicated with your Honor respecting the 
establishment of a burial lot in one of the city cemeteries 
for the World War veterans, who are residents of Boston, 
such a lot to be established under the same conditions as 
those of veterans of other wars. ‘This subject is now 
receiving our careful attention and the prospects are 
that a suitable lot will be found at Mount Hope 
Cemetery. 

As stated in our annual report of last year, the two 
burial lots at Mount Hope Cemetery for Civil War 
veterans are filled. By arrangement with Francis 
Washburn Post 92, G. A. R., a splendid burial lot at 
Evergreen Cemetery, with space for about four hundred 
and fifty graves and in which the above-named Post has 
made but nine burials, is how used for interment of 
Civil War veterans who are residents of Boston — the 
first burial having been made on June 29, 1919. By 
this arrangement the city has saved an estimated expense 
of at least $7,500 which it would cost to establish a new 
lot.

In accordance with the allowance in the budget, Hitchings 
& Co. made an estimate of $1,470 for extensive repairs to the 
greenhouses. As stated to you, this firm specializes in green- 
house construction repairs. Two other bids were received 
from Edward C. Beck for $2,500 and Shay Brothers for $3,000. 
Acting upon your approval of August 12 the contract was 
awarded without advertising to Hitchings & Co., who com- 
pleted the work. 7 

A new Ford auto was purchased for the use of the assistant 
custodian at this cemetery in August. The service of this auto 
enabled us to send two old horses to the Animal Rescue League, 
where they were found unfit for further work and were mercifully 
killed. 

Extensive repairs were made to the Buick truck. 

We respectfully renew our appeal for the erection of a wrought 
iron fence on the Paine and Canterbury streets and property 
division line and have placed in our budget an estimate for 
$15,000 for this work based on the present prices. Owing to a 
lack of proper protection on this side of the ground, the com- 
plaints from owners of lots and graves are numerous and justly 
so, despite our efforts and those of the police to adequately safe- 
guard the headstones and other memorials. 

EVERGREEN CEMETERY.—Improvements in square feet: 
Sodded 1,500 feet; lots regraded and seeded, 300 feet; 20 
boundary posts set; 4 trees removed; chapel used 12 times and 
recelving tomb used 7 times; cement vaults used 6 times; 
granite front of receiving tomb repointed and relaid; 2 old 
sheds taken down and 1 new cement building and tool shed 
combined erected and grounds partly graded. 


For the past twenty years this Board has advocated 
the removal of an old shed used for workmen and tools 
and carts and an old-fashioned privy nearby in this 
cemetery. These shacks were inadequate for the purposes 
and were decidedly unsafe and unsanitary. In our appro- 
priation for 1919 you provided a sum sufficient to remove 
these buildings and erect a proper structure. 

On August 25, 1919, the bids were opened for the 
erection of a one-story building and were as follows:

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The bid was awarded to the C. C. Temple Company 
for $2,995 and erection commenced on September 15, 
under direction of Samuel J. Rantin, architect. The 


_work was completed and ready for occupancy on Novem- 


ber 1 and the improvement thereby has brought forth 
favorable comment on all sides. 

The building is one story, 40 by 25 feet, and is built 
of 12-inch concrete blocks covered with stucco. It hasa 
flat pitch roof, stone foundation, concrete floors and 
hard pine roof timbers. There are two rooms, one for 
wagon storage and stall for horse during the day and the 
other a men’s room with work bench. The partitions 
are made of wood and wall board. It has eight windows. 

In connection with this improvement a new toilet for 
workmen was installed in the basement of the office 
building. 


MArkET STREET GROUND.— Iron gate and fence repaired; 
at rear of cemetery old fence removed and stone wall partly 
repaired by department employees. On top of wall was 
erected 130 feet of fence with cypress rails, pickets and cedar 
posts, 4 feet high, and on the easterly side of cemetery old fence 
was removed and new fence erected, 106 feet long, 7 feet high, 
of cypress rails, pickets and cedar posts. Both fences were 
given two coats of paint. 


FarRviEw CEMETERY.— Improvements in square feet: Land 
regraded and seeded, 10,000; avenues resurfaced, 5,000; 
borders sodded, 500; 8 trees removed; 200 loads of manure 
hauled; 100 lot markers set; chapel used for burial service 
eight times and receiving tomb used ten times; 100 lots laid 
out for sale; about 200 cubic loads of loam hauled; 75 graves 
in perpetual care lots raised and sodded; 10 cement vaults used; 
dwelling house veranda screened, ceilings whitened and rooms 
papered. 

We beg to renew our recommendation made to you respect- 
ing the purchase of about six acres of land adjoining this 
cemetery to be used for single graves, as we believe the purchase 
can be made at a very attractive figure. 

DorcuEsTtER NortH Grounp.— Two dead trees removed 
and remainder trimmed; all sign posts repainted; interior of 
office painted and ceilings whitened; 40 yards of loam spread. 

DorcHESTER SouTH Grounp.— Stone wall at northeast 
corner of cemetery on Dorchester avenue taken down and reset 
by department employees. 

Puipps StTREET.— Fences rebuilt; sixty feet of brick wall, 3 
feet high, relaid; on top of same wooden fence rebuilt, 45 feet 
high; also fence, 52 feet long and 44 feet high, and fence, 21 feet 
long and 7 feet high; 12 tombs, 120 feet long and 5 feet high, 
pointed and concrete capping laid; sealed up 3 tombs; painted 
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72 feet of fence, 7 feet high, front and back; 376 feet of wooden 
capping painted; tool house doors painted; seeded down 1,500 
feet; straightened 84 headstones. 

Bunker Hitt Grounp.— Straightened 72 headstones; 
raised 33 graves; iron fence facing street repaired; removed 2 
trees; seeded down 1,000 feet. 

Coppr’s Hitt.— Two tombs repaired. 

Kinae’s CuHaret Grounp.— Following a custom of several 
years a large assortment of plants and shrubs were set out on 
the south and east sides of this ground and around the tombs. 

CENTRAL GROUND.— One tomb repaired. ' 

GRANARY GROUND.— The Warren Institution for Savings 
erected a new building at 3 Park street. In making excavation 
for their foundation we granted permission to this bank to 
remove the existing brick wall between the rear of their property 
and this cemetery. In its place a concrete wall was erected 
extending to the surface of the cemetery and an iron fence 
placed on top of this wall. The five tombstones in the brick 
wall were carefully removed, reset in concrete frames and 
placed in this ground a few feet from the iron fence. The entire 
expense of this work was assumed by the above named bank. 

The iron fence facing Tremont street repaired. 

WALTER STREET GROUND.— In accordance with request of 
the Arnold Arboretum officials, this Board has granted to them 
permission to care for and plant new trees in this ground at 
their expense. 

BENNINGTON STREET Grounp.-— At this ground a bad 
condition exists on the Curtis street side of this cemetery on 
account of the lack of a proper fence. Considerable dumping 
has been going on in the street immediately adjoining in the 
nature of filling in. <A large portion of this finds its way into 
the cemetery. It will be necessary to build a retaining wall and 
place a substantial fence on top to rectify this nuisance. A 
proper protection of this kind will cost about $2,500. 

WARREN CEMETERY.— The retaining wall on northerly side 
of this ground became dangerous and about 50 feet of same, 
running 8 feet high at one end to 4 feet high at the other, was 
taken down and relaid by our employees, as Was also the stone 
wall at cemetery entrance about 30 feet in length. 


Upon petition of this Board of Trustees, and indorse- 
ment by your Honor, the following act was passed by 
the Legislature on February 26, 1920, relative to the 
Warren Cemetery on Kearsarge avenue, Roxbury, which 
was established in 1818. This act was necessary under 
the statute laws which provide that no cemetery one 
hundred years old can be discontinued without a special 
act of the Legislature. 
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AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE THE CITY OF BOSTON TO SELL AND 
DISPOSE OF THE WARREN CEMETERY. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in 
General Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, 
as follows: 

Section 1. The Cemetery Trustees of the City of Boston 
may, with the approval of the Mayor, sell and dispose of, 
alienate or appropriate to any other use a tract of land known as 
the Warren Cemetery in said city, formerly used as the Kear- 
sarge Burial Ground, in which there are no remains. 

Sect. 2. This Act shall take effect upon its passage.

One hundred and seventy-one boys from the Suffolk School 
for Boys were released on probation. 
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The total net cost of maintenance of the Children’s Insti- 
tutions Department for the year was $229,704.34, which, 
divided among the whole average number of children (1,507) 
makes an average per capita expense of $152.42 for the year, 
or $2.93 per week. 


An analysis of the expenses of the Placing-Out and Office 
Division, and the Suffolk School for Boys, is given in Tables 
2p to 2p, inclusive. | 


The net cost of the Placing-Out and Office Division, with 
its estimated share of the office expenses amounted to 
$148,672.73. This includes a debit of $1,002.00 on account 
of the decrease in the inventory of clothing on hand February 
1, 1920 from the inventory of the year previous. 


Of this amount, $7,145.98 has been paid for the board of 
children in the Massachusetts Hospital School at Canton, the 
Massachusetts State Infirmary. and the Hospital Cottages for 
Children at Baldwinville. 


The remainder, $141,526.75, has been paid for an average 
of 682 children boarded in families and an average of 271 
children in free homes. Taking together all children placed 
in families (953) we find the average per capita cost for the 
year to be $150.01, or $2.88 per week. 


The total net cost of caring for the delinquent children 
was $82,033.61, of which $80,480.53 was used for the Suf- 
folk School for Boys, including an estiinated share of the 
office expenses, $500. Deducting $19,200 asa portion of the 
amount spent for permanentimprovements and furnishings, 
the average per capita cost for each boy actually in the 
Institution (154)was $390.32 for the year, or $7.51 per week. 
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The remainder, $1,553.08 represents the amount expended 
on the visitations of boys on probation in their own homes 
and homes in the country and the clothing furnished by the 
Placing—Out and Office Division to some of these boys when 

going to country homes. ‘Taking together all delinquents, 
- both in the Suffolk School for Boys and on probation (an 
average of 453) the average per capita cost for the year was 
$181.08 or $3.48 per week. | 


During the year fourteen children attending High School 
were assisted from the Sawyer Fund Income to the amount 
of 4191.68 the money being expended for transportation and 
clothing. 
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THE SUFFOLK SCHOOL FOR BOYS. 


REPORT OF THE TRUSTKES. 


The aim of the Suffolk School for Boys at Rainsford Island 
is to reclaim the Juvenile offenders committed to their care 
by striving to inculcate in them the principles of respect for 
authority and obedience to the law, in order to restore them 
to the community as useful citizens. Patience and- perse- 
verance are required to accomplish this purpose. 


In this school there is an opportunity for both academic 
and industrial training for these youths. Our school follows 
the lines established by the Boston Public Schools in our 
academic work, so that when aboy is released, and returns to 
school, he may be admitted to the same grade that he would 
have entered had there been no interruption. 


In our Industrial school we have classes in “printing 
carpentering, painting, shoe-making, laundering, tailoring 
and farming. 


The class in printing does all the work of the Suffolk 
School, also that required by the Placing-Out Division, 
including this annual report. In the class in carpentering, 
the boys acquire a practical knowledge of this branch, from 
the repviring and the work that is done upon the buildings. 
Painting is also included in their instruction. The shoe- 
making class makes shoes for the boys of the school anda 
large part of those used by the children boarding in country 
homes in the Placing-Out Division, for Long Island Insti- 
tution, Thompson’s and Deer Islands. The machinery used 
is the lastest models of the United Shoe Machinery. Excel- 
lent work is accomplished. The classes in Laundering and 
Tailoring do good work. ‘The class in farming is both educa- 
tional and necessary. The tables of statistics in this report | 
show the good results that have been achieved as well as the 
educational value of these industries. Attention is also 
called to the Superintendent's report relative to the impor- 
tance of these classes. 
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The ‘Trustees take this opportunity to express their 
gratitude to the Boston Public Library for their generous 
deposit ef books which can be renewed at the discretion of 
the Superintendent. 

The religious instruction of the pupils receives careful. 
attention,-the Rev. William Quigley, 5S. J. attends the 
Catholic boys, assisted by Sunday School teachers,-the Rev. 
George E. Stokes, D. D. has charge of the Protestant boys 
and Mr. N. [. Goodman has resumed instruction of the 
Hebrew boys.

The year has been a most trying one for both 
boys and employees. Our numbers up to November 
steadily increased until 179 was reached. On February 13, 
1919 a fire of incendiary origin destroyed a large wooden 
annex which contained the lavatories, shower baths, toilets, 
recreation hall, tailor shop and eight sleeping rooms. This 
loss of room, together with the number of boys beyond our 
normal capacity has been a handicap to good work. An 
appropriation of $150,000 was made to erect a suitable build- 
iny to replace the one destroyed. This would have relieved 
the terrible sanitary conditions, or lack of sanitary condi- 
tions. But due to the yearly agitation of abolition which 
now exists, nothing has been done. 

We are living without a recreation hall, without 
baths, except those taken from a long sink salvaged from the 
ruins, and with toilets, also salvaged, temporarily placed in 
one of the schoo) rooms. The employees are sleeping under 
abnormal conditions, two occupying the same room and in 
some cases the same bed. The tailor shop has been moved 
into the laundry, which is none too large for laundry purposes. 


’ 
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The boys’ lockers are boxes along the wall of the room 
where food is served; this room is also used for their dressing 
room and bathing. Q | 

Besides the loss of the building, a great amount of clothing, 
cloth, food supplies, etc. was lost which was replaced from 
this year’s appropriation. ‘l'his necessarily increased our per 
capita. The coal bought to replace that lost in the December, 
1918 fire was paid for out of this year’s appropriation also. 

The installation of anew high pressure boiler, the renewal 
of old steampipes and substituting of coils in place of old 
radiators in dormitories, the reinforcing of piazza and columns 
at Point Cottage, the painting of Point Cottage (outside), 
the rebuilding wharf under coal shed and driving piles as 
needed, the installation of new low pressure boiler at Point 
Cottage were all more or less permanent improvements paid 
for out of our maintenance appropriation. 


SCHOOL 


The grade work still maintains its high efficiency, despite 
the changes in our teaching staff. It is a source of satis- 
faction that the Boston Public School supervisors find our 
teachers so efficient in this special work that they hire them 
from us. This will be a source of regret when we cannot 
find as capable teachers. 

Our equipment is good and the Boston Public Library 
furnish us ample reading material for our circulating library. 


RELIGION 


Religious services and instruction for the boys of all faiths 
have been held weekly. Rev. William Quigley, S. J., is 
now attending the Catholic boys. Rev. George E. Stokes, 
D. D. has charge of the Protestant boys. Mr. N. I. Good- 
man, after service with the A. E. F., returned to his work with 
the Hebrew boys. The young ladies and gentlemen from 
the city are as enthusiastic and efficient as usual and I take 
this opportunity to thank them for their self-sacriticing service 
as Sunday School teachers. 
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HEALTH 


The health of the boys has been excellent, despite the 
crowded and unsanitaly conditions. 

The dental work has been attended to by Dr. Edward Bb. 
W ood. 


The report of the Resident Physician is appended. 
INDUSTRY 


The boys in the shoe-making classes, although working in 
cramped quarters, have learned much and have saved the 
city an appreciable amount. We have been able to furnish 
the city departments with excellent, serviceable shoes for less 
than $4.00 per pair. 

The classes in printing continue their high grade work 
and publish a monthly magazine. 

The classes in farming have supplied us with vegetables, 
pork, veal, milk and eggs in abundance. | 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


1. Immediate steps should be taken to erect the 
building, according to the plans and specifi- 
cations already drawn, and for which the 
money has been appropriated. 

2. Orthe immediate acceptance of Chapter 359 of 
the Acts of 1901, by the City Council and 
the carrying out of the provisions by the 
Trustees. 


CONCLUSION 


I take this opportunity to thank the Board of Trustees for 
their interest, confidence and support in this great work. 

The employees have my thanks for their excellent co-oper- 
ation during this past year under the most trying conditions. 
The good work that has been done is largely due to their zeal 
and self-sacrifice.

In handing you the report of the Medical Department for 
the year ending January thirty-first, one thousand nine 
hundred twenty, I wish to state that the health of the boys 
has been about the same as that of the year preceding. 
Notwithstanding the fact of the greater number of boys and 
(owing to the fire of Feb., 1919) that the sanitary conditions 
are not up to the standard. 


The location seems to be ideal for an institution of this 
kind. The fact of its isolation and the absence of con- 
taminating disease germs are the principal factors making the 
healthful condition. 

There were a total of Four thousand, two hundred forty- 
five treatinents given during the year, an average of three hun- 
dred fifty four per month. 

The number of accidents during the year was Two hundred- 
sixty-one. 

We cared for thirty-one cases’ in our hospital and twenty- 
five were sent to Long Island Hospital for operation. 

During the year we have experienced no serious epidemic, 
no severe accidents, and no deaths.

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THE PLACING-OUT AND OFFICE DIVISION 


REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES 


A very important and responsible duty devolves upon the 
Placing—Out Division in caring for the children of the City 
of Boston entrusted to them. The importance of the work 
is obvious when it is realized that the future welfare of the city 
state or nation rests upon the children,—that they are the 
highest assets of the country was demonstrated during the 
great world war, in which the children of a few years ago 
played so vital a part. 


Thought and deliberation are requisite in this work, of 
securing suitable homes for these children, to take the place 
of those of which they may have been deprived by the death 
of their parents or other reasone. 

It has long been the strict rule of the Trustees, and it is 
now a state law to place every child ina home of the same 
religion as that of its parents. This policy is most conscien- 
tiously adhered to by the General Agent. Every child is 
visited at least once in three months by our regular visitors 
trained for this service. Conscientious endeavor and con- 
stant vigilance are required in this work. 

A detailed account of what has been accomplished is con- 
tained in the report of the General Agent and in the tables of 
statistics. Itis gratifying in many instances that the children 
continue with their visits and seek advice from the Depart- 
ment long after they have been released. Personal service 
counts with them as your Trustees realize when visiting 
them at their homes and in school, for these little children 
quickly respond to kindness and sympathy. 

Attention is called to those children attending high school, 
and there are some taking special courses in an agricultural 
school in the western part of the State. We mention with 
pride that many of our children hold responsible positions 
as teachers, stenographers, clerks and that others have so 
endeared themselves to their foster parents that they are 
adopted, and others again are given permanent homes. The 
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children and these foster parents ‘mother’, and the mothers 
in turn become greatly attached to them, so much so, that 
even with the continually advancing prices for the necessities 
of life, they will not relinquish them, but cling to them under 
difficulties. It would seem reasonable however, that our 
prices for board must be slightly advanced to meet this strin- 
gency. It is most gratifying to report the good health of our 
children, generally speaking during the past year. 

The Trustees take this opportunity to tender their apprecia- 
tion to all those who have aided in carrying on the work of. 
this Department.

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There were 3838 applications for dependent children, of 
this number, (20 of which were’ brought over from the pre- 
vious year), 210 or 55.26 per cent. were accepted, 22 were 
withdrawn, 9 were refused and 49 are awaiting further 
action, or require additional investigation. The number 
committed by the various courts as neglected children was 29. 

Applications for care of children as dependents are made 
by parents or nearest relative in order that we may obtain as 
much as possible of the family history. Legal settlement is 
then declared and acceptance of the children is quickly 
effected. Upon arrival at the office, each child is freshly 
cleansed and clothed and an examination made by the office 
physician. Home lists are consulted, a suitable one is 
designated and a visitor places out the new ward in a future 
foster home.. Should hospital treatment be recommended, or 
aspecial home suggested, a home is selected where special 
cases have been successfully treated. Placements are made 
with families of the same religion as that of the parents of the 
new wards. A good outfit of clothing is issued to each child. 
Inspection of homes and children is made every three months 
and suggestious and advice are given by a trained visitor, in 
order to secure health and happiness for the little ones. 
Instructions are given to immediately communicate with the 
General Agent in case of accidentor serious illness. Cor- 
respondence between children and parents through the office 
is encouraged ° 

Juvenile Delinquents on parole from the Board of Trustees 
are returned to their parents or placed in country homes, and 
work is secured for them. ‘Every effort is made and all 
possible encouragement is given to have them realize the 
responsibilities of their future life. Visits. are made every 
three months by an agent of the department. 

Dental treatment has been furnished to many of our 
children and recommendations of school doctors have received 
prompt attention. 

Owing to the deaths of mothers during the influenza 
epidemic of last year, a number of homes were broken up and 
the children had to be cared for by this Department. The 
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fathers now are gradually re-establishing themselves and the 
children are being restored to them. 


The outlook for returning a number of children during 
the coming year is good, as home conditions and attachments 
have perceptibly improved owing to the enactment of the 
dry law. 


Four girls and one boy having reached the marriageable 
age have married and are enjoying good homes of their own. 


Four girls and five boys were adopted by excellent 
families, with whom they had been placed. The boys and 
girls attending High Schools are progressing rapidly. A num- 
ber of-the former wards who had enlisted in the service of 
the country for the World War, have called at different times 
to renew old aquaintances. 


In some cases the boarding home expenses have been 
continued for the encouragement of the older wards who 
showed any preferment for advanced education and every 
effort and reasonable concession has been made to secure for 
them the advantages of a high school training. 


There were 19 girls and 25 boysover 14 years of age 
continued in their boarding homes while attending school, a 


decrease from the preceding year of 6 girls and 5 boys. Of 
the young people attending high school 27 or 73 per cent. 
were girls and 10 or 27 per cent. were boys. This falling off 
is accounted for by the attractive opportunities now open to 
members of the wage-earning class. 


The children’s health has been good, only a few serious 
illnesses have been reported. In compliance with sug- 
gestions from local physicians and school authorities, a 
number of minor operations for removal of tonsils and adenoids 
have been performed. Theze have been eleven deaths 
against thirty of the preceding year, 4 were caused by pneu- 
monia, L by cholera infantum, 1 by convulsions, 1 by endo- 
carditis, 1 by hydrocephalus, 1 by malnutrition, 1 by syphilis, 
and 1 -by accident. 
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An accident occured to one of our little girls who upon 
leaving school raced across the street in front of a street 
electric car. The Law Department investigated the occurence 
and found that no blame could be attached to the railroad 
company. | : 

Good homes for babies under 2 years of age are still 
hard to find, and extra inducements have to be offered to gain 
new ones. The continued high prices of special foods and 
fruits necessary for the proper nourishment of infants is the 
one great obstacle to overcome. Only by increasing the 
allowance can the difficulty be solved. The high prices of 
children’s clothing are still maintained and free homes are 
not so abundant as formerly. 

The Boston City Hospital, Massachusetts General, Long 
Island, Floating and Children’s Hospitals, and_ the 
Massachusetts Eye and Ear Infirmary always extend a 
helping hand, and the thanks of the Department are due them. 


To the Overseers of the Poor of Boston and adjacent 
towns and cities, The Catholic Charitable Bureau, the 
Massachusetts Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Children, the Children’s Jewish Welfare Bureau, the division 
is indebted in many ways. To the Board of Trustees and 
the office staff, I tender my sincere thanks.

Boston, Mass., February 2, 1920. 
Hon. ANDREW J. PETERS, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Str,— In accordance with the provisions of chapter 
3, section 24, Revised Ordinances of 1914, the City 
Planning Board submits herewith, in the form of its 
Sixth Annual Report, a statement of the acts and 
doings, the receipts and expenditures of the depart- 
ment for the year ending January 31, 1920. 

The first part of the year witnessed the confirmation 
by the Civil Service Commission of the appointment 
of the two new members of the Board, Miss Mary A. 
Barr and Mr. Frederic H. Fay, and their subsequent 
appearance before the City Clerk to be duly sworn 
as such officers. Mr. Fay’s original appointment, which 
was to fill the vacancy caused by the resignation of 
Mr. Ewing, expired April 30 of the past year, and was 
renewed for the term ending April 30, 1924. 

The Board duly organized in May, in accordance 
with the provisions of chapter 3, section 9, Revised 
Ordinances of 1914, by the re-election of Ralph Adams 
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Cram_as chairman, the election of Frederic H. Fay as 
acting chairman, and the appointment of Elisabeth M. 
Herlihy as secretary for the ensuing year. 

In other respects the personnel of the department has 
remained unchanged, thus affording a distinct advantage 
in continuity of effort. 

For purposes of convenience in this report, as in 
previous ones, the problems studied have, as far as 
possible, been classified into groups under appropriate 
general headings. 
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COMPREHENSIVE SURVEYS. 


THe Nortu ENp. 


The recommendations contained in the report of the 
Board on ‘‘The North End; A Survey and Compre- 
hensive Plan”? (Document 40, 1919), were embodied 
in a legislative bill (Senate 240), authorizing the City 
of Boston to borrow, outside the debt limit, the sum 
of $3,000,000 for the purpose of carrying out, in sub- 
stantial accordance with the plans submitted, the 
recommendations and suggestions embodied in the 
report. This amount was later amended to $5,000,000 
to meet the gross cost of the improvement. The 
bill was referred to the Committee on Municipal 
Finance before which three public hearings were held. 
It was indorsed by the Housing Committee appointed by 
your Honor, by the Chamber of Commerce, the Women’s 
Municipal League, the North End Improvement Asso- 
ciation, and numerous other organizations and indi- 
viduals. The bill was‘reported favorably by the com- 
mittee, was approved by the Senate, and was defeated 
in the House. The Finance Commission advised its 
rejection on the ground that money should not be 
borrowed outs.de the debt limit except for specific and 
definite improvements that are affirmatively proved 
to be immediately essential and impossible of accom- 
plishment within the debt limit. Beyond this, not a 
single word was offered in opposition to or in criticism 
of the merits of the bill in its progress through the 
Legislature until its defeat on the charge of graft. A 
similar bill has been submitted to the 1920 Legislature. 


MuNICIPAL LANDING FIELD. 


The following report was submitted to your Honor 
under date of September 25, 1919: 


The City Planning Board submits herewith report in com- 
pliance with the following order passed by the City Council at 
its meeting July 7, 1919: 

Ordered, That the City Planning Board, through his Honor the Mayor, be requested to 
inform the Mayor and City Council what locations are suitable and available for a municipal 
landing station for airplanes. 

The question of municipal landing field for airplanes is one 
of recent origin, and the problems involved therein have no 
precedent in history to offer as a means of assistance in their 
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solution. While the entire subject is still largely in an experi- 
mental stage, the use of aircraft in the recent war demonstrated 
its availability asa means of transportation and communication, 
and opened up vast possibilities for future development. 

The request from the City Council for a report upon suitable 
and available locations for a municipal landing field is particu- 
larly opportune at this time, inasmuch as the United States 
Government, through the Director of Air Service, War Depart- 
ment, Washington, D. C., is endeavoring to secure the co-opera- 
tion of certain municipalities in the United States in establishing 
landing fields, primarily for the use of the air service and the 
aerial mail, but in addition, for such local uses as may be deter- 
mined upon through mutual agreement. 

At present the Government plans to co-operate only in the 
establishment of municipal flying fields in cities where stations 
would be required for the aerial mail service, or for the air 
service cross country routes. The cities and towns under con- 
sideration, therefore, are thirty-two in number, and it may not 
be entirely accidental that, in the names as published by the 
Director of Air Service, Boston heads the list. 

In a letter addressed to the various cities and towns listed, 
under date of April 30, 1919, the Director of Air Service states: 


‘The development of aviation in the United States will be along both military and com- 
mercial lines. The Army Air Service, although concerned primarily in the military phase 
of aviation development, is nevertheless vitally interested in co-operating with and assisting 
any otherlegitimate agencies which are engaged in aerial activities. Foremost among these 
is the Post Office Department, which now finds it necessary to establish throughout the 
country terminal or way stations for its aerial mail deliveries, and which is jointly associated 
with the air service in presenting this project to the attention of your municipality. 

‘‘The establishment of landing fields throughout the country, through co-operation 
between the Government agencies and the cities concerned, will certainly operate to the 
advantage of both the Government and the city, because in the rapid development of com- 
mercial aviation, those cities which have provided the primary facilities for operation of 
aircraft in their vicinity wiil have paved the way for local benefits, resulting from the 
development of aerial inter-city transportation, express service, mail service, emergency 
service, and local photographic mapping or aerial protection.”’ 


The general specifications set forth by the Government, 
through the Director of Air Service, provided that the location 
of a field should be such that transportation to and from the 
heart of the city will not ordinarily take longer than one half an 
hour; that it should be situated adjacent to a good highway, 
and be near to the city car lines; that it should have public 
service utilities, such as electric lights, water supply, and sew- 
erage; that it should permit of expansion; and that it should 
not be in a position where it is likely to be shut in by future 
building operations. In shape, the field should be square or 
rectangular, with a minimum size such as to allow a 600-yard 
runway in every direction, with no interfering obstacles. The 
ground should be smooth and firm under all weather conditions 
and the field generally free from surrounding obstacles, such as 
buildings, telephone or telegraph lines, trees, towers, etc. 

In his letter of April 30, the Director of Air Service further 
states: 
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‘*Should the municipalities mentioned in this letter decide to co-operate with the Govern- 
ment in the matter of establishing landing fields, the Army Air Service, on behalf of the 
Government, will obligate itself to furnish an expeditionary steel hangar to be erected in 
the city selected, but at the expense of the municipality. It will be understood that the 
landing field will be prepared at the expense of the municipality, which will also bear all the 
expense necessary in the procurement of personnel, and the maintenance of both the field 
and the accompanying equipment, exclusive of airplanes. Incidental matters relating to 
this project will, of necessity, have to be arranged at the time of the establishment of the 
field and will be covered by written agreement to be entered into by the Government rep- 
resentatives and the local officials.’ 


About 75 per ‘cent of the cities and towns with which the 
Director of Air Service has conducted negotiations regarding 
the establishment of municipal landing fields have given the 
matter favorable consideration. Less than 25 per cent have 
not replied, and only two unfavorable answers are reported. 
Among the municipalities where fields have already been estab- 
lished, or where the matter is being given favorable considera- 
tion at the present time, are Atlanta, Ga.; Albany, N. Y.; 
Buffalo, N. Y.; Binghamton, N. Y.; Chicago, Ill.; Spring- 
field, Ill.; New York City; Macon, Ga.; Los Angeles, Cal.; 
Syracuse, N. Y.; Rochester, N. Y.; Jacksonville, Fla.; Topeka, 
Kan.; San Francisco, Cal.; Seranton, Pa.; Tueson, Ariz., and 
Savannah, Ga. 

So far as the City of Boston is concerned, the matter has been 
by no means neglected. A very exhaustive report has been 
prepared by Mr. lL. Bayles Reilly, an engineer in the Public 
Works Department, and submitted by him to the Division 
Engineer of the Bridge and Ferry Division. This report dis- 
cusses the possibilities of various locations examined by Mr. 
Reilly which, in his opinion, conform, or could be made to 
conform, to the requirements specified by the United States 
Government. These locations include Saugus Marshes, Med- 
ford Fellsway, Strandway, South Boston; Franklin Field, 
Neponset Valley at Granite avenue, and Morton street, Dor- 
chester. Other locations considered by him and rejected for 
reasons set forth in his report include Dorchester, between the 
Mile road and Savin Hill; Beachmont, north of Orient Heights; 
Needham road on the Charles river; Squantum Field near the 
Victory Plant; Canterbury road, between Franklin Park and 
Blue Hill avenue; East Boston, between Jeffries Point and 
Governor’s Island; South Boston, between City Point and 
Castle Island, and the Readville Race Course. 

From its own personal investigation of the matter, together 
with a study of Mr. Reilly’s report, correspondence with the 
Director of Air Service, Washington, D. C., and conference 
with the Department Air Service Officer in this city, the City 
Planning Board has reached the conclusion that the Strandway 
location is not only the most ‘‘suitable and available’’ location 
for a municipal landing field for the City of Boston, but that 
it is particularly well adapted for such a purpose. 

While it is no doubt true that large areas outside of Boston 
might be available at less expense, they would be also less 
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accessible, and would not give to Boston the prestige which 
would accompany the establishment of a landing field within 
its own boundaries. . 

Within the city limits there are few areas of sufficient size 
available. While Franklin Field is nearly ideal so far as size 
and topography are concerned, its location in the midst of a 
thickly populated district makes its use as a landing field 
extremely unsafe and inadvisable. 

As shown on the accompanying map, a first-class landing 
field, accessible for both land and sea planes, could advanta- 
geously be established on the Strandway, and would conform 
almost exactly to every specification set forth by the Govern- 
ment officials. It is within easy access of the heart of the city; 
an unusual number of main thoroughfares practically converge 
at this point, including Old Colony avenue, Dorchester street, 
Dorchester avenue and Southampton street; it is within easy 
reach of the Boston Elevated terminal at Andrew square, 
street car lines on L street, Dorchester street and Dorchester 
avenue, and the Crescent Avenue Station on the Old Colony 
Division of the New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad, 
all of which are capable of development or expansion should 
occasion arise. There are no high buildings in the immediate 
vicinity, and the aid of the Legislature might be invoked to 
restrict construction within a reasonable distance to a height 
which would not interfere with aerial navigation. 

The creation of such a field at this point would necessitate 
the withdrawal from park purposes of a portion of the park 
lands lying east and southeast of Columbia road, as indicated 
on the map. It would also necessitate the acquisition by the 
city of certain properties between Columbia road, and Dor- 
chester street and Dorchester avenue, but for the most part 
this area is but sparsely covered, largely with wooden buildings, 
located on land of comparatively low assessed value. 

The plan submitted herewith also shows a relocation of 
Columbia road, plans for which have been already drawn. 
Some objection is to be found in the location of a boulevard 
between the landing field and Old Harbor, since there would 
be a certain amount of inconvenience in the landing of sea 
planes. This could be offset by locating Columbia road around 
the field, but this would add materially to the distance to be 
traversed, and in the case of loaded trucks would work con- 
siderable hardship. 

While the area indicated affords an almost ideal location 
for a first-class landing field, and while the City Planning 
Board believes that this is the plan which should ultimately 
be carried out, a portion of the area, sufficiently large to answer 
all present requirements, can be made available almost imme- 
diately by diverting that section lying east and south of 
Columbia road as at present located and the line of Newman 
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street extended to Old Harbor, intended for park purposes, to 
use as a municipal landing field. It could be put in condition 
for such use at less expense than would be involved in finishing 
it for park purposes, and while it would of course withdraw a 
large tract from recreational use, there still remains in the 
district exceptional beach and bathing facilities along the 
waterfront of Old Harbor and Pleasure Bay. 

On the other hand, aviation has come to stay, and the prob- 
lems connected with it must be faced, but the advantages to 
be derived from it are manifold, and should be recognized. 
We are informed that the Air Service Department plans at the 
present time to furnish aeroplanes for the use of its reserve 
officers. It is also the general impression that the Govern- 
ment will shortly establish a landing field somewhere in this 
vicinity, and there is little doubt but what the air service 
and the postal authorities would gladly co-operate in the use 
of a municipal landing field at the Strandway location. There 
is also little doubt but that the various aero clubs would co-op- 
erate in such a movement by the securing of concessions, and 
the maintenance of hangars erected in accordance with Gov- 
ernment specifications. 

The Government specifications require that the landing 
field shall be prepared at the expense of the municipality, and 
that the municipality shall also bear all the expense necessary 
in the procurement of personnel, and the maintenance of both 
the field and the accompanying equipment, exclusive of air- 
planes. This opens up the question of administration, and in 
this connection the City Planning Board believes that the 
entire undertaking should be in the hands of a Bureau of Com- 
merce and Industry, possibly as an adjunct to an already 
established city department. Such a bureau would have 
charge of the development of a municipal landing field as pro- 
posed, together with possible extensions, and the location of 
second-class fields as they might become necessary. This 
would include negotiations with the United States Government, 
the co-operation with the air service, postal authorities, express 
service, aero clubs, and private concerns and _ individuals, 
together with the enforcement of rules and regulations governing 
the use of the field. 

Such a bureau might also co-operate with the Chamber of 
Commerce in the development of foreign trade. The recent 
statement that Boston had dropped to fifth place among 
American ports in the matter of foreign commerce, being 
superseded by New Orleans, Philadelphia, and Seattle during 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 1919, is a particularly humiliating 
indictment in view of Boston’s natural advantages as a seaport. 
A determined effort should be made to restore it to its rightful 
place, surpassed only by New York if at all, and this can only 
be done by the expansion of its foreign trade, a project in which 
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the city as a municipality should lend its co-operation and 
assistance inasmuch as the welfare and prosperity of its citizens 
are vitally concerned. 

A Bureau of Commerce and Industry should also have direct 
control of municipal docks, etc., a plan upon which the City 
Planning Board is working at the present time; the railroad 
situation, freight rates and electrification, zoning and the general 
commercial and industrial development of the municipality. 

Briefly, therefore, the City Planning Board recommends: 

(1.) Immediate action on the part of the City of Boston with the Government Air 
Service and Postal authorities for the establishing this year of a second-class landing field 
on the Strandway, in the section lying east and south of Columbia road, as at present 
located and the line of Newman street, extended to Old Harbor. 

(2.) The establishment at the earliest practicable moment of a first-class landing field 
at this point, all plans now under consideration, and all future plans, being made to conform 
to this ultimate development, and steps taken to secure the necessary properties between 
Columbia road and Dorchester street and Dorchester avenue. 

(3.) The establishing of a Bureau of Commerce and industry to have jurisdiction over 
all phases of aircraft development; the development of foreign trade, railroad conditions, 


freight rates, harbor and dock facilities, and the general comm sine) and industrial develop- 
ment of the city. 


In the meantime the Boston Chamber of Commerce, 
through its special Committee on Post Office and Postal 
Facilities, recommended the establishing of a landing 
field in that section of the Strandway which is now to 
be prepared for park purposes. It was their opinion, 
however, that no street or roadway should be located 
between the landing field and the water’s edge. 

The matter was also studied by the Commissioner of 
Public Works who reported that, in his opinion ‘‘ there is 
only one place within the confines of the city really avail- 
able for such use and that is on the proposed Strand- 
way playground on Columbia road, South Boston.’’ 
This report was accompanied by a plan for a third-class 
flying field, about 1,800 feet in length and about 1,100 
feet in width, leaving approximately 35 acres adjoining 
for park purposes. In principle, the report met with 
approval of the City Planning Board. A change was 
suggested in the location of the northerly boundary 
line in order to increase the water frontage, to afford a 
better opportunity for the landing of airplanes from the 
water side, and to eliminate all possibility or necessity 
for planes passing over any portion of the playground 
area in approaching the landing field from the water 
side. 


ATLANTIC AVENUE WATERFRONT. 


A preliminary study of the Atlantic avenue water- 
front has been made during the past year, together with 
sketches of possible development. This study, at 
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present incomplete, is based upon personal investiga- 
tion of existing conditions as well as upon various 
proposals which have been advanced during compara- 
tively recent years. In this connection considerable 
valuable material has been obtained from the reports of 
the Metropolitan Improvements Commission in 1909, 
the Joint Board on Metropolitan Improvements in 
1911, the Board of Port Directors in 1912, the Terminal 
Commission in 1916, and the annual report of the 
Commission on Waterways and Public Lands in 1917. 

From the information thus assembled, it would appear 
that the Atlantic avenue waterfront at present is 
unsuited to the requirements of modern commerce; 
that its wharves are both inconvenient for the use of 
steamers and wasteful of space and materials that 
access from the land side is difficult and complicated by 
the intrusion of blocks of a purely business character 
within the wharf area; that their utility as compared 
with other docks is impaired by the absence in many 
cases of efficient facilities for rail transfer, and the 
further fact that even where tracks exist, the shunting 
of cars can take place practically only at night; that 
there is no good opportunity for storage; and that the 
sheds are not of permanent type, and are often poorly 
suited to their use. 

Atlantic avenue itself, with its 100 feet of width, 
might seem to offer an effective medium for supply 
and interchange between the units of the waterfront, 
but as a matter of fact, it is far from satisfactory. It 
carries a considerable traffic which has ‘no relation to 
the wharves,— a traffic volume that is increased by 
the proximity of the East Boston Ferries; the center 
of the roadway is occupied by the double tracks of the 
Union Freight Railroad, over which are carried the 
Elevated tracks 26 feet wide; two surface trolley tracks 
lie, one on each side of this structure; and a further 
deduction must be made for the space available for two 
sidewalks. The remaining space, deducting 10 feet for 
trolley track, is but 16 feet wide on each side. Thus, 
in spite of its generous width, Atlantic avenue fulfills 
such a great variety of uses that it can not offer to the 
piers that speedy, direct and uninterrupted inter- 
communication that is needed to offset the disadvan- 
tages inherent in their location and character as indi- 
cated. 
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The plans and investigations under way at the present 
time, therefore, aim to 

(1.) Provide a system of modern piers of permanent construction and maximum 
accommodation and convenience. 

(2.) Improve circulation by separating traffic, including a rearrangement of Atlantic 
avenue to provide a broader roadway specifically designed to accommodate moving streams 
of traffic, and the provision of a separate thoroughfare in connection with the piers which 
will insure that wharf traffic will neither interfere with nor be interfered by the general 
business of the locality. ' 

(3.) Reduce delays and the exterior effects of congestion incident on such in connec- 
tion with the East Boston Ferry by the provision of waiting spaces and the uniting of the 
ferries into a single terminal. 

(4.) Greatly increase the orderliness and efficiency of the waterfront and reduce the 
discomforts and inconveniences to workers in that vicinity. Although not aimed at for 
their own sake, undoubtedly there will be a great and important gain in esthetic values. 


POLICE STATION SURVEY. 


The following order was passed by the City Council 
at its meeting December 18, 1919: 


Ordered, That a special committee of five members of the City Council be appointed 
to make a careful survey and study of the city police stations, and report forthwith as to 
conditions of same and what improvements may be necessary, and that his Honor the 
Mayor be requested to instruct the Building Commissioner and the chairman of the City 
Planning Board to serve with this committee on their tour of inspection. 


The chairman of the City Planning Board was 
accordingly requested by your Honor to serve with the 
committee as indicated, and steps were immediately 
taken to assemble such material on the general subject, 
including the report submitted by the Police Commis- 
sioner in April, 1919, as might be available. Consider- 
able data on the subject was accummulated, but the 
committee appointed in accordance with the above 
order automatically went out of existence with the 
adjournment of the 1919 counci], and the matter has 
not been since revived. 
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HOUSING. 


While no strictly constructive housing work has been 
undertaken on its own account during the past year, 
the City Planning Board has co-operated as far as cir- 
cumstances permitted with other agencies in their 
efforts to put forth measures designed to meet the 
various phases of the housing situation as it was found 
to exist. 


Hovusinag Law. 


With reference to House Bill 1308, ‘‘An Act Relative 
to the Housing of the People in. the City of Boston,” 
introduced by the committee appointed by your 
Honor in 1918 to investigate housing conditions among 
the poor, the members of this Board felt that, while 
the bill might contain technical irregularities which pro- 
hibited its indorsement in toto, the principle was essen- 
tially sound and should be supported by them as 
individuals. Various amendments were afterwards made 
in the bill, and in the meantime the members of the 
Board co-operated as far as possible with the committee 
in emphasizing its necessity and fundamental merits. 
Much opposition was offered by real estate dealers and 
others, and a committee composed of representatives of 
the original committee, of the Legislative Committee 
on Metropolitan Affairs, and of the real estate interests, 
was appointed to re-draft the bill. Further hearings 
were given on the amended bill which, after being 
passed to be engrossed by the Senate, was finally defeated 
in the House. 


MISCELLANEOUS HoUSING ACTIVITIES 


Numerous conferences have been held with repre- 
sentatives of the Housing Company with regard to the 
feasibility of a large development of tenement house 
property in order to definitely determine, through the 
employment of competent architects, whether such a 
plan could be worked out, at a moderate rental, as an 
economic proposition. The company was willing to 
appropriate a sum of money sufficient to cover the cost 
of preliminary investigations as a contribution to the 
welfare of the city, and in an attempt to develop ideas 
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of its own not alone applicable to the City of Boston, 
but on a wholesale scale applicable to any community, 
‘by standardization of materials, plans, ete. Every 
effort possible was made to co-operate with the com- 
pany by giving access to material already collated with 
reference to certain districts, and by conferences and 
suggestions. 

A continuance of the homestead experiment at Lowell 
by the Homestead Commission was prevented by the 
action of the House of Representatives in concurring 
with the Senate in striking from the genera] appro- 
priations bill an item of $50,000 included for further 
work in its state building and owning project. 

Repeated conferences were held with Councilor Mc- 
Laughlin with regard to two measures initiated by him; 
one in the form of a City Council order requesting your 
Honor to consult with various organizations concerning 
the feasibility of forming a corporation of public spirited 
citizens Who would undertake and finance the project 
of providing housing facilities for the great number of 
people in the city not properly provided .or; and 
another, in an effort to accomplish the same purpose 
through the medium of public funds if necessary, the 
introduction into the Legislature of a bill providing for 
a note or bond issue not to exceed $5,000,000 for the 
purpose of providing relief for the inhabitants within 
the meaning of Article XLVII. of the Constitutional 
‘Amendments. Every assistance possible was rendered 
in the preparation of material, and in the arousing of 
public interest in favor of the measures, but the legis- 
lative bill, like the North End bill and the Housing law, 
met its defeat in the lower branch of the General Court. 
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PLAYGROUNDS AND OPEN SPACES. 


MARINE PARK AND CastTLE ISLAND DEVELOPMENT. 


An attempt was made to prevail upon the Commission 
on Waterways and Public Lands to proceed with the 
development of the area between Marine Park and 
Castle Island in accordance with plans originally sub- 
mitted by them. In this connection the following report 
was prepared by this Board under date of March 24, 
1919: 


The City Planning Board submits herewith a report embody- 
ing its views with regard to suggested development between 
Marine Park and Castle Island, South Boston. 

When the matter was first brought to the attention of the 
Board, in March, 1918, the proposed bulkhead was shown 
extending along the line of the reserved channel to a point 
about fifteen hundred feet distant from the stone pier at Castle 
Island. 

This permitted a treatment of the area similar to the plan 
shown on an accompanying sketch ;* a dignified and impressive 
commercial development combined with an extension of present 
beach and boulevard facilities in connection with Marine Park 
and Pleasure Bay, and a tree-planting scheme which would 
serve as a screen between the warehouses and that part of 
the section devoted to recreational purposes. The island 
itself would remain detached from the main land, the only 
physical connection being by means of a bridge as heretofore, 
thus affording an unobstructed view, as in the past, to and from 
Castle Island and the main ship channel. 

Although no formal report or plans were submitted, the 
chairman of the City Planning Board expressed his approval 
of this general plan at a conference attended by the Mayor 
and Park Department Commissioner, members of the Com- 
mission on Waterways and Public Lands and himself. 

Since that time the plans have apparently been changed, 
and a wooden bulkhead has been constructed all the way to 
Castle Island. Filling has already been started, and the 
present plans of the Commission on Waterways and Public 
Lands contemplate the filling of the entire area from the line 
of Farragut road extended on the west to Castle Island on 
the east. This fill the commission proposes to carry to about 
the line of the present Castle Island Bridge, together with the 
foundation for a beach in extension of present facilities, and 
the dredging of Pleasure Bay. When completed the filled

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area is designed to comprise about eighty-five acres, but without 
street or railroad connection. 

In order to provide such connection, and make the filled 
area available for commercial development, the Commission 
on Waterways and Public Lands wishes to secure from the 
City of Boston a triangular piece of land now in Marine Park, 
through which connection may be had with East First street. 
In exchange for this triangular piece of land, the Commission 
on Waterways and Public Lands proposes to turn over to 
the city a large area of filled land adjacent to Castle Island. 

The consideration of this project leads to three very definite 
conclusions: 

(1.) The commercial development of the harbor, and the 
utilization of its natural resources, should be encouraged to 
the last possible degree. The admirable development which 
has already taken place on the northerly side of the reserved 
channel, and the development proposed in East Boston, 
should do much toward promoting the industrial and financial 
erowth of the city. But in the meantime, certain features, 
possessed of recreational or aesthetic value, which are in no 
way inimical to commercial development, but rather should 
and can readily be made to go hand in hand with it, should be 
preserved. 

(2.) The attitude of the National Government toward 
this new project should be clearly defined since the proposed 
development contemplates what is in effect the enlargement 
of Castle Island to fully twice its present size, and the loss 
of its identity as an island, separate and detached from the 
mainland. 

Castle Island was ceded to the National Government in 
1798 by an act of the General Court of the State of Massachu- 
setts, which provided 

‘“‘That an island in the harbor of Boston, called Castle Island, be and hereby is granted 


and ceded to the United States for the purpose of erecting forts, magazines, arsenals, dock- 
yards, and other needful buildings thereon for the defense of the United States.” 


No definite boundary lines were set forth in this grant, and 
there seems to be more or less uncertainty as to the exact 
limits of national, state and city ownership. The City Planning 
Board believes, therefore, that before any definite plan is 
adopted, which might involve the treatment of areas under 
ownership of the National Government, its formal agreement 
or consent should be secured. 

(3.) The City Planning Board firmly believes that Castle 
Island should be continued as an island, separate and distinct 
from the mainland. The plans for development do not con- 
template the erection of warehouses over the entire area, but 
propose to turn over to the City of Boston a large area of filled 
land fronting on the main ship channel, between the ware- 
houses themselves and the island proper. The present bulk- 
head is a temporary wooden structure, and before further 
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filling takes place, the City Planning Board believes that its 
location should be changed so that the filling will certainly 
not extend beyond the limits indicated on the plan originally 
shown. : 

The area between Castle Island and the reserve channel is 
of far greater value for the building of piers than it would be 
for a park, and if such piers should be built fronting on the 
main ship channel, it would still leave Castle Island as an 
island, and in the opinion of this Board, the presence of shipping 
at these piers would not detract from the use of Castle Island 
for pleasure purposes. On the contrary, it would distinctly 
add to its interest and attractiveness. 

If the present plan for filling the entire area between the 
proposed warehouse section and Castle Island should be carried 
out, and a portion of the same turned over to the City of Boston 
as suggested, there would still remain a strip of land belonging 
to the Commonwealth lying between that portion turned over 
to the City of Boston and the reserved channel and main ship 
channel. There would be nothing to prevent this area also 
being covered with warehouses at some future time, leaving 
the area in the rear entirely cut off from the water. Should 
it be found necessary to carry out the development as it is now 
suggested a right of way to the reserved channel and to the 
main ship channel from the filled area should be secured to the 
City of Boston. 

Another feature entering into this matter at the present 
time is the effect the filling now being done has upon Pleasure 
Bay. The filling is gradually washing into the bay, and the 
water pumped into the Aquarium is already filled with silt to 
such an extent as to be injurious to the collection of fishes 
which are a source of interest and pleasure to the visitors to 
Marine Park. Other recreation features, such as bathing, 
boating, and the general use of the beach, will doubtless also 
be interfered with during the coming summer if remedial 
measures are not taken. 

So far as the widenings of East First and L streets are con- 
cerned, an improvement which is also advocated by the Com- 
mission on Waterways and Public Lands, some steps in this 
direction will eventually be necessary in order to provide 
access to the area now being filled. To this end, a definite 
time for the completion of the work now under way by the 
Commission on Waterways and Public Lands should be 
indicated. 

The City Planing Board therefore recommends 

(a.) That the formal agreement or consent of the National Government to the carrying 
out of the project, so far as its property lines are affected, be secured. At the same time 
the exact boundaries of Federal, state and citv owned property in the area under considera- 
tion should be established. 

(b.) That the plans of the Commission on Waterways and Public Lands be amended 
so that the bulkhead shall follow approximately the line originally indicated, permitting 
a development similar to that shown on the accompanying sketch, or with piers as outlined 
in paragraph 2 of this report, thus allowing Castle Island to remain as an island. 


(c.) That a retaining wall or similar feature be constructed before further filling takes 
place in order that the waters of Pleasure Bay may be protected from further invasion. 
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The Board holds itself in readiness to co-operate in any way 
with the working out of definite plans for the ultimate develop- 
ment of the area, and whatever exchanges of properties may 
be found necessary or advantageous, but before further action 
is taken, it considers favorable action upon the above recom- 
mendations of the utmost importance. 


This report was accepted by the Special Committee 
consisting of the Chairman of the City Planning Board, 
the Commissioner of Public Works, and the Chairman 
of the Board of Commissioners of the Park and Recre- 
ation Department, appointed by your Honor to give. 
the matter further consideration, together with a propo- 
sition from the Commission on Waterways and Public 
Lands providing for the exchange of a large portion 
of filled area adjoining Castle Island for a small corner 
of Marine Park through which East First street might 
be extended in order to make the filled area accessible. 
The committee reported that it was in complete accord 
with the recommendations contained in the above 
report and urged upon your Honor that the matter be 
referred to the Corporation Counsel with instructions 
that the three specific recommendations contained 
therein be given his immediate attention. 

A further protest was submitted to your Honor under 
date of June 20, 1919, as follows: 


Some weeks ago the chairman of this Board was called into 
conference in your office with regard to plans proposed by the 
Commission on Waterways and Public Lands for the develop- 
ment of the area between Marine Park and Castle Island, 
South Boston. 

A similar conference was held about a year previous, at 
which time plans were shown for the construction of a bulk- 
head extending along the line of the Reserved channel to a 
point about 1,500 feet distant from the stone pier at Castle 
Island. This plan was apparently acceptable to all. 

At the second conference the plans submitted provided for 
a bulkhead all the way to Castle Island, and the filling in of 
the entire area from the line of Farragut road extended on the 
west to Castle Island on the east. This plan was not accept- 
able, and a committee was accordingly appointed by your 
Honor, of which the chairman of the City Planning Board was 
a member, together with the chairman of the Park and Recre- 
ation Department and the Commissioner of Public Works, to 
give the matter further study and report to you. 

In the meantime a report was prepared by the City Planning 
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Board, of which the inclosed is a copy. Briefly, this report 
brings out the facts, among others, that 

(1.) The development now proposed is not in accordance with the plans originally 
submitted by the Commission on Waterways and Public Lands. 

The boundary lines of national, state and city ownership in the vicinity of Castle 
Island have never been definitely established, and it is quite conceivable that some of 
the area involved in the present plan is under ownership of the National Government, 
although no agreement has been reached — or even sought — with the Federal authorities. 

(3.) The carrying out of the plan as now proposed would have the effect of converting 
Castle Island into a part of the mainland. Its attractiveness as an island would be for- 
ever lost. Such a sacrifice is not a necessary feature of the commercial development at 
this point, as is discussed in detail in the report. 

Based upon these and other facts as set forth in the report, 
certain recommendations were made by the City Planning 
Board. The committee appointed by your Honor expressed 
itself as in complete accord with these recommendations, and 
urged that they be referred to the Corporation Counsel with: 
instructions that they have his immediate attention. 

The City Planning Board is now in receipt of copies of cor- 
respondence between the Park and Recreation Department 
and the Commission on Waterways and Public Lands, to- 
gether with blueprint, which would seem to indicate that the 
project is being carried out according to the plans submitted 
by the Waterways Commission at the second conference in 
your Honor’s office, which plans were not satisfactory. 

The City Planning Board therefore begs leave to call the 
matter to your attention once more, and wishes to register a 
definite and emphatic protest against the course now being 
followed by the Commission on Waterways and Public Lands. 
The Board is heartily in sympathy with the commission in its 
desire to utilize and develop port and harbor facilities, but it 
is convinced that the commercial interests of the city will be 
equally as well, if not better, served by the carrying out of 
the plan as originally proposed, while at the same time one of 
its most attractive recreational features will be properly 
preserved. 

Recreational and esthetic features have a distinct value of 
their own, apart from commercial or industrial advantages and 
particularly where, as in the present case, no economic loss 
would be sustained by their retention, the rights of the com- 
munity to their full enjoyment should not be invaded. 

The City Planning Board earnestly hopes, therefore, that 
its position in this matter, looking to the interests of the 
people along recreational as well as commercial lines, may 
enlist your Honor’s co-operation and support. 


The matter was referred by your Honor to the Cor- 
poration Counsel who reported that, in his opinion, 
nothing could be done without an agreement between 
the Commonwealth and the city, and that this agree- 
ment could not be had without legislation which did not 
then exist. 
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A third protest was submitted under date of July 
21, 1919, as follows: 


The City Planning Board is in receipt of your recent com- 
munication, transmitting copy of letter from Mr. Whiteside, 
the Corporation Counsel, with regard to the proposed develop- 
ment of the area between Marine Park and Castle Island. 

Mr. Whiteside’s letter states that, in his opinion, nothing can 
be done without an agreement between the Commonwealth 
and the city, and that this agreement cannot be made without 
legislation which does not exist at present; and that, as it is too 
late this year to get additional legislation, the matter would 
have to wait until next year. 

In the meantime, the filling in is going on, and every day that 
the matter is delayed increases the complication, as well as the 
expense involved. 

We do not understand why legislative action should be 
necessary. From our point of view it is simply a case where 
the Commission on Waterways and Public Lands took upon 
itself the responsibility of constructing a bulkhead not in 
accordance with the location agreed upon by the various 
interested parties, and are proceeding to fill in the area back of 
the bulkhead regardless of property rights of Federal or munic- 
ipal ownership. 

Not only that, but the filling now proposed, and already 
under way, will work a distinct injury to Castle Island which, 
by grace of the National Government, is to all intents and 
purposes one of the most attractive outing places of the City 
of Boston. Furthermore, other disadvantageous possibilities 
are involved in the development as at present proposed. The 
triangular section of Marine Park which the Commission on 
Waterways and Public Lands desires to acquire in order to 
carry out its schem , and for which it proposes to contribute 
a very much larger area of filled land adjacent to Castle Island, 
is of small moment in comparison with the ultimate effect of | 
the entire development if it is allowed to be put through as at 
present contemplated. 

The City Planning Board, therefore, most respectfully but 
emphatically renews its protest at this time, and urges upon 
your Honor the necessity for immediate action. ‘The members 
of the Board would welcome an opportunity to discuss the 
matter with you in person, feeling confident that when the 
actual facts are laid before you, you will.be in entire sympathy 
with their point of view. If you will be kind enough to des- 
ignate some definite time when the members of the Board may 
wait upon you in the matter, they will consider it a privilege. 

In the meantime, let it be emphasized once more that the 
Board does not lose sight for a moment of the splendid work 
being done by the Commission on Waterways and Publie Lands 
in developing the great natural resources of the harbor for com- 
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mercial purposes. Our only concern in this case is an attempt 
to prevent an unnecessary sacrifice of one of the great natural 
resources of the harbor for recreational purposes which have a 
very definite and distinct economic value. 


This protest was followed by repeated conferences 
with representatives from the Commission on Water- 
ways and Public Lands, the Law Department, and the 
Park and Recreation Department. The Commission on 
Waterways and Public Lands took the ground that 
they had gathered the impression that there was no 
objection on the part of municipal authorities to the 
plan providing for the extension of the bulkhead clear 
through to Castle Island, that they had proceeded with 
the work in good faith, and that if any change was 
insisted upon at this time, it should be done at the 
expense of the city itself. At the final conference on 
this matter, held November 7, 1919, the Commission on 
Waterways and Public Lands was requested by your 
Honor to submit to you their plans in writing, when a 
definite decision would be rendered. 


STRANDWAY PLAYGROUND. 


Between L and M streets, South Boston. 


The following report was submitted to your Honor 
under date of March 19, 1919, in response to order 
passed by the City Council: 


The City Planning Board submits herewith report and 
recommendation prepared in compliance with your request in 
transmitting the following order passed by the City Council 
at its meeting January 27, 1919: 


Ordered, That the City Planning Board, through his Honor the Mayor, be requested 
to consider and report as to the advisability of the city acquiring the vacant land border- 
ing on the Strandway, between L and M streets, as the said land, if acquired, could be 
used for park or other public purposes. 

The area suggested, block 226 A, is bounded on the northerly 
side by Marine road, on the easterly side by M street, on the 
southerly side by Columbia road, and on the westerly side by 
L street. It is assessed in two parcels, under separate owner- 


ship, as follows: 





19,500 square feet . , . $4,900 
122,775 square feet . : . 24,600 
142,275 square feet. ; ; . $29,500 


or about 3.27 acres. 

It is a practically level parcel of land, entirely unoccupied 
at the present time, and commands an extensive view of Old 
Harbor and the islands. 
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From a recreational point of view, the area is particularly 
well adapted so far as the actual topography of the land is 
concerned. It has attractive possibilities as a park at a small 
expenditure of money. As a playground, the possible annoy- 
ance to adjacent property owners would be somewhat mini- 
mized by the fact that it is surrounded on all sides by streets 
varying from fifty to one hundred feet or more in width. As 
an athletic field, the expense of grading and surfacing would 
be comparatively small. 

On the other hand, the district in which this location falls 
is already generously served by existing parks and beach 
reservations. About one half mile to the northeast is the First 
Street Playground, bordered on one side by M street, so that 
the approach from the locality now under consideration is 
direct. The First Street Playground contains 4.60 acres, and 
is equipped with ‘‘three ball grounds, one Rugby and two 
soccer football grounds, basketball, outdoor gymnasium, 
shower baths, children’s corner and skating.’”’* Three quarters 
of a mile to the southwest is the new Strandway development, 
with 233 acres devoted to a waterfront playground and a 
potential playground area of more than double this amount. 
The present Strandway Playground is equipped with “five 
ball grounds, one Rugby and five soccer football grounds, 
basketball, tennis, skating, shower baths and children’s corner.’’* 
Directly across Columbia road are the L Street baths for men 
and boys, with a handball court, and an extensive public beach - 
for recreation. 

The City Planning Board is at the present time engaged 
in a comprehensive survey of the South Boston district. This 
will, of course, include a study of its entire recreational facilities. 
The investigations already made along this line disclose the 
fact that, while there are areas still inadequately served with 
parks and playgrounds, or even open spaces; South Boston, 
as a whole, has a larger percentage of its area devoted to 
recreational purposes than any other section of the city. 

The lot in question is not centrally located, so far as the 
residential portion of the district is concerned; the same is true 
of the First Street Playground, both being situated at the 
extreme outer edge of the residential areas they are intended 
to serve, and it is a fact that one centrally located playground 
would efficiently serve the entire district in the vicinity of L 
and M streets. 

Furthermore, while it is probable that certain specific and 
immediate needs may arise from time to time, which should be 
met, the Board believes, as a matter of general policy, that it 
is better to complete projects already under way, together with 
such other matters as may be directly connected with or 
influenced by them,—such as the Strandway development 
which already represents an investment of $870,000, before 
undertaking new and detached improvements. 





* From the forty-second annual report of the Board of Commissioners of the Park and 
Recreation Department. 
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So far as other public use or purpose is concerned, the Board 
is of the opinion that the needs of the community in this respect 
are comparatively well supplied. With the Municipal Building, 
erected in 1914, at a cost of $192,000; the Aquarium, erected 
in 1911 at a cost of $98,284; Marine Park and Castle Island 
and the several small playgrounds and park spaces, in addition 
to the facilities already enumerated, the district has apparently 
fared better than many other sections of the city. 

All that has been said of the advantages of the area in question 
for park or playground purposes, or other public use, applies 
equally as well to its availability for housing purposes. With 
the commercial development going on in the vicinity of the 
reserved channel, under the jurisdiction of the Commonwealth, 
the demand for convenient or nearby housing accommodations 
is bound to increase. An opportunity is here offered for a 
substantial housing development in an exceptional location. 

All these matters will be considered in detail in the com-. 
prehensive report now under way, but for the present it is the 
opinion of the City Planning Board that it would be inadvisable 
for the city to acquire at this time the vacant land bordering 
on the Strandway, between L and M streets, for park or other 
publie purposes. 


Puituieps Brooks ScHooL District PLAYGROUND. 


The following report was submitted to Your Honor 
under date of April 29, 1919: 


The City Planning Board submits herewith a statement of its 
Investigations and findings in regard to playground conditions 
in the Phillips Brooks School District and vicinity, Dorchester. 

This investigation was undertaken at the request of your 
Honor, based upon a communication from James A. Treanor 
master of the Phillips Brooks School, a copy of which is attached 
herewith. } 

Your Honov’s request is in the form of two specific inquiries 
regarding the advisability of: 

(1.) The need of a playground in this district. 

(2.) . The acquisition of the lot mentioned by Mr. Treanor. 

Within a radius of one quarter of a mile from the location 
suggested by Mr. Treanor there are, according to the 1915 
census, 13,809 persons. While there are a few vacant lots 
remaining, the section is for the most part thickly covered with 
wooden and brick apartment houses. 

Within a radius of one half a mile from the proposed location 
there are the three school buildings of the Phillips Brooks 
District,— the Phillips Brooks School, the Quincy E. Dicker- 
man School and the Hull School. In addition there are the 
Christopher Gibson School and the Atherton School of the 
Christopher Gibson District; and the Benedict Fenwick School 
of the John Winthrop District. This means that there are in this 
district approximately 3,000 children of elementary school age, 
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While there are two small playgrounds and one small park 
space in the vicinity, and Franklin Park about a mile away, the 
neighborhood is not adequately served thereby as shown on the 
accompanying park service diagram. 

So far as the particular location suggested by Mr. Treanor 
is concerned, this is a vacant lot at the junction of Columbia 
road and Ceylon street, Block 54A®, bounded by Columbia 
road, Intervale, Magnolia, Quincy and Ceylon streets, Ward 18. 
The entire vacant tract comprises 144,000 square feet and is 
assessed to R. Elmer Townsend for $28,800, or 20 cents a square 
foot. A portion of the lot, to a depth of about 200 feet from 
Ceylon street, is level and already used, as far as circumstances 
permit, by the children of the district during their recreation 
hours. Toward the rear the land rises in a steep bank to a 
height of about 45 feet, or until it meets the general level of the 
house lots fronting on Magnolia street. A more gradual, but 
nevertheless decided, slope is manifest in that portion of the 
area toward Magnolia and Intervale streets. 

While the entire area has an average assessment of 20 cents a 
square foot, the low land is probably less valuable than the 
higher portion fronting on Magnolia and Intervale streets. 
This section might well be left for housing development, retain- 
ing only a 30-foot passage way from Intervale street to the 
proposed playground. 

Adjacent to the Quincy E. Dickerman School property there 
is a vacant lot, No. 226 Magnolia street, containing 29,284 
square feet, assessed for $5,900. The rear of this lot should be 
combined with the playground area, leaving lots of reasonable 
depth fronting on Magnolia street for housing development, 
reserving only, in this case, also, a 30-foot passageway from 
Magnolia street, directly adjoining the school property, in order 
to make the playground accessible from all parts of the district. 

Fronting on Ceylon street there are three adjoining lots, 
numbers 69, 71 and 73, which could be advantageously combined 
with the vacant area for playground purposes. These lots, 
which are under separate ownerships, have a combined area of 
13,316 square feet, and a total assessed value of $2,700. One of 
these lots is without buildings of any sort, while the others are 
each partly occupied by an old stable of very little value. 

Leaving the properties on the high land, along Intervale and 
Magnolia streets, for housing development as indicated on the 
plan, the remainder of the area, together with the three Ceylon 
street lots and the rear of No. 226 Magnolia street, would com- 
prise an area of approximately 149,600 square feet, or 3.40 
acres, with an assessed value of about $30,000. 

The greater part of the area is generally level, and would 
require but very little grading to render available for recreation. 
A baseball diamond could be laid out in such a way that there 
would be practically no danger to adjacent houses from the 
flying balls. The area could be easily flooded during the skating 
season, while the gradual slope at either end would afford excel- 
lent coasting opportunities. 
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At either end of the proposed playground there is a row of 
large trees, which, if properly cared for and preserved, would in 
no way interfere with the opportunities for play, but would 
serve as a shelter for the younger children and mothers. The 
City Planning Board does not feel that this should be used as an 
athletic field, however, since Franklin Park and Franklin Field 
should fulfill this requirement on the part of the older boys, but 
for regulated baseball and football, with sand boxes and swings 
for the little children in sheltered corners, and benches for the 
mothers, no conflict should result. 
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Proposed Playground, Ceylon Street, Dorchester. Phillips Brooks School District. 


In view of the foregoing considerations, therefore, the City 
Planning Board recommends: 

(1.) That a playground be established in the Phillips Brooks District when warranted 
by the financial condition of the city. 

(2.) That the large vacant area at the junction of Ceylon street and Columbia road, 


together with adjoining parcels as indicated on the accompanying plan, be acquired for 
such purpose, 


PARK SPACE — PorTLAND, MERRIMAC AND TRAVERSE 
STREETS. 


The following report was submitted to your Honor ~ 
under date of March 20, 1919: 


The City Planning Board has considered the suggestion 
offered you by Mr. H. K. Richards, 49 Federal street, Boston, 
t. e., that the city purchase the triangular lot of land bounded 
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by Portland, Merrimac and Traverse streets, together with the 
building thereon, for the purpose of creating a small park, and 
in reply begs leave to submit herewith its report and recom- 
mendation. 

The lot in question, block 119, contains 1,000 square feet of 
land and is assessed for $33,000. On the lot is a four-story — 
brick building, assessed for $5,000, or a total valuation, land 
and building, of $38,000. 

The area itself, comprising only 1,000 square feet, is too 
small to serve efficiently as a park space if one were needed at 
this point. Asa matter of fact, it is not located in a residential 
neighborhood, but is in a section devoted largely to wholesale 
and retail stores dealing in hardware, woodenware, carpets, 
rugs, furniture, ete. 

The building under consideration, although at present un- 
occupied, is surrounded on all sides by streets 40 feet or more 
in width, and is therefore assured of an abundance of light and 
air. It should afford an excellent location for business pur- 
poses in keeping with the general character of the locality. 

If Mr. Richards’ suggestions were carried out, there would 
be, in addition to the first cost of purchasing the property which 
would probably be close to $50,000, a further expense in equip- 
ping it for park purposes, and an annual expense for mainte- 
nance. Furthermore, there would be a distinct loss in taxes 
each year, the amount of which might be increased by the 
erection of a more valuable building on what is a really advan- 
tageous business site. 

For these reasons the City Planning Board believes that the 
purchase of the triangular lot of land bounded by Portland, 
Merrimac and Traverse streets, together with the building 
thereon, for park purposes, would be inadvisable, and recom- 
mends that no action be taken in the matter. 


ROSLINDALE CENTER. 


The following report was submitted to your Honor 
under date of March 30, 1919: 


The following order was passed by the City Council at its 
meeting February 17, 1919: 

Ordered, That the City Planning Board be requested, through his Honor the Mayor, to 
submit to the City Council a report on the cost and advisability of acquiring the Wise 


estate at the junction of South and Washington streets, for the establishing of a memorial 
park. 


In reply the City Planning Board begs leave to state that 
the advisability of the city acquiring this particular property 
was fully discussed in its report dated July 17, 1917, which is 
reproduced in its fourth annual report, a copy of which is sub- 
mitted to you herewith. * 


* See page 16, Document 10, 1918. 
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Briefly, the area in question comprises what is known as the 
“Tibrary Lot’? and the “Store Lot” at Roslindale center, 
together with that part of Ashland street at present separating 
the two, or a total of about 30,000 square feet. The report of 
the Board recommended that the property 


“Should be acquired by the City of Boston immediately i in order to secure an attractive 
public open space in the center of a rapidly growing district,” 


and that that portion of Ashland street lying between the two 
triangles should be closed. 

Board of Survey plans provide for the widening of Washing- 
ton street in this vicinity to 100 feet. Until such time as the 
city is in a position to carry out this plan, the City Planning 
Board recommended 


“That the existing buildings be removed from these two triangles, the entire area rough 
graded and grassed, and the trees eared for. This recommendation is made with the 
idea of giving the people of the district immediate and entire use of the area as a recrea- 
tional space at a minimum expense.’ 


An order was accordingly passed by the City Council at its 
meeting November 5, 1917, providing 


“That the sum of $31,500 be and hereby is appropriated to be expended for land and 
buildings at Washington, Poplar, Ashland and South streets, Roslindale, as set forth in 
the accompanying plans of the City Planning Board.”’ 


This amount is available at the present time. 

The report was accompanied by a sketch plan (page 18, 
Fourth Annual Report), showing a possible permanent treat- 
ment of the area, providing for the widening on the north: 
side of Washington street to 100 feet and also for the widening 
of South street, leaving a park space of approximately 19,500 
square feet. This area, the report stated, would be sufficient 


“To permit of an effective arrangement of paths and planting, with a central feature, 
such as a he aby flagstaff or fountain.”’ 


This Rr abention might be made to conform admirably with the 
idea expressed in the City Council order of establishing a memo- 
rial park. Opportunity would be afforded, in connection with 
such a fountain or decorative flagstaff, for the placing of a 
memorial tablet, bearing an appropriate inscription. 

While the amount originally appropriated, $31,500, was 
slightly in excess of the assessed value of the land, and might not 
even be sufficient for the purchase and informal treatment of the 
area which it was suggested should take place immediately, it is 
certain that a permanent treatment of the area, such as indi- 
cated on the sketch, would involve a considerable further expend- 
iture of money. It is possible that this further expenditure 
might be met by public subscription, if the area is designed for 
use as a memorial park, since the residents of the district would 
doubtless welcome the privilege of contributing to such a fund. 

The City Planning Board would again emphasize, in connec- 
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tion with a permanent treatment of the area, that provision 
should be made for the widening of Washington and South 
streets substantially as indicated on the plan submitted. 


MIscELLANEOUS PLAYGROUND MATTERS. 


Considerable time has been devoted to a study of 
playground conditions in Hyde Park, and to the recom- 
mendations of the East Boston Improvement Associa- 
tion with regard to playground conditions in that 
district. | 

Every assistance possible in the way of assembling 
figures of property valuations, etc., has been given 
those interested in the establishment of a playground 
in the South End section of the city. 

In the meantime the Board notes with pleasure the 
appropriation of $55,000 for a playground on Adams 
street, South Dorchester, reported upon January 29, 
1918, and an appropriation of $56,000 for the extension 
of the Carolina Avenue Playground, reported upon 
under date of May 7, 1917. 

A letter was filed with the Park and Recreation 
Department protesting against the transfer of Govy- 
ernor’s Island from the War to the Navy Department 
for use as a fuel supply base, with the installation of 
oil tanks, probably underground. If used for such a 
purpose, the public, which has had the use of the island 
for the last seventeen years by courtesy of the War 
Department, would be excluded from the premises. 
The members of the Board, while recognizing the 
necessities of the Government in the matter, and the 
value in itself of the Navy Yard to the city, was never- 
theless reluctant to see any of the recreational features 
of the city withdrawn, particularly when the plans for 
East Boston development include the filling in of the 
intervening area and the linking up of Governor’s 
Island with the mainland, thus making it more accessible 
for pleasure purposes. ‘The Board therefore urged that 
the United States Government be asked to carry its 
investigations further, to the point of ascertaining 
whether it could not find another location equally 
available for its purpose without depriving the City of 
Boston of any of the recreational features enjoyed in 
the past. 
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PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 


West Roxspury Court Howse. 


The following report was submitted to your Honor 
under date of January 30, 1920: 3 


The City Planning Board begs leave to submit herewith as, 
requested in your letter of January 8, its report relative to a 
change in the site for the proposed West Roxbury Courthouse. 

The jurisdiction of the West Roxbury District Municipal 
Court comprises the territory bounded as follows: 


Beginning at the boundary line between Boston and Brookline, at Leverett park, for- 
merly known as Chestnut street; thence by said Leverett park, Perkins, Centre, Amory, 
Dimock and Washington streets, Columbus avenue, Seaver street, Blue Hill’ avenue, 
Harvard street, Oakland street, Randolph road, Burmah street and the boundary line 
between Boston and Dedham, Needham, Newton ‘and Brookline, to the point of beginning. 


This area, which is indicated on the accompanying map, 
includes the whole of the Hyde Park district, as well as the 
various centers of West Roxbury, and a small section of the 
Roxbury district in the vicinity of Egleston square. 

The present courthouse, located on Seaverns avenue, J amaica 
Plain, is adjacent to and connected with Police Station No. 13. 
The lower part of the courthouse is used as a garage by the 
Police Department. Entrance is on a private way, Starr lane, 
in the rear of Seaverns avenue. Its removal from this site 
has been agitated for a number of years on the ground that 
the building itself was inadequate, and that the present loca- 
tion — especially since the annexation of Hyde Park — was 
at the extreme edge of the district it was intended to serve, 
and was therefore inconvenient for a majority of the people. 

‘It seemed to be the general consensus of opinion that the 
Forest Hills section, while not the geographical center of the 
district, was nevertheless the center of activity and travel, 
having direct connections with all parts of the area to be served. 

In 1916 an order was accordingly passed by the City Council, 
and approved by the Mayor, appropriating the sum of ten 
thousand dollars ($10,000) for the purchase of a site, and for 
plans for a courthouse to be located in the vicinity of Forest 
Hills square. At the same time attention was called to the 
fact that the city had acquired, in connection with the con- 
struction of the Stony brook sewer, a large strip of land running 
from the corner of Tower and Washington streets to Morton 
street, and it was proposed that a portion of this strip, located 
at the corner of Tower and Washington streets, together with 
certain additional takings, should constitute the site for the 
new building. 
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In 1917 the Superintendent of Public Buildings reported 
that the site had been procured, the architect appointed, and 
plans prepared for a building to cost approximately one hun- 
dred and fifteen thousand dollars ($115,000). A further appro- 
priation for this amount was accordingly made. 

As the matter now stands, the city holds title to 13,266 
square feet of land at the corner of Tower and Washington 
streets, assessed at the rate of $1.75 per square foot, or $23,200. 

From a total appropriation of $125,000, there has been 
expended $8,456.58 for land, architects’ fees, blueprints, and 
various services rendered in connection with the site, leaving a 
balance in the city treasury at the present time of $116,543.42. 

Considerable opposition to this site at the corner of Tower 
and Washington streets has developed, however, based upon 
the fact that its close proximity to steam and electric railroads, 
and its location upon a busy thoroughfare, would render it 
noisy; and to the further fact that the Stony brook sewer runs 
directly through the property. In connection with this latter 
objection, certain legal obstacles might also be encountered. 
It would also seem that this particular location would lend 
itself more readily to business purposes than as a site for a 
public building. Furthermore, while the area which has been 
acquired might suffice for the erection of the building itself, no 
opportunity is afforded, either by area or location, for a setting 
in keeping with the dignity of a public building of this character. 

The City Planning Board, which has had in its investigation 
the benefit of the opinions expressed by the members of the 
committee appointed by your Honor to consider the advis- 
ability of using the present site, or of suggesting another 
location, finds these objections well sustained. It also concurs 
with the committee in the substitute site suggested at the 
junction of the Arborway and Morton stieet. This, in the 
opinion of this Board, would be a most excellent location. It | 
is about 400 feet east of Washington street, far enough removed 
from the various activities of Forest Hills square to escape 
the noise and dust. It is within easy walking distance of the 
elevated terminal, and of the railroad station, and is therefore 
readily accessible from all parts of the district. 

There is at this point a parcel of land comprising 200,000 
square feet, assessed to the Forest Hills Real Estate Trust at 
the rate of 25 cents a square foot, or $50,000 for the land and 
$1,200 for a small wooden dwelling house situated at the 
extreme easterly end. Although this property has been in the 
market for some time, certain restrictions have been imposed 
by the City of Boston which have practically precluded its sale 
for housing purposes. The erection of a courthouse at this 
location, however, would be apparently entirely in accord with 
the intent of these restrictions. 

It has been suggested that about 30,000 square feet at the 
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extreme westerly end of the parcel be acquired by the city as 
a site for the proposed building, and in this opinion the City 
Planning Board heartily concurs. This would afford ample 
opportunity for the erection of a dignified building with appro- 
priate setting. These features would be still further empha- 
sized by its location between Morton street, an important 
thoroughfare, and the Arborway, thus insuring an abundance 
of light and air at all times. 

Furthermore, as the assessed value per square foot of the 
parcel of land between the Arborway and Morton street, 25 
cents is much less than that of the land already acquired at 
the eorner of Tower and Washington streets, $1.75, it would 
appear to be a measure of economy in addition to being desirable 
from every other point of view. There is little doubt but that 
the land at the corner of Tower and Washington streets can be 
readily disposed of for business purposes. 

The City Planning Board therefore recommends 

(1.) That the land acquired by the city at the corner of Tower and Washington streets 
for the purpose of erecting a courthouse for the West Roxbury district be sold. 

(2.) That sufficient land at the junction of the Arborway and Morton street, comprising 
the westerly end of the parcel assessed to the Forest Hills Real Estate Trust, be acquired 
for the erection and proper setting of such a building. 

(3.) That a building be erected upon this site, and that the West Roxbury Municipal 
Court be removed thereto from its present location on Seaverns avenue. 


(4.) That the present Municipal Court building on Seaverns avenue be transferred to 
the Police Department if feasible, or otherwise disposed of by public or private sale. 


HypgE PARK MunNIcIPAL BUILDING. 


The following report was submitted to your Honor 
under date of September 5, 1919: 


The City Planning Board submits herewith a report upon 
available sites for a Municipal Building in Hyde Park, in 
response to the following order passed by the City Council at 
its meeting June 30: 


Ordered, That the City Planning Board be requested, through his Honor the Mayor, to 
make a study of the Hyde Park District for the purpose of ascertaining what sites, if any, 
are available for the erection of a Municipal building, together with an estimate of the 
cost, and report their findings to the City Caine! 


In our investigation of this matter we have conferred with 
the Hyde Park Board of Trade, and with private citizens 
interested in the welfare of the district, at the same time 
extending to other organizations and individuals, through the 
columns of the local paper, an invitation to submit an expres- 
sion of opinion upon the general merits of the project, and the 
relative merits of various available locations. 

Every opinion reteived confirmed the Board in the location 
already tentatively decided upon as the result of its own 
investigations; 7. e., the area adjacent to Everett square, at the 
junction of Central avenue and River street. 
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This entire area, shown on the Atlas as Block 54, is bounded 
by Winthrop street, Central avenue and River street, and 
comprises three parcels of land with buildings thereon, as 
follows:

The buildings on this area are detached wooden structures 
and of relatively little value. The locality is rapidly develop- 
ing into a civic center, many of the educational, religious and 
civic features of the community being grouped in modern, 
permanent and dignified buildings close by. These include 
the High School, Branch Library, Fire Department, Masonic 
Hall, Y. M. C. A., Post Office, theater, banks and churches. 

The city already owns a parcel of land on Hyde Park avenue, 
Block 65, comprising 16,541 square feet, and occupied at the 
present time by the Police Station and the Public Works De- 
partment. The Police Station is in very poor condition, and 
a loan order is now pending before the City Council providing 
$125,000 for the purpose of erecting a new structure. There 
would seem to be little possibility of combining a police station 
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with a municipal building, however, for the Police Department 
holds very decided views on this subject and objects absolutely 
to the combination of a police station with any other municipal 
building. 

It might not be necessary to acquire all of the area com- 
prised in Block 54 in order to erect a municipal building and 
give it a proper setting. The topography of the land is such 
that the parcel in the rear, at the corner of Winthrop and 
River streets, might well remain under private ownership, 
leaving the two front parcels, with a total area of 28,448 square 
feet, and a total assessed valuation, land and buildings, of 
$34,600 to be acquired by the city. | 

The City Planning Board recommends, therefore, that when 
a municipal building is erected in the Hyde Park district, it 
shall be located as indicated at the corner of Central avenue 
and River street, adjacent to Everett square. 


East Boston Municrpat BUILDING. 


The following report was submitted to your Honor 
under date of December 15, 1919: 


The City Planning Board submits herewith its conclusions 
with regard to a Municipal Building in East Boston, as requested 
in the following order passed by the City Council at its meeting 
November 17, 1919: 


Ordered, That the City Planning Board be requested, through his Honor the Mayor, 
to make a study of the possible sites in East Boston for a municipal building and report to 
the City Council, with such recommendations as to the character of the building and its 
location as they may consider advisable. 


This request on the part of the City Council is in effect a 
duplicate of a previous order, passed under date of July 21, 
1919, as follows: 


Ordered, That the City Planning Board be requested, through his Honor the Mayor, to 
sprpish the City Council a statement of the available sites for a municipal building in East 
oston. 


Upon receipt of the original request, investigations were 
started along various lines. A personal letter was addressed 
to the senator from the district, to each representative and to 
the secretary of the East Boston Improvement Association, 
to the effect that such an investigation was under way, and 
inviting suggestions or an expression of opinion from them or 
from any other interested citizen of the district. A similar 
letter was addressed to the East Boston papers, asking that 
they give the matter proper publicity, and extend to individuals 
and organizations generally throughout the district an invita- 
tion, on behalf of this Board, to submit their opinions or sug- 
gestions in the premises. 
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As a result of. the above solicitation, only one reply was 
received, which fact might be interpreted as indicating a lack 
of local interest in the project. 

The functions of a municipal building would seem to be 
identical with those of the old-fashioned ‘‘Town Hall,” a 
convenient place for public gatherings, library accommodations 
and in the modern buildings, gymnasium equipment, shower 
baths and swimming pool. The necessity for a municipal 
building in a locality, therefore, would appear to be enhanced 
or lessened in proportion as these facilities are afforded, in 
whole or in part, by agencies already existing. 

So far as public gatherings in East Boston are concerned, the 
Board is informed by the School Committee that the East 
Boston High School and each of the main buildings of the 
elementary school districts in East Boston (seven in number) 
has an assembly hall. These halls are available for the use of 
the public, at such times as they are not being utilized for 
regular school work, by the payment of a small fee designed to 
cover the cost to the city for ight, heat and janitor service. 
From September, 1918, to June, 1919, seventeen permits were 
issued for the use of these various halls for purposes other than 
the regular school work. Of this number, more than half were 
for the use of Parent-Teachers’ Association meetings which 
might be considered as affiliated with the regular school work. 
The limited number of requests to occupy the assembly halls 
of these school buildings may be due in part to the fact that 
they are in use on certain evenings each week for evening 
schools and school centers, and further, in certain cases, to 
the inconvenience of assembling an audience in a hall obstructed 
with more or less class-room furniture. Usually there are 
a number of political rallies held in school buildings in the 
district, but apparently no such permits were applied for or 
issued during the period specified. 

The movement in favor of a wider use of school buildings is 
growing steadily throughout the country. This is particularly 
true so far as their use for voting purposes is concerned. While 
Worcester was the first city to adopt the practice, it was 
rapidly followed by Los Angeles, Grand Rapids, Milwaukee, 
Madison, Salt Lake City, New York, Chicago, San Francisco 
and Denver. The main reason advanced for this custom is 
that it is educational; that it establishes the schoolhouse as 
the capital of the neighborhood,— the common meeting place 
of the people. This practice is also followed in Boston to a 
considerable extent, and is indicative of the general trend 
toward the utilization of schoolhouses as public meeting places. 
The use of schoolhouses by the various Exemption Boards, 
for registration and other purposes, is another indication of 
their availability for public use. This possibility should be 
encouraged and developed to the fullest extent, in so far as may 
be consistent with the regular school work. No invasion of 
this work should be permitted under any circumstances. 
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A library building for the East Boston district, located on 
Meridian street, was opened to the public in 1914. This was 
erected at a cost of $93,800, and houses nearly 18,000 volumes. 
There is in the building a lecture hall, capable of seating over 
three hundred persons, and equipped with stereopticon, reflecto- 
scope and aluminum curtain. This hall is available for civic 
purposes, other than political meetings, during the time the 
branch is open (9 a. m. to 9 p. m.), provided no admission is 
charged. It has been used to a limited extent for public 
lectures, Boy Scout work and by the Massachusetts State 
Board of Edueation. During the war the room was used 
solely by the Exemption Board. There is also a reading room 
in Orient Heights, 1030 Bennington street, which houses over 
2,000 volumes. With these facilities the library needs of the 
district would seem to be fairly well met. 

The Paris Street Gymnasium, now in its twenty-second year, 
was the first free public gymnasium in: this country, being 
opened to the public in 1897. in 1910 the old building was 
razed, and a new, modern building erected which the Park 
and Recreation Department in its 1917 report stated to be 
nearer the ideal for a gymnasium and bathhouse than any 
building then under the control of the department. The report 
further stated that it had excellent equipment, more shower 
baths, the largest floor space and the largest and best running 
track of any of their gymnasia, and from the viewpoint of 
eficiency and economy ranks first. The equipment consists 
of seventy-four shower baths, indoor gymnasium and basketball 
courts. During the war it was leased to the United States 
Army for troops engaged in patrolling and caring for wharves 
and public buildings in East Boston, but it has now been 
returned to the custody of the Park and Recreation Department 
and any damage which has been sustained in the meantime 
will be fully repaired. 

The City Planning Board, in 1915, made a comprehensive 
study of the East Boston district, and at that time reported that 


“Excellent establishments are maintained in East Boston for bathing; one for all the year 
at the bath and gymnasium building on Paris street, and three for salt water bathing in 
summer, in Wood Island Park and in each of the floating baths at Border street and Jeffries 

point. Permanent bathing beaches or pools should, and no doubt will in time, take the 
aiane of the floating baths.” 


Wood Island Park, which represents an investment on the 
part of the city of over $400,000, combines nearly every form 
of recreational activity, including outdoor gymnasium, shower 
baths and beach bathing. A comprehensive plan for its 
revision and extension.toward Revere and Winthrop, and toward 
the city proper, was discussed in detail in the East Boston 
report referred to above. | 

At no time during the investigation Be conditions in the East 
Boston district, which was conducted by this Board, covering as 
it did a period of twelve months, was there manifest any 
necessity, or even actual desirability for a municipal building 
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in East Boston since the functions usually performed by such a 
building, 7. e., library, halls, gymnasium, shower baths and 
bathing facilities, are all available through other channels. 
There is no doubt that a modern, attractive public building, 
conveniently located and well equipped, is an asset to any 
community, but the Board questions seriously the necessity for 
such a building in East Boston at the present time. Other 
features, equally desirable and even more necessary to the 
welfare of the district, are lacking and, in the opinion of this 
Board, should be given precedent. Three important features 
were emphasized in the report referred to above, 7. e., 


First—Ample railroad and thoroughfare approaches to the property from all directions 
must be provided; 

Second.— The vital interests in Wood Island Park as the one large area for the health, 
recreation and pleasure of the people should be safeguarded, either by preservation of the 
area and the character of the present park, or, better, by revision and extension in a way to 
produce an equally good or better public utility, properly adapted to the necessarily changed 
conditions; and 

Third.— The advanced planning for urban conditions upon the areas, now vacant, 
that will not be required for commercial or industrial purposes. 


It is still the opinion of this Board that development along 
these lines, particularly so far as ferry service, supplemented 
by direct highway connection with the city proper, should be 
given precedent over any plans for the erection of a municipal 
building in East Boston. 


West Enp MUuNICcIPAL BUILDING. 


The following report was submitted to your Honor 
under date of August 12, 1919: 


The City Planning Board is in receipt, through your Honor, 
of the following order passed by the City Council at its meeting 
July 21: 


Ordered, That the City Planning Board, through his Honor the Mayor, be. requested 
to make an investigation and report to the City Council forthwith as to what sites are 
available, and the probable cost in each case, for a municipal building for Ward 5. 


A similar order was passed by the City Council in January, 
1918, and a report was prepared at that time, and submitted 
under date of March 138, 1918, a copy of which is inclosed 
herewith.* | 

The facts as set forth in that report remain unchanged, and 
the Board adheres to its recommendation with regard to a 
location for a municipal building in the West End section of 
the city. 

While the order passed by the City Council refers specifically 
to a municipal building for Ward 5, it must be borne in mind 
that Ward 5, as shown on the accompanying map, is made up

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of practically three distinct residential sections; 7. e., the 
South End, the North End, and a large portion of the West 
End; while a fourth section, or central district, is devoted 
almost entirely to business. One municipal building, there- 
fore, could not be made to serve the entire area contained 
within the boundaries of that portion of the city set apart as 
Ward 5. 

The South End already has a municipal building, located 
at the junction of Tyler and Oak streets, erected in 1915 at a 
total cost, including furnishings, of nearly $150,000. It con- 
tains a branch library, ward room, gymnasium and shower 
baths, and adequately provides for the needs of that com- 
munity at the present time. 

The needs of the North End are efficiently served by a branch 
library building and a well equipped public bath and gymna- 
sium, both located on North Bennet street. The latter was 
opened to the public in 1909, and represents a total cost, land 
and buildings, of over $136,000. 

The central district, or business section, naturally requires 
no municipal building, and need not be taken into considera- 
tion in this report. 

This leaves the West End, therefore, as the only portion of 
Ward 5 at present unserved, although already possessing 
certain advantages, such as the branch library in the old West 
Church and the Health Unit on Blossom street. 

The City Council order also makes specific inquiry with 
regard to the probable cost of a municipal building. This 
would necessarily depend upon the value of the land taken and 
the character and equipment of the building itself. The more 
modern municipal buildings, erected within a period of the 
last fifteen years, vary in cost from approximately $100,000 
to $160,000, with a corresponding variation in the cost of land 
of from approximately $12,000 to $30,000. These figures are 
of little value, however, for the increased cost of labor and’ 
material during recent years would serve to practically double 
the expense at the present time. 

The City Planing Board, therefore, confirms its previous 
recommendation, ‘‘that when a municipal building is erected 
in the West End, it shall be located as indicated on the south- 
east corner of Block 148, and in conjunction with the existing 
West End Branch Library Building.’’ Such a building, erected 
on the southwest corner of Cambridge and Staniford streets, 
in combination with buildings already existing, 7. e., the West 
End Branch Library and the Harrison Gray Otis House, would 
not only constitute a very distinctive and monumental group- 
ing of public and semi-public buildings, but would also serve 
the needs of the community in an adequate and convenient 
manner. 
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} CONVENTION HALL. 


The following report was submitted to the Committee 
on Finance of the Boston City Council under date of 
May 26, 1919: 


The City Planning Board submits herewith its reply to order 
introduced by Councilor Watson at your meeting May 12, 
1919, requesting this Board to report to your committee as to 
a central site for a Convention Hall to accommodate from 
20,000 to 25,000 persons. 

While time has not, of course, permitted any detailed study 
of the matter, we are glad to submit our views in a general 
way herewith. 

The first question to be considered is, in our opinion, that of 
accessibility. A convention hall such as the order indicates 
should readily be accessible, not only from all parts of the city 
itself, but from the surrounding cities and towns, and also to 
visitors from a distance who may claim our municipal hospi- 
tality. This means that it should be within easy reach of 
surface cars, rapid transit lines and traffic streets. 

The second point to be considered is that of property valua- 
tion. A large area of land would be covered by the building 
itself, and if an attempt were made to provide a dignified and 
appropriate setting, the expense would readily assume pro- 
hibitive proportions unless the site chosen is in a relatively 
inexpensive location. 

With these factors in mind, we will submit the following 
suggestions, together with a brief summary of the respective 
advantages and disadvantages, for the purpose in mind: 

(1.) Near the intersection of Tremont street and Broadway extension, 

Property in this vicinity is relatively low in valuation; the locality is readily accessible 
from all points; and an imposing public building would do much to enhance property 
values and improve the general character of the district. 

(2.) The old Huntington avenue baseball grounds. This is a large open tract of 
land, directly opposite the Opera House, and in close proximity to Symphony Hall, the 
Conservatory of Music, Horticultural Hall, and other public and semi-public buildings, 
A convention hall in this locality would constitute an appropriate addition to the well- 
established civic and educational center already existing. The land is inexpensive; it is 
well adapted to the construction of a large public building; and no dispossession of homes 
would be required. On the other hand, transportation facilities to and from the district 


are entirely inadequate, but this could no doubt be regulated in a measure by the law of 
supply and demand, 


A definite recommendation would necessitate a vast amount 
of study of transportation facilities and possibilities, and a 
comparison of property valuations, which we have made no 
attempt to undertake. We merely offer these two suggestions 
to your honorable committee as indicative of our best judgment 
based upon a more or less hasty survey. 


PARKMAN PROPERTY. 


A protest against the passage of an order providing 
for the sale of the Parkman property, No. 33 Beacon 
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street, was submitted to your Honor under date of 
December 2, 1919, as follows: 


The City Planning Board notes your message to the City 
Council, dated November 24, 1919, recommending the passage 
of an order providing for the sale of the property at No. 33 
Beacon street, known as the Parkman property, and the stable 
and land in the rear thereof on Joy place, to the American 
Mutual Liability Insurance Company for the sum of one hun- 
dred and ten thousand dollars ($110,000.) 

A report upon a proposed extension of the State House 
grounds to Joy street was made by this Board in November, 
1916,* at which time the taking of the properties Nos. 32, 33 
and 34 Beacon street was protested on the ground that they 
were attractive examples of a dignified type of architecture. 

The Board has read with interest the statement of District 
Attorney Joseph C. Pelletier, published under date of Novem- 
ber 28, 1919, giving his reasons in detail for his opposition to 
the sale of the Parkman house; and also the statement of Mr. R. 
Clipston Sturgis as contained in a letter to the Transcript under 
date of November 25, 1919. The City Planning Board desires 
to associate itself definitely with both of these gentlemen in 
their expressed opinions, and would respectfully urge your 
Honor to reconsider your recommendation for the sale of the 
above property, now pending before the City Council.

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STREETS AND TRANSPORTATION. 


WESTERN ARTERY. 


Many aspects of the proposed western artery, or 
Stuart street extension plan, have been studied during 
the past year. An attempt has accordingly been made, 
therefore, to group these under appropriate headings 
for the purpose of placing them on record before your 
Honor at this time. 


1919 Legislative Proceedings. 


House Bill 963, providing for the construction by 
the City of Boston of a highway from Eliot street to 
Church green, and for the relocating and widening of 
Bedford street, from Kingston street to Church green, 
was introduced into the 1919 Legislature, and was 
referred to the Committee on Metropolitan Affairs. - 
This bill recognized that the permission given under the 
MeDonald bill for the extension of Stuart street to 
Eliot street (chapter 329 of the Special Acts of the Year 
1917), was correct in principle, and the further attitude 
was taken that the lines laid down in the plan proposed 
were not intended to be specific, but merely ind cative 
of the general route to be followed. In the meantime, 
pending the report of the Special Committee appointed 
by your Honor to consider the various street improve- 
ment plans proposed, the Western Artery Bill, as con- 
tained in House Bill 963, was given leave to withdraw. 


Telephone Building. 


In the meantime it was brought to the attention of 
the City Planning Board that the buildings fronting on 
Essex street, between Harrison avenue and Oxford 
street, were being torn down, while those adjacent on 
Oxford street had been already razed, and that an 
eight-story building was to be erected on the site by the 
New England Telephone and Telegraph Company. As 
such a building would block the line of the proposed 
‘Western Artery,” the matter was brought to the 
attention of your Honor who replied by asking the 
chairman to take the matter up with the Telephone 
Company to see if some arrangement agreeable to the 
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Board might be made. The result was reported to your 
Honor in a letter under date of October 15 1919, as 
follows: 


Acting upon the suggestion contained in your letter of Septem- 
ber 29, I have been in communication with Mr. W. R. Driver, 
Jr., general manager of the New England Telephone and 
Telegraph Company, with regard to their plans in the matter 
of construction of a building at Harrison avenue, Essex and 
Oxford streets. Through the courtesy of Mr. Driver I have 
had the opportunity of going over the matter in detail with 
Mr. George K. Manson, chief engineer of the company, and 
Mr. Arthur W. Rice, one of the architects of the proposed 
building. 

While plans for the proposed building have been drawn and 
bids for its construction requested, the matter is by no means 
closed to consideration, and in order to bring it to a focus, I 
would be glad to have definite information from you on the 
following point: 

If the New England Telephone and Telegraph Company 
should agree to the location of their building further back from 
the line of Phillips square and Essex street by the acquisition 
of additional land in the rear, would the city be in a position 
to guarantee the purchase of approximately 4,000 square feet, 
more or less, fronting on Phillips square and Essex street, at a 
price as much in advance of the assessed valuation as might 
seem equitable in view of the circumstances? Such action 
would involve an expenditure of approximately $200,000, and 
while it may not be found expedient to exactly follow the line 
of the proposed Western Artery as recommended by this Board, 
the additional space thrown into Phillips square would enhance 
the values of the other adjacent properties and at the same time 
afford a certain measure of traffic relief at this particular point. 

On the other hand, it is generally conceded that some such 
plan as our proposed Western Artery is necessary in order to 
relieve congestion in the westerly and southerly end of the 
down town district, and the location recommended by us was 
the result of a careful study of all the factors entering into such 
an improvement. We still have the utmost confidence in our 
recommendation which was made in good faith and actuated 
only by a desire to relieve traffic conditions and to provide 
opportunity for the expansion of the business limits of the city 
into the Back Bay and the South End. 

It is in order to make possible the ultimate carrying out of 
this improvement that we suggest that some definite agreement 
with the New England Telephone and Telegraph Company be 
entered into at this time, since the carrying out of their present 
plan would effectually block the line of the Western Artery as 
proposed by this Board, and future values would become prac- 
tically prohibitive. 
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Inasmuch as the bids for the construction of the proposed 
building are to be submitted on Thursday, October 16, may I 
ask for your immediate consideration of this matter and a 
definite reply? 


The matter was referred by your Honor to the Board 
of Street Commissioners who reported in reply that 
they were not in a position at that time to order the 
widening of Essex street, between Phillips square and 
Oxford street; that it would probably cost about 
$250,000 to make the widening, and that there was no 
appropriation that might be used for the purpose; that 
as a matter of law they could not authorize an expendi- 
ture of money for any purpose unless an appropriation 
was first made for the work to be undertaken; and that 
even were the money available, it was in their opinion 
doubtful if the widening should be made now as there 
was no serious congestion of traffic in Essex street, and 
that it would be more to the advantage of the city to 
use it for the completion of the widening of Chauncy 
street. Your Honor approved the stand taken by the 
Board of Street Commissioners on the ground that the 
present financial condition of the city made any other 
course impossible for you, at the same time expressing 
the wish that it were possible for us to build more con- 
structively at the present time for the future. 


Street Extension Committee. 


The committee appointed by your Honor to consider 
and report on the various plans for street improvements 
in the city proper which had been urged upon your 
attention at various times, reported under date of 
June 9, 1919, that — 

‘‘Of all the plans presented, the one proposed by the City Planning Board for the con- 
struction of a so-called ‘Western Artery’ seems to your committee to be the most deserving 
of careful and immediate study. Consideration of this and other plans, and further 
conference with a member of the City Planning Board, has led your committee to adopt, 
in principle, the main features of the ‘Western Artery’ proposed by the City Planning 


Board, but with certain modifications in the location of the street, and of the area of 
excess condemnation.” 


A modified plan was prepared by the Street Com- 
missioners, showing a street 80 feet in width from the 
corner of Huntington avenue and Exeter street to the 
corner of Columbus avenue and Arlington street, and a 
street 100 feet in width from the corner of Columbus 
avenue and Arlington street to the corner of Harrison 
avenue and Essex street. 
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The report further stated — 


‘In the opinion of your committee, such a street would materially relieve congestion 
in the downtown district, would afford a convenient and natural opportunity for the 
expansion of the business ‘district, and would bring into profitable use a large amount 
of real estate which is now idle or yielding a wholly inadequate return, and which is likely 
to remain idle and unprofitable until it is provided with proper street facilities and ap- 
proaches to other parts of the city.” 


The Mominittes therefore recommended ‘‘that the 
new street be laid out as soon as possible from the corner 
of Tremont and Eliot streets to the corner of Hunting- 
ton avenue and Exeter street.’”’ The report was signed 
by John J. O’Callaghan, Edward T. Kelly, Frederic H. 
Fay, Laurence Minot, John C. Kiley and J. Sumner 
Draper, with Charles W. Whittier and Richard deB. 
Boardman dissenting. 


Widening Streets around Boston Common. 


Of the various plans offered for the relief of congestion 
in the down-town section of the city, one took definite 
shape in the form of a plan providing for the widening 
of Boylston and Tremont streets by taking a strip of 
land averaging 43 feet along Tremont street and 10 feet 
along Boylston street, thus providing a 43-foot roadway 
for each street. The views of the City Planning Board 
on this project were set forth in a letter to your Honor 
under date of October 30, 1919, as follows: 


The problem of traffic conditions in the downtown section of 
Boston is now a vital question and is being discussed on all 
sides, by individuals and organizations, publicly and privately, 
formally and informally. These discussions have resolved 
themselves into two questions: 

First, of obviating congestion; and 

Second, of providing communication into, from and through 
the central portion of the city. 

In an effort to solve these questions certain projects have 
been mooted, including 

1. A viaduct across the Common, from Commonwealth 
avenue to Park street. 

2. A considerable pruning of the Common on its Boylston, 
Tremont and Park street sides. 

The first suggestion has apparently been brought forward 
without a proper study of conditions. It bears absolutely no 
relation to the facts in the case, is not based upon any adequate 
survey of the problem as a whole, and shows an absolute lack 
of knowledge of conditions which exist in the city. 

It is not a question of drawing traffic into the central, highly 
congested portion of the city so much as it is one of facility 
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in the circulation of traffic throughout the business section and 
convenient avenues of ingress and egress. A viaduct across 
the Common from Commonwealth avenue as suggested, for 
instance, starts from the wrong place, would accommodate 
only a small amount of traffic, and that exclusively passenger 
automobiles which are only a part of the problem. Termin- 
ating at Park street, it would deliver such traffic into an 
absolute cul-de-sac projecting a condition of congestion at this 
point with which no police arrangements could cope, or necessi- 
tating the widening of all outlets there from north, east and 
south at enormous expense. — 

The same is true in a minor degree of the plan for widening 
the streets around the Common. This statement is based, 
not upon the desire to protect the Common against invasion, 
which is being ably done by its defenders, but upon the con- 
viction that the widening of Boylston, Tremont and Park 
streets would increase the temptation for their use by passenger 
automobiles and trucks, and would result in exactly the same 
situation as if a viaduct were brought across the Common 
from Commonwealth avenue. There, again, congestion would 
be increased in the area bounded by School, Washington, 
Boylston and Tremont streets, whereas the paramount neces- 
sity of the city at the present time is that congestion there shall 
be reduced rather than increased. 

To obviate this congestion two alternatives present them- 
selves, namely: 

(a.) A drastic widening of streets at an enormous expense. 

(b.) Making available and attractive a new area for the 
expansion and extension of retail trade. 

The great trouble with municipal improvements everywhere 
is that they are in the nature of minor rather than major 
operations; they do not go far enough. The problem con- 
fronting the City of Boston at the present time is one which 
calls for fundamental action, and this the City Planning Board 
feels that it has accomplished in presenting for your considera- 
tion its plan for the so-called ‘‘Western Artery,” based as it is 
upon a study of the rapid transit system, the main thorough- 
fares approaching the central district, the interior street sys- 
tem, the division ot the central area into special kinds of uses 
demanding special kinds of vehicular traffic, and the relative 
assessed values of land and of land and buildings combined. 

Among the arguments to be advanced in favor of the pro- 
posed Western Artery, only a few need be emphasized here, 7. e.: 

(1.) North of Summer street, south-bound travel from the 
central district may follow many streets, with a total width 
of about 600 feet. Between the Boston & Albany freight 
yards and the Common, the four main streets, Albany street, 
Harrison avenue, Washington street and Tremont street, are 
but little over 200 feet in combined width. Southwest of 
Arlington street, the total width becomes 1,200 feet or more, 
and is not again reduced. Thus travel is forced to pass through 
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a double funnel. The construction of the Western Artery 
would provide a main thoroughfare through this double funnel, 
or bottle-neck, thereby facilitating traffic to and from the 
congested district. 

(2.) It would link up the Back Bay avenues, particularly 
Huntington avenue and Arlington street, with the lines of 
entrance for passenger automobiles, and is even better for a 
larger portion of them than would be a line from Commonwealth 
avenue. 

(3.) It offers a line of extension for retail trade, naturally 
prolonging it out into the South End and the Park square 
district. 

The result would be a correction of the congested condition; 
the elimination of the necessity for taking any portion of the 
Common for street widening purposes; and the expansion of 
the retail district into an admirable area now practically dead 
from a real estate standpoint. 

The committee appointed by your Honor in February of the 
present year, to consider and report on the various plans for 
street improvements in the city proper, reported under date of 
June 9, 1919 that 


“Of all the plans presented, the one prepared by the City Planning Board for the con- 
struction of a so-called ‘ Western Artery’ seems to yourcommittee to be the most deserv- 
ing of careful and immediate study.”’ 


The report further states that 


‘Consideration of this and other plans, and further conference with a member of the 
City Planning Board, has led your committee to adopt, in principle, the main features of 
the ‘Western Artery’ proposed by the City Planning Board, but with certain modifica- 
tions in the location of the street and of the area of excess condemnation,” 


and further 


Your committee therefore recommend that the new street be laid out as soon as possible 
from the corner of Tremont and Eliot streets to the corner of Huntington avenue and 
Exeter street. : 


Your Honor has now recommended to the City Council the 
acceptance of chapter 329 of the Special Acts of 1917, author- 
izing the laying out and construction of Stuart street from 
Ehot street to Huntington avenue, and for the relocation and 
construction of Ehot street from Washington street to Pleasant 
street. 

Literally speaking, this bill provides for a right angle turn 
on Ehot street which would not be acceptable to the City 
Planning Board, but if, as set forth in the report of your Street 
Committee referred to above — 

‘Chapter 329 of the Acts of 1917, known as the McDonald Bill, if accepted by the city 
would afford a means of making the following additional takings to complete the proposed 
highway,” 
it is the intention to construct the proposed street to the 
corner of Eliot and Tremont streets substantially as shown on 
plans previously submitted, we should concur most heartily in 
your recommendation. 
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While the construction of this portion of the street would be 
a definite step in the right direction, and would tend to relieve 
congestion to a certain degree, its extension through to Summer 
street as indicated would connect up the street system at and 
near Summer street with that west of Arlington street and the 
railroad cut, and in the words of your Street Committee — 

‘Such a street would materially relieve congestion in the down-town district, would 
afford a convenient and natural opportunity for the expansion of the business district 
and would bring into profitable use a large amount of real estate which is now idle or 


yielding a wholly inadequate return, and which is likely to remain idle and unprofitable 
until it is provided with proper street facilities and approaches to other parts of the city.” 


The chairman of the Board has already spoken before the 
directors of the Boston Chamber of Commerce on the merits 
of this project, and is to speak before the Boston Society of 
Architects on November 4, and before the South End Improve- 
ment Society on November 12. He would also be very glad 
indeed to appear before the City Council in its behalf at any 
time if your Honor or the members of the council are desirous 
of having him do so. 


Agreement with Mr. W. J. McDonald. 


In the meantime chapter 329 of the Special Acts of 
the year 1917 authorizing the laying out and construc- 
tion of Stuart street from Eliot street to Huntington 
avenue, and for the relocation and construction of Eliot 
street from Washington street to Pleasant street, was 
submitted by your Honor to the City Council for its 
approval. The City Planning Board reported to you 
at that time it was unanimously of the opinion that the 
proposed widening and extension was a vital necessity 
to the city; that the route proposed from Huntington 
avenue to Arlington street met with its entire approval, 
but from there on the Board maintained that the exten- 
sion should be substantially in a straight line, or slightly 
curved, terminating for the present at the junction of 
Ehot and Tremont streets, rather than on Eliot street 
at the end of Warrenton street as provided for in the 
McDonald plan. After conference with Mr. W. J. 
McDonald on the question of the exact termination of 
the proposed street, the following agreement was reached 
and signed by him and by Mr. R. A. Cram, chairman of 
the City Planning Board: 


Boston, Mass., December 1, 1919. 

We are mutually agreed that the extension of Stuart street from Arlington street to 
Eliot street should be to the junction of Bliot and Tremont streets, the line to be sub- 
stantially straight or slightly curved. 

This street may be plotted within the property lines specified in the so-called ‘‘ McDonald 
Bill,” or it may be readjusted for the purpose of leaving better remnants between Arling- 
ton ‘street and Broadway, by additional takings. 

We are further agreed that this portion of the street, 7. e., ote Arlington street to 
Tremont and Eliot streets, ania be eighty (80) feet in width. 
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1920 Legislative Proceedings. 


Senate Bill No. 269, an act to authorize the City of 
Boston to lay out and construct a highway from a point 
at or near the intersection of Tremont and Eliot streets 
through Phillips square, to a point at or near the inter- 
section of Bedford and Kingston streets, designed to 
make provision for the second step in the so-called 
western artery plan, was submitted to the 1920 Legis- 
lature by permission of your Honor. The bill was 
framed on the assumption that the extension of Stuart 
street from Huntington avenue to the junction of 
Tremont and Eliot streets might be accomplished under 
the provisions of chapter 329 of the Special Acts of 1917. 
The erection of the telephone building at Harrison 
avenue, Essex and Oxford streets, necessitated the 
relocation of the original street lines, and such changes 
as were required were incorporated in this bill which 
was assigned for hearing before the Committee on 
Municipal Finance. 


CHARLES STREET WIDENING. 


With regard to the proposed widening of Charles 
street from Revere street to Beacon street, a letter was 
addressed to your Honor by this Board under date of 
December 2, 1919, renewing the plea made in April, 
1918, for the preservation of the old Meeting House on 
the corner of Charles and Mt. Vernon streets on the 
ground that it was picturesque and interesting, and by 
restoration could .be made a distinct architectural 
ornament to the city. The suggestion was made by 
this Board that the street should be widened to the 
present line of the building and an arcade constructed 
on the ground story to permit the continuation of the 
future sidewalk in a direct line. Your Honor expressed 
yourself as in agreement with the recommendation, but 
the Board of Street Commissioners reported that it had 
always assumed that it had no authority to take a lateral 
or horizontal easement for street purposes,— an easement 
limited in height and over which private interests would 
retain positive property rights; also, that the statement 
had been made at their hearing that the building was 
112 years old and would not stand areading; and further 
that the city might be compelled to pay additional 
damages to the owners of property adjoining the church 
on the northerly side because of the situation in which 
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they might be placed if the church building were allowed 
to project beyond their front line. 


EXCHANGE STREET WIDENING. 


A letter indorsing the 1920 legislative bill introduced 
by your Honor, providing for the widening of Exchange 
street, was submitted under date of January 30, 1920, 
as follows: 


The City Planning Board has noted with interest the 1920 
legislative bill introduced by your Honor, authorizing the city 
to borrow money for the purpose of widening Exchange street 
should it be later found expedient to do so. ; 

We had in mind bringing this matter to your attention in 
connection with the sale of the Lee, Higginson building, 40 
State street, corner of Exchange, and are now glad to indorse the 
action already taken by you. 

A similar bill was submitted to the Legislature in 1915, 
and was opposed by the Finance Commission on the ground 
that the city should not borrow money outside the debt limit 
except for emergencies, and by various other interests and 
individuals who advanced the arguments that there would be 
no property so benefited as to warrant betterment assessments, 
that the city would lose taxes on property assessed at upwards 
of one million dollars, and that the financial district was not 
adapted for a teaming thoroughfare. 

All these reasons and others will doubtless be advanced 
in an effort to defeat the present bill, but on the other hand, 
there are certain incontrovertible arguments in its favor which 
must find recognition. 

Exchange street is practically a direct continuation of 
Congress street through to Dock square, although of such 
narrow proportions that it is necessary to divert the car tracks 
between Dock square and Adams square and Congress street, to 
Devonshire street, thus necessitating two practically right- 
angle turns, causing delay, inconvenience and confusion. The 
carrying out of the project would doubtless be followed by the 
transfer of the car tracks now on Devonshire street to the 
widened Exchange street, crossing State street at right angles, 
thereby eliminating two dangerous curves. 

A special committee of the Boston Chamber of Commerce 
reported in 1914 that their investigation showed that a large 
part of the teaming passing between State street and Adams 
square was not direct through traffic from one railroad terminal 
to the other, but traffic which enters or leaves the route along 
Congress and Exchange streets at intermediate points. This 
indicates a local traffic congestion in this vicinity which should 
be met by a local remedy. 
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There is also the question of fire protection. The apparatus 
from the Fort Hill fire station, in order to reach Dock square 
or Adams square, must go through Merchants row and a 
highly congested portion of the market district, or make 
several difficult turns in order to reach Devonshire street. 
Here again the widened Exchange street would afford a distinct 
measure of relief. 

No one disputes the fact of congestion on State street. In 
the vicinity of Devonshire street it is an actual menace to 
public safety. The widening of Exchange street will not solve 
the whole problem of traffic congestion in the City of Boston 
but it will relieve conditions at one specific point, at the same 
time supplementing, rather than conflicting with, any compre- 
hensive scheme for street widenings or construction. It is 
therefore to be hoped that the bill introduced by you may be 
favorably received, and that the city may be authorized to 
appropriate the necessary money to carry out this much needed 
improvement at the proper time. 


WASHINGTON STREET WIDENING. 


A communication was addressed to your Honor under 
date of June 13, 1919, with regard to the widening of 
Washington street, near State street, as follows: 


In September, 1916, the City Planning Board submitted to 
his Honor Mayor James M. Curley, a report on the widening of 
Washington street, near State street. (See Third Annual 
Report, page 30.) 

The report was based upon a rumor, which was current at 
that time, that some or all of the structures on Washington 
street, between State street and the Globe Building, were to be 
rebuilt, and the recommendation was made that Washington 
street at this point be widened by a gradual process of setbacks 
as old buildings were removed and new ones erected. 

The matter was reported to the Street Laying-Out Depart- 
ment which reported that it had had the project in view for 
some time, and that a conference had been held with a repre- 
sentative of the owners but that no conclusions were reached 
because the owners at that time had no definite plans. 

The two buildings, Nos. 228 and 232, as indicated on the 
accompanying blueprint, are now being taken down, and while 
no plans for the erection of a new building on the same site have 
as yet been filed, we understand that such plans have been 
prepared and provide for the construction of a tour-story 
building. 

No doubt the Board of Street Commissioners have this 
matter fully in mind, and we merely wish to call your attention 
to it in view of our former recommendation, and to emphasize 
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the advisability of widening Washington street at this point 
while it can be done without the necessity cf paying building 
damages. 

The widening thus effected can be continued along Washing- 
ton street to State street as opportunity offers. The intervening 
buildings are now under a single ownership, and will doubtless 
be replaced by a modern structure within a reasonable period 
of time. 


A further communication was addressed to your 
Honor under date of July 2, 1919, based upon the demo- 
lition of the building at 209 Washington street, known 
as the Rogers Building, as follows: 


A report made by this Board in September, 1916, recommend- 
ing the widening of Washington street, near State street, ‘‘by a 
gradual process of setbacks as old buildings are removed and 
new ones erected,’ was called to your Honor’s attention under 
date of June 13, 1919, with specific reference to the two buildings 
Nos. 228 and 232 Washington street, now being taken down. 

In further reference thereto, we would now call your attention 
to the structure, No. 209 Washington street, known as the 
Rogers Building, which will soon be replaced by an eleven-story 
office building, if the present plans of the owners are carried out. 

It is the opinion of this Board that the same principle of 
widening ‘‘by a gradual process of setbacks as old buildings are 
removed and new ones erected,” holds good in this case as well 
as in the buildings Nos. 228 and 232 Washington street. Our 
original report (that of September, 1916), provided not only 
for a widening on the easterly side of Washington street, but 
indicated also a widening on the westerly side, as shown on the 
accompanying blueprint, ‘‘as oppoitunity offers.’”’ The Board 
feels that the proposed demolition of the Rogers Building offers 
an opportunity for a widening at this particular point, and hopes 
that advantage may be taken of it, and a start made toward the 
adoption of the general recommendation. 

It would not, of course, be feasible to consider extending this 
widening to the north of the Rogers Building at this time, since 
the damages involved in connection with the Sears Building 
would be prohibitive, but the structures on the southerly side 
will doubtless be replaced by more modern structures within a 
reasonable space of time, and if setbacks are required in each 
case, ‘‘as opportunity offers,’’ no building damages would be 
incurred, and but little hardship would result, while the benefit 
to traffic passing through this section of the city daily would be 
incalculable. 

We are advised that this recommendation has the indorse- 
ment of the Boston Chamber of Commerce, and we earnestly 
hope that it may also meet with your Honor’s favorable 
consideration. 
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WIDENING OF RIVER STREET, HypE PARK. 


A communication with regard to the widening of 
River street, Hyde Park, was addressed to your Honor 
under date of January 12, 1920, as follows: 


It has been called to the attention of this Board that certain 
building development of a more or less permanent nature is 
projected on the northerly side of River street, near Cleary 
square, Hyde Park. 

The district between Cleary square and Everett square, Hyde 
Park, is devoted largely to business purposes. Between these 
two points, River street is entirely too narrow to adequately 
serve existing requirements. The street is traversed through 
the center by a single car track, and for a greater portion of the 
way there is not sufficient room for a moving vehicle to pass 
between those standing against the curb and a street car. 

Inasmuch as the shopping facilities, and the receiving and 
delivery of goods, attract many vehicles to this locality, much 
delay and inconvenience result. This might assume very 
serious proportions, especially in the case of the fire apparatus 
should it be necessary for it to pass through River street. 

The buildings on the northerly side of River street, between 
the two points mentioned, are — with one exception — wooden 
structures, and of relatively low valuation. It would, therefore, 
be possible to widen the street now at a very much less expense 
than might be encountered later when the present buildings 
shall have been permanently replaced. 

The buildings on the southerly side of River street are 
already of a more permanent character, including brick business 
block, Masonic hall, church, ete., while the land on the southerly 
side rises in a steep grade which would be accented by any 
attempted widening on this side. 

In the opinion of this Board, therefore, before further building 
operations take place, River street should be widened on the 
northerly side, between Cleary square and Everett square, to an 
extent commensurate with its importance as the main thorough- 
fare running through the heart of the business district. This 
should at least permit of a line of moving vehicles between 
standing vehicles at the curb and the street car line. 


The Board of Street Commissioners reported against 
the widening on the ground that it would cost $80,000 
and that public necessity did not require it. In its 
opinion, much of the present difficulty was due to the 
trolley cars being permitted to stand in the street for 
too long a time at the end of their runs. ‘They accord- 
ingly agreed to confer with the officials of the railroad 
in an effort to relieve the situation. 
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MISCELLANEOUS. 


ZONING. 


The City Planning Board recognizes the question 
of zoning as important and vital, and therefore followed 
with keenest interest the passage through the Legis- 
lature of House Bill No. 635, An Act to Authorize Cities 
and Towns to Limit Buildings According to Their Use 
or Construction. This bill, which was based upon 
Article LX of the Constitutional Amendments, 7. e., 


‘The General Court shall have power to limit buildings according to their use or con- 
struction to specified districts,’’ 
was favorably reported into the Senate and was referred 
to the Attorney-General for an opinion on its consti- 
tutionality. The Attorney-General reported that the 
bill itself imposed no limitations whatever upon the 
use or construction of buildings in any specified district 
of any city or town, and that it in no way established 
any general principle to be applied in imposing limita- 
tions of this character; that it was merely a complete 
delegation to each of the cities and towns within the 
Commonwealth of the entire power granted to the 
General Court by Article LX of the amendments. 
Thus the sole question presented by the order was 
whether such a delegation of legislative power is author- 
ized by the Constitution of the Commonwealth. The 
principles of law applicable to the determination of such 
a question were set forth in a decision quoted to the 
effect that the Legislature cannot delegate the general 
power to make laws conferred upon it by a Constitution 
like that of Massachusetts. The Attorney-General ac- 
cordingly stated that, while doubtless much could be left 
to local determination in definite legislation enacted 
under the amendment, in his judgment the General 
Court cannot completely delegate to cities and towns 
the powers granted to it by Article LX of the Amend- 
ments to the Constitution, and that House Bill No. 635 
would be unconstitutional if enacted into law. 


COMMISSION ON RECONSTRUCTION. 

The recommendation for the appointment of a Com- 
mission on Reconstruction was again urged upon your 
Honor in a letter under date of September 30, 1919, as 
follows: 


The City Planning Board begs leave to call to your attention 
an editorial which appeared in a recent issue of the Boston 
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Traveler, advocating the appointment of a Commission on 
Reconstruction for the State of Massachusetts. 

This editorial, a clipping of which is inclosed, indorses in 
principle a recommendation made by this Board in July, 1918, 
and again in October, 1918, urging upon your Honor the 
appointment of a commission to consider the problem of post- 
bellum industrial and social conditions in our own city. 

This recommendation was based upon the conviction that 

“The end of the war, when it comes, will inevitably bring with it special difficulties 
through the demobilization of troops, changes i in industries and trade, and questions of 
housing and health, particularly of housing.’’ 

All the essential problems which we anticipated at that time 
still remain and many new ones have arisen. We therefore 
bring the matter to your attention once more in the belief 
that a Commission on Reconstruction for the City of Boston 
would be in a position to render really constructive service in 
the work of adjusting the social and economic life of the com- 
munity from a war to a peace basis. 


In reply your Honor took the ground that the general 
problem of reconstruction was one which should be 
attacked from a very broad viewpoint by a commission 
with greater authority than could be vested in a munic- 
ipal body; that it was really the work of a state com- 
mission, and a matter which the state should take up. 


War MEMORIAL. 


Various suggested plans for a civic type of war memo- 
rial have been submitted to this Board for consideration 
in connection with contemplated schemes of municipal 
development. As a Committee on Permanent War 
Memorial has been appointed for the consideration of 
various suggestions of this sort, the members of the Board 
have not felt it proper that they should pass upon the 
merits of any of the plans presented, except in so far as 
they affected other projects being studied by them. 


PUBLICITY AND CO-OPERATION. 


Lectures on various phases of city planning work have 
been given by the different members of the Board on 
frequent occasions. Exhibits have also been arranged 
for use on several occasions in connection with local 
conferences and lectures, while requests for copies of 
reports have been received from every section of this 
country, from Europe, Asia, Africa and Australia. 

The members of the Board appreciate thoroughly, 
and are glad to recognize publicly, the spirit of con- 
structive co-operation which has been manifested at all 
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times by practically every quasi-public organization 
throughout the city. Their advice, assistance and good 
will are not only a source of encouragement and inspira- 
tion, but they strengthen materially the work of the 
Board in its investigations, conclusions and recom- 
mendations. 

The Press of the city has also been generous with 
space, constructive in its criticisms, and quick to support 
measures designed for the public good. 

All of these factors, combined with the co-operation 
and support of your Honor and that of the other city 
departments, leads the members of the Board to believe 
that city planning has passed from the stage of being, 
in the minds of many, an academic theory, to its rightful 
place as an economic necessity.

Dear Srr,— The report of the Consumptives’ Hos- 
pital Department for the year ending January 31, 1920, 
is respectfully submitted herewith. 

The Board of Trustees.-met on May 15, 1919, and 
organized for the year. John F. O’Brien was elected 
chairman and James J. Minot secretary. 


The appropriation for the year 1919-20 was 
$300,750. The expenses for the year were $291,755.64, 
leaving a balance of $8,994.36, which was turned back 
to the city treasury. 


The receipts for the year were $92,159.66, which 
are not credited to the hospital but paid into the city 
treasury. This makes the net cost of the hospital 
to the city $199,595.98. 


Below is given a table showing the cost, the receipts 
and the net cost, together with the figures for the 
principal activities of the hospital. 
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The length of stay of the patients in the hospital, at 
Mattapan, for successive years is shown in the table 
below. Patients who had entered the hospital less than 
three weeks before the day in January this census was 
taken were not counted.

The increased number of admissions to the hospital 
in 1916 was due to the fact that new wards had been 
completed, adding 140 beds. ‘There were less admissions 
in 1919 than since 1915. The chief reason for the 
decrease in the number of admissions this year is assumed 
to be the same as that suggested last year, when there 
was a decrease, and which was, that owing to high wages 
everyone who could work did so. In 1919, however, 
there were in Boston fewer deaths from pulmonary 
tuberculosis than ever before. In 1919 there were 956 
deaths, the next lowest number was 1,034 in 1915. 


In the year 1919 there were 966 deaths from pul- 
monary tuberculosis in Boston. In the same year there 
were 326 deaths at the hospital at Mattapan and 195 
deaths at home, a total of 521 among the patients under 
the care of the hospital. Fifty-four and one-half per 
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cent of all the deaths in Boston during this year occurred 
in patients under the care of the hospital. 

The hospital at Mattapan is primarily for those in the 
advanced stages of the disease. In the year 1919 there 
were discharged 351 patients alive; 76 patients were 
allowed to go home because they were so much better, 
and many of these were well enough to work; 104 patients 
went home against advice and 171 patients eloped. 
Nearly all of these last two groups should have remained. 
Some were getting rapidly worse and went home to die. 
There is a too large a group, known as the incorrigible 
consumptives, who enter a hospital, are fattened up, get 
into a fair condition and then elope, make themselves a 
menace to others, until some agency causes them to be 
sent back to the hospital. ‘There are cases who have 
been readmitted ten times within three or four years. 
Aleohol has been largely responsible for this group. 
Since total prohibition has come in there has been a 
marked improvement. Patients are less restless, there 
are fewer disturbances and complaints and the number 
of patients getting alcohol and becoming drunk is very 
much less. Another group, and in many ways the best 
patients, while in a fair physical condition, though with a 
_ still active disease, leave, often believing they will break 
down, but willing to accept the inevitable, provided they 
can by working ease things up at home, even if only 
temporarily. ‘This group illustrates the necessity of the 
city doing much more for the care of the family and thus 
enable this well behaved class to remain at the hospital 
and not further infect others. In some communities the 
family of a consumptive is given adequate support. . 
There is another group who are utterly bored by hos- 
pital routine and life and leave for this reason. The 
chaplains have done much to help this group. Amuse- 
ments and entertainments, due almost entirely to these 
same chaplains, have done a good deal and books to 
read have helped greatly. The trustees wish to thank 
those who have given these entertainments and who 
have sent the books for their kindness to and thought- 
fulness for the consumptives, confined for months and 
even years to the hospital grounds, and assure them that 
they have added very much to the pleasure and con- 
tentment of the patients. 

For some time past patients have been employed in 
doing various sorts of work for the hospital, working 
whole or part time as they may be able to and being 
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paid accordingly. This has done much for content- 
ment. ‘There are some forty such patient-employees, 
male and female nurses, choremen, maids and so forth. 


Last September occupational therapy was introduced. 
This is done under the supervision of and at the expense 
of the Boston Tuberculosis Association, as a demonstra- 
tion as to its value to the patient. It has proved very 
successful and presumably will be taken over by the 
hospital before the year is over. The trustees have 
asked in their budget for the money necessary for this 
and hope that the city government will grant the money. 
Under the supervision and instruction of a well trained 
vocational teacher, Miss Emmons, the patients make 
baskets, knit, make bead chains and bead work bags, 
rugs and toys and cane chairs, etc. Men, as well as 
womer, make their own sweaters, etc., and make them 
for their children. Each one is allowed to work only 
as long in a day as the physician prescribes. The things 
made, after being sterilized, are sold and the profit 
above the cost of the material is given to the patient. 
This enables him to help in buying clothes, etc., for 
himself and family. The whole attitude of a large 
number of patients has entirely changed because of this 
work. They are contented and happy. The present 
difficulty with the undertaking is that more patients 
wish to do the work than one teacher can supervise. 
Two patients have been added to the teaching staff but 
there should be more professional teachers. 


During the year a special investigator has hunted up 
the persons rejected in Boston because of tuberculosis 
at the time of the draft for the army and has succeeded 
in finding nearly all of them and in persuading them to 
place themselves under proper medical care and has 
seen that they did so. A few have persistently refused 
to be helped. 

This same worker is now engaged in finding the ‘‘lost 
case”? and has finally found many of them and again 
brought them under the care of the hospital. 


What has done more and will do more to rid the 
world of tuberculosis than probably anything and every- 
thing else is the spreading of the gospel of right living, 
the knowledge of contagiousness of disease, the proper 
housing of people and teaching them to provide proper 
food and how to cook it.

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Patients with surgical or other nonpulmonary tuber- 
culosis are admitted to the hospital when there are 
beds vacant in excess of the number needed for 
patients with pulmonary tuberculosis. 


Paying patients are received at the hospital, and given 
separate rooms when possible. 


OuTtT—PaTIENT DEPARTMENT. 


The out-patient department is the center of a most 
important part of the work of the hospital. 

The building now used by the out-patient department 
has been sold and is to be taken down. ‘Therefore a 
new place must be found. To have an at all satis- 
factory building it must be built for the purpose. For 
many years the trustees have asked for a new building. 
It is very much hoped that money for this purpose will 
be appropriated this year. Until a new building is built, 
temporary quarters will have to be hired. 


The budget for 1920-1921 has been already submitted. 


Attention is called to the reports made to the trustees 
by the chief of staff and by the superintendent.

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REPORT OF THE MEDICAL STAFF. 


Boston, January 31, 1920. 
To the Trustees of the Boston Consumptives’ Hospital: 


I herewith submit the report of the medical staff of 
the Boston Consumptives’ Hospital for the year ending 
January 31, 1920. 


A. Hospitat, MaTrtTaPan. 


The clinical work at the hospital has been greatly 
handicapped by the shortage of assistant resident 
physicians which has been so acutely felt throughout 
the war. For several years we have never had a full 
quota of residents and during the past year, as pre- 
viously, we have been obliged to find assistants to Doctor 
Hunt among the fourth-year students ‘at the Harvard 
Medical School. In the late summer Messrs. Browder 
and Bulger were appointed as assistants to serve until 
the end of the school year in May. Since the ending 
of the war the demand for young medical school gradu- 
ates has been so general that the supply has been unequal 
to the demand. There is every indication, however, 
that with the graduation in June we shall be able to 
secure an adequate number of well trained men for the 
positions now vacant. 

I record with deep regret the resignation of Dr. John 
T. Sullivan on October 20 from the position of assistant 
visiting physician in charge of the laryngological work. 
Doctor Sullivan has been associated with the hospital 
since its inception and has always served the hospital 
most conscientiously. His long years of devoted service 
have contributed greatly to the success of the clinical 
work. Since Doctor Sullivan’s resignation Dr. Charles 
K. Shay, formerly assistant laryngologist, has been placed 
in charge of the laryngological service. 

During the year the following resignations among the 
assistant resident physicians have occurred: Doctor 
Woo in April, to begin his service as medical interne at 
the Massachusetts General Hospital; Doctor Ames in 
July, to. take up his work as medical interne at the 
Boston City Hospital; Doctor Wilder in September, to 
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enter the same institution as medical interne; Doctor 
Flagg in June, to enter private practice. 

The work of the clinical laboratory has continued as 
heretofore under the faithful and efficient supervision 
of Doctor Childs. In the course of the year approxi- 
mately 4,000 sputum examinations and somewhat over 
800 miscellaneous examinations were made. As _ has 
been the case for some years, Doctor Childs has not 
been provided with adequate technical assistants and 
has in consequence been obliged to do much of the 
routine work of the laboratory from which a director 
should be free. 

One of the most important undertakings of the year 
has been the industrial work for patients which was so 
ably organized by Miss Emmons. She has been aided 
in her efforts only by two patient assistants. The work 
done has been chiefly basketry. The benefits to those 
among the patients who have taken up the work have 
been obvious and in some instances very striking. 
Aside from the benefits of an interesting occupation the 
patients have been able in several instances to earn a 
considerable amount of money. It is much to be regretted 
that it has been possible to interest but a small propor- 
tion of the patients in the hospital in this new work. 
The large class of patients whom it was most desired 
to reach in this way it has been impossible up to. this 
time to interest. The net results, however, are good 
and it is our opinion that the industrial work is a real 
asset to our hospital program. It has proved of great 
value both from a social point of view and _ thera- 
peutically in many institutions, and it is our conviction 
that renewed efforts should be made to foster this 
manual work among our patients. | 

Clinical instruction of students from both the Harvard 
and Tufts Medical Schools has been given in the wards 
as previously and has been of very direct advantage to 
the hospital. It not only stimulates the general medical 
standards of the hospital but keeps the institution in 
close touch with the students of the local medical schools 
from which we must secure our resident physicians. 


Pavilion Wards for Adults. 


On February 1, 1919, there were 217 patients in 
these wards, of whom 152 were males and 65 females. 
The total number admitted during the year was 698,

comprising 475 males and 223 females. ‘The discharges 
for the year were 479 males and 235 females, or a total 
of 714 cases. The number of patients in these wards 
on February 1, 1920, were 148 males and 53 females, 
or a total of 201. The total number of patients treated 
in the pavilion wards during the year was 915 as against 
989 for the previous year and 1,184 for the second 
year previous. It is probable, as noted in last year’s 
report, that this rapid falling off in the number of 
patients treated was in all probability largely due to the 
fact that since the war began the patients find it an 
easy matter to obtain employment at a very lucrative 
wage.

Approximately the same percentage of all cases 
admitted were of the third stage as last year (80 per 
cent as against 78 per cent). ‘This material increase 
in the percentage of advanced cases admitted as com- 
pared with previous years is difficult to accurately 
explain. It seems probable, however, that it is less 
the result of policy than of accident. The opening of 
the various county and city hospitals for the tubercu- 
lous throughout the state has naturally relieved the 
pressure on the state institutions which have been more 
free to accept Boston cases of the first and second stage. 
Many of these cases prefer to enter the state institu- 
tions rather than the Consumptives’ Hospital. Further- 
more, as previously suggested, the demand for labor 
has been such that even those handicapped by tuber- 
culosis have been able, as a rule, to find employment.

The personne! of the visiting staff has remained the 
same, but during the year Doctors Kent and Downing 
have each served six months as assistant director of 
the clinic, an arrangement which has increased the 
efficiency of the work very materially. Doctors Bout- 
well, Riley, Shay and Silva, who were in active military 
service, have all been honorably discharged and are 
again on duty in the out-patient department.

Two clinics which have been organized at the out- 
patient department during the past year deserve special 
mention. 

The first is the asthma clinic held every Wednesday 
morning by Doctor Cronin. The sufferers from asthma 
are systematically tested for anaphylaxis to foreign 
proteins, namely, foods, type pollens and _ bacterial 
proteins. If any sensitization to any protein is shown 
prophylactic treatment is given. The results so far 
have been very satisfactory. A rather surprising num- 
ber of cases of asthma are under treatment in this clinic. 
It is not unusual to have from eight to ten patients on a 
clinic morning. Some of the patients who are unable 
to come to the out-patient department are inoculated 
in their homes by Doctor Cronin. While these cases 
are as a rule nontuberculous, the work is so closely allied 
to tuberculosis that it seems desirable that such patients 
should be treated there. 

The second clinic is one for syphilis, which is conducted 
by Doctor Downing. Patients are seen every Monday 
morning. A routine Wassermann is done on all new 
cases coming to the department. <A positive Wasser- 
mann reaction is so frequently obtained in the tuberculous 
patients that a clinic for the special treatment of these 
cases is absolutely necessary. Actual syphilis of the 
lungs is rare. This clinic has been very well attended 
and is unquestionably a valuable asset to the out-patient 
department. In all appropriate cases salvarsan is given 
or eee methods of antisyphilitic treatment are insti- 
tuted.

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C. DIscussION AND RECOMMENDATIONS. 


Year by year an earnest appeal has been made in the 
report of the staff for more adequate provision for the 
out-patient work. Within a few years from the opening 
of the clinic the work had outgrown the building in 
which it was conducted. The facilities have constantly 
become more and more inadequate and long ago reached 
the point which made satisfactory administration utterly 
impossible. The failure of the equipment to meet the 
demands of a modern dispensary is general and need 
not be discussed in detail. Unless immediate steps are 
taken to provide a new and better furnished clinic 
building the standard of medical work will inevitably 
show a very serious retrograde tendency. A modern 
clinical laboratory and X-ray department are among the 
new equipment most needed. 

Our experience with various methods of organization 
of the services of the visiting physicians during the past 
twelve years leads us to recommend that the term of 
service be lengthened from four to six months and the 
salaries be proportionately increased. A smaller number 
of assistant physicians who would give six months each 
year to the work and receive an adequate compensation 
should make it possible to secure the services of the best 
trained younger physicians in the community. 

Some years ago a careful investigation was made of 
the cost and necessary equipment of a dental service at 
Mattapan. The matter was indefinitely postponed 
essentially because of the considerable cost which our 
appropriation would not permit. The need of this type 
of clinic, however, is felt daily and the demonstration 
of the great value of such work in so many similar 
institutions forces us to again call the matter to the 
attention of the Board of Trustees. The establishment 
of even a most modestly equipped dental room would 
make it possible to afford treatment to the most urgent 
and important cases. 

The developments in medicine and public hygiene 
have been so profound during the past decade that it 
becomes constantly necessary to revise our ideals and 
program of work. Many of the wisest and most expe- 
rienced of those indentified with tuberculosis work in 
this country have of late years questioned the entire 
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wisdom of the type of program which we have followed. 
Of the wisdom of our work and the value of our results 
there can be no question. Have not the new facts in 
medicine and the experiences of the past quarter century 
of anti-tuberculosis work, however, something to offer 
in the form of new departures?) May not the accu- 
mulated results of the twelve years of service to the 
community by the Boston Consumptives’ Hospital 
offer valuable data which shall indicate new and im- 
proved lines of activity? Would it indeed be surprising 
if a close survey of our work should give evidence that 
some features of our scheme are either entirely useless 
or productive of such small results that they should be 
abandoned? Or expressed practically, are the large 
expenditures which are being made yearly by the City 
of. Boston for the maintenance of the Consumptives’ 
Hospital Department justified by the achievements? 
I have for many years felt strongly the wisdom of having 
a comprehensive investigation made of our methods 
and accomplishments, preferably by outside experts. 

The place of the ‘‘ nutrition clinic,” so called, in hospital 
practice is fully established and the time will soon come 
when a department of this type will be found in every 
well equipped hospital. No consideration is of greater 
and perhaps none of so great importance to the tuber- 
culous individual as the nutrition. We must not only 
face the fact that the improvement of the nutrition of 
the patient is of first importance in his treatment, but 
also the probability that in a majority of cases the 
customary diet of the patient is inadequate’ or badly 
balanced. The practical test made along these lines by 
the weekly clinic which has been conducted by Doctor 
Emerson at the out-patient department has given 
abundant evidence of the value of this special work. 
The need is felt for patients of all ages but particularly 
for the children. Every home case should be closely 
and constantly supervised in the matter of diet. 

During the past year the Harvard Medical School 
has received from a legacy the sum of one hundred 
thousand dollars, the income of which is to be used for 
research in tuberculosis. No plans have yet been made 
by the school for the expenditure of this fund. It would 
seem entirely proper and desirable that some definite 
understanding should be reached between the Harvard 
Medical School and the Consumptives’ Hospital whereby 
the former should establish a department for this special 
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research and the latter the laboratories for work which 
would be of mutual benefit. 

I beg to make the following recommendations: 

1. That a new out-patient building fully equipped 
for our special work be provided for. 

2. That a dental clinic be established at both the 
out-patient department and at the hospital at Mattapan. 

3. That a comprehensive survey be made of the 
entire work of the Boston Consumptives’ Hospital to 
date. 

4. That a nutrition clinic be maintained at the out- 
patient department. 

5. That the Board of Trustees confer with the authori- 
ties of the Harvard Medical School as to the possibility 
of a combined effort to establish and maintain a depart- 
ment of research in tuberculosis. |

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT. 


To the Trustees of the Boston Consumptives’ Hospital: 


The report for the year 1919 is herewith presented: 

There were 7,660 patients treated at the Day Clinic of 

the out-patient department during the year. One 
thousand nine hundred and seventy-one of these were 
new cases. Five hundred and twenty cases were treated 
at the Night Clinic, of which 49 were new cases. 
_ On February 1, 1919, there were 369 patients in the 
wards in the hospital at Mattapan. There were admitted 
during the year 685 and 677 were discharged. The 
number of deaths during the year was 326. 

In the Children’s Ward, February 1, 1919, there were 
53 children. There were admitted during the year 61, 
55 were discharged, of whom 18 died. 

The urgency of a new out-patient building is still very 
apparent. The special salvarsan work conducted by 
Doctor Downing showed very good results, but could be 
carried on more extensively if the facilities were better. 

Moving pictures, concerts, etc., were held during the 
year at the Day Camp Building for the entertainment of 
the patients. The success of these affairs was due in a 
great measure to our chaplain, the Rev. Francis A. Burke, 
who was untiring in his efforts to make these the huge 
success they were. 

Open-air Mass was celebrated during the summer 
months. The altar was erected on the hospital grounds 
between B and C buildings and gave an opportunity to ° 
the bed patients in B and C wards to participate in the 
ceremony. 

Occupational therapy was introduced into the hos- 
pital in September, 1919. The work turned out by the 
patients was very numerous and of a very fine type. 
Some of the work, baskets, beads, etc., were disposed of 
in some of our down-town stores during the Christmas 
holidays. 

I desire again to recommend the erection of a Nurses’ 
Home. At present the accommodations for recreational 
purposes are very meager. ‘The need of such a building 
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was very evident during the past two months when egress 
from the hospital was almost impossible for days at a 
time due to the heavy storms. 

In conclusion, I wish to thank the Board of Trustees 
for their co-operation throughout the year and to com- 
mend the officers and employees of the hospital for their 
faithful services.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF 
NURSES TO THE OUT-PATIENT DEPART-— 
MENT. 





To ArgtHuR J. Wuits,.-M. D., Superintendent:  . 

During the year ending January 31, 1920, 6,554 
patients were carried by the nurses of the out-patient 
department. Seven hundred and six of these patients 
were too ill for clinic, but were referred for home nursing 
or hospital care. 

The number of visits made by the nurses was 59, 727; 
of this number, 4,847 calls were made to cases reported 
to the Boston Board of Health, patients having their 
own private physicians, but visited by the nurses for 
the purpose of instructing in the care and prevention 
of tuberculosis on the first visit, seeing that a proper 
plan of isolation was being carried and instructions 
being followed on subsequent visits. 

The city is divided into twenty-eight districts, a 
ward in most instances forming a district. One nurse 
who speaks several languages visits and instructs all 
Jewish, Italian, German or Russian patients who do not 
speak or understand English. We are very much in 
need of nurses who can speak Arabic, as the Armenians 
and Syrians are very hard to work with. This difficulty 
might be largely overcome if we had some one who could 
understand them. An extra nurse on the staff could be 
well employed substituting for nurses during illness. 
This nurse could also look after the transportation of 
children to special classes and clinics. There also 
remains the need of substitute nurses for vacations. 
If two substitutes were allowed for the months of July 
and August, with their work well arranged and super- 
vised, it would be a great help. 

The past year high wages and prohibition had its effect 
on the work of the district. Except for the dependent 
mothers’ aid cases, very few families were referred to 
relief agencies for aid and the ‘‘homeless men”’ problem 
was a negligible one. 

The number of days lost by the nurses through illness 
was 211. ‘Two nurses are taking the part-time course 
at the School for Social Workers. 
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We have to thank the Needlework Guild of America, 
First Parish Church of Dorchester and friends of Doctor 
Floyd for many gifts of clothing for patients, the 
Women’s Christian Temperance Union, Fruit and Flower 
Mission for baskets of dainties at Christmas, Thanks- 
giving and Easter, the Boston American for Christmas 
baskets and the Evening Record for coal for patients. 

In closing I wish to express my thanks and appreciation 
of the hearty co-operation received at all times from the 
medical and nursing staff.

NUMBER OF VOTERS. 


At the city election held December 17, 1918, the num- 
ber of male voters on the list was 111,541. The number 
of such voters on the first list published by the Board 
August 15, 1919, was 98,997. From that time to the 
close of registration for the city election there were added 
the names of 18,709 male voters. The number of male 
voters on the final list sent to the polls on the day of the 
city election, held December 16, 1919, was 117,706, an 
increase of 6,165 over the number on the list at the 
preceding city election. 

There were 19,863 female registered voters for the 
city election December 17, 1918. There were 18,194 
female registered voters for the city election held Decem- 
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ber 16, 1919, a decrease of 1,669 from the number on 
the list at the preceding city election. 


SUPPLEMENTARY REGISTRATION OF SOLDIERS AND

Sir,— In accordance with section 24, chapter 3, 
Revised Ordinances of 1914, City of Boston, I submit 
herewith the annual report of the Fire Department for 
the year ending January 31, 1920. 


FINANCES. 


The total amount spent in maintaining the depart- 
ment during the year was $2,864,040.07. ‘The increased 
cost this year over last year was because of the extra 
expenditure made necessary by the Wire Division 
which became part of the Fire Department June 10, 
1919, increases in the number and salaries of employees, 
and the increased cost of supplies. 


ALTERATIONS TO HovusEs.— PERMANENT IMPROVEMENTS. 


The following permanent improvements have been 
made in the houses of the department: 

Ladder 1— New reinforced concrete floor of fire- 
proof construction throughout. New heating apparatus, 
water-closet, sink and new floor drainage. A gasolene 
separator between floor drains and sewer was installed 
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outside of building, the practice of installing separators 
inside of buildings having been condemned. New 
skylights with greater ventilating spaces placed in roof 
above the dormitory. 

Headquarters Rooms for Fire Prevention Bureau, 
Officers’ School and Wire Division were constructed in 
second and third story. All of this new work was of 
fireproof construction. 

Office of Chief of Department, Mason Street—— A second 
story was added to the existing one-story building on 
Mason street for use as sleeping quarters by the Chief 
of Department. The sleeping quarters formerly used 
by chiefs at this house were not suitable, being small, 
poorly ventilated and unsanitary. 

Ladder 17 A new window, with casement sash, was 
placed in the brick side wall of this building, adding 
materially to the ventilating of the company’s dormi- 
tory. 

Engine 50— ‘The presence of gas and dead air in the 
basement of the newly constructed quarters of Engine 
Company 50 made it necessary to reconstruct the 
chimney and ventilate the cellar. 

Wareham Street Garage-—— An old unused building on 
Wareham street was rebuilt as a garage. The first 
story has been fireproofed by the installation of a con- 
crete floor and walls of cement on wire lath. The floor 
of the second story was levelled and new supports added, 
partitions were placed in position to afford large rooms 
for the officers and automobile schools as well as for 
storage purposes. A cellar was built, new plumbing 
and heating plant installed. 

Engine 48—— The high banking on the left side of 
quarters occupied by Engine Company 48 was slipping 
and endangering the foundations of the abutter’s 
residence. A concrete retaining wall was erected, to 
correct this condition, approximately 10 feet over all 
in maximum height and 60 feet long. 

Engine 7—— The quarters of Engine Company 7, 
East street, were inspected and sketches made. A 
recommendation was made that an appropriation of 
$40,000 be made for a new house. The present house 
cannot be repaired to advantage. 

Engine 19-— The twin towers on the building occu- 
pied by Engine Company 19 have been complained 
of for years as being unsafe and dangerous. The towers 
were taken down and re-roofed at the level of main roof.

The brick work in the front wall was repointed and 
cracks removed. ‘The outside of the building will be in 
good condition for many years to come. 

Fire Alarm Plans All plans for fire alarm boxes, 
underground conduit work and connections have been 
prepared within the department. 


RECONSTRUCTION OF STATIONS. 


Recommendations have been made for new fire 
stations or the rebuilding of the present stations at the 
following locations: 

Engine 31 (Fireboat).— The quarters of this company 
were destroyed in the molasses disaster in January, 
1919, and a new station is needed. 

Engine 7, East street, Ward 5.— Forty thousand dollars 
is necessary to put the building occupied by Engine 
Company 7 in proper condition. Since making this 
original estimate prices have advanced, and at least 
from $5,000 to $10,000 extra, or even more, will probably 
be required. 

Engine 21, Columbia road, Ward 11.— Approximately 
$25,000 is necessary to remodel this building. Owing 
to increases in the cost of materials and labor this esti- 
mate may be increased 20 per cent. 

Engine 19, Norfolk street, Ward 21.— The department 
has taken down the towers on the quarters of Engine 
Company 19 and has made the front wall safe at a cost 
of approximately $1,500. An additional $3,500 would 
probably cover the cost of installing a concrete floor in 
this house and make it suitable for motor fire apparatus. 

Engine 20 and Ladder 27, Walnut street, Ward 20.— To 
put the station occupied by these two companies in good 
repair approximately $7,500 should be appropriated. 

Engine 28 and Ladder 10, Centre street, Ward 22.— 
This station, in view of the fact that it is to be motorized 
and is a very old house should be remodeled. It can be 
done at an estimated cost of approximately $20,000 
to $25,000. 

Engine 17 and Ladder 7, Meeting House ‘Hill.— These 
two separate fire stations, one of which is very obsolete, 
should be remodeled and rebuilt, and one house suff- 
ciently large should be provided to accommodate both 
companies. This can be done at an estimated cost of 
approximately $35,000. The ladder company’s house 
is absolutely unfit for use as a fire station at the present 
time. 
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FIRE-FIGHTING FORCE. 

There are 1,382 employees in the Fire Department, 
of whom 1,034 are privates and 172 are officers in the 
uniform force. 

The balance, 176 employees, are in the various divi- 
sions of the department, namely, Headquarters, Bureau 
of Supplies and Repairs, Fire Alarm Branch, Wire Divi- 
sion and Veterinary Hospital. 


Motor APPARATUS. 


There has been more new motor apparatus purchased, 
placed in service and in reserve this year than during 
any previous year in the history of the department. 

On February 1, 1919, there were seventy-six pieces of 
motor fire apparatus in service and in reserve. On 
February 1, 1920, there were ninty-seven pieces of motor 
fire apparatus in service and in reserve. 

Combination automobile motor pumpers and hose 
ears, of 1,000 gallons capacity, have been placed in 
service, and more will be installed in the future. 


IMPROVEMENTS AND CHANGES. 


The efficiency of the department has been improved 
by the changes made in the organization and personnel 
of the force. Among the improvements made are the 
following: 

The system of accounting in the department is being 
reorganized by a certified public accountant. 

A small fireproof building has been erected in the Fire 
Department yard for the purpose of demonstrating the 
effect of ventilation of buildings on fire. This building 
is used in connection with the Fire Department Drill 
School. 

Changes have been made in the traffic regulations in 
the congested sections of the city through suggestions 
from the Fire Commissioner. The result is that fire 
apparatus has been able to respond to fires with more 
celerity than formerly. 

The department has been divided into three divisions, 
each in charge of a deputy chief. Heretofore there were 
only two divisions, and the territory in each division was 
too much for one man to cover. 

The work of the drill school has been extended. 
In addition to the drilling’ and instruction of newly 
appointed members in their duties as firemen, the drill 


cennenpumee tien gael 
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master of the department has charge of an annual 
inspection of the various companies. Each company 
of the department reports at least once each year to 
the headquarters and is inspected in the duties of fire- 
men by the drill master. One such general inspec- 
tion has already been effected. It commenced on 
October 27, 1919, and concluded December 27, 1919. 

An automobile school for instruction in the care, 
mechanism and operation of motor fire apparatus for 
officers and men of the department was established and 
opened on September 2, 1919. All officers of the 
department will be obliged to attend this school. 

An officers’ school has been established in the depart- 
ment for the study and discussion of fire service prob- 
lems including fire fighting and fire prevention. This 
school opened September 2, 1919. Courses of lectures 
are given on the water system, fire alarm system, care 
of motor apparatus, laws, ordinances, fire prevention 
regulations, marine fires, handling of fire streams, 
building. inspection, tools and appliances, fire fighting 
in mercantile and manufacturing buildings in the high 
value district, apartment and tenement house fires, 
sprinklers and other methods of private fire protection, 
explosives, acids, ete., administration and discipline. 
The lectures on these topics are given to the various 
classes by authorities on the subjects, such as Mr. 
Frank A. McInnes, Division Engineer of the Water 
Division, Public Works Department, Mr. Walter L. 
Wedger, State Chemist, Prof. Charles E. Stewart and 
officers of the Boston Fire Department. The first 
term of the school will conclude about July 1, 1920. 

The Fire Prevention Bureau of the department was 
reorganized October 6, 1919, for the purpose of comply- 
ing with the provisions of chapter 795, Acts of 1914 
(Fire Prevention Law). <A corps of firemen attached 
to the bureau are inspecting all premises in the city 
for fire hazards and are having dangerous conditions 
remedied. 

The results of the work of the fire prevention inspec- 
tors have been very satisfactory due to the faithfulness 
with which they have performed their duty and the 
hearty co-operation that they have received from owners 
of property which has been inspected. 

Standard specifications for the purchase of fire hose 
have been adopted so that it is now possible to purchase 
hose under specifications after public advertising. 
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Ninety-one members of the department are to be 
sent to the Franklin Union Automobile School for 
instruction in the operation and care of automobiles. 
This is in addition to the Automobile School established 
in the Fire Department and will give the department 
a larger number of well qualified chauffeurs for service. 
One class of thirty men has already completed the 
course and another class of thirty-one men is now 
attending the school. 

An emergency system of sending in all classes of 
alarms commencing with the second alarm has been 
established. Every officer of the department has been 
drilled in this system, and under it any officer or man 
of the department will be able to send in necessary 
alarms in an emergency. 

The Repair Shop has been reorganized. A new bureau 
has been established, known as the Bureau of Supplies 
and Repairs, and placed in charge of the First Deputy 
Chief. 

Arrangements have been made to have a few members 
of the department given a course in marine engineering 
at the Massachusetts Institute of Technology. 

Plans to establish small libraries of books on subjects 
incident to fire duty have been completed. Enough 
copies of books will be ordered to place libraries in each 
fire station. The books will cover subjects of fire 
protection, fire prevention, hydraulics, gas and steam 
engines, both land and sea, telegraph, electricity, ete. 
The inauguration of a modified system of vocational 
training for the men is also under consideration. 

A thorough study is being made of gas and smoke 
masks in order that a uniform gas mask may be adopted 
by the Fire Department which can be used by all the 
members of the department. At the present time the 
department has oxygen masks used by the Rescue 
Squad and some smoke masks. 

The assignment cards of deputy and district chiefs 
and companies are being revised to reduce the number 
of chief officers and companies moving at times of large 
fires, and to provide more engine companies on second 
and subsequent alarms. 

The use of 3-inch hose is being more generally extended | 
in the department. Equal amounts of 23-inch and 3-inch 
hose are being carried by the downtown companies. 

In addition to the weekly drill of companies, company 
commanders will, in the future, hold a weekly conference 
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with the men and examine them in regard to location of 
boxes, hydrants, buildings, etc., alarms of fire, and any 
general question relating to the duties of a fireman. 

A drill and inspection is being made of each of the 
companies in the department by an inspecting officer 
who inspects and drills the companies at their quarters, 
and examines the men in the location of boxes, hydrants, 
buildings and on matters relating to the duties of firemen. 

Commencing next year the engineer of motor appara- 
tus will maintain a constant inspection of apparatus in 
the various fire stations, examine from time to time the 
men assigned to operate the motor apparatus, and report 
direct through the usual official channels the results of 
his inspection. One of the weaknesses heretofore exist- 
ing in the department has been the necessity of taking 
motor apparatus from the fire stations to the repair 
shop in order to repair minor defects. The constant 
supervision of the apparatus and of the men responsible 
for its operation by the engineer of motor apparatus 
will remedy this weakness to a great extent. 


WIRE DivIsIon. 


The Wire Department which was consolidated with 
the Fire Department has been reorganized and placed 
in charge of a superintendent and is known as the Wire 
Division of the Fire Department. 

The weather during the winter of 1919-20 was very 
severe, and because of the heavy and continued snow 
storms it was impossible to reach certain sections of the 
city with fire (motor or horse) apparatus. Another 
difficulty which followed as a result of the heavy snow 
storms was the breaking down of the fire apparatus and 
the necessity of taking it out of service. These diffi- 
culties, however, were foreseen and were met by the use 
of box sleighs loaded with hose and drawn by horses, 
which reached those sections which the apparatus couid 
not approach. The apparatus which was withdrawn 
from service because of breakdowns was covered by the 
reserve apparatus, a policy of maintaining a large 
reserve of fire apparatus having been adopted in the 
early part of the year 1919. The department, because 
of the precautions taken, was able to cover all alarms of 
fire in the city during the winter of 1919-20. In the 
latter part of January, 1920, there were some fires which 
the department could not have reached were it not for 
the use of box sleighs. 
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The National Board of Fire Underwriters reported in 
December, 1916, and again in December, 1918, on the 
condition of the Fire Department. These reports con- 
tained recommendations which would increase the 
efficiency of the force, yet no attempt was made to meet 
the recommendations previous to February, 1919. 

The causes which made necessary the recommenda- 
tions have been in the main remedied this year. 


HicH PRESSURE SERVICE. 


The installation of the high pressure service has 
progressed to such an extent that it should be in operation 
before January 1, 1921. 

There has been a great improvement in the Fire 
Department not only in increased motorization, but in 
the maintenance of the fire apparatus of the department 
as a whole, compared with former years. 

There has also been a decided improvement in the 
discipline and efficiency of the force, both rank and file. 
This was clearly shown during the police strike, which 
occurred September 9, 1919, when the officers and men 
of the Boston Fire Department did their full duty.

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REPORT OF CHIEF OF DEPARTMENT. 


From: Tor CHipr oF DEPARTMENT.

SupsecT: ANNUAL REPORT. 

The following is the report of the Chief of Depart- 
ment for the year ending January 31, 1920: 

During the calendar year the department responded 
to 5,423 alarms. The fire loss was $2,577,584. This 
includes a marine loss of $142,300. 


ADDITIONS AND CHANGES. 
Apparatus. 

September 27, 1919, Engine Company 5, which was 
located temporarily in the quarters of Chemical Engine 
Company 7, Saratoga street, East Boston, was moved 
to the recently remodeled station on Marion street. 

An American-LaFrance pumping engine, seventy-two 
horse power, with a rated pump capacity of one thousand 
gallons per minute; weight, fully equipped without men, 
11,580 pounds, and an American-LaFrance motor- 
driven combination hose and chemical wagon, forty- 
eight horse power; weight, fully equipped without men, 
9,740 pounds, was placed in service with this company. 
Five horses were displaced by this change. 

October 23, 1919, the Robinson motor-driven com- 
bination hose and chemical wagon, in service with 
Engine Company 50, was displaced by an American- 
LaFrance motor-driven combination hose and chemical 
wagon; weight, fully equipped without’ men, 9,470 
pounds. 

November 8, 1919, an American-LaFrance motor- 
driven 75-foot aerial truck, seventy-two horse power; 
weight, fully equipped without men, 26,000 pounds, 
was placed in service with Ladder Company 1.. Three 
horses were displaced by this change. 

November 16, 1919, a Seagrave triple combination 
pumping engine, seventy-nine horse power, with a 
rated pump capacity of 800 gallons per minute; weight, 
fully equipped without men, 15,500 pounds, was placed 
in service with Engine Company 19. Five horses were 
displaced by this change. 
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Chief’s Automobiles. 


Five new automobiles for the use of the chief officers 
were put in service during the year, replacing old ones. 


Automobile Trucks. 


Three gasolene motor-driven trucks were furnished 
for the repair shop and one for the Fire Alarm Branch. 


Tools and Appliances. 

During the year two important devices were intro- 
duced in the department as follows: They being origi- 
nated by members of the department. 

The Sheehan nozzle, devised and originated by Hose- 
man James F. Sheehan, Chemical Company 2, was placed 
in service with several companies. This is a reducing 
nozzle and is used with 2-inch hose as a lead line from 
the nozzle of the play pipe of a 23-inch line. 

An equalizing device, originated by Engineer Winfred 
C. Bailey, Engine Company 22, was placed on tractor- 
drawn apparatus. This equalizer prevents the locking 
of the emergency brake of the tractor and the conse- 
quent stalling of motor when under way. 

The ‘*Claw Tool,’ an appliance used to open doors, 
shutters, etc., was placed in service with the following 
companies, Ladders 1, 4, 8, 13 and 15. 


BUILDINGS. 


Many of the company houses containing motor 
apparatus are greatly in need of alterations, which 
should be made as soon as funds are available. As 
regards cleanliness, the houses are in good condition. 

The exterior and interior wood and metal work of 
many of the houses have been painted since the last 
report. 


APPARATUS AND EQUIPMENT. 


The annual inspection of apparatus and equipment, 
including hose, was made, and the necessary repairs 
made to bring same up to the proper standard of 
efficiency. 


BUILDING INSPECTION. 


In accordance with section 287 of the Rules and 
Regulations, the following inspections were made: 
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Weekly building inspections were made by all officers 
of the fire-fighting force. A vast number of hazardous 
conditions were remedied and conditions tending to 
promote the spread of fire corrected. 

Conditions that could not be remedied by verbal 
request were reported in writing through channels to 
the department headquarters and copies were for- 
warded to those having authority to act. 

The Building Department showed a fine spirit of 
co-operation in correcting conditions of a hazardous 
nature whenever called upon to act. 

Theaters and motion picture houses were inspected 
weekly and reports forwarded on their condition. 

Fire appliances in schoolhouses and public buildings 
were inspected monthly and conditions reported. 

The work of the inspectors of the Fire Prevention 
Bureau, established during the latter half of the year, 
showed good results in that alarms due to accumula- 
tions of rubbish in and contiguous to buildings were 
greatly reduced. 


Mutua AID. 


The usual fine spirit of co-operation manifested in 
previous years by the cities and towns on our border 
and adjacent thereto was shown during the year. 
The department responded to thirty-five alarms outside 
of the city. 


SCHOOLS. 


Sixty-eight recruits passed the drill school. 

Twenty-five members passed the engineers’: school. 

One hundred and twenty officers and privates received 
instruction in the operation of automobiles. 

On September 2, 1919, the Officers’ School was 
founded for the purpose of disseminating knowledge of 
fire-fighting, fire prevention and to establish high pro- 
fessional standards among the officers and privates of 
the department. 


Automobile School. 


September 6, 1919, an automobile school was started 
for the officers and privates of the department to give 
instruction in the care and operation of motor-driven 
apparatus. One hundred twenty officers and privates 
have received instruction in this school.

FIRE PREVENTION Day. 


On October 9, 1919, Fire Prevention Day, the depart- 
ment gave an exhibition drill at the corner of Summer 
and Washington streets and afterwards paraded to the 
Franklin Union Hall, Berkeley street, where fire pre- 
vention exercises were conducted. In observance of 
this day the officers of the department visited public 
and private schools of the city and addressed the pupils 
on fire prevention. 


ANNUAL DRIULU. 


On October 27, 1919, the annual company drill was 
established, the various companies of the department 
reporting at the Drill School Yard, Headquarters, 
Bristol street, for the purpose of performing drill evolu- 
tions under the supervision of the department drill- 
master. 

Each company was marked according to the display 
of efficiency shown. Efficiency was determined by 
knowledge and method of handling apparatus, tools and 
apphances and promptness in executing commands. 

Deputy Chiefs attended the drilling of the companies 
of their respective divisions. 

The drills were finished December 27, 1919, and were 
very satisfactory in their results. Each company was 
drilled in ten evolutions, namely: 
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1. Connect two lines, 100 feet each, from engine to deluge 
set. 
2. Connect two lines, 100 feet each, from engine to Morse 


n. 

3. Raise 50-foot ladder to fourth floor window and dog 
same. 

4. Run 200 feet 25-inch line over 50-foot ladder, up stair- 
way and show pipe on fifth floor window. 

5. Raise 30-foot ladder to the fire escape, carry 17-foot roof 
ladder over same to story above. Dog 30-foot ladder. 

6. Run 250 feet of 25 inch line over 30-foot ladder, over 
fire escape to roof, 75 feet from ground. 

7. Take life line and haul 25-foot ladder to roof 75 feet from 
ground. 

8. Take life line, haul 200 feet 24-inch line to roof. 

9. Run 100 feet 23-inch hose from engine, connect to Morse 
gate and Bresnan nozzle. 

10. Connect chuck to hydrant (flexible suction) water to 
engine. 

Drills. 

The following tables show the result of the drills in 
which all companies participated, except the three 
fireboat crews. These tables show the list of companies 


drilling, the time consumed in each evolution, and time 
consumed by each company in completing all evolutions. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS. 


Under this heading is noted repairs and alterations to 
fire stations, which are in my opinion necessary for the 
comfort of the men and the safe housing of apparatus, 
also the motorization of certain pieces of apparatus which 
will add to the efficiency of the service and at the same 
time tend towards reducing the cost of upkeep. 


FIRE STATIONS. 


I would recommend the fireproofing of the main floors 
of stations in which motor apparatus is housed at the 
earliest moment that financial conditions will permit and, 
in connection with this remodeling, that shower rooms be 
installed and separate rooms be furnished for all officers 
where not already provided. 

The painting of all exterior wood and metal on the 
houses should receive consideration. 


APPARATUS. 


A motor-driven combination pumping engine and 
hose wagon, with a pump capacity of at least 1,000 
gallons per minute, and a motor-driven combination 
hose wagon and chemical to replace the horse-drawn 
apparatus now in service with Engine Company 4. 

A gasolene motor-driven combination pumping engine 
and hose wagon, with a pump capacity of at least 1,000 
gallons per minute, and a motor-driven combination 
hose wagon and chemical to replace the horse-drawn 
apparatus at present in service with Engine Company 7. 

A motor-driven combination pumping engine and 
hose wagon, with a pump capacity of at least 1,000 
gallons per minute, to replace the tractor-drawn steam 
fire engine at present in service with Engine Company 10. 

A motor-driven hose wagon for the high pressure fire 
service to be installed with Engine Company 35. 

A tractor-driven steam fire engine, with a pump capac- 
ity of at least 900 gallons per minute, and a gasolene 
motor-driven combination hose wagon and chemical 
engine to replace the motor-driven triple combination 
now in service with Engine Company 15. 

A motor-driven 85-foot aerial truck to replace the 
horse-drawn apparatus now in service with Ladder 
Company 26. 
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A motor-driven combination pumping engine and hose 
wagon, with a pump capacity of at least 1,000 gallons per 
minute, and a motor-driven combination hose and 
chemical wagon to replace the horse-drawn apparatus 
now in service with Engine Company 23. 

A motor-driven triple combination pumper, with a 
capacity of at least 750 gallons per minute and to carry 
25-foot extension and a 12-foot roof ladder to replace the 
city service truck now in service with Ladder Company 
31. Ladder Company 31 to be disbanded and Engine 
Company 51 to be established in the same station. 

A tractor-driven city service truck to replace the 
horse-drawn apparatus now in service with Ladder 
Company 11. 

A motor-driven pumping engine and hose wagon, with 
a pump capacity of at least 750 gallons per minute, and a 
motor-driven combination hose wagon and chemical to 
replace the horse-drawn apparatus now in service with 
Engine Company 28. 

A motor-driven combination pumping engine and hose 
wagon, with a pump capacity of at least 750 gallons per 
minute, to replace the tractor-drawn steam fire engine 
now in service with Engine Company 37. 

A motor-driven combination pumping engine and hose 
wagon, with a capacity of at least 750 gallons per minute, 
to replace the tractor-drawn steam fire engine now in 
service with Engine Company 46. 

A tractor-driven steam fire engine and motor-driven 
combination hose wagon and chemical engine to replace 
the horse-drawn apparatus now in service with Engine 
Company 42. 

A motor-driven city service truck to replace the horse- 
drawn apparatus now in service with Ladder Company 
10. 

A tractor-drawn steam fire engine and a motor-driven 
combination hose wagon and chemical engine to replace 
the horse-drawn apparatus now in service with Engine 
Company 48. 

A motor-driven city service truck to replace the horse- 
drawn apparatus now in service with Ladder Company 

Motor-driven fuel wagons to be located in the quarters 
of Engine Companies 4, 22 and 38-39. 

A sufficient number of pieces of the different types of 
motor apparatus to be kept in reserve. 
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I wish to express my appreciation to all the members of 
the Fire Department for the excellent spirit shown by 
them on every occasion when called upon to perform 
their duties. Also my appreciation is extended to the 
Boston Police Department, the Boston Protective 
Department and to all other departments and corpora- 
tions which at various times during the year rendered 
assistance to this department in the carrying out of its 
functions.

CONSTRUCTION DIVISION. 


UNDERGROUND CONSTRUCTION. 


Nearly thirty thousand (30,000) feet of cable was 
hauled into underground ducts mostly to replace over- 
head wires and about seventy-eight hundred (7,800) 
feet of defective cable was replaced. 

Twenty-two hundred and seventy-nine (2,279) feet 
of ducts were laid underground. 

Fifteen (15) fire alarm box posts were set and two 
manholes were built. Nineteen (19) box posts were 
replaced by new. 


LINE CONSTRUCTION. 


About sixteen (16) miles of new line wire and about 
one (1) mile of cable was run on poles. Most of this 
work was necessary because the old wire was unsafe. 
Thirteen (13) miles of old wire and more than a mile 
of cable was removed from poles. 


Fire ALARM Boxgs. 


Ten (10) new fire alarm boxes were connected into 
service of which six (6) were installed by this department, 
two (2) by the Schoolhouse Department and two (2) 
by owners of private property. 

Two (2) new box circuits were made, one (1) in Dor- 
chester and Roxbury and one (1) in South Boston. 

All boxes and box posts were painted. 
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- TELEPHONE EXPERIMENTS. 


Several experiments were made in telephoning between 
fire alarm boxes and the fire alarm office. 

The experiments proved that while it is possible to 
converse over many of the box circuits satisfactorily, 
there are many circuits where the conditions are such 
that this means of communication is not practicable. 

Because of the fact that telephone messages cannot 
be automatically recorded, like telegraph messages, 
no serious consideration is given to eliminating the 
present method as it is extremely important to have 
automatic records of all important messages. 


CopE SIGNALS. 


All officers have been given keys to inside doors of 
fire alarm boxes and authority to order multiple alarms 
as well as ‘‘all out” signals. A new set of code signals 
has been promulgated to be used by those who are not 
faniliar with the Morse code. 


INTERIOR CONSTRUCTION. 


Much was done in department stations to bring wiring 
up to standard requirements and many additional 
lights were installed. The wiring in the stations of 
Engine 3 and Ladder 3, Engine 22 and Engine 26 was 
thoroughly overhauled. The new department garage 
at Harrison avenue and Wareham street was wired. 

New relays for controlling red lights were installed 
on gong circuits in the fire alarm office. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


Notwithstanding that costs of material and labor 
are high it is imperative that considerable underground 
construction work be done this year. Only that work 
which was absolutely essential has been done in the past 
three years but conditions are now such that further 
delay in this work would be inadvisable. 

Considerable line wire must be replaced and new 
circuits must be made. ‘If building operations pro- 
gress as is anticipated many new boxes must be estab- 
lished. 

Several improvements in the fire alarm office are 
planned and the rewiring of several stations is contem- 
plated. 
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All boxes and posts should again be painted this year 


and the red light system should be extended.

During the past winter the long continued and 
extreme cold weather with deep snow called for a 
greater physical exertion than in years past and was 
the occasion of unusual and severe exposure and suffer- 
ing from frost bites and pulmonary and _ bronchial 
affections on the part of the men in performance of fire 
duty. It is worthy of note and also of commendation 
that out of a total of 1,005 men injured, 744 remained 
on duty. The commanding officers have rendered a 
great public service on many occasions by intelligent 
effort i in the use of pulmotors and of various medicines 
and appliances of the medicine chests as a “‘first aid” 
to citizens as well as to firemen.

I herewith submit annual report of the Wire Depart- 
ment; also the Wire Division of the Fire Department 
for the year 1919-20. 

The underground district for 1920 has been prescribed 
and advertised in accordance with the law.

The losses from sixty-four fires, due directly or 
indirectly to electrical causes, were $57,239.44, one fire 
being estimated at $50,000. These fires have received 
the attention of this division. 

The electrical equipment of theaters, hotels, depart- 
ment stores and other buildings where there is danger 
to life has received particular attention during the 
year, as have also overhead and underground construc- 
tion throughout the city. 

The violations of the law relating to the notification 
to and the obtaining of a permit from this division in 
connection with the installation of electrical apparatus 
and wiring within buildings have been very few, and it 
has not been necessary to have any prosecutions made 
under the law. 

The total income was $30,641.48, which includes 
$125 for old wagon and horse. 

It is my intention during the coming year to: give 
more attention to the inspection of old installations, 
especially in the business portion of the city. |

In the prescribed streets, from which poles and over- 
head wires were to be removed, there were standing 
on February 1, 1919, a total of two hundred twenty-two 
(222) poles (not including the trolley poles of the Boston 
Elevated Railway Company, which are exempt), sup- 
porting one million three hundred eighty-one thousand 
nine hundred (1,381,900) feet of overhead wires. 

The number of poles and feet of overhead wires to 
be removed, by districts, are as follows: 

Roxbury district, 39 poles and 162,280 feet of over- 
head wires; Jamaica Plain, 44 poles and 64,200 feet of 
overhead wires; South Boston, 35 poles and 285,300 
feet of overhead wires; Dorchester, 86 poles and 848,320 
feet of overhead wires; Brighton, 18 poles and 21,800 
feet of overhead wires. 

In the selection of new pole locations our engineers 
have accompanied the engineers of the various com- 
panies for the purpose of passing on such locations.

All poles 
standing in the city are inspected and tested yearly by 
the inspectors of this division and at the same time a 
general inspection is made of all overhead construction.

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INTERIOR WORK. 


As provided, by law there have been twelve hundred 
thirteen (1,213) inspections made of theaters, places 
of amusement and public halls. When an inspection 
shows that a defective condition exists, the owners or 
lessees are notified at once, and if defect is not corrected 
within a reasonable time the current is ordered to be 
discontinued. 

In addition to the inspections referred to above, 
weekly inspections were made of the electrical equip- 
ment of traveling theatrical companies and shows ful- 
filling engagements at the various theaters and places 
of amusement, also of such temporary work as had been 
installed by or under the authority of the proprietors 
or managers of the premises. 

Inspections of new and old electrical equipments have 
been carried on in so far as practicable. 

Income received for fees to turn current on new 
wiring was $3,964.50, and for permits to install wiring 
or electrical apparatus, $26,551.98, making a total of 
$30,516.48. Sixty-four fires and twelve accidents to 
fatal,— have been investi-

DEAR Srrs,— We hereby certify that we have audited 
the accounts of the treasurer of the Boston Firemen’s 
Relief Fund to the close of business August 31, 1919, 
and find them correct. 

The deposits in the bank and the checks drawn thereon 
have been compared with the accounts received from 
the bank, and have been found to agree therewith, and 
are all properly entered on the books of the treasurer. 

Income from all sources is accounted for, except 
dividend of American Telephone and Telegraph Com- 
pany stock in January, 1919, amounting to $18,* which 
probably went astray in the mail and for which a 
duplicate check has been requested, also Edison Electric 
Illuminating Company, $3 due in August, 1919, which 
was received, but not deposited in time to be included 
in the August account. Payments are supported by 
proper vouchers, and the balance on hand at the close 
of business August 31, 1919, is correct: 

We examined the securities belonging to the fund, 
consisting of $174,000 City of Boston registered bonds; 
$8,000 Chicago, Burlington and Quincy coupon bonds; 
$45,000 Liberty Loans; $7,000 city of San Francisco 
Hospital, and certificates of stocks received from the 
estates of Anne Sargent and Franklin P. Hyde, also 
$1,000 War savings stamps. 

We have seen a bond issued by the American Surety 
Company of New York to Henry J. McNealy, treasurer, 
for $25,000.

PART I—PUBLIC HEALTH IN BOSTON DURING 
CALENDAR YEAR 1919. 


POPULATION. 


Birth rates, death rates and morbidity rates throughout 
this report are computed upon an assumed population of 
747,628 persons on July 1, 1919. This estimate is based 
upon the Massachusetts state census of 1915 and the 
federal census of 1920, and is arrived at by the use of the 
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arithmetical method of determination, as recommended 
by the United States Bureau of the Census.

The outstanding figure in the foregoing table is the 
death rate for the year 1919, namely, 15.63, which, not- 
withstanding the prevalence of influenza in the early 
part of the year, is the lowest death rate ever recorded 
for Boston. 

It is doubtful if there is any other large city in the 
United States that has its general death rate so much 
increased by deaths of nonresidents as is the death rate 
of Boston. The total deaths of nonresidents during 
1919 numbered 1,896. If these be deducted from the 
total number of deaths stated in the foregoing table for 
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that year, then the death rate for the city was 13.09. 
The word “nonresident” as used in this connection means 
a person whose usual place of abode is not in the city of 
Boston. 


BIRTHS AND DEATHS By WARDS. 


The birth rate per 1,000 inhabitants for Boston as a 
whole, considering residents alone, was 21.88. The 
highest birth rate was recorded from Ward 5, 34.17. 
Ward 2 came next, with a birth rate of 31.70. The low- 
est birth rate was recorded in Ward 7, only 11.71, but 
Ward 8 showed substantially the same figure, 11.89. 
Where the future American is coming from is shown by 
the fact that 2,161 children were born in Ward 5, while 
only 446 were born in Ward 7 and only 465 in Ward 8. 

The infant mortality rate in 1919 for residents of 
Boston, per 1,000 live births, was 87.01. Ward 13 
showed the highest infant mortality, 129.33, and Ward 
7 came next with a rate of 118.83. The lowest rate, 
48.89, was found in Ward 19, with Ward 21 a close 
second, with a rate of 50.30. 

The general death rate for 1919 among residents alone 
was 13.09 per 1,000. The highest death rate for the 
year, 17.33, occurred in Ward 13. Ward 9 came next, 
‘ with a death rate of 15.51. The lowest death rate oc- 
curred in Ward 21, where it was 10.23. Ward 26 gave 
the next lowest death rate, 10.39.

The foregoing table shows that more deaths were at- 
tributed to heart disease than to any other one cause, 
but in view of the fact that the term “heart disease” as 
used in the compilation and study of vital statistics in- 
cludes a group of maladies, instead of constituting a 
single disease, it is hardly logical to compare the total

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number of deaths caused from the group with the num- 
ber of deaths caused by individual diseases. Of all well- 
defined maladies appearing in the list, tuberculosis 
stands at the head, with 1,147 deaths charged against it; 
but for some unknown reason the number of deaths 
charged to tuberculosis during 1919 is well below the 
number charged against that disease during any preceding 
year. These figures, in common with many others, cer- 
tainly show the influence of the prevalence of influenza 
in 1918 and 1919, but whether the modification as it 
appears on the record is anything more than the result 
of statistical methods as applied to cases in which deaths 
were attributed jointly to influenza and to tuberculosis 
or some other diseases will have to be determined by 
later developments. 

Cancer holds its own in importance as a cause of death, 
ranking next to tuberculosis, with a toll of 905 persons. 
This number is somewhat less than the number charged 
against cancer in either of the two preceding years, but 
it would be unwise to base upon that fact any forecast 
as to the continued decline of deaths from this cause. 
Communicable diseases and maternal and infant mortal- 
ity will be discussed later. With respect to the other 
diseases named in the table, the figures speak for them- 
selves. 

Deaths from Violence—Motor vehicles during the 
year killed 129 persons, who died in Boston, this being ° 
the largest number of deaths attributed in any one year 
to this cause. Steam railroad accidents caused 35 deaths, 
and street railway accidents 23 deaths, each representing 
a new low mark in its particular class in comparison with 
such corresponding figures as are available. The acci- 
dental inhalation of illuminating gas was responsible 
for 68 deaths, a considerable decline as compared with 
the preceding year, when 107 deaths occurred, but still 
somewhat above the figures for earlier years. Suicides 
caused 107 deaths, a number distinctly less than that 
ordinarily charged to this cause. 

Reportable Diseases—The following table shows the 
prevalence of reportable diseases in Boston during the 
calendar year 1919, with corresponding figures for the 
preceding year. A detailed analysis of cases and deaths 
from these diseases appears in the appendix and a brief 
discussion of some of the more important of them 
follows:

Diphtheria—There was a decline in the prevalence of 
diphtheria during 1919, as compared with the two preced- 
ing years, but the number of reported cases and of deaths 

- remained above the corresponding figures for earlier 
years. Cases numbered 2,670 and deaths 153. Death 
occurred in 5.7 per cent of all reported cases, an exces- 
sively high proportion when the availability of diphtheria 
antitoxin is considered, but well below the average for 
preceding years. So also the death rate per 100,000 
population, 20.4, was below the average. 

Influenza.—Reported cases of influenza numbered 
8,463. This is with practical certainty well below the 
number of cases that occurred. If other evidence were 
lacking, the fact that 903 deaths occurred, equivalent to 
a fatality rate of 10.7 per cent, would support this state- 
ment. The death rate from influenza per 100,000 of the 
population was 120.7, as against 538.4 for the preceding 
year. 

Measles.—Reported cases of measles numbered 2,196, 
and deaths numbered 27. The percentage of fatalities 
was 1.2, well below the average, and the death rate per 
100,000 of the population was 3.6, likewise well below the 
average, indicating either the prevalence of a type of 
disease milder than usual, or else better reporting or 
better treatment. 
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Lobar Pneumona.—Reported cases of lobar pneumo- 
nia numbered 1,609. This presumably represents very 
incomplete reporting, for 595 deaths were charged to this 
disease, representing a percentage of deaths amounting to 
36.7, certainly far above any percentage that can be con- 
ceived as occurring in Boston at the present day, if ever. 
The death rate from lobar pneumonia per 100,000 of the 
population was 79.5, which is unusually low, but the 
probable transfer of deaths to the influenza group must 
be borne in mind in interpreting these figures. 

Scarlet Fever—The year was marked by an unusual 
prevalence of scarlet fever; 2,173 cases were reported, 
with 30 deaths. The number of cases reported was in 
excess of the number reported during any year since 1915, 
when the total reported was 2,998. Death occurred in 
1.4 per cent of reported cases, representing a death rate 
of 4 per 100,000, both figures being below the correspond- 
ing figures for recent years, and indicating either that 
the disease prevailed in a milder form than usual or else 
that the reporting was for some reason more nearly 
complete or treatment better. 

Tuberculosis—Reported cases of tuberculosis in all 
forms numbered 2,615. Of the réported cases, 2,333 were 
of the pulmonary type. Deaths from all forms of tuber- 


~ culosis numbered 1,147, equivalent to 43.9 per cent of all 


reported cases, and leading certainly to the conclusion 
that many cases were not reported. This fact is shown, 
too, by investigations made by the Health Department, 
demonstrating clearly the tardiness with which cases of 
tuberculosis are reported. Tuberculosis in all forms was 
responsible for the death of 153.4 persons out of every 
100,000. Deaths from pulmonary tuberculosis numbered 
966, the percentage of fatalities computed upon the basis 
of reported cases being 41.4; the death rate per 100,000 
of the population was 129. The death rate represents a 
new low record for pulmonary tuberculosis. 

Typhoid Fever—Although typhoid fever is much less 
prevalent than it was in former years, it is hardly accu- 
rate to say that it no longer forms an important item in 
the city’s health problem. Reported cases of the disease 
numbered 120, and deaths 18. The death rate per 
100,000 of the population was 2.4, which corresponds 
closely with the death rates for the two preceding years, 
but is hardly more than one tenth of the death rates 
that were usual during even so recent a period as the 
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early years of the current century; the average death 
rate from 1901 to 1905, inclusive, was 22.3. Fifteen per 
cent of all reported cases died, but this high fatality rate 
is probably accounted for by the bringing of many severe 
cases into Boston for treatment from surrounding com- 
munities, while the milder cases developing theré were 
treated at home. 

Whooping Cough—Whooping cough was ee preva- 
lent than during 1918, only 1,003 cases having been re- 
ported as compared with 2,009 in the earlier year. Sixty 
deaths were charged to this disease, equivalent to 5.9 
per cent of the reported cases, indicating the occurrence 
of many cases that were not reported. The death rate 
for 1919 was 8 per 100,000 of the population. 

Infant Mortality.—Live births and stillbirths together 
numbered 19,419. Stillbirths numbered 638, having oc- 
curred in 3.3 per cent of all deliveries. This is somewhat 
below the usual figure, but hardly shows a material im- 
provement. Children born alive numbered 18,781; 
deaths of children under one year of age numbered 
1,818, and the infant death rate per 1,000 live births was 
therefore 96.8, well below the usual mortality rate for 
this group. Of the deaths recorded during the first year 
of life, 846 occurred during the first month, representing 
a rate of 45 per 1,000 live births. 

Maternal M ortality. —Deaths of nani from causes 
incident to childbirth numbered 135, equivalent to 6.9 
deaths out of every 1,000 women coming to confinement, 
the number of women confined being represented by the 
total of reported live births and stillbirths together. The 
average annual maternal mortality correspondingly com- 
puted, during the five year period 1901 to 1905, inclusive, 
was 5.2; the average for the following five-year period 
was 4.7 and the average for the five-year period next fol- 
lowing was 6.5. The records are strongly suggestive of a 
tendency toward an increasing mortality in this group, 
and such an increase is not limited to Boston but exists 
throughout Massachusetts and elsewhere. It may be ap- 
parent rather than real, and due to changes in the fashion 
of reporting and tabulating mortality statistics rather 
than to an increase in the number of deaths, but so far 
it has been impossible to account for the apparent in- 
crease in that way. The situation challenges the atten- 
tion of social workers, who have been so active during the 
very period when this apparent increase has occurred, and 
of obstetricians taking pride in the progress of their art. 
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PART IIT—ADMINISTRATION. 


No changes in the general organization and adminis- 
tration of the Health Department have occurred during 
the past year worthy of record; efforts have been directed 
toward increasing the efficiency and economy of the de- 
partment along lines already laid down. 


MepicaL Dtvision. 


Organzation.—The working force of the Medical Divi- 
sion was during the year made up as follows: 1 deputy 
commissioner, 1 epidemiologist, 5 clerks, 1 chief medical 
inspector, 9 medical inspectors, 1 investigator, 2 super- 
vising nurses, 20 nurses, 1 superintendent of Detention 
Hospital, 1 matron, 1 hospital helper, 1 fireman, 1 cus- 
todian, 1 caretaker; in all, 46. 

The Detention Hospital on Southampton street and 
the Health Unit on Blossom street function as parts of 
the Medical Division. | 

Operations.—Something as to the nature and extent of 
the work done in the Medical Division can be learned 
by reference to the report of the deputy commissioner in 
charge of that division, printed in the appendix. Special 
activities during the past year have related to day nurs- 
eries, cross infection, and food poisoning. 

Under legislation enacted May 29, 1919*, the Health 
Department is charged with the duty of licensing and 
supervising day nurseries, and direct responsibility for 
such work has been assigned to the Medical Division. 
As the undertaking is new and the work as yet not thor- 
oughly organized, no definite results can be stated at 
the close of the period covered by this report. 

Cross infections and ‘return cases’ in hospitals and 
homes in Boston have received special attention during 
the past year, but the data collected have not been ade- 
quate to form the foundation of any sound judgment. 
The deputy commissioner in charge of the Medical Divi- 
sion discusses this phase of his work in his report, printed 
in the appendix. 

To determine the facts of the cases of illness so fre- 
quently attributed to food poisoning and brought to the 
attention of the Health Department, and to eliminate un- 
necessary chemical and bacteriological analyses of food- 
stuffs in relation to such cases, the Medical Division has

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been directed to investigate every case so reported; and 
it is only upon a report from the Medical Division 
recommending such action that bacteriological or chem- 
ical analyses of foodstuffs are now undertaken in connec- 
tion with such cases. 

Cost—The salary account of the Medical Division 
amounted to approximately $58,068.27 for the year. 
Expenses for other purposes have not been segregated 
during the year or during previous years from corres- 
ponding expenditures of other divisions of the Health 
Department, and no effort has been made to set given 
items of expense opposite data showing the nature and 
extent of activities and accomplishments corresponding 
to such items. Obviously no statement has been pre- 
pared that throws any lght on unit costs of the work 
of the Medical Division, or upon the relative efficiency 
and economy of that division during the past year as 
compared with previous years. It is hoped that some- 
thing may be accomplished along these lines in the future. 


Foop INSPECTION DIvISION. 


Orgamzation.—The organization of the Food Inspec- 
tion Division during the past year has been as follows: 
1 deputy commissioner, 1 clerk, 1 police officer. Market, 
store and restaurant service, 1 assistant chief, 8 inspectors, 
1 superintendent of peddlers. Abattoir service, 1 chief, 
3 inspectors. Milk inspection service, 1 milk inspector, 
2 clerks, 1 chemist, 1 assistant chemist, 3 collectors of 
samples. Dairy inspection service, 1 veterinarian in 
charge, 1 clerk, 8 inspectors. 

The Brighton Abattoir functions, in so far as food 
inspection is concerned, is a part of the Food Inspection 
Division. 

Operations.—A detailed statement of the results of the 
work done by the Food Inspection Division, with statis- 
tical tables, appears in the appendix. 

Market, Store and Restaurant Service.—In the inspec- 
tion of markets, stores, restaurants, lunch rooms, poultry 
slaughter houses and similar places, an effort has been 
made to systematize the work by introducing the route 
card system of inspection, and satisfactory progress is 
being made. 

Special attention has been given to the sanitary condi- 
tion of restaurants and lunch rooms, and particularly to 
the cleanliness and sterilization of eating utensils found 
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there. The work, however, is discouragingly slow. Some 
progress has been made, but it is apparent that the 
regulations governing the situation will have to be made 
more specific and more complete before the goal can be 
reached. 

While the record of foodstuffs condemned can be 
looked upon as testifying to the efficiency of the Food 
Inspection Division, yet it too frequently testifies, too, 
to the inefficiency or cupidity of the producer, shipper, 
transportation agent, or vendor. Condemnations mean 
that the foodstuffs to which they relate have been im- 
properly prepared; or that by reason of the ignorance or 
carelessness of the producer, shipper, transportation 
agent, or vendor they have in some way been spoiled after 
proper preparation, or that the producer, shipper, or 
vendor has been unwilling to take a reasonable loss with 
a falling market, or to content himself with a reasonable 
profit on a rising market, but in the hope of avoiding 
loss or of making larger gains than would otherwise be 
possible, has held his wares so long that they have spoiled. 
The unfortunate part of the situation is that at least 
the cost of such condemned food must be added to the 
selling price of such food as reached the consumer, since 
otherwise food producers and distributors would soon be 
driven to bankruptcy. It is the consumer who pays, 
and yet the consumer is unable to help himself. 

The consumer pays not only for food that is spoiled 
in the course of preparation or in the course of distribt- 
tion and sale, but he undoubtedly pays also for all fines 
that are imposed upon food producers and distributors 
who are so punished by the Court, if the imposition of 
a fine can be called punishment, because of their short- 
comings. ‘The fines paid are presumably charged up as 
items incident to the expense of the business and are 
taken into consideration in fixing selling prices. Terms 
of imprisonment, of course, could not be passed along 
to the consumer in that way. While the Health Depart- 
ment would not suggest that every transgression of the 
food and drug laws should be punished by a jail sentence, 
yet it believes that a more liberal use of the power to 
imprison transgressors against the food and drug laws 
would be promptly productive of results that cannot be 
attained by the mere imposing of fines. 

Abattoir Service—A table showing the work done at 
the Brighton Abattoir by the inspection force represent- 
ing the Health Department there appears in the ap- 
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pendix. The work in the Abattoir Service continued 
along the same lines as heretofore. 

Milk Inspection Service—While this branch of the 
Health Department’s activities is commonly referred to 
as the Bureau of Milk Inspection, yet its duties relate 
not only to milk and cream, but also to ice cream, butter, 
cheese, oleomargarine and vinegar, and it is charged 
with the duty of analyzing chemically samples submit- 
ted by other branches of the Health Department. In 
1919 5,456 licenses were issued for the sale of milk and of 
oleomargarine, bringing in a revenue to the city amount- 
ing to $2,728. This represents an increase of 718 in the 
number of licenses, and of $359 in the amount of fees, 
as compared with the previous year. The ephemeral 
character of the businesses established and sought to be 
maintained: by many of the licensees is shown by the 
fact that at the close of the year 1919, of those who had 
been licensed to sell milk and oleomargarine, 503, almost 
ten per cent, were no longer in business. Samples of all 
kinds submitted for chemical examination during the 
year numbered 14,742. Samples of milk and ice cream 
submitted through the milk inspection service for bac- 
teriological analysis in the Laboratory Division numbered 
6,436. <A detailed statement of the amount and nature 
of the work done during the year by the milk inspection 
service appears in the appendix. 

For the protection of the consumers of milk, further 
législation is needed for the regulation of labeling. While 
the word, “‘certified,”’ and the term, “Grade A, Massachu- 
setts Milk’, are both well defined, yet such supposedly 
descriptive terms as “Grade A,” “Superior,” and other 
similar designations, which any dealer may adopt at his 
own pleasure, are nowhere defined by the law or required 
to be defined by the dealer. Such designations, however, 
undoubtedly do lead the customer to believe that he is 
buying an article of more than ordinary excellence, 
whereas under such a label he may be buying the lowest 
grade milk that the law tolerates, and yet the Health 
Department be unable to prevent the fraud. 

An earnest effort was made during the past year to im- 
press upon milk producers and distributors the impor- 
tance of properly cooling milk and of keeping it properly 
cold. It was attempted particularly to impress upon 
producers the advantage to be derived from laying in 
proper supplies of ice during the winter season to carry 
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them through the following summer. These efforts have, 
it is believed, resulted in some improvement in the situa- 
tion. They will be continued from season to season, in 
co-operation with the distributors of milk who come into 
direct touch with the farmers, until the desired end has 
been attained. The railroads, of course, have their 
duty to perform with respect to this matter, in providing 
adequate shipping and transportation facilities, and an 
effort has been made to impress upon them their obliga- 
tions with respect to the matter. 

With a view to increasing the efficiency of the milk 
control exercised by the Health Department an effort has 
been made to correlate better the activities of the milk 
inspection service and of the dairy inspection service. 
These services have heretofore operated, it seems, more 
or less independently of each other, the chief of each of 
them reporting directly to the Health Commissioner. The 
service has been consolidated under the chief of the milk 
inspection service. The work of the dairy farm in- 
spectors, however, is performed as heretofore under the 
immediate supervision of the chief of the dairy inspection 
service. It is hoped to have the entire service sooner or 
later function as a unit. A report of the work done 
during the year under the direction of the chief of the 
dairy inspection service appears in the appendix. 

To increase the efficiency of the dairy inspection serv- 
ice, it has been directed that the inspectors in that service 
remain in the field in the milk-producing areas the entire 
year. It was customary previously to assemble the entire 
force in and about Boston during the winter months, 
on account of the severity of the weather and shortage 
or anticipated shortage of money for traveling expenses, 
but the need for dairy farm service would appear to be 
as great or even greater during the colder months of the 
year, when cattle are housed, than during the milder 
seasons, and so long as farmers are able to produce milk 
and to deliver it at receiving plants it should be possible 
for inspectors, representing the consumer, to be on the 
ground to see that the milk produced and delivered 1s 
of proper quality. 

Cost—The cost of the service rendered by the Food 
Inspection Division cannot be accurately stated, and 
nothing worth while can be said concerning unit cost in 
relation to work done, for the reasons similar to those 
that have already been set forth in discussing the cost 
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of operations in the Medical Division. The amount paid 
for salaries in the Food Inspection Division was approxi- 
mately $51,342. 


SANITARY Drvision. 


Organization.—The organization of the Sanitary Divi- 
sion has been identical with that described in the last 
annual report of the Health Department. The working 
force was made up as follows: 1 deputy commissioner, 
1 assistant chief sanitary inspector, 5 clerks, 3 constables. 
Sanitary inspection service, 29 inspectors, 8 police officers, 
1 rat catcher. Housing service, 5 inspectors. Gasfitting 
inspection, 1 inspector. Convenience stations, 1 chief 
caretaker, 16 caretakers, 10 matrons. 

The supervision and control of the public convenience 
stations under the direction of the Health Department 
is a part of the work of the Sanitary Division. 

Operations.—A statement of the work done by the 
Sanitary Division appears in the appendix, in the report 
of the deputy commissioner in charge of that division. 
The work was characterized during the past year by bet- 
ter organization and increased efficiency for the execution 
and enforcement of the laws and regulations relating to 
the maintenance of places of residence in proper struc- 
tural condition; by greater activity toward the preven- 
tion and abatement of the mosquito nuisance; and by 
increased activity with respect to the sanitation of the 
street cars within the City of Boston. 

New regulations* were put into effect on May 1, 1919, 
with respect to the keeping of live fowl, which possibly 
imposed on the Sanitary Division more work in connec- 
tion with the supervision and control of hen houses and 
hen runs, but in view of the number and character of 
complaints that are filed by those who live in the vicinity 
of such places it was deemed important to provide as 
effectively as possible for the prevention of nuisance in 
the first instance. The keeping of live fowl has grown to 
such extensive proportions as the result of war time urg- 
ings for the greater production and conservation of food- 
stuff that it now imposes on the Health Department a 
greatly increased amount of work, for the execution of 
which no adequate provision has ever been made. 

During the police strike in September the several police 
officers detailed to the Health Department were on the 
request of the Superintendent of Police returned to the 
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Police Department for duty. While undoubtedly this 
limited the activities and efficiency of the Health De- 
partment during the period of their stay with the Police 
Department, yet those who are familiar with their service 
in the Police Department must recognize that this group 
of nine trained men did much to aid the Police Commis- 
sioner in a very difficult situation. 

Cost—The amount paid for salaries in the Sanitary 
Division was approximately $108,558. 

For the reason stated when discussing the cost of op- 
erating the Medical Division, it is impossible to tell the 
total cost of work done and results accomplished by any 
group or other unit, or to indicate the present efficiency 
and economy of any such group or unit:as compared with 
its efficiency and economy in the past. 


LABORATORY DIvISION. 


Organization—The organization of the Laboratory 
Division during the calendar year 1919 was as follows: 
One deputy commissioner, | assistant director, 3 bacteri- 
ologists, 1 assistant bacteriologist, 2 technical assistants, 
2 clerks, 3 media men. 

Operations.—The total number of routine diagnostic 
examinations made during 1919 was 45,739. In addition, 
about 300 specimens from the Boston City Hospital 
were examined in an effort to determine the relation of 
the results obtained by that institution as compared 
with the results obtained by the Laboratory Division 
in examinations made of identical specimens. Con- 
siderable attention was paid to the supervision and con- 
trol of the public bathing pools and bathing beaches in 
and about Boston, and 1,000 specimens of water were 
examined bacteriologically. A detailed statement of the 
work done and results accomplished appears in the re- 
port of the deputy commissioner in charge of that divi- 
sion, in the appendix. 

In order to determine the extent to which the medical 
profession relies upon and utilizes the work of the Labora- 
tory Division, records were kept during 1919 to determine 
the number of physicians and the number of institutions 
from whom specimens were received. The total num- 
ber of physicians contributing to the work of the Labora- 
tory was 1,176, and the number of institutions, 21. An 
estimate was made of the number of physicians in Bos- 
ton who are following such lines of medical practice as 
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to render it likely that they would have occasion to 
utilize from time to time the services of a bacteriological 
laboratory, and as nearly as the department can make 
out the total number of such physicians was approxi- 
mately 1,200. If this estimate be anywhere near correct, 
certainly a gratifying part of the whole number has con- 
fidence in the laboratory service of the Health Depart- 
ment and utilizes that service. The study of the extent 
to which physicians and institutes utilized the services 
of the laboratory revealed a variation in the frequency 
with which specimens were sent in by individual phy- 
sicians that cannot be explained altogether by the sizes of 
their respective practices, nor by the particular nature of 
the specialties that they follow; it must be due rather 
to personal views as to the value of data obtained by 
laboratory investigation, when such data are to be ob- 
tained without cost. One physician, for instance, sub- 
mitted over one thousand specimens. One submitted 
between 600 and 700. ‘There were five who submitted 
from 400 to 500, two who submitted from 300 to 400, 
three who submitted from 250 to 300, six who submitted 


- from 200 to 250, seventeen who submitted from 150 to 


200, thirty-three who submitted between 100 and 150, 
the rest submitting 100 or less, of whom 877 physicians 
submitted each from 1 to 25 specimens. The variations 
in the number of specimens submitted from institutions 
was not so great and is more easily understood. 

Work was done in the Bacteriological Laboratory 
during the past year to determine the relative bacterial 
counts for given specimens of milk when examined ac- 
cording to the standards recommended by the American 
Public Health Association in 1915, as compared with 
results obtained by a similar examination by the method 
established as standard by that Association in 1910. A 
detailed report of this work appears in the report of the 
deputy commissioner in charge of the Laboratory Divi- 
sion, in the appendix. He concludes that bacterial counts 
obtained by the later so-called standard methods are any- 
where from 50 to 90 per cent below the counts obtained 
from the same milk when examined according to the 
standard methods established in 1910. In determining 
the significance of bacterial counts made by different 
communities, and of bacterial counts in the same com- 
munity at different times, it is necessary, therefore, to 
know whether the counts were made according to the 
method recommended by the American Public Health 
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Association in 1915, the later standards, or by the stand- 
ards recommended by that association in 1910, which 
presumably were replaced by those of the subsequent 
year. 

In view of the apparent failure of pasteurization to pro- 
duce the desired results in certain cases, notwithstanding 
that the equipment was satisfactory and the operation 
conducted according to standard methods, the Laboratory 
Division undertook an investigation to determine the 
cause. The methods and results of this investigation 
will be found in the appendix. It was concluded that 
milk in holding tanks in which there are thick ‘layers of 
foam on top is not thoroughly pasteurized because the 
foam enmeshes and protects a number of organisms 
within the bubbles of air. Upon subsidence the foam 
mixes with the bulk of the milk, thus introducing organ- 
isms into the milk supposed to have been entirely pas- 
teurized. Milk passing into the holding tanks from the 
bottom does not produce foam, or at least a very thin 
layer of foam, and better results are therefore obtained. 

In view of the absence of any efficient sanitary control 
of the swimming pools and the bathing beaches in and 
about Boston, the Laboratory Division was requested to 
undertake, in conjunction with the Sanitary Division, 
a survey of such places, and to inaugurate whatever might 
be necessary to procure the abatement of any insanitary 
conditions that might be found. Sanitary inspections 
and an extensive series of bacteriological examinations 
were made during the year, and considerable improve- 
ment effected. The efforts of the Department were not 
of a compulsive nature but rather educative and advisory, 
and it was found that those who were responsible for the 
management of the swimming pools and bathing beaches 
visited were more than willing to do whatever was desired 
to render such places safe for their patrons. This work 
will be continued during the coming year, with a view 
to effecting some agreement with those who are respon- 
sible for such places as to definite rules for the establish- 
ment and maintenance of such of them as now exist 
or as may hereafter be established. 

The doubt that is not infrequently expressed as to the 
accuracy of the results of bacteriological examinations, 
and allegations of variations in the findings with respect 
to identical or similar specimens submitted to two or more 
bacteriologists, led to an effort to determine how much 
truth might lie behind such doubts and scepticism in so 
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far as it related to the laboratory of the Health Depart- 
ment and to other laboratories in and about Boston. A 
co-operative arrangement was made with the Boston City 
Hospital, and parallel examinations were begun in an 
effort to check up the results of examinations made by the 
two establishments. It was found impossible, however, 
to continue such work alongside of the ordinary routine 
work of both bacteriological laboratories, and the Health 
Commissioner therefore was endeavoring at the close of 
the year to arrange for an extended inquiry into this 
matter through some private agency. 


Division oF VITAL STATISTICS, REcorRDS AND ACCOUNTS. 


Organization.—The organization of the Division of 
Vital Statistics, Records and Accounts is as follows: One 
deputy commissioner, one clerk. Vital statistics, three 
clerks. Accounts, one clerk. Garage and automobile 
service, three chauffeurs, one caretaker. 

Under this division are operated all of the motor 
vehicles in the service of the Health Department. 

Operations, Vital Statistics—An elaborate series of 
tables prepared by the clerk in charge of vital statistics 
appear in the appendix and elsewhere throughout this 
report. These embrace not only the tables relating to 
births, stillbirths, and deaths, but also the tables relating 
to communicable diseases and prepared in connection 
with the work of the Medical Division. 

Accounts.—A brief statement of the expenses of the 
Health Department, and of the income derived through 
the department, prepared under direction of the deputy 
commissioner in charge of this division, appears on pages 
29, 30 and 31. It is hoped that in the publication of 
future reports these figures will be arranged in relation to 
work done and results accomplished, both by the various 
divisions in the Health Department and by groups and 
units in each division so as to afford a basis for the de- 
termination of the cost, efficiency and economy of the 
department. 

Records.—It is not apparent just what records the 
deputy commissioner in charge of the Division of Vital 
Statistics, Records and Accounts was intended to keep 
when this division was created. There seems to be an 
overlapping in name, if. not in function, between his 
duties and the duties of the secretary of the department 
which may with advantage be cleared up. In practice 
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there is no overlapping, since the records of the depart- 
ment, as distinguished from accounts, are kept by the 
secretary or by the deputy commissioners and their sub- 
ordinates in charge of the several divisions in the Health 
Department. 

Garage and Automobile Service.—The Health Depart- 
ment operated during the year five passenger motor 
vehicles and one ambulance, manned by three chauffeurs. 
The automobiles are housed in a garage at 20 North 
Grove street, and the chauffeurs operate from that point. 
The practice formerly followed of assigning passenger 
motor vehicles to individual officers and employees in the 
service of the department has been discontinued and 
motor vehicles are now assigned indiscriminately to the 
various officers and employees according to their respec- 
tive needs and to the timeliness of their several applica- 
tions for such service. 

Cost.—The salary account of the Division of Vital 
Statistics, Records and Accounts amounted to approxi- 
mately $13,100. 

It is impracticable to state any group or unit costs of 
this division in relation to work accomplished, or to dis- 
cuss intelligently any increase or decrease in the efficiency 
and economy of the division as a whole or of any group 
or individual in it, because accounts have not keen kept 
in a way that renders such a treatment of. the situation 
practicable. It is hoped that this matter may be cor- 
rected in future reports. | 


SECRETARY’S OFFICE. 


Organization.—The organization of the secretary’s of- 
fice was during the year as follows: One secretary, two 
clerks, one claim agent, one messenger. 

As one of the notable happenings during the year which 
affected the work and administration of the secretary’s 
office, it may be mentioned here that during the early 
part of the year there was a recurrence of the influenza 
epidemic that spread throughout the country during the 
previous six months of the year just preceding. 

It is difficult to comment largely upon the work of the 
secretary’s office by reason of its varied character. This 
office attempts to act as a sort of clearing house for the 
whole department, in so far as receipts of periodical and 
special reports of the work of the other divisions to the 
Health Commissioner, and the conduct and operation 
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of the personnel of the department, are concerned. All 
appointments, transfers within, from and to the depart- 
ment, and resignations are registered through the secre- 
tary’s office, and while this is apparently only a small 
item, the work involves a great many time-consuming 
details in order that all legal and administrative require- 
ments may be complied with. The difficulty experienced 
during the past year in obtaining competent clerical and 
technical employees to fill vacancies from various causes 
within the department has been marked, and it has been 
necessary to keep constantly alert so that the personnel 
of the department might be kept up to required standards. 

The total yearly average collection of money by the 
Secretary for fees prescribed for businesses and operations 
required by law to be leensed amounted to $10,000, 
which has to be deposited daily, as collected, with the City 
Collector. The relicensing process each year upon the ex- 
piration of licenses already issued requires considerable 
time and attention because of the checking up of persons 
licensed previously to ascertain whether or not the busi- 
ness licensed is to be continued, and the locating of per- 
sons in newly established businesses required to be li- 
censed. A few public hearings have been held to deter- 
mine the advisability of licensing persons to conduct a 
business required to be licensed, notably one relative to 
the malfeasance of a woman licensed as a masseuse, and 
the subsequent revocation of her license; and one rela- 
tive to the capability of a man to practice massage, and 
the subsequent denial of his application. 

There was frequent demand upon the secretary for 
attendance in court in his capacity as custodian of the 
department records, and with the enlargement of the 
scope of activities of the department this feature of the 
secretary’s duties consumes much valued time. Likewise, 
the demands for information on the special laws and 
regulations of the department made upon him by the 
general public consumes much valuable time, and requires 
special study and ability for its proper performance. It 
is natural for members of the department as well as the 
general public to look to the secretary’s office as an en- 
cyclopedia of all information relating to laws and the 
public health, and where this expectancy is so general and 
widespread it becomes quite an arduous and time-con- 
suming feature of the day’s work. 

Lying-in Hospitals —Fifteen applications for lying-in 
hospitals were certified to the State Board of Charity, and 
7 were refused certification. 
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Poultry Slaughtering Establishments—Nine applica- 
tions for such establishments were considered; 1 was 
granted; 8 were refused; 1 was revoked. 

Applications for Burial Grounds.—There were 3 ap- 
plications for the establishment of burying grounds; 1 
was approved; 2 were refused. 

Legal Notices.—There were 2,877 legal notices ordered. 

Undertakers Licensed—There were 164 undertakers 
licensed; 1 license was suspended for cause; 3 hearings 
were held on complaints. 

Incenses Refused—There were 3 hen licenses and 1 
massage license refused. 

Fees from: Licenses.—The fees received from licenses, 
etc., amounted to $11,102.06. 

Cost of Operation.—The salary account of the secre- 
tary’s office amounted approximately to $6,428. Ex- 
penses for other purposes have not been segregated from 
corresponding expenditures of other divisions of the 
Health Department. 

The following resume serves to indicate the character 
of official procedures taken with respect to matters affect- 
ing the public health during the year covered by the 
report. 

Stable Applications—There were 21 stable hearings. 
Stable permits issued: Conditional, 6; final, 4; refused, 4; 
revoked, 2. 

Prosecutions.—There were 296 prosecutions recom- 
mended and approved by the Health Commissioner, 57 of 
which were for violations of law pertaining to food and 
places where food is sold, and 239 for violations of general 
nuisance acts. 

Vacate Orders.—There were 22 orders to vacate issued. 

Lodging Houses——Ten public lodging houses were cer- 
tified to the Police Commissioner in accordance with sec- 
tion 4, chapter 242, of the Acts of 1904. 

Forcible Removals.—There were 5 forcible removals of 
cases of communicable diseases, as follows: Diphtheria, 
1; scarlet fever, 1; typhoid fever, 1; syphilis, 1; amoebic 
dysentery, 1. 

Claim Adjustment.—Inasmuch as the Health Depart- 
ment is bound by law to provide hospital accommoda- 
tions for persons suffering from diseases declared by the 
State Department of Public Health to be dangerous to 
public health, and in view of the intricacy of the laws 
governing such work it has been found necessary to as- 
sign an inspector-clerk to duty as claim agent. His labors 
are considerably reduced, however, by reason of the fact 
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that the superintendent of the Consumptives’ Hospital 
at Mattapan has been designated as an agent of the 
Health Department for the purpose of adjusting such 
cases as have direct relation to that institution, and an 
officer of the Welfare Department, on duty at the Boston 
City Hospital, has been designated as an agent of the 
Health Department to facilitate the adjustment of cases 
coming into the hospital. Through the claim adjuster 
in the Health Department, and without reference to any 
cases settled by the agents at the Consumptives’ Hospital 
and the Boston City Hospital, 720 cases have been 
handled. These have involved the payment by the 
Health Department to various local hospitals and to 
boards of health throughout the state of $48,035.54. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


Child Welfare Work.—Although the ordinance under 
which the Health Department is organized provides for 
a Child Hygiene Division, none exists. The situation is 
the result, it is understood, of the transfer of the medical 
inspection of schools from the Health Department to the 
School Committee. It appears—at least so I have been 
informed—that those then in charge of the Health De- 
partment felt that with the transfer of the medical in- 
spection of schools from the Health Department to the 
School Committee there remained no work for the Health 
Department to do in relation to child welfare that was 
sufficiently extensive or important to justify the con- 
tinuance of a child hygiene division, and accordingly so 
much of the work relating to child hygiene as the Health 
Department continued to do was assigned to the Medical 
Division. : | 

Whatever may have been the situation at the time 
this condition arose, the present conception of the func- 
tions of a health department with respect to child wel- 
fare indicate very strongly that work in that field is 
sufficiently extensive, important, and specialized to de- 
mand that the division devoted to it be established and 
maintained. Very important work in the field of pre- 
natal hygiene and in the supervision and care of children 
who have passed infancy but who yet have not reached 
the school age lies before the Health Department. Some- 
thing may be said, too, with respect to the supervision and 
care of children from a health standpoint who are out 
of school for various reasons, ill health among others, 
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and others who are in attendance at private schools 
where no system of medical inspection is maintained. 
An effort will be made, therefore, to recreate the division 
of child hygiene, as provided for in the city ordinance. 

Health Education.—It is generally recognized now 
that the greatest and most important field for health 
conservation and promotion lies along educational lines. 
Law enforcement can accomplish much but there are 
many things beyond its reach. For these reasons a 
modern health department is equipped, or should be 
equipped, with a division capable of presenting to the 
public through all available agencies such information 
as might assist the individual man and woman better to 
care for himself and to care for those for whom he is 
responsible, and better to co-operate with the officials of 
the community in which he lives in their efforts to im- 
prove sanitary and health conditions. For these reasons 
it is recommended that adequate provision be made for 
the establishment in the Health Department of an effec- 
tive health education service. 

Utilization of Statistical Data—The Boston Health 
Department, in common with all other health depart- 
ments, national, state, and city, has been compiling and 
is compiling multitudinous data covering all imaginable 
aspects of births, disease, and deaths. It is, too, in 
common with other health departments, collecting, tabu- 
lating and publishing more or less elaborate data relat- 
ing to various local conditions that affect or may affect 
physical vigor, longevity, disease, and death. Other 
agencies of the city and of other cities, of this state and 
of other states, of the national government and other 
governments are likewise compiling data of the latter 
class. There has been, it might seem, no systematic 
effort to analyze the data just compiled, in relation to 
the patent facts of everyday life, in order that they may 
be utilized for the direction and control of health work. 
In order that a beginning may be made, small possibly, 
toward the end named, it is recommended that the Health 
Department be provided with one or more statisticians 
who will give their entire time to the analyzing of the 
statistical data that are at hand for the protection of 
the health of the community in the most efficient and 
economical way possible, as distinguished from statist1- 
cians who merely compile such data. ! 

Personnel.—In closing, I desire to express my apprecla- 
tion of the co-operation of your Honor the Mayor, of 
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the other officers and employees of the city government, 
of the various officers and individuals in the service of 
the Health Department, and of the various private 
agencies and private individuals throughout the city who 
have co-operated to make the work of the Health De- 
partment a success in so far as it has been a success dur- 
ing the past year.

ACTINOMYCOSIS. 


During 1919, two cases of actinomycosis were reported, 
both discovered on surgical operation. The first was 
actinomycosis of the abdominal wall and the second was 
of the fallopian tube. The source of infection was not 
discovered in either case. 


ANTHRAX. 


During the year 1919 four cases of anthrax were re- 
ported. The first was due apparently to an infected 
shaving brush bought by the patient while visiting Can- 
- ada, from a traveling salesman, the anthrax sore appear- 
ing on the face a short time after using the brush. The 
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second and third cases occurred among workers in tan- 
neries. The fourth patient was a longshoreman em- 
ployed in handling hides on vessels. 


ANTERIOR POLIOMYELITIS. 


In 1919, 15 cases of poliomyelitis were reported, and 
3 deaths. Five of these cases were sent from other towns 
to Boston for treatment. The cases were reported in the 
following months: January, February and March, 1 case 
each month; April, 2 cases; August, 3 cases; September, 
2 cases; October, 5 cases. Age distribution was as fol- 
lows: under two years, 7 cases; over two and under five, 5 


cases; over five years, 3 cases. 


DIPHTHERIA. 


During the year 1919 there were reported 2,670 cases 
of diphtheria, and 153 deaths. Of these, 359 cases were 
brought into Boston from surrounding cities and towns, 
and among these cases there were 40 deaths. 

In 1918 there were 2,832 cases of diphtheria and 217 
deaths. Of these cases 567 were brought into Boston 
for treatment, and of this number there were 67 deaths. 

There was one outbreak of diphtheria in 1919. This 
occurred among pupils attending a private school in the 
Roxbury district. There were 52 cases in all, 17 clinical,

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ENCEPHALITIS LETHARGICA. 


The term encephalitis lethargica was first applied in 
1917, by a Vienna physician, to an obscure condition 
characterized by a certain train of symptoms, a number 
of cases of which had occurred in epidemic form. This 
disease is characterized by manifestations referable to 
the central nervous system, the lesions being in or about 
the nuclei of the third pair of cranial nerves. The most 
frequent symptoms are progressive lethargy or stupor, a 
moderate amount of fever, blurred vision, photophobia, 
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diplopia with some facial paralysis.. Ptosis is the most 
frequent form of third nerve paralysis which occurs. 

In the early spring of 1918 a number of similar cases 
appeared in epidemic form in England and the disease 
was made reportable by the health authorities in that 
country. A report of 164 cases that occurred there has 
been published. Cases of similar nature have been 
reported in various parts of the world. 

The importance of this disease and the need of in- 
formation regarding it was recognized by the State De- 
partment of Health of Massachusetts. It was not felt 
advisable to add this to the list of diseases declared 
dangerous to the public health but a circular letter was 
sent to physicians. This letter requested physicians to 
inform their local boards of health of any cases having 
symptoms described as encephalitis lethargica. This was 
done that such cases might be investigated and more 
information obtained if possible regarding this obscure 
malady. 

This department has investigated all reported cases 
that were regarded as resembling encephalitis lethargica. 
Some of these proved to be other diseases. There are, 
however, 14 cases on our records that present signs and 
symptoms characteristic of the disease as described by 
writers on the subject.

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We can base our.statement on the fourteen cases in 
which some or all of the accepted symptoms or signs of 
encephalitis lethargica have been present. Of the four- 
teen cases there were seven deaths. Ten cases were 
treated in hospitals and four at home. Five of the 
deaths occurred in hospitals and two at home. Five of 
the cases were females and nine were males. 

In none of these cases could any history of influenza 
be obtained, nor was any source of infection discovered. 

The patients were of different nationalities, Americans, 
Irish, Italians and Russians. 

The following is the age distribution of the patients:

Only two cases were under twenty years of age, one 
a baby one or two months old and the other a boy of 
sixteen. Between the ages of twenty and forty-five there 
were nine cases, and over forty-five years three cases. 
The disease in this city attacked chiefly adults in the pro- 
ductive period of life.

Only one of the fatal cases was ill for more than one 
month. Four of these cases were fourteen days or under. 
Two were between twenty-one days and one month. 

Five of the fatal cases were males and two were 
females. Five died in hospitals and two were treated 
at home by private physicians. Three of the fatal cases 
were sent to Boston hospitals for treatment from out of 
town. | 
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Causes of deaths given on death certificates were as 
follows: 


March 16, 1919, woman, 26, private physician, encephalitis 
lethargica. 

September 14, 1919, woman, 48, Massachusetts General Hos- 
pital, encephalitis lethargica and broncho-pneumonia. 

November 18, 1919, man, 42, Boston City Hospital, encepha- 
litis lethargica and broncho-pneumonia. 

December 23, 1919, man, 21, Massachusetts General Hospital, 
encephalitis lethargica, broncho-pneumonia. 

April 8, 1919, man, 45, Massachusetts General Hospital, en- 
cephalitis lethargica, pulmonary embolus. 

August 22, 1919, man, 48, Massachusetts General Hospital, 
encephalitis lethargica, broncho-pneumonia. 

April 19, 1919, child, 2 months, private physician, encephalitis 
lethargica, emaciation and malnutrition. 


The following symptoms or signs were noticed in the 
fourteen cases: ; 

Fever was present in all cases, generally moderate from 
101 to 102. Headache was present in almost all cases. 
Drowsiness was given as a symptom in every case. 
Blurring of vision noticed in 3 cases. Diplopia 3 cases; 
ptosis 4 cases; a mask like expression was noticed in 4 
cases, strabismus 1 case, spinal fluid examined and nega- 
tive in 10 cases, cell count was given in 5 cases as 38, 10, 
108, 15. Lympcho cycosis 1, reflexes were normal in 12 
cases, sluggish 1, exaggerated 1, wassermann taken in 3 
cases negative; widal negative 1 case, kernig negative in 
all cases, babinski present on left in 1 case, negative in 
others, some facial paralysis noted in 3 cases, positive 
perspiration noted in 2 cases, other examinations negative. 

The cases investigated in this city as a whole show the 
signs and symptoms that have been noted by other ob- 
servers of this disease. Most of the cases were treated 
in hospitals where the examinations were very thorough. 
In those cases that were treated at home consultants were 
called in in all cases but one. 


INFLUENZA. 


The year 1919 opened with influenza prevailing ‘in the 
city. A recrudescence of the epidemic which had begun 
early in September occurred during the last week of 
December, 1918. During the first week in January the 
largest number of cases were reported. During January 
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there were 6,242 cases; during February, 856; 500 during 
March; and the rest scattered throughout the remainder 
of the year. The total number of cases reported was 
8,463. The total number of deaths was 903. During 
1919 there were 370 deaths from broncho-pneumonia and 
595 due to lobar pneumonia. Undoubtedly a number 
of deaths from broncho-pneumonia and lobar pneumonia 
were due to influenza, though this was not stated on the 
death certificate. 

In 1918 there were 9,590 cases reported, but as in- 
fluenza was not made a reportable disease until October 
4, 1918, the reported cases represent only a small portion 
of the actual number of cases. There were 4,023 deaths 
from influenza in 1918; 1,539 deaths from lobar pneu- 
monia, and 837 from broncho-pneumonia.

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LoBAR PNEUMONIA. 


In 1919 there were 1,609 cases of lobar pneumonia 
reported and 591 deaths. Of these cases that died, 63 
were brought into Boston for treatment. 

In 1918 there were 2,268 cases of lobar pneumonia and 
1,539 deaths, and of these fatal cases 147 were brought 
into Boston for treatment. 


LEPROSY. 


During the year three cases of leprosy were found in 
the city: 

1. Male, Chinese, 22 years of age, farmer, came to 
United States from China two years ago and has lived 
in Massachusetts since his arrival. First signs of disease 
noticed eight months ago. Character of disease, early 
tubercular; bacilli present. 

2. Male, Greek, 22 years, native of Crete; occupation, 
cook. Lived in United States eight years. Duration 


-_ 
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about one year. Character of disease, tubercular; bacilli 
present in nose. Removed to Detention Hospital but 
escaped after being there one day. Some months later 
located in Philadelphia and sent to hospital, but escaped 
from there also and has not been heard from since. 

3. Male, 24 years of age; occupation, baker. In 
United States eight years, most of time in Massachu- 
setts, in Boston for only about a week. Bacilli in nose, 
erythematous eruption on face and body. First noticed 
eruption five months ago. 

These patients were sent to the Health Department 
Hospital for a time, and then transferred to the State 
Leprosy Colony at Penikese Island. 


MEASLES. 


In 1919 there were 2,196 cases of measles and 27 
deaths. Of the patients 8 were brought into Boston for 
treatment and of this number there were 2 deaths. 

In 1918 there were 6,319 cases and 111 deaths. Of 
these, 82 cases were brought into Boston for treatment 
and of this number there were 14 deaths.

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OPHTHALMIA. 


In 1919, 594 cases of ophthalmia neonatorum were re- 
ported. In 1918 there were 692 cases reported. All 
cases of ophthalmia are immediately visited on receipt 
of report by a medical inspector of this department and 
follow-up visits are made by the nurses until case has 
entirely recovered. Such cases as cannot be properly 
cared for at home are sent to hospitals for treatment.

PELLAGRA. 


During the year four cases of pellagra were reported. 
All were residents of Boston and diagnoses were made 
by hospitals. 


SCARLET FRVER. 


In 1919 there were 2,173 cases of scarlet fever reported, 
and 30 deaths. Of the cases, 330 were brought into 
Boston for treatment, and of this number there were 11 
deaths. 

In 1918 there were 1,126 cases of scarlet fever and 24 
deaths. Of these cases 196 were brought into Boston for 
treatment, and of this number there were 8 deaths. 
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Scarlet fever showed an increase during the year, the 
increase being especially marked during the last quarter 
of the year. Scarlet fever shows a periodical increase 
every few years, the period usually being from 4 to 5 
years. In 1900 there was a maximum of 1,710 cases; then 
a decrease until 1904, with 996 cases; then a gradual 
increase each year until 1908, with 2,693 cases; then a 
decrease until 1912, with 1,112 cases. Then the cases 
increased until 1914, with 3,535 cases, and then declined 
to 1,126 in 1918. The disease is now on the upward 
swing, in 1919, 2,173 cases, and we may expect this to 
continue at least during the coming year. Chart showing 
the number of cases and deaths for each year from 1900 
to 1919 inclusive is appended. 

The disease recently has been of a mild type and the 
case fatality low. In 1900 the case fatality was 10.58 and 
in 1901 was 10.52. Since then the case fatality rate has 
steadily fallen until in the last few years it has been 
in the vicinity of 2 or 3 per cent, in 1919, 1.3 per cent. 
This low fatality rate may be due to two causes: Either ~ 
the disease at present is of a milder type than prevailed 
a few years ago, and this seems probable; or cases of 
scarlet fever may be more carefully reported than they 
were previously. Both of these factors may be impor- 
tant in accounting for the reduction in case fatality. 
While scarlet fever is regarded by mothers as a very 
serious disease, in this city it is generally greatly sur- 
passed by whooping cough or measles as a cause of infant 
mortality. 

The mildness of the type of scarlet fever prevailing 
at present is an important factor in the spread of the 
disease. Scarlet fever is very frequently untreated, no 
physician being called, and is occasionally wrongly 
diagnosed by physicians. The result has been that with 
a large number of susceptible children in this city, owing 
to the few cases occurring in the city since 1917, and a 
large number of undiscovered cases being at large, there is 
abundant opportunity for the spread of an infection. 
The attention of parents and physicians has been directed 
to the necessity of isolating all cases of doubtful character 
occurring among children, until the true nature of the 
disease has been discovered. 

The increase in scarlet fever is general throughout 
Massachusetts, especially in the eastern part, and Boston 
has no more than its proper share of this increase. The 
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disease was widespread throughout the city and there was 
no outbreak prevailing in any special section, nor was 
any other cause for the increase found, except in the un- 
discovered cases due to the mildness of the disease. 

This department isolates all scarlet fever cases until 
infective discharges from the nose, throat, ears and open 
sores have ceased, and until desquamation has ceased on 
the hands. While it is known that the desquamation is 
not infective, this department has not found it advisable 
to release cases until the desquamation has practically 
ceased on the hands, owing to the undeveloped state of 
both public and medical opinion in regarding how scarlet 
fever is spread.

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SMALLPOX. 


During the year 1919 there were fourteen cases of 
smallpox reported. Of these fourteen cases, ten occurred 
among members of the fishing fleet. An untreated sailor 
ran the whole course of the disease while serving on board 
two vessels. From this man were directly traced the ten 
cases of smallpox occurring amongst the sailors of this 
fishing fleet. Through the owners and masters of the 
vessels and the Fishermen’s Union a great many vacci- 
nations were performed, but it was only with the greatest 
difficulty that fishermen could be induced to submit to 
vaccination as they regarded this as more serious than 
smallpox. 

Of the remaining four cases, one was taken sick after 
having been in Halifax, N. 8., for some months. One 
was a chauffeur who had made a trip to Nova Scotia for 
two weeks and was taken ill on his return, having been 
infected during the trip. The third was a salesman trav- 
eling through New England. The other two cases were 
residents of Boston, and the source of infection was not 
traced. The occupation of one of these was a laundry 
sorter. 
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Of the above fourteen cases none had ever been vacci- 
nated. In spite of the large number of exposures no 
person who had ever been vaccinated contracted the 
disease. It is facts like these that show conclusively the 
protective power of vaccination. 


TUBERCULOSIS. 


In 1919 there were 2,333 cases reported of pulmonary 
tuberculosis, and of these 228 were nonresidents. The 
deaths numbered 966, and of these 76 were nonresidents. 

In 1918 there were 2,779 cases reported of pulmonary 
tuberculosis, of which 250 were nonresidents. Deaths 
numbered 186, and of these 95 were nonresidents. 

In 1919 there were 282 cases reported of forms of 
tuberculosis other than pulmonary, and of these 82 were 
nonresident cases. There were 182 deaths, and of these 
56 were nonresidents.

During the year the Medical Division made a survey 
of all pulmonary and laryngeal cases. The total num- 
ber of cases on the registry on January 1, 1920, was 
11,830. Of these, 4,105 are regarded as lost cases and 
have been placed in special files. These cases are re- 
garded as lost because no information of any kind has 
been obtained concerning them for two complete years. 
Deducting these lost cases, there are 7,735 pulmonary 
and laryngeal cases either living in Boston or in tuber- 
culosis hospitals in Boston or concerning which some in- 
formation has been obtained during the last two years 
and are therefore presumed to be living in the city. 
This number, 7,735 cases, represents the number of re- 
portable cases in the city and suggests the extent of 
the tuberculosis problem. 

In our survey no neglected cases were found at home, 
there being either sufficient accommodations for all 
tuberculosis cases in the Municipal Hospital at Mattapan 
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or at the institutions for tuberculosis under the care of 
the State of Massachusetts or in private hospitals. 

The result of the survey shows that at the end of ten 
years practically all the tuberculosis cases have disap- 
peared. 

It is necessary to make a survey at least once every 
year if a registry is to be kept in an efficient condition. 
Changes are constantly occurring. Tuberculosis patients 
die frequently from other causes. Removals from the 

' city are frequent. If a survey is not regularly made a 
registry will soon be clogged with cases on which the 
information would be incorrect or unsatisfactory owing 
to the reasons given above. 


TyPpHOoID FEVER. 


During the year 1919 there were 120 cases of typhoid 
fever and 18 deaths. Fifteen cases were brought into 
Boston from surrounding cities and towns for treatment, 

.and of this number there were 6 deaths. Death rate from 
typhoid fever in 1919 was 2.3, which is the lowest ever 
recorded in Boston. The number of cases was also the 
lowest ever reported. The case fatality was 15 com- 
pared with 18.18 in 1918. 

The sources of infection: eighteen were due to contact, 
fifteen came into the city for treatment from other places 
and thirty were Boston residents who were infected while 
visiting outside of the city. The sources of infection in 
other cases were unknown.

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VENEREAL DISEASES. 


During the year 1919 cases of venereal diseases that 
have been referred to this department as lapsing treat- 
ment or as recalcitrant patients demanding immediate 
treatment have been investigated by this department. 
The object of this investigation is to place these persons 
under treatment, and to protect others from infection. 

During the year the department has investigated 811 
cases of gonorrhea and 181 of syphilis, a total of 992 cases 
of venereal diseases. Investigation of these cases re- 
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quired 1,418 visits by medical inspectors. The depart- 
ment was unable to find 592 of these cases owing to 
changes in address, false addresses or having moved out of 
the city. Three hundred twenty-five were placed under 
treatment or found to be under treatment or to no longer 
need treatment and the remainder are still under investi- 
gation on the first of the year. 

Of the gonorrhea cases 124 were women and 687 were 
men. Of the syphilis cases 66 were women and 115 
were men. 

A chart of the results of the investigations follows:

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WHOoPING CouGH. 


In 1919 there were 1,003 cases of whooping cough and 
60 deaths. Of these 15 patients were brought into Bos- 
ton for treatment and of them 3 died. 

In 1918 there were 2,009 cases of whooping cough and 
182 deaths. Of these 25 were brought into Boston for 
treatment, and of this number there were 12 deaths. 

Whooping cough is a very fatal disease to children 
under three years of age and especially fatal to infants 
under one year, death being caused by broncho-pneu- 
monia. The younger the child the more serious the 
disease and the greater fatality rate. If children must 
have the disease it would be better for them to have it 
after five years of age than earlier. Mothers should be 
especially careful about exposing their infants to the 
danger of contracting whooping cough. 

The actual number of deaths from whooping cough in 
1919 was greater than the total deaths from scarlet fever 
and measles combined: scarlet fever with 2,173 cases 
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and 30 deaths, and measles with 2,196 cases and 27 
deaths. The case fatality rate in whooping cough is 5.84; 
measles, 1.23; scarlet fever, 1.33; diphtheria, 5.73. It 
may be ‘said that after diphtheria, whooping cough is one 
of the most dangerous diseases for children. 

To the Health Department whooping cough presents 
a very serious problem and one that is difficult to deal 
with. The carelessness of parents, their inability to 
realize the danger of the disease and their apparent ignor- 
ance of its very fatal character make any health regula- 
tion difficult to enforce. This department endeavors to 
isolate, supervise and obtain knowledge of all cases of 
whooping cough in the city, but there are still a number 
of cases that are not reported. Before any great im- 
provement is made it will be necessary to have the par- 
ents educated as to the serious nature of the disease. 
The education must be carried into the home and into 
the schools, and also among the medical fraternity. Only 
with an intelligent and co-operative public can the 
measures recommended by a health department be en- 
forced.

INFANT WELFARE WORK. 


In 1919 there were 18,781 births and 1,818 deaths 
of children under one year. This represents a rate of 
99 per 1,000 births. Of these deaths, 394 were among 
nonresident infants. 

In 1918 there were 20,063 births and 2,298 deaths of 
children under one year. This represents a rate of 114.54 
per 1,000 births. Of these deaths, 436 were among non- 
resident infants. i 

Every death under one year of age is reported to this 
division by the Division of Vital Statistics, and every

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death is compared with the names in our files to see if 
the birth of this child has been duly reported as the law 
requires. Special forms of cards are used for reporting 
deaths of children under one year. 

The department has continued its routine work of 
visiting, as far as possible, every child from the time of 
birth to the end of the first year, and weighing the child 
at each visit. If the child is found to require medical 
treatment it is referred to the proper agencies. Special 
investigations are made in wards where a high infant 
mortality prevails to ascertain the reason for this high 
rate. This department does not give any medical treat- 
ment, issue milk formularies or directions for feeding. 
The work is entirely instructive and advisory. During 
the year 1919 nurses made 47,963 visits to children under 
one year and of these 15,520 were first visits to new 
cases. 

Death rates for children under one year will be found 
on page 5. Causes of deaths under one year will be 
found on page 116. Stillbirths on page 2. Maternal 
nativity table on page 119. 


Day NURSERIES. 


Under an act of the Legislature approved May 29, 
1919, day nurseries are to be licensed and inspected by 
the local board of health. The inspection of such day 
nurseries was placed under the Medical Division, and in 
accordance with the law every day nursery in the City 
of Boston was inspected during the year. Special regu- 
lations for the management of day nurseries are to be 
drawn up and to be put in force during the coming year. 
The number of day nurseries at present in Boston is 15. 


INVESTIGATION OF ILLNESS DuE To Foop. 


All cases of illness alleged to be due to food are assigned 
to the Medical Division for investigation. The medical 
inspector visits the home and makes an investigation of 
the sickness. If in his opinion bacteriological or chemical 
examination is necessary such an examination is per- 
formed by one or both of these laboratories. 

During the year 1919, 71 cases of illness due to food 
were investigated. There were 19 different causes alleged 
for the illness of these individuals. The largest number, 
30, were made sick by eating turkey at a church dinner. 
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A list of the causes of illness is given on the sub- 
tended chart. 

Nineteen hundred and nineteen cases of illness alleged 
due to foods (other than milk).

The above cases were investigated by medical inspec- 
tors. Illness found due to alleged cause in 13 instances 
where 62 persons were made ill. In 6 instances, involv- 
ing 9 persons, no cause for complaint could be found. 


MIxep oR CrosseD INFECTION. 


It is not.infrequent to find in cases under supervision 
of the Health Department that the same patient is suf- 
fering from two or more diseases. ‘This arises from sev- 
eral causes. : 

1. A patient may have been suffering from a disease, 
such as whooping cough, that has never been reported, 
and then be taken with measles. When a visit is made 
to the measles case, it is discovered that the patient is 
suffering with another disease also. 

2. The case may be reported to the Health Depart- 
ment with scarlet fever or diphtheria, and after being 
placed in isolation break out with some other disease, as 
measles or chicken pox or mumps. These cases have 
been breeding another disease at the time when they were 
reported to the Health Department for a certain disease. 

In these two classes of cases which are mixed cases, 
the Health Department is unable to make any change. 
These are cases beyond the power of the Health Depart- 
ment to prevent. The most common of these mixed 
cases are the diseases which are prevalent in a com- 
munity. Children with scarlet fever or diphtheria are 
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liable to develop any of the other diseases. Secondary 
infections develop within the proper incubation period 
regardless of anything the Health Department may do. 

When patients are placed in quarantine by the Health 
Department and after having been quarantined develop 
another disease, that is to say, the infection having oc- 
curred after the patient is placed in quarantine, these 
are cases of properly called crossed infection. If such 
cases develop, the Health Department may be at fault. 
Quarantine has not been properly carried out and super- 
vision has been unsatisfactory, and there has been an 
error for which a health department may be held re- 
sponsible. 

In this latter class of cases, very few have come to the 
knowledge of the Health Department. Every case is 
followed up by a nurse, and if any crossed infection 
occurs, this is immediately reported. In the rare in- 
stances that this has occurred it has been due to a crossed 
infection with some other case, such as measles, chicken 
pox or mumps, which has developed in the same house 
and whereby some exposure has occurred. It can be 
stated that patients treated at home have very few cases 
of crossed infection, but in hospitals this is more fre- 
quent. This is necessarily so in hospitals because there 
is always a large number of different diseases housed 
under one roof, and the chances of infection are always 
very great. Attempts have been made to obtain some 
statistics of crossed infections in the contagious hospitals 
around Massachusetts but without success. We know 
that the crossed infections are quite frequent that chiefly 
consist of measles and whooping cough, but no definite 
statistics have been obtained from the reports of the 
hospital superintendents. The largest number of crossed 
infections occurring in hospitals are the result of the ad- 
mission of cases suffering from a particular disease, such 
as scarlet fever or diphtheria, while they are in the in- 
cubation stage of another infectious disease. For in- 
stance, a diphtheria case after admission to hospital 
develops ten days later measles, thus exposing all the 
other inmates of the ward. Cases like this are occurring 
not infrequently; that is, hospital crossed infections can 
be avoided only by placing all patients into isolated 
rooms until it is known that they are not breeding any 
other disease. This should be done always when a 
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patient comes from a house where there is or has recently 
been a disease other than that from which the patient is 
suffering. 

In Rochester, N. Y., out of 818 patients, cross infec- 
tions occurred 1916-19 in 9 measles and 7 scarlet fever 
cases. In 1917 there were 25 cross infections. Within 
the last few years it has become generally accepted that 
diseases are carried only by direct contact with sick 
person or by contact through nurse or some article 
going directly from the sick to susceptible. In some 
hospitals patients are now kept in the same room while 
suffering from different diseases, being separated only 
by screens. Scarlet fever and measles are most easily 
spread. 

In New York City, in 1918, 6,500 cases were in hos- 
pitals for communicable diseases. Cross infections: 
Varicella 25; measles 100; pertussis 45; scarlet fever 
30; total 200; that is to say, about three per cent of 
cross infections occurred. The 100 measles cases were 
caused by patients coming into the hospital with other 
diseases and breeding measles which developed in the 
hospital. In New York hospitals physicians and nurses 
are given instructions by lecture and demonstration to 
prevent cross infection. An attempt is made in the 
hospital to trace the source of every cross infection. The 
most difficult eruptive disease to control is chicken pox. 
As almost every susceptible patient develops the disease 
when exposed. 


RETURN CASES. 


Occasionally a person develops a contagious disease 
after exposure to a patient recently discharged from a 
contagious hospital. Cases of this sort are called return 
cases. While they occur from patients discharged from 
hospitals, they may occur also after patients have been 
discharged from home quararttine. 

Such cases usually develop within one to two weeks 
after the return of patients home from hospitals. It is 
difficult to set a definite time limit for such cases but 
six weeks may be given as a maximum. These return 
cases in Boston are chiefly scarlet fever and diphtheria. 
Diphtheria cases are comparatively very few. The cause 
of these return cases is supposed to be due to infection 
from discharges from nose, ears or throat. During the last 
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year we have been following up these return cases and 
have endeavored to find out the reason for them, but in 
many cases this can not be discovered. Occasionally 
it is found that a middle ear trouble which had healed 
up has started to discharge again. In other cases a nasal 
discharge has recurred, but in most instances it is only 
found that there has been an association with a dis- 
charged contagious disease patient. 

In looking over the statistics of various cities in regard 
to return cases the percentage may be said to run from 
1 to4 per cent. In this city as far as we can follow them 
up, the return cases of scarlet fever would be about 14 
to 2 per cent. 

In 1919 there were 2,173 cases of scarlet fever reported, 
330 of these were brought into Boston for treatment. Ex- 
cluding these out of town there were 1,843 Boston cases of 
scarlet fever. Of these 1,843 cases, 331 were secondary, 
occurring in the same house as an earlier case. Of these 
secondary cases 243 were infected under eight days after 
last exposure, 30 were infected between 8 and 16 days 
after the report of the first case, 22 were infected between 
16 and 32 days, 36 cases that were infected after 32 days. 
These 36 cases can be classified as return cases; that is to 
say, cases occurring from contact after child has been re- 
leased from quarantine at home or has been discharged 
from a hospital. The conditions of exposure of these 
36 cases justifies the belief that the source of infection 
was discharged patient. Twenty-one of these patients 
were infected after discharge of a case from the hospital, 
15 were infected after exposure to patients released from 
quarantine in homes. This gives a total of 1.9 return 
cases from Boston. The total number of cases admitted 
to Boston City Hospital was 676 and the percentage of 
return cases was 2.73. The return cases at home approxi- 
mated 9 per cent. 

Birmingham, Eng., gives the following account of 
return cases for 1918. Total cases removed to hospitals, 
707. Fifty-five cases were followed on return home by 
another case; that is, 6.9 per cent. Of 238 treated at 
home there were six instances, or 2.5 per cent. Total 
number of return cases was 61, or 5.8 per cent of the 
1,038 cases for the year. 

In Manchester, figures given for various years vary 
from 1.2 to 3.8 per cent. 
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In Edinburgh, 2.5 to 3.1 per cent of discharged hospital 
patients are suspected of having infected others.

By “premature negative’’ is meant a negative culture 
succeeded by one or more positive cultures. 

The facts shown in Table VII. indicate that it would 
not be wise to lift the quarantine after but a single 
negative release culture, as about 16 per cent of such 
patients are still carriers of diphtheria bacilli. When 
the agent of the department obtains a positive culture 
following a negative by the attending physician, the 
physician is notified and cultures must still be taken 
until the two successive negatives are obtained. It is 
probable that a very small number of positive cultures 
might be found after even two negatives, but the num- 
ber would be so small as to be practically negligible as 
a factor in the spread of the disease.

When a patient is in isolation on account of positive 
cultures for an undue length of time following recovery 
from the disease, if the physician requests it, the organ- 
isms are obtained in pure culture and a virulence test 
is made by inoculating a guinea pig subcutaneously 
with a forty-eight hour growth in bouillon, using one 
half of 1 per cent of the body weight of the pig as a dose. 
If the virulence test is positive quarantine is continued, 
if negative the patient is released.

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PATRONAGE OF BACTERIOLOGICAL LABORATORY.

Laboratory Staff— To make the service of the labora- 
tory of the highest quality, scientific positions should be 
filled by men of the highest training and ability. The 
' supply of such men is at present very limited but they 
must be secured regardless of the compensation. 

Cheap men may be secured who can do routine work, 
but only well trained men can properly interpret results 
and advise accordingly. No number of medical men 
can substitute a trained thinker capable of real construc- 
tive work. Able workers who have been trained here, 
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and for this work, should not be allowed to leave on 
account of the inducements of greater salaries elsewhere. 
Only when an institution has a certain permanency of 
capable personnel can work progress. The necessity 
for such permanency is felt more in a laboratory than 
in any other branch of the department because labora- 
tory technicians cannot be made without a considerable 
length of apprenticeship before they become of real 
value 

This laboratory has been considerably handicapped 
by the continuous change of its scientific employees as 
well as being undermanned. For the last three years 
the laboratory force has been uncomplete and although 
the vision of what should be accomplished is not dulled, 
the routine work, which is steadily increasing and which 
takes precedence, absorbs all the time available so that 
research work is very limited, if not at a standstill. 

The laboratory staff, when complete, according to the 
budget, consists of a deputy commissioner, an assistant 
director, three bacteriologists, one assistant bacteri- 
ologist, two technicians, three media men and two clerks. 
At present there are two vacancies, one bacteriologist 
and one assistant bacteriologist. The prospect of filling 
these positions with the proper persons at the present 
salaries is not very bright and the remaining staff is far 
from satisfied with their lot which, of course, does not 
tend for efficiency and originality. 


TECHNIQUE OF BACTERIAL Counts IN MILK. 


- Since 1915 when the new standard methods for the 
bacteriological examination of milk, as recommended 
by the committee of the American Public Health Asso- 
ciation, were published, there has been considerable 
feeling against the proposed changes. Technicians who 
had considerable experience in the bacteriological exami- 
nation of milk felt that, as in certain states bacterial 
standards had been established based on the standard 
methods as recommended by a similar committee in 
1910, the change to the new methods would lower the 
milk standard considerably. This laboratory was one 
of those to raise this issue and, although figures and facts 
were prepared to be presented.in the 1917 and 1918 
meeting of the American Public Health Association, 
the opportunity for such presentation was not pro- 
curable. 
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In 1919 further work to prove this contention was 
carried out in this laboratory. The milk was collected 
in the usual manner and delivered to the laboratory 
where microscopic examinations were made by the 
Slack method. A certain number of specimens were 
then plated at varying intervals both with the meat 


infusion media, as recommended in 1910, and with the 


meat extract media, asrecommended in 1915. The plates 
were incubated for 48 hours in an incubator kept at 37 
degrees centigrade and counts made by means of the 
dark box and magnifying glass, as recommended by 
both committees. The results obtained were as follows:

The above figures show, beyond a shadow of a doubt, 


that bacterial counts obtained by using beef extract 
media are anywhere from 50 to 90 per cent below the 
count on the same milk when the media as recommended 
in 1910 is used. 

One must therefore conclude that states that have 
established standards for bacterial milk count, having 
used as their base the methods as recommended by the 
committee of the American Public Health Association 
in 1910, must either change their standard or allow 
a poor grade of milk to be consumed by their com- 
munity if they accept the 1915 recommendation of the 
committee. 
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STuDY IN THE EFFICIENCY OF PASTEURIZATION. 


In the daily routine bacteriological examination of 
milk it was found that in samples obtained from 
establishments that exercised great care in the handling 
and pasteurizing of their product, the bacterial count 
was mich larger than was expected. Unable to find 
any source of contamination the question arose as to the 
efficiency of the pasteurizer. Therefore a study was 
made of the efficiency of pasteurization in these 
establishments. 

In practically all establishments giving high counts 
it was found that the type of pasteurizer used was the 
flash and holding tank type, in which the milk leaves the 
flash tank through a pipe running over and into the 
holding tank. The fall of the milk into the tank pro- 
duces a very thick layer of foam over the surface of the 
milk. It immediately accurred to us that the foam 
acts as a protector to the bacteria and a comparative 
study was made of the milk and the overhanging foam 
at varying intervals during the course of pasteurization. 
The results as tabulated below show that our assump- 
tion was correct. 

The specimens examined were taken during the reg- 
ular daily pasteurizing process from the ordinary market 
milk supply. The holding vats were allowed ‘to fill up 
to their normal capacity, and then at regular timed 
intervals samples of the foam and of the whole milk 
were extracted. The amount of foam in each tank 
covered the entire surface of the milk and was about six 
inches in depth, the thickness of the layer depending 
upon the height of fall and rapidity of the flow from the 
initial heating apparatus. The foam was gathered by 
means of sterile tongue depressors and placed in sterile 
wide mouthed jars covered with sterile caps. Previous 
to taking the whole milk the surface foam was parted 
and from the clear ‘‘lake”’ of milk samples taken with 
sterile milk collecting pipettes. Although no tempera- 
tures were taken, yet, from the sense of touch, there was 
quite adifference in temperatures between the foam and 
whole milk.

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Similar experiments were carried out on milks from 
other producers who use the same type of pasteurizers, 
with practically the same results. | 

Conclustons.— Milk in holding tanks in which there 
is a thick layer of foam on top is not thoroughly pasteur- 
ized, because the foam encapsulates and protects a 
number of organisms in each globule of air. The foam 
finally mixes with the milk, thus introducing a number 
of organisms in a milk supply considered pasteurized. 
Milk passing into the holding tanks from, the bottom 
will not produce any foam or at most a very thin layer 
which will not harbor many organisms. 


EXAMINATION OF SWIMMING POOLS, ETC. 


In the spring, at your suggestion, a sanitary and 
bacteriological study of the swimming pools and bath- 
ing beaches of the city was inaugurated. During the 
late summer months it also included a number of 
bubbling fountains. It required considerable pre- 
liminary work before an efficient routine procedure was 
established. Conditions were found far from ideal when 
this work was started, but after considerable advice, 
persuasion and an occasional warning the various 
establishments began to co-operate and an improve- 
ment in the bacteriological count was immediately 
noticed. I feel that a continuation of this work on a 
much larger scale is of great importance. I hope to have 
a detailed report of such work in the next Annual Report. 


CHECKING OF LABORATORY FINDINGS. 


Hardly a month passes that there does not appear 
one or more articles in some medical or scientific journal 
criticising the Wassermann test and supporting such 
criticism by quoting findings that are not in agreement 
from various laboratories. To offset such reports, if 
possible, this laboratory co-operated with the Psycho- 
pathic Hospital in an investigation as to the accuracy 
of the Wassermann test. Over 3,000 specimens of 
blood were examined serologically in this laboratory 
and duplicates of these specimens were sent to the 
State Laboratory for a similar examination. Out of 
this total there was a disagreement on less than 3 per 
cent, this laboratory being a little higher in its positives 
than the State Laboratory. Taking into consideration 
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the working error of the best of technicians as well as 
the irregularity in the forwarding of specimens (speci- 
mens delivered to this laboratory twice a week, while to 
the State Laboratory such specimens were delivered on 
the days bloods were drawn). I, as well as the others, 
who participated in this experiment, feel that the Was- 
sermann test is as accurate as any laboratory test in 
vogue and the variations in the findings are due more 
to faulty technique than to the test itself. 

In the fall this laboratory also attempted to check 
its bacteriological findings on diphtheria cultures and 
gonorrheal smears with another large size laboratory 
in this city. Owing to the shortage of trained assistants 
in both laboratories only a few hundred specimens were 
examined by each, and with such limited number it is 
unfair to make any definite statement. However, in 
justice to my associates in this laboratory, I desire to 
state that our findings were upheld in practically every 
instance. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


I must reiterate that the laboratory, in order to carry 
on creditable work, must be equipped with trained 
persons, well compensated for their services, so that 
they may devote all their time and give their undivided 
attention to such laboratory problems as arise from day 
to day, and in addition be stimulated to solve new 
problems. 

Commodious, up-to-date quarters, free from the 
annoyance of uninterested outsiders, should be provided. 

Up-to-date equipment and material is needed in order 
to obtain accurate results. 

Unfortunately this laboratory has suffered in all of 
the above ways. The inadequate pay caused us to lose 
more than 50 per cent of our scientific personnel, and 
the force has been only partially refilled by persons who 
will need many months of training before they reach 
the standard of the past workers, and even these are 
far from satisfied with the present remuneration and 
their permanency certainly is to be questioned. Fre- 
quent changes have made this laboratory more like a 
training school than a laboratory prepared to give 
efficient service to the medical profession. I therefore 
recommend: 

First.— An immediate restandardization of salaries in 
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the scientific force of the laboratory so that a well 
balanced permanent working force may be obtained 
and kept. 

The necessity of additional working space for the 
eer is absolutely essential. I therefore recom- 
mend: | 

Second.— The building of an animal room on the 
roof of City Hall Annex, so that the animals may be 
quartered there and the present animal room be equipped 
for such work as found necessary,— Wassermann room, 
research laboratory, ete. 

The microscopes which have been in constant use for 
many years are in very poor condition. Continuous 
repairs are necessary, I therefore recommend: 

Third.— That all microscopes, with the exception of 
one which was bought within the last five years, be 
turned over to the factory and replaced by new micro- 
scopes. 

Proper refrigation in the bacteriological laboratory is 
of the utmost importance. Media, vaccines, etc., must 
be kept at a constant low temperature, otherwise a great 
deal of the material spoils or gets contaminated. When 
the laboratory was installed in this building, plans were 
made to establish a refrigerating room, but unfortu- 
nately this has not been done. Our present refrigerators 
are far from satisfactory. One has been in service for 
more than twenty years and is absolutely useless so far 
as efficient refrigation is considered. ‘There remains 
therefore only one refrigerator and that is not satis- 
factory. I therefore recommend: 

Fourth.— The installing of an automatic refrigerating 
plant or refrigerators cooled by means of brine coils so 
that proper refrigeration may be obtained. 

There is no doubt that the Health Department 
ought to be a model as a sanitary and well kept institu- 
tion. Such, however, does not seem to be the case in 
this city. The laboratory in particular, where a great 
deal of work of an unclean nature is carried on, and 
where smoke, soot and other dirt readily accumulates, 
in spite of all possible care by the every-day employees 
of the laboratory, requires a thorough cleaning and 
painting at least once in two years. Requests for such 


work have been made from time to time with absolutely 


no results. I therefore reconimend: _ 
Fifth. That the laboratory, including animal room, 
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refrigerator room, etc., be thoroughly cleaned and 
painted and that such work be repeated at least once 
in two years. 

If the above recommendations are approved, I feel 
‘that it will be a stimulus for better technique and also 
in solving such problems as come up from time to time 
in an accurate and efficient manner.

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REPORT OF THE DIVISION OF FOOD 
INSPECTION. 


Boston, Mass., January 1, 1920. 


WiLu1AM C. Woopwarp, M. D., 
Health Commissioner: 


S1tr,— I beg leave to submit the following report of 
the activities of this division for the year ending Decem- 
ber 31, 1919: 

During the year a route system of inspection was 
installed. The entire city has been divided into dis- 
tricts, and each district has been subdivided into routes. 
Each of these routes is so arranged as to contain enough 
food establishments to constitute a day’s work for the 
inspector. In arranging these routes due considera- 
tion has been given to the number and character of 
the food establishments contained therein, and the 
distances between such establishments. 

During the past year a large quantity of fruit 
were received at one of the terminals; the sur- 
faces of the fruit contained an appreciable amount of 
arsenic, due to careless and improper methods of spray- 
ing. It is much to the credit of the inspectors of the 
Food Inspection Division that the distribution of this 
sprayed fruit to the public was prevented. 

Owing to frequent and persistent rains and other 
causes, considerable quantities of potatoes were received 
in this city affected with ‘‘blight.’’ With the active 
assistance of the Superintendent of Markets the sale 
and distribution of these blighted potatoes was abso- 
lutely prevented in this city. 

A certain dealer who for a considerable period of 
time collected from wholesalers and jobbers unlabeled 
and, in many instances, unwholesome canned foodstuffs, 
was forced out of business. 


A vigorous campaign waged to prevent the use of 
unclean wrappers on foodstuffs has to a marked degree 
reduced such practice. 
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An intensive inspection, with the end in view of 
enforcing the regulation regarding the proper cleansing 
of glasses, cups, spoons and other utensils used in the 
sale and distribution of beverages and other foods, was 
started during this year. Swabs were taken from these 
articles, and the bacteriological examination of the 
swabs confirmed the belief that such regulation was a 
health necessity. 

As the result of the mushroom growth of establish- 
ments for the manufacture and dispensing of soft drinks, 
this division has instituted a systematic and rigorous 
inspection of such establishments. Many samples of 
these soft drinks have been collected and submitted to 
the chemical laboratory for analyses. 

Due to constant supervision and also to some degree 
to the extreme high prices of foodstuffs, it may be safely 
stated that retail stores in this city are generally well 
conducted. All sausage manufacturing establishments 
have been systematically inspected with the result 
that this class of establishment is in a satisfactory 
condition. 

The regular systematic inspection of all poultry 
slaughtering houses has been put in operation, and it 
was found that these steps were necessary in order to 
keep these places in ‘as good sanitary condition as 
possible. 

Judging from the number of complaints received 
and from reports of inspectors of this division, the sale 
of unwholesome eggs in Boston has been reduced to a 
minimum. 

Perishable foodstuffs in large quantities were con- 
demned during the past year, these foodstuffs arriving 
by express and freight at the different terminals. These 
foodstuffs arrived in a badly decomposed and unmarket- 
able condition owing to traffic congestion and infre- 
quent icing en route. In fact, there was an appalling 
amount of foodstuffs which were a total loss owing to 
improper methods of handling en route. 

It is much to the credit of an inspector of this division 
that the discovery of painted salmon with a poisonous 
dye, to enhance its selling value, and the subsequent 
prosecution and conviction of the offending dealer took 
place during the past year. Although this was the 
second offence by this dealer, it is felt that such practice 
is now at an end. 

Manifold and ever-increasing duties of the inspectors 
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of this division and their entire willingness to work 
at any and all times, in my opinion, well merits some 
recognition, and I therefore recommend an increase 
in the salaries of all the inspectors of this division. 

It is also recommended that the personnel of this 
division be increased by two additional inspectors, as 
this would allow of more systematic inspections, and 
sarin the division to further extend the scope of its 
work. 

Appended are tables showing the work of this division.

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REPORT OF MILK INSPECTOR. 


Boston, January 1, 1920. 


WituiaMm C. Woopwarp, M. D., 
Health Commissioner: 


Dear Srr,— I have the honor to submit the following 
report for the year ending December 31, 1919: 

There were fewer prosecutions for milk law violations 
in 1919 than in the previous year, but this was in a 
sense due to the fact that the organization of the Bureau 
was. such that the number of samples collected was 
materially lessened. The complaints involving speci- 
mens from which a part of the cream had been removed 
were considerably increased, but the efforts exerted in 
this direction greatly enhanced the quality of the supply 
from the standpoint of fat content. 

In an effort to reduce the bacterial content in milk the 
policy was adopted of holding interviews with offending 
dealers. At these conferences the subject of supplies 
and methods was given careful consideration, and it is 
felt that an interest was created tending towards better- 
ing the situation. 

There was a surplus of milk throughout the year; 
consequently no evidence was obtained of the sale of 
fluid products prepared from milk powders. 

Incense Law.—In 1919, $2,728 was collected for 
licenses and this amount is $359 more than was received 
in 1918. This represents 5,456 licenses, and at this 
time there are approximately 4,953 licensees engaged in 
the sale of milk or oleomargarine in this city. This 
means that about 503 of those who originally applied 
for permits are no longer in the business. 

Number of Milk Dealers and Quantity of Milk H andled 
Daily.— In 1918 there were 154 wagons dealers; for 
1919, 142 licenses were issued, and 6 applications are | 
pending at this time. The number of shops selling 
milk is less than last year, as there are now only 3,944 
such places. This shows a decrease from 1918 of 70 
stores. Applications for permits from shops are now 
pending to the number of 150. 

The quantity of milk handled daily in this city was 
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larger than in 1918 by 7,182 quarts. The amount 
dealt in each day approximated 428,272 quarts, and of 
this quantity 409,394 quarts arrived by railroad. The 
amount of milk consumed daily in Boston decreased by 
about 8,945 quarts, in comparison with the approximate 
daily consumption of 1918. Approximately 333,506 
quarts of milk were daily consumed in this city in 1919. 
Of this, 314,627 quarts, or 94.34 per cent, arrived by 
railroads; 16,371 quarts, or 4.91 per cent, were trans- 
ported by wagons, and 2,508 quarts, or 0.75 per cent, 
were the product of the 314 cows kept within the city 
limits. The number of cows reported in 1918 was 349. 
The consumption of milk produced near the city has 
apparently decreased from 1918 by 17.62 per cent, and 
there is also a decrease in the use of milk raised in this 
city of 22.64 per cent. Actually the amount of milk 
which is raised nearby is 3,502 quarts less than in the 
previous year. In addition to the 2,508 quarts pro- 
duced and consumed in Boston, 212 quarts were pro- 
duced daily and sold outside the city. 

Certified, ‘‘Supertor’ and ‘‘Grade A” Milk.— The 
quantity of certified milk sold daily has increased by 
about 193 quarts, and the consumption is now appar- 
ently 2,939 quarts, or 0.88 per cent of the daily supply. 
The types of milk designated as ‘‘Superior’’ and ‘‘ Grade 
A” are supervised in so far as relates to superiority over 
ordinary grades only by the dealers supplying such 
products. In other words, there is no authority at 
present for the exclusion of milk from a ‘‘Superior”’ or 
‘Grade A”’ supply on account of either dairy or handling 
considerations, if the milk in question is not of high 
grade and only salable as ordinary milk. If feasible to 
establish a working basis by which the department 
could control these brands of milk, such methods of 
oversight might well be given attention. 

Milk of the ‘‘Superior”’ type, or of a high grade, was 
supplied daily to the amount of 13,525 quarts This 
indicates an increase of 2,369 quarts daily as com- 
pared with the quantity in 1918. It represents 4.06 
per cent of the daily supply. 

The amount of ‘‘Grade A”’ milk sold daily was about 
6,635 quarts, which represents 1.99 per cent of the total 
supply. Comparison with the quantity of this milk 
distributed in 1918 shows that there has been a decreased 
daily consumption of 1,475 quarts. 

Apparently the business in these alleged high grade 
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milks is increasing rapidly, but the basis for this popu- 
larity does not always appear to rest on sound principles. 
The experience of this Bureau has been that with some 
of these products the claims for superiority are not well 
founded, and that the traffic in certain instances is being 
established largely throught the medium of verbal state- 
ments, claims, skillful advertising and propaganda. 
The objections to some milk of the type mentioned above 
are based not only on glaring dairy faults and conditions 
but also on the quality of output from both bacteriologi- 
cal and chemical standpoints.

Heated Milk.— The proportion of milk so treated was 
increased in 1919, although the total volume was less; 
the approximate quantity delivered each day was 
311,569 quarts, which represents 93.41 per cent of the 
supply. During 1918 the daily use of this type of milk 
was 315,650 quarts, but as the quantity of milk consumed 
for that year was larger, the percentage of the supply 
which was heated was only 92.17. In 1919 only a part 
of this milk, representing 304,905 quarts, was held at an 
elevated temperature for a period of time, as required by 
law, and was entitled to be considered as pasteurized. 
The remainder was heated by the flash system. Of the 


\ 
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above heated milk, 230,917 quarts, or 74.11 per cent, was 
delivered in bottles, and 80,652 quarts, or 25.89 per cent, 
in cans.

Sale of Milk in Bottles.— The efforts of previous years 
in promoting the sale of bottled milk in restaurants and 
hotels, as opposed to its handling in the ‘‘loose”’ form, are 
meeting with success, although the growth of the idea is 
not of the desired rapidity. The reason for continuation 
of selling by the bulk method is one of price, and belief 
on the part of owners of places where food is served that 
customers will refuse to pay the increased cost of the 
bottled product. The quality of bottled milk is vastly 
superior to that sold by the old system and is well worth a 
higher price. 
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It is to be regretted that the sale of milk in bottles 
necessitates so much waste of glassware, with attendant 
financial loss. This expenditure could be considerably 
checked if dealers would charge shopkeepers for all 
bottles employed for store trade, such charge to be passed 
on to the householder. ‘This is not now being done, but 
it is evident that the number of dealers doing business 
on this plan is increasing annually. At present there is 
no agency to compel the universal adoption of this 
scheme, so that all bottles would be promptly returned to 
their owners. This method would do away with many 
of the ills which now confront the trade. The resulting 
disturbing elements involve not only dealers, but con- 
sumers and officials, in difficulties which from every 
angle should be overcome. 

This bottle loss necessitated the creation years ago of 
the Milk Package Exchange, an agency for the collection 
and distribution of bottles to their owners This Ex- 
change finds many of these containers at the city dumps, 
and in 1918, 205,046 were procured from this source. 
In 1919 the number so collected was 179,883, a decrease 
of 25,163. Unfortunately this does not point to 
improved conditions, for in both 1918 and 1919 it is 
thought that, by reason of a shortage of labor, not all 
of the dump bottles were salvaged. It is estimated that 
in 1919 not more than two thirds of the containers that 
went to the dumps were saved. The value of the 
bottles taken from the dumps in 1919 was about 
$8,994.15, and the handling charge to the dealers was 
one and one fourth cents each, an outgo which should be 
avoided. This price has recently been advanced to 
two cents; consumers should realize what an unnecessary 
tax is placed upon their milk purchases through bottle 
wastage. 

All milk containers, whether employed for shop or 
family trade, should be cleaned immediately after using, . 
and then promptly returned to the dealers from whom 
the milk was bought. Compliance with this suggestion 
would remove the temptation to use milk bottles for 
other purposes, do away with complaints of their dis- 
honest retention as receptacles for preserved food stuffs, 
decrease the number of bottles brought to the attention 
of this Bureau which bear the stains of cooked food 
materials, and also considerably lessen milk handling 
costs.

Bacteriological Hxamination of Milk.— The results 
from the 6,300* examinations of milk specimens are 
contained in the accompanying table. 

The examinations of milk, cream and ice cream for 
bacterial content and of milk for pus organisms were made 
in the bacteriological laboratory. 

Where milk exceeded the bacterial standard of 500,000 
per cubic centimeter, or cream exceeded the limit of 
1,000,000 bacteria per cubic centimeter, warnings were 
issued as follows:

Dirt in Milk.— Milk will not be kept free from con- 
tamination by filth until greater interest is taken in the 
matter by producers. The old theory that dirt in milk 
can be eliminated at any convenient time by straining 
methods is largely responsible for the conditions now 
found at most dairies. The practice should be to keep 
the dirt out of milk as once soiled, it cannot be made 
clean by any known process. Clean milk will be avail- 
able only from greater efforts to promote more care at 
dairies relative to cleanliness of human beings, animals, 
and utensils, and the adoption of milk pails with small 
tops. It is for the financial interest of producers to 
observe such precautions, and organizations of dairymen 
and their publicity efforts should be directed to the 
accomplishment of this object. 

Efforts of Dealers to Improve Supplies — The proper 
handling of milk requires constant supervision on the 
part of dealers, which includes frequent bacteriological 
and chemical examinations. Practically all of the large 
concerns in this city make such tests a part of the regular 
routine, and a majority of the small firms are giving 
more attention to the subject each year. In 1919 milk- 
men made 144,968 bacteriological examinations. With 
the above samples, 99, or 0.07 per cent, showed the 
presence of pus, or pus and streptococci. These bac- 
teriological.tests have a beneficial influence in improving 
the quality of the milk sold in this city. This work 
should be continued, as it is essential to the betterment 
of supplies. 

Much endeavor has been-devoted to the improvement 
of dairy and milk handling conditions, either by making 
trips among producers for purposes of inspection of 
conditions at farms, giving informal talks to farmers on 
the care of their product, or by means of letters to 
dairymen. Several dealers have attempted to especially

emphasize the necessity of thorough refrigeration of the 
milk at the points of production as well as in transit. 
Other concerns have mailed printed matter to the 
farmers relative to the icing of milk. One dealer 
excluded the product from all the dairies from which he 
had been buying, and procured an entirely new supply, 
in the effort to improve the quality of his output. Some 
firms have increased their facilities for. caring for the 
product at their premises, including in some cases the 
installation of better equipment. The product from 
several farms was excluded by milkmen during the year 
on account of deviation from the standard, sour milk, 
improper care of the milk or of the premises where it 
is produced, insufficient cooling, high bacterial content, 
or infection of the milk. | 

Low Temperature Essential to Good Milk Supplies.— 
This department is of the opinion that there is no valid 
reason why producers who ship milk and cream to this 
market should not store and use ice generously for 
refrigerating these commodities. All are agreed that 
this procedure 1s essential if the quality of these products 
is to be maintained at the desired degree of excellence. 
The amounts of spoiled milk and cream arriving here 
annually are a source of much loss, which would be 
materially lessened if these products arrived at shipping 
stations in proper condition. 

Previous efforts to bring this important matter to 
the attention of dealers and producers have been con- 
tinued, and early in 1919 the following communication 
was sent to all milk dealers who purchase milk and cream 
from farmers: 


Dear Sir,—I wish to call your attention to the necessity 
of insisting that preparation be made now, at all dairies from 
which you are purchasing milk and cream, for their proper 
refrigeration. The element of low temperature is an important 
factor if the quality of these foodstuffs is to be maintained at a 
high standard and with a low bacterial content; in fact, it is 
one of the very essential features in furnishing milk and cream 
of the grade to which the public is entitled. To secure the best 
results the refrigeration of these products must commence at 
the dairy, and be continued until they reach the consumer’s 
table. These commodities cannot be sufficiently cooled at 
dairies without ice, and it is of the utmost importance that 
adequate stores of ice be obtained by producers and used 
constantly for this purpose. There is no excuse for this not 
being done in the territories from which the supplies for Boston 
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are being drawn. I desire that you urge and insist that the 
farmers from whom you buy milk and cream procure and store 
ample ice to accomplish this object. Such endeavor should be 
directed to this subject that in all future warm weather periods 
these products be efficiently cooled at farms, as well as during 
the handling and delivery stages, so that hereafter the present 
financial loss from spoilage may be checked or materially 
lessened. 

Furthermore, sour milk and cream have reached this city 
recently in such quantities that it is probable that in the 
near future you will be directed by the Boston Health Depart- 
ment to buy only from producers who are furnished with 
abundant ice for the proper cooling of these valuable dairy 
products. 


Many dealers had this communication duplicated, 
and these copies subsequently found their way to 
producers. Other concerns adopted methods of their 
own to bring the subject to the attention of their 
patrons. Early next year there will be follow-up letters 
mailed to dealers, and it is anticipated that substantial 
progress will result. 

There were only a few car specimens with a high 
temperature during the year for the reason that not 
many samples were procured from this source. Warn- 
ings are sent where the temperature is over fifty degrees 
Fahrenheit. The same policy is pursued with milk and 
cream found on wagons or in shops. Altogether 186 
notices were issued to such dealers. This denoted a 
considerable decrease from 1918, when 269 warnings 
were sent out based on wagon and store samplings. 
During the warm periods of the year the temperature 
was ascertained of all samples of milk and cream col- 
lected. In addition to this the temperature was noted 
throughout the year of all specimens for bacteriologi- 
‘eal examination. The temperature tests for the year 
totaled 12,234. 

Experience and occurrences continue to indicate that 
milk and milk containers as at present transported are 
not accorded proper care. The responsibility for these 
faults lies primarily with the railroads, and these trans- 
portation companies are not yet imbued with the idea 
that milk requires different treatment from that of some 
other commodities. Until such time as this opinion 
changes there will be unnecessary spoilage of milk and 
cream, through insufficient refrigeration in warm 
weather, and interruptions in their orderly handling on 
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account of lack of care in delivering cans at proper 
stations and in good condition for shipment to this city. 

Buttermilk.— The amount of buttermilk sold during 
1919 was about 1,018,513 quarts, of which 493,129 
quarts was “‘true’’ product. The average daily quan- 
tity approximated 2,790 quarts. The amount sold 
during 1918 was 923,133 quarts, and 469,228 quarts of 
this was “‘true”’ buttermilk. 

Cream.— The amount of cream handled by dealers of 
this city and used by Boston consumers is increasing 
annually; the feature of enhanced price apparently has 
had no influence in retarding the consumption of this 
commodity. While a large proportion of the cream 
sold here is used as such, much of it is employed in the 
preparation of ice cream and for other manufacturing 
purposes. In addition to the straight cream utilized for 
ice cream, a considerable proportion of ‘‘homo,’’ made 
with a basis of butter fat, is used in place of normal 
cream in the manufacture of ice cream. 

The problem of obtaining enough cream and butter 
fat to supply the wants of communities is becoming 
one of increasing importance. There was, however, no 
shortage of cream during the year, by reason of the 
large amount of available surplus milk. Some restau- 
rant keepers are apparently willing to defraud their 
patrons by serving a product deficient in milk fat for 
cream. This is to the financial advantage of the pur- 
veyors. In 1919 the Bureau made sixty-one prosecu- 
tions dealing with this type of fraud, which was sixteen 
less violations by comparison with 1918 cases. During 
the year it was found that one concern was supplying 
a spurious cream made by combining cocoanut oil with 
skimmed milk powder and water by mechanical means. 
This mixture looked like cream, which it was represented 
to be, and so far as could be ascertained was sold only 
for use in making ice cream. The evidence in this 
matter was presented to the court and the corporation 
duly fined. 7 

A regulation of the Health Department establishes a 
standard for bacteria in cream of not more than 
1,000,000 per cubic centimeter. During the year fifty- 
five samples were tested. Of these, 47, or 81.04 per 
cent, conformed to the standard and 11, or 18.96 per 
cent, exceeded the limit permitted. 

The approximate amount of cream received here in 
1919 in gallons, equivalent to 40 per cent fat and 15 
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per cent fat, and the approximate quantity consumed 
here, its employment for household or manufacturing 
purposes, and the kind of containers used in its dis- 
tribution, are shown in the following table:

Ice Cream.— There were 12 samples of ice cream out 
of the 133 specimens collected during the year that 
were so deficient in fat as to merit bringing to the 
attention of the courts. Convictions resulted in all 
instances. The maximum amount of fat found was 18 
per cent; the minimum fat content was 3 per cent, and 
the average fat per cent was 9.95. Several of the 
actions resulted from procuring at retail establishments 
the product of a wholesale concern which was below 
the legal limit. Ice cream of.like low grade was later 
obtained from the manufacturer and prosecutions fol- 
lowed, with the result that substantial penalties were 
imposed. Subsequent examinations showed that this 
situation had been corrected. Usually the ice cream 
made by small dealers is far above the required stand- 
ards for fat, and where the opposite condition exists, 
the purchasers are for the most part children who buy 
one and two cent lots. 

There is no bacterial standard for ice cream in this 
city, but the plan has been followed of notifying dealers 
where the bacterial content exceeded 1,000,000 per 
cubic centimeter. The total number of tests was 78; 
of these 10, or 12.82 per cent, contained over 1,000,000 
bacteria to the cubic centimeter. 
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Butter.— There is evidence of general compliance with 
the law requiring the marking of renovated butter by 
the few dealers who now sell this product. In 1919 
only two violations of this law were detected, whereas 
these actions for 1918 numbered 9. Apparently this 
commodity is little used in this city, so that the rather 
large business of former years is no longer in evidence. 
Several specimens of butter were examined during the 
year for moisture content, but in only one instance was 
an excessive amount found. Later tests of butter from 
the same source showed the presence of only normal 
quantities of water. . 

Oleomargarine.—Continuation of high prices for butter 
during 1919 undoubtedly resulted in increasing the 
sales of oleomargarine over the business for 1918, which 
latter excelled the traffic of former years. It is gratify- 
ing to note that dealers are observing the legal require- 
ments in handling this product; in fact shopkeepers 
make a great effort to inform the public where it may 
be purchased. Under these conditions the commodity 
has attained a popularity that should continue, even if 
butter prices ever reach the low level of former years. 
Store registrations for dealing in oleomargarine were 
issued to the number of 702, as against 567 in 1918; 
six wagon licenses were also granted. The store permits 
exceeded those of previous years, and numbered 135 
more than were given in 1918. Several of the firms 
conducting chain stores obtained these permits, which 
partially accounts for the increase over last year. A 
few dealers are negligent about applying for these regis- 
trations, and five such instances were brought to the 
attention of the courts during the year. 

Vinegar.— Only a small portion of the time of this 
Bureau is devoted to investigating the quality of the 
vinegar which is sold in this market, but an endeavor 
is made to compel observance of the legal requirements. 
Much of the local supply is sold in bottles, an element 
which greatly enhances its price, and apparently at no 
material advantage to the consumer or to the product. 
A return to the former custom of handling vinegar in 
bulk is suggested as a practical economy. ‘Three 
instances of selling adulterated cider vinegar and two 
for sale of adulterated vinegar were the subject of court 
complaints in 1919. These actions are not comparable 
with those indicated in the 1918 report, as the latter 
included settlement of many cases pending from other 
years.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF PEDDLERS.

S1r,—I have the honor to submit the following report 
for the year ending December 31, 1919: 

One thousand one hundred thirty-three numbers were 
assigned to peddlers. 

Nine hundred fifty-five licenses were issued to peddlers 
‘of fruits, fish and vegetables who paid the fee of $5. 

One hundred seventy-eight peddlers were given num- 
bers to sell fuel, ice provisions, newspapers, books or 
pamphlets without fee. 

The monthly inspections of vehicles and receptacles: 
January, 345; February, 397; March, 406; April, 415; 
May, 406; June, 482; July, 486; August, 475; September, 
368; October, 485; November, 437; December, 301. 

Eleven licenses were granted to remove manure from 
the city. : 

The renewals on 107 licenses to remove bones, grease, 
etc., were: January, 75; February, 74; March, 74; April, 
72; May, 76; June, 80; July, 70; August, 79; September, 
76; October, 72; November, 83; December, 71. 

Ten complaints in court against peddlers, all of whom 
were convicted, resulted in fines of $70 being imposed.

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REPORT OF SANITARY DIVISION. 


Boston, January 1, 1920. 


I have the honor to submit the following report 
covering the doings of the Sanitary Division during the 
calendar year 1919: 

Tenement and Three-Famly Houses.—The usual 
routine examinations of tenement houses have been 
made and a certain number of three-family houses have 
been inspected, but, as I stated in my last annual report, 
we have been unable to do as much of this work as we 
would wish, on account of not having a sufficient number 
of inspectors. (Table 2.) 

Housing Service.— The Housing Service established 
last year has continued to prove that it was a move in 
the right direction. ‘Taking into consideration the 
continued high cost of labor and materials, it is gratifying 
to note what has been accomplished in improving con- 
ditions as to lighting and ventilation of dark rooms and 
water-closet apartments, in the removal of sinks from 
hallways into kitchens, and in the general improvement 
in housing conditions, especially considering the fact, 
that only five men have been employed on this work 
who, in addition to the regular work of housing inspec- 
tion, have been at work improving sanitary conditions 
along the water-front. 

For details of this work, see Tables 3 and 4, following. 

Basement Rooms.— In the examinations made by the 
Housing Division, the enforcement of the law governing 
the occupancy of basement rooms has been closely 
followed up and a large number of these rooms have 
been vacated, not being suitable for sleeping purposes 
and not complying with the law. 

Private Alleyways.— Not so much work has been 
accomplished as in previous years in the paving and 
draining of private ways, on account of the extremely 
high prices of both material and labor. Unless a serious 
nuisance existed, action looking toward paving and 
draining has been postponed. 

Old Buildings.— A large number of old buildings and 
parts of buildings were removed during the year, with 
little or no expense to the city or to the owners. I con- 
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sider this work to be one of the most important taken 
up by the Santary Division, as it does away with what is 
a serious nuisance both as to sanitary conditions and as a 
fire menace and also destroys many breeding places for 
rats. | 

Overcrowding.— Very little overcrowding has been 
found during the year. ‘This, of course, is on account of 
the fact that labor has been in great demand, and also as 
there has been little or no emigration. 

Halls and Theaters 'The annual inspection and 
reports covering all public balls and theaters have been 
made as usual and in a number of instances, changes 
have been ordered. No licenses are granted until con- 
ditions are satisfactory to this department. 

Live Fowl. A new form of application and permit 
was devised and new and complete rules formulated and 
put in effect for the license year, beginning April 1, 1919. 
This has resulted in a more systematic inspection and 
report covering these places, and the enforcement of the 
new rules has resulted in better sanitary conditions. 

Car Inspections.— Examinations have been made of 
the cars of the steam roads and of cars and stations of the 
surface and elevated lines of the Boston Elevated system. 
Regular daily reports of the Boston Elevated cars have 
been made. A marked improvement is apparent all 
along the line, as to both cleanliness and ventilation. 

Police Struke.-— The work of the Sanitary Division was 
interfered with and additional work placed on the 
inspectors, by reason of the police officers detailed to this 
department being turned back for regular police duty in 
September and October, during the police strike. 

Mosquitoes.— 'The co-operation of the Park and Rec- 
reation Department was enlisted this year, and the use 
of a spraying machine was secured and a number of 
pools were sprayed with kerosene.

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REGULATIONS ADOPTED DURING THE 
Y RAR 1919, 


CONDITIONS GOVERNING THE ISSUE OF PERMITS TO 
Keep Live Fow.u. 


1. A fee of one dollar will be paid before the issue of 
the permit and before each annual renewal thereof. 

2. The permit will expire on March 31 following 
its issue, unless revoked before that time. 

3. No live rooster will be kept, unless authorized 
in writing by the Health Commissioner. 

4. No hens will be kept within twenty-five feet of 
any dwelling other than the dwelling occupied by the 
applicant, without the written consent of the owner 
and occupant of such dwelling, filed annually in the 
Health Department; nor on any lot on which is located 
a dwelling occupied by three or more families. 

5. All live hens will be kept in properly fenced 
inclosures, approved by the Health Commissioner. 

6. No garbage or refuse food will be fed to hens 
unless it be put ‘into a proper receptacle, which will be 
kept clean, or fed upon a cement or other waterproof 
surface that will be frequently flushed and will be kept 
clean. 

7. The surface of the yard and the hen house will 
be kept clean and free from odor. 

8. The hen house will be 

(a) Kept dry, well ventilated and with win- 
dows so placed as, if possible, to admit 
sunlight ; 

(b) Keep well whitewashed within; 

(c) Cleaned at least once a week between 
November 1 and April 30, inclusive, 
twice a week between May 1 and 
October 31, inclusive, and oftener if 
necessary ; 

(d) Perches will be kept clean; and 

(e) Nests will be movable and cleaned, aired 
and sunned at frequent intervals. 

9. Drinking fountains will be kept clean and will 
be supplied at all times with water. 
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10. Premises where hens are kept will always be 
maintained in a condition satisfactory to the Health 
Commissioner. 

11. The permit may be revoked at any time by the 
Health Commissioner, in his discretion. 

12. All statutes and ordinances and the conditions 
stated in permit will be conformed to. 

13. The city shall be indemnified and saved harm- 
less from any damage it may sustain, or be required to 
pay, by reason of the work permitted. 

14. Any other or further conditions which may be 
adopted by the Health Commissioner from time to 
time will be observed.

VITAL STATISTICS. 
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REPORT OF THE VITAL STATISTICIAN. 


Boston, January 1, 1920. 


Wiituiam C. Woopwarp, M. D., 
Health Commissioner: 


I respectfully submit the annual report of the Division 
of Vital Statistics for the year ending December 31, 
1919. 

The total number of deaths for the year was 11,689, 
a distinct. decrease as compared with the total during 
1918 (17,447), and a somewhat smaller but substantial 
decrease as compared with the total number in 1917 
(12,728). 

The deaths of nonresidents in 1919 numbered 1,896 
and are shown in detail in table on page 154. During 
the year 1918 the nonresident deaths numbered 2,424, 
and during 1917 the total was 1,857. A comparison of 
Boston’s nonresident death total with the total of 
certain other cities in the United States may be obtained 
by referring to table on page 137. The high percentage 
on nonresident deaths in Boston is due primarily to the 
large number of hospitals in the city, which attract 
patients here from a thickly settled surrounding ter- 
ritory, many parts of which lack such hospital accom- 
modations which are available in Boston. 

The death rate for the year 1919 is 15.63, and if the 
nonresidents be deducted the rate would be 13.09. 
The birth rate is 25.12, and with nonresidents deducted 
is 21.88. The infant mortality rate is 96.80, and if 
nonresidents be deducted the rate would be 87.01. 
A detailed statement of rates by wards is shown in 
table on page 5. 

The outstanding feature in the 1919 mortality records 
is the decrease in the number of deaths from broncho- 
pneumonia and lobar pneumonia, a total from both 
forms of 965 deaths as against 2,376 deaths in 1918, 
1,605. deaths in 1917 and 1,631 deaths in 1916. Tuber- 
culosis, all forms, showed a ‘diminution in the year 1919,

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1,147 deaths as compared with 1,367 deaths in 1918, 
1,313 in 1917 and 1,318 in the year 1916. A reduc- 
tion was also indicated in the total deaths from pre- 
mature birth, diarrhea and enteritis under two years, 
and diphtheria. Increases were shown during the year 
1919, as compared with the two preceding years, in the 
total number of deaths from diabetes mellitus and 
cerebral hemorrhage. | 

All birth rates and death rates shown in the following 
tables for the years 1916, 1917, 1918 and 1919 are based 
upon the population as estimated for July 1 of each 
year. This estimate was obtained by using the Massa- 
chusetts State Census of 1915 and the United States 
Census of 1920 as a base. The annual increment 
was added progressively year by year thereby giving 
the estimated population for each intercensal year.

$446,346.63 was expended upon personal service (see 
Table No. 1); $41,166.24 upon service other than per- 
sonal; $53,929.89 upon equipment; $431,824.67 upon 
supplies; $24,703.84 upon materials; $2,478.73 upon 
special items, such as pensions and annuities and work- 
ingmen’s compensation. 

There has also been collected for the hospital, by the 
Health Department, for the care of infectious cases at 
the South Department, and paid to the City Collector, 
the additional sum of $18,820.79.

The revenue was increased $18,006.65 by X-ray 
charges, salvarsan treatment, removal of tonsils and 
adenoids, issuing of certificates and ex officio statements, — 
circumcision and payment of nurses’ board. 

A table showing the revenue received from paying 
patients, interest on trust funds, sale of old material and 
other sources, will be found on page 46 of the Superin- 
tendent’s report. 
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To the amount expended, $1,004,219.84, there should . 
be added the difference in the amount of stock on hand 
February 1, 1920, which was $5,187 less than on January 
31, 1919,.making the total amount properly chargeable 
as the expenditures for maintenance of all departments 
for the year, $1,009,406.84. By deducting $107,451.52 
(the carefully estimated cost of the various out-patient 
departments), we get $896,768.32 as the gross cost of all 
ward patients. The sum was expended for 39,803 
weeks’ board of patients, at a cost per capita of $22.66 
per week, or $3.233 per day. 

If we deduct the money collected for paying patients, 
interest on trust funds and other income, the net cost 
oe the city per capita per week was $18.21, or $2.604 per 

ay. 

The cost of subsistence supplies was $245,615.53, the 
total weeks’ board for an average of 1,453.4 persons was 
75,785. This gives a cost per person for uncooked food 
supplies of $3.24 per week, or 462 cents per day. 


PAYING PATIENTS. 


During the year there has been collected for the care 
and treatment of patients of all classes the sum of 
$172,272.48, itemized as follows: There was received 
from the Commonwealth of Massachusetts for the board 
of patients at the hospital proper, $51,485.84; at the 
South Department, $2,727; from various cities and 
towns for hospital proper, $11,701.78; collected at the 
Superintendent’s office, on account of private room, 
ward and Out-Patient Department paying patients, 
$75,962.75, of which $15,964.23 was from insurance 
cases; for board of paying patients at the South Depart- 
ment, $7,031.23; on account of ward and Out-Patient 
Department paying patients at the Haymarket Square 
Relief Station, $2,853.73, of which $1,834.11 was from 
insurance cases; on account of ward and Out-Patient 
Department paying patients at the East Boston Relief 
Station, $1,689.36, $908.79 of this being from insurance 
cases. 


FIRE PROTECTION. 


In order to conform to the demands of the Fire Pre- 
vention Commissioner, structural changes were made in 
the ambulance station at a cost of $9,068.30. In order 
to further insure the safety of the employees rooming 
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in the Drown House, the trustees made extensive altera- 
tions, providing better facilities for egress in case of fire- 


Tur THORNDIKE MEMORIAL. 


In May the trustees of the George L. Thorndike Fund 
turned over to the City Treasurer $200,000.00. On 
September 16, 1919, bids were opened for the Thorndike 
Memorial Building, under plans and specifications pre- 
pared by Maginnis & Walsh, but as the bids all exceeded 
the amount available, they were rejected. The archi- 
tects have now revised the plans and specifications, and 
it is the intention of the trustees to request of the Mayor 
and Council a loan sufficient to erect the building under 
the new plans and specifications.

Diet KITCHEN. 


Work was begun on remodeling the basement of Ward 
EK for the Special Dietary Department. The equipment 
was placed in position in December and the necessary 
connections for steam and water are being made by the 
hospital mechanics. ‘The new quarters have been badly 
needed for the last few years, due to the over-crowded 
condition of the present small diet kitchen, which pre- 
pares an average of 5,200 meals a month. 


SURGICAL DEPARTMENT. 


There have been so many changes and re-organiza- 
tions in the surgical services during the past twelve 
months, due to the return to pre-war conditions and to 
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the amalgamation of the former gynecological service 
with the surgical department, that it does not seem 
fitting to make any critical report of the department at 
this time. The year 1920 will demonstrate doubtless 
whether the existing conditions may be continued with 
propriety. Special lines of work, with suitable assign- 
ment of cases to make such work possible, are being 
carried on by various members of the staff under the 
direction of a committee appointed for the purpose, and 
the present year will show the value of such an arrange- 
ment and whether or not it should be continued. 


GYNAZCOLOGICAL DEPARTMENT. 


From January 1, 1919, until May, 1919, the work of 
the Gynecological Service was carried on by Doctors 
Green, Williams, Good and Friedman, with the help of 
Dr. J. P. Cohen, who had been appointed temporarily 
as assistant during the war. 

Notwithstanding the reduced staff, the work of the 
service was performed successfully and faithfully by the 
members who remained, and they deserve every credit 
for their untiring attention in spite of the increased — 
pressure of outside professional calls. 

In May, 1919, both Doctor Mason and Doctor 
Young returned from service with the United States 
Army. 

In June a committee consisting of members of the 
Gynecological and Surgical Services reported upon a 
plan for the amalgamation of the Gynecological with 
the Surgical Services, at the request of-the trustees. 

The proposed change, which was accepted by the 
trustees, has increased the difficulties of administration, 
but the plan has been under trial for too short a period 
to report upon its merits or defects. 

For the past six months there has been more teaching 
in our wards than ever, and the Harvard Medical School 
is beginning to make use of the excellent pathological 
obstetrical material which is furnished by no other 
clinic in the City of Boston. 

The Out—Patient Department has received careful 
attention and the clinics are well attended. An increas- 
ing number of women are visiting the clinic for prenatal 
care and the majority of these women are delivered in 
our wards. 
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DERMATOLOGICAL DEPARTMENT. 


During the last year the number of patients attending 
the Out-Patient Department has greatly increased. 
The Out-Patient Clinic has been selected by the Health 
Department of the State as one of its treatment stations 
in the campaign that it is waging for the control of 
syphilis. As partial compensation for this privilege the 
State gives a subsidy to the head of the service to be 
expended in any way he sees fit. For the last two years 
this money has been transferred to the Medical Social 
Department to be used towards a salary for a social 
worker. The state also provides us with arsphenamine 
free. 

Some idea of the amount of work that the Out-Patient 
Department is doing can be gained by taking the sta- 
tistics of any month at random. ‘The following figures 
are for the month of November, 1919. New patients, 
154; old patients, 691; total, 845. New males, 97; old, 399; 
new females, 57; old, 292. The largest attendance on 
any day, 101. The smallest, 61. The number of cases 
of syphilis comprised in the above total, 519. This is 
divided between males 309, females 210. The number 
of Wassermann reactions, 83. 

The number of new patients that came to the depart- 
ment for the year 1919 was 2,100, of which 354 were 
cases of syphilis and 1,745 represented other dermatoses. 

The syphilitic cases divided according to their so- 
called stages are: Primary, 42; secondary, 57; tertiary, 
242; congenital, 13; syphiliphobia (hysteria), 2. No 
yearly record of the Wassermann reaction is kept in the 
department as these reactions are required so frequently 
as a guide to degree of treatment, 

Among the rarer diseases diagnosed in the clinic are: 
Leprosy, smallpox, lichen planus, dermatitis, herpeti- 
formis, multiple benign cystic epithelioma, plica, neuro- 
pathica (this is of extreme rarity) favus. 


NEUROLOGICAL DEPARTMENT. 


Owing to the absence of half the members of the 
Neurological Staff for war service, the work of the 
department has been somewhat handicapped. 

The most important new feature of the work of the 
service has been the opening of Ward J in February, 


~] 
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1919. This ward, in the basement of the Third Pavilion, 
has been fitted to contain four double rooms with two 
beds each, with a general ward adjoining. There have 
also been instituted two permanent baths for excited 
patients. The service has thus obtained facilities for 
treating noisy, excited, and violent cases apart from the 
other patients, and all cases requiring such treatment 
have been admitted to the service. The advantages 
both for the patients themselves and the patients in 
other wards of the hospital have been very great. 

A similar ward for female patients is even more 
desirable, although since the prohibitory laws have been 
in force there has been a considerable diminution in the 
number of alcoholic cases, and, naturally, a smaller 
number of patients requiring treatment in such a ward. 


PATHOLOGICAL DEPARTMENT. 


It was not until July that the laboratory force was 
finally recruited to its former strength, except for one 
_ interne. Since then every effort has been made to 
catch up on back work and to get the laboratory into 
good running order again. 

The new special pneumonia service has thrown a 
good deal of extra work on the laboratory. Under 
normal conditions one extra assistant handles it easily, 
but in emergencies, as at the present time, it requires 
nearly all the laboratory force to make all the examina- 
tions required. Everything else but the bare necessary 
routine has to be neglected. 

Research work had to be entirely neglected during 
the war and for a long time afterward. Now it is again 
in active operation. Two papers have been published 
and three others are almost ready. One, on measles, 
was largely done before the war, but work has been con- 
tinued on it at spare moments ever since. The second 
is on dural endothelioma, an important and common 
brain tumor. This study has led to the rather surprising 
realization that there is no dural endothelium, as is 
universally taught, but that these tumors all arise from 
the arachnoid and are closely related to the tumors 
developing from the perineurium of the nerves. The 
study throws interesting light on the embryology and 
histology of the arachnoid and on the nature of the 
so-called dural endothelioma, which is in fact an arach- 
noid fibroblastoma. 
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A third piece of work is by Dr. F. B. Berry, and is of 
considerable interest. It is on the regeneration of 
smooth muscle cells in man and other animals. It has 
a bearing on the repair of wounds, surgical and other- 
wise, of the gastro-intestinal tract, uterus and urinary 
bladder. 

Other investigations in progress are the following: 
An analysis of all the cases of cirrhosis of the liver which 
have come to autopsy during the past twenty-four years, 
together with a report of the experimental work in an 
attempt to produce the same type of lesions in animals; 
an attempt to determine the cause of acute yellow 
atrophy of the liver which has followed treatment with 
arsphenamine in a limited number of instances; statistics 
on all the cases of lobar pneumonia which have come to 
autopsy during the past twenty-four years; bacterio- 
logic study of lung punctures at different stages of the 
disease. 

The photomicrographic plant has recently been set up 
in hew, commodious and convenient quarters and is 
already beginning to yield good results in the way of 
illustrations for the papers about to be published.

X-Ray DEPARTMENT. 


The X-Ray Department has completed fifteen years 
since its organization as a special service in 1905. During 
the past ten years, since it was established in the present 
quarters in the Burnham Building, the work has shown 
remarkable increase. In 1909 the patients examined 
numbered 2,707; the total negatives made was 4,587; 
during the year 1919, the patients examined numbered 
13,934, and the negatives totalled 27,211. 


* 19.4 per cent positive. 7 21.5 per cent positive. 
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The use of the X-ray has become not only more 
diversified, but also more generally employed, at present 
serving in some way all the departments of the hospital, 
either in diagnosis or treatment. 

The total number of patients shown by the following 
tabulation indicates the large proportion of patients 
admitted to the surgical, medical and special clinics, 
which have recourse to the X-ray laboratory. 

The therapeutic side of the work has been greatly 
developed during the past few years. The dosage of 
treatment by X-rays has been established with greater 
accuracy, and experience in the treatment of the graver 
surgical diseases, such as malignant growths and hyper- 
thyroidism, has shown most encouraging results. Expan- 
sion in this field of work will require enlargement of our 
facilities. 

A portable X-ray apparatus, such as was used in the 
United States Army hospitals, which can be taken to 
the bedside of the patient, was obtained early in the 
year, and has proved invaluable for the study of those 
patients ill with influenza and pneumonia, whose critical 
condition would not permit their transportation to the 
X-ray room. This apparatus has also been used in the 
bedside examination of patients in the surgical wards, 
where fractures and apparatus would have been dis- 
arranged by transportation.

DEPARTMENT FOR VACCINE AND SERUM THERAPY. 


The Department of Vaccine and Serum Therapy has 
had under treatment 561 patients. 

Protective inoculation against typhoid and _ para- 
typhoid was administered to 130 people. Protective 
inoculation against pneumonia was administered to 
45 individuals. 
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The number of curative vaccine inoculations admin- 
istered was 1,500; protective typhoid and paratyphoid 
inoculations, 390: protective inoculations against pneu- 
monia, 113. 

The number of diarsenol injections was 643; intra- 
dural salvarsanized serum injections, 232; mercury injec- 
tions, 145; blood and spinal fluid specimens taken for 
Wassermann tests, 577. The total number of patients to 
whom protective or curative treatment was adminis- 
tered, 561; the total number of visits to out-patient 
clinic, 3,087. The laboratory prepared 232 Swift-Ellis 
salvarsanized sera for treatment.

DIABETIC OuT—PATIENT CLINIC.

All patients attending the clinic are taught how to 
test urine for sugar at home. They are also taught by 
the hospital dietitian something about the preparation of 
their diets. In this way each is gradually learning how 
to take proper care of his own case. 
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Beside these out-patients, twenty-two ward patients 
have also been cared for by this clinic. 

A special laboratory was established in 1916 for the 
study of nephritis. From the spring of 1917 until the 
spring of 1919 the laboratory was closed, owing to the 
absence of the physician in charge in the service. At 
present the laboratory is engaged in the study of nephri- 
tis — the chronic cases in the main hospital and the 
acute cases at the South Department; it is also carrying 
on the special laboratory tests in connection with diabetic 
cases in the main hospital and in the Out-Patient 
Department. The laboratory is now equipped for 
proper study of thyroid cases, with special reference to 
total metabolism. 


PNEUMONIA — INFLUENZA SERVICE. 


In February, 1919, a service was organized to care 
for cases of influenza and -influenza-pneumonia, and 
to this end the service of a resident physician was 
obtained. The Senior Internes from the four medical 
services rotate on the pneumonia service, and are 
theoretically in charge, with the help and advice of 
the Resident Physician. 

During the first year, 834 patients were admitted 
to the service., These fall into the following classifica- 
tion:

In the spring of 1919 an effort was made to test the 
efficacy of convalescent serum in the treatment of 
influenza-pneumonia. Twenty-two cases were treated 
by this method, and a control series of twenty-two 
similar cases was observed simultaneously. The mor- 
tality of these two groups proved to be identical. A 
continuation of this work was undertaken this year, 
but could not be carried on on account of the short 
duration of the 1920 epidemic. 

It is believed that, with the aid of special equipment 
and a resident staff, the care given the pneumonia 
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patients on the Special Service is necessarily of a much 
higher type than under the old method of having the 
patients scattered throughout the hospital. It is also 
believed that the opportunity for clinical and laboratory 
investigation offered by this service is second to none 
in the country, and should be fostered in every possible 
way. 
Bioop LABORATORY. 

A special service for the treatment and investiga- 
tion of intrinsic diseases of the blood was established 
early in the autumn under direction of Dr. R. C. Larra- 
bee. The study of blood diseases involves much detailed 
laboratory work, so that the establishment of a well 
equipped laboratory became essential. The laboratory 
was put into working order in a remarkably short space 
of time and was ready for work early in December. 

The work of the service may be divided conveniently 
into three parts: 1. Treatment. 2. Investigation. 
3. The maintaining of a supply of donors for the 
hospital. During the first eight weeks the service has 
treated on the First Medical Service, two cases of aplastic 
anemia, four cases of pernicious anemia, one case of 
hemophilia, one case of purpura hemorrhagia, one case 
of secondary anemia. In addition, the Blood Service 
has seen in consultation forty cases suspected of dis- 
eases of the blood. 

As a problem for investigation it has been decided to 
study the chemical properties of the erythrocytes in 
pernicious anemia, and work on this problem has 
already begun. 

By indulging slightly in conservative publicity, it has 
been possible to secure for transfusion purposes no less 
than fifty donors who are available at any time, not 
only for cases receiving especial attention on the Blood 
Service, but also for others who may need transfusion. 


DEPARTMENT OF MEDICAL-SOCIAL WoRK. 


The loss which this committee, and the hospital as 
well, have sustained in the death, in October, of Mrs. 
Paul Thorndike cannot be estimated. It was she who 
introduced this work into the City Hospital, and her 
name must always be associated with it in the years to 
come. 

The committee has continued its endeavor to serve 
the hospital and its patients, and still makes itself 
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responsible for raising part of the money necessary for 
the work. In June the city granted three additional 
salaries, thus making eight paid for in whole, or in part, 
by the city. 

The State Board of Health again contributed, through 
Dr. Townsend W. Thorndike, its subsidy towards the 
support of a social worker for the syphilitic patients in 
the Dermatological Department. The paid staff at 
present numbers seventeen, and consists of: The 
Director, 14 case workers, and 2 clerical workers. 
We have continued to give a few week’s training to two 
pupil nurses and other students, and have had with us 
afew volunteer assistants. 

In connection with our work for children a small 
nutrition class has been started for the patients who are 
referred to it through the Medical Out-Patient Depart- 
ment. The teacher has thus far been generously supplied 
through the Dietetic Bureau. 

A children’s library, to supply books to the children in 
the wards, is being organized. It is made possible by the 
gift of $500 given by a member of the committee in the 
names of Vera and Hetty Lang Ratshesky, and by 
further contributions of books by other individuals. 
This will, it is felt, meet a real need. Also tentative 
plans have been made to overcome the handicap experi- 
enced by many children of losing their grade in school 
if obliged to remain in the hospital over an extended 
period. The work was begun with a volunteer teacher; 
the interest of school-teachers and of the School Com- 
mittee has been enlisted, and it is hoped that the latter 
will eventually supply one or more teachers if it proves 
to be advisable. 

In addition to the work already organized in the 
Out-Patient Department, a worker has this winter 
been placed in direct connection with the ophthalmic 
and aural and throat clinics. 

The policy of confining our work to selected groups 
has been adhered to because of the desire to be of real 
service. It would not be possible to serve all depart- 
ments of the institution without an adequate staff of 
workers, if good work is to be accomplished. 

The number of workers has been increased as the 
finances have permitted, and as has seemed consistent 
with sound development.

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SocIALLY UNRECORDED WORK. 


In addition to the 2,340 patients, our service to whom 
was recorded socially, we rendered definite social service 
to a monthly average of 158 out-patients. Many 
house patients were so helped, as for instance referring 
many mothers with their new born infants to the Baby 
Hygiene Association, but no record was kept of these 
numbers. 

We made 5,249 visits outside the hospital, 4,742 of 
these were on socially recorded cases.

OcCUPATIONAL THERAPY. 


Occupational treatments were instituted in these 
wards on April 1, 1919, and have been sustained without 
interruption throughout the year. Many industrious 
workers have been developed during this period. ‘The 
character of the cases treated has varied greatly. 

Men and boys, waiting for operation, have been 
helped by occupation. Freshly injured men have seized 
quickly at the chance to keep themselves in commission. 
Many young boys, kept out of school for months by 
serious accidents, have rejoiced in the work; rioters, 
under arrest and threatening dire reprisals, have had 
their thought and muscles directed to decent work; 
ignorant laborers have learned to use their hands to 
advance their knowledge of mechanical processes; self- 
respecting men have grasped the opportunity to make 
the enforced period of inability more productive. Mutual 
interests have been established and more orderly 


~ conduct has resulted. 


A great variety of occupations have been taught, and 
many hundred pieces of good work turned out. At one 
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time in the summer the men became indifferent to work, 
but soon fell into line again, and now clamor for more 
than can be supplied. One patient said recently, 
““Why, people outside don’t know anything about this 
place; they think it is just a hospital.” 

The treatments have been given entirely by regis- 
tered nurses, each case being considered in the light of 
their best knowledge. Graduates from various training 
schools are supervised by the director of the Experiment 
Station of Invalid Occupation. Careful records are 
kept of each case, and the re-action to treatment noted. 

The patient himself is the product, the work of his 
hands the by-product. This he usually buys for the 
bare cost of stock, and rarely fails of having the price, 
which is kept low in all cases. 

This is not a convalescent ward. The beds are filled 
with injured men and boys. ‘These are the workers 
who plead for more work, these are the non-productive 
citizens who have earned close on to one hundred dollars 
during the past eight weeks alone. 


SoutH DEPARTMENT. 


During the twenty-five years that the department 
has been in operation, 62,346 patients have been received, 
nearly all ill with an infectious disease. 


HAYMARKET SQUARE RELIEF STATION. 


This Relief Station has been in commission eighteen 
years. In these eighteen years, 598,615 patients have 
been treated. The number of patients treated during 
the first year was 20,150 and during the present year, 
25,745, a very great increase. These patients received 
26,309 days’ treatment. 


East Boston RELIEF STATION. 


In the eleven years that the East Boston Relief Station 
has been in operation, 144,248 patients have been treated. 
For the year ending January 31, 1920, 10,691 patients 
were treated. These patients received 30,102 days’ 
treatment. 


CONVALESCENT Home. 


The number of patients treated during the year was 
323, who received 6,466 days’ treatment. 
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West DEPARTMENT. 


The West Department, since its completion, has 
been leased to the War Department as part of United 
States General Hospital No. 10. 


OBITUARY. 


When death took Rachel Sherman Thorndike out of 
this world in October, 1919, the City of Boston was 
deprived of one of her most loyal citizens and the Boston 
City Hospital of a benefactor, the extent of whose influ- 
ence none can measure. She did not ask for recognition 
for her acts, and she was so truly humble that hundreds of 
citizens, enjoying the results of her thought for them, 
do not know her name. 

Mrs. Thorndike had felt for many years that the 
tens of thousands of citizens treated each year at the 
Boston City Hospital were in great need, after leaving 
the hospital, of the direction, encouragement and wise 
oversight which was given by the city hospitals else- 
where and by the Massachusetts General Hospital in 
Boston. The more she studied the conditions the more 
convinced she became of the need of such an extension 
of the City Hospital service and the more determined 
she was that it should be provided. She learned that 
experience had shown that such work must be started 
and largely carried for a time by personal efforts of 
private individuals. No one with less courage or with 
weaker faith in the great results of the enterprise would 
have undertaken it. Undismayed by the appalling 
numbers who needed such help, undaunted by the 
many discouragements always awaiting a pioneer, she 
made the cause of the City Hospital patients her own. 
Never questioning anyone’s willingness to help, once 
the urgency of the need was understood, she eloquently 
pleaded for help and support, and her friends justified 
her faith in them. | 

Wise as well as ardent, she advocated a slow develop- 
ment of the work; yet when it was shown that by 
assuming a new and heavy burden the effectiveness of 
the service would be increased, she urged its acceptance 
with characteristic optimism, always saying, “I know 
that we can carry it!”’ and, thanks in great measure to 
her indomitable spirit and untiring efforts, it was carried. 





Toe My 
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The women who have had the privilege of working 
with her can never forget her unfailing courtesy, her 
untiring energy, her courage, her unstinted spending of 
her own vitality, and, perhaps the rarest quality in a 
person of unusually strong convictions, the generous 
recognition of fine qualities in those who differed with 
her and her deference to their opinions. 

A rare, loving, loyal woman has gone; but her influ- 
ence will remain an inspiration, and the work she inau- 
gurated will spread from year to year. 


CHANGES IN THE MEDICAL AND SURGICAL STAFF. 


A sense of great loss was felt over the retirement of 
two members of the Visiting Staff who have been closely 
identified with the highest interests of the hospital since 
the early nineties: — Dr. Henry Jackson, who has 
served as Vice President of the Senior Staff, also as a 
member of the Administrative Board; and Dr. George 
G. Sears, who has filled the office of President of the 
Senior Staff, chairman of the Social Service Committee, 
has also served on the committee which organized the 
Administrative Board, and is now a member of the 
Board of Trustees. Doctor Jackson and Doctor Sears 
were appointed Consulting Physicians. 

The resolutions adopted by the Senior Staff upon these 
resignations contain the following paragraph: 


Dr. Henry Jackson and Dr. George Gray Sears have for 
many years been so closely associated with all of the activities 
of the hospital that it is very difficult to proceed without their 
leadership and counsel, and those of us who are struggling 
with the burdens which they have laid down find the road hard 
one the way long without their wise and generously given 
advice.

Neurological.— First and Second Assistant Visiting 
Physicians for Diseases of the Nervous System. 

Dermatological— Assistants to the Physician for 
Diseases of the Skin.

The tables of disbursements in this report show the 
expenditures of the Hospital Department during the 
fiscal year February 1, 1919, to January 31, 1920, 
inclusive. Table No. 1 shows the expenditures, classi- 
fied, for the year. Table No. 2 shows the expenditures 
on food, ice and fuel. Table No. 3 is a comparison of the 
census, expenditures and per capita costs for the last 
four years. 

The total expenditures during the fiscal year for 
Hospital Department, in the various branches, have been 
$1,004,219.84, and the disbursements have been made 
as follows:

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The main hospital has four subdivisions: The hospital 
(wards) proper, Out-Patient Departments, the Patho- 
logical Department and the X-Ray Laboratory. The 
expenditures for the South Department for infectious 
diseases, the Haymarket Square Relief Station, the 
East Boston Relief Station and the Convalescent Home 
are kept in a combined table. 

The expenditures of the hospital in all its departments 
were for the care of 20,368 patients in the wards for 
278,624 days’, or 39,803 weeks’ board, which makes the 
average weekly cost of $22.66 or a daily cost of $3.235 
for patients of all classes. The cost of uncooked food 
supplies for all persons, including patients and the 
entire household in all departments of the hospital, 
was $245,615.53. The average number of patients 
was 763.3; of officers and employees, including house 
and nursing staff, 690.1, or a total daily average 
of 1,453.4 persons. The number of weeks’ board 
for all persons was 75,785 and the weekly cost per 
person for uncooked food supplies was $3.24 or 462 
cents per day. 

If to the total operating expenses, $1,004,219.84, is 
added the decrease in stock on hand, which is $5,187, 
we find the cost of maintenance $1,009,406.84. If we 
divide this amount by 444,102, the total number of 
days’ board given ward patients plus the number of 
visits of out-patients, we obtain $2.27 as the gross cost 
per day for all patients. 

The total expenditures in the Hospital Department 
have been $1,004,219.84, but the net cost to the city for 
maintaining it was only $832,302.30. 

The maximum number of patients in the hospital 
proper on any one day was 667, as against 736 in the 
previous year. The minimum number was 413 in 
comparison with 441 for the previous year. The daily 
average during the year was 543, and the average 
length of stay was 12.3 days. 

There have been treated in the various Out-Patient 
Departments at the hospital proper 31,103 patients. 
Other statistics may be found elsewhere, including 
the number of out-patients, number of their visits, 
rate of mortality, work of ambulances, census of 
days’ board for all persons, the nativity of patients 
admitted and physical condition of patients when 
discharged.

This percentage of deaths is for the total number of 
patients treated in the hospital. The deaths occurring 
within forty-eight hours of admission (514) were 41 
per cent of the whole number of deaths (1,254). 

During the year 16,101 patients were treated in the 
wards of the main hospital, 31,103 as out-patients, 
323 at the Convalescent Home, 2,353 at the South 
Department; at the Haymarket Square Relief Station 
1,208 were treated in the wards and 24,537 as out- 
patients, and at the East Boston Relief Station 383 were 
treated in the wards and 10,308 as out-patients, a total 
of 86,316 who have received ‘the benefits of the hospital 
in all departments. 

During the year 16,009 persons applied for admission 
at the main hospital. Of this number 15,479 were 
admitted and 530 rejected. This number rejected was 
2,7, per cent of all persons applying, and the causes of 
rejection appear in the table of applicants not admitted, 
on page 32. 

There were 430 self-rejected or deferred. Of these, 118 
were admitted within three days and 70 admitted later. 
There were 280 denied admission because they had a 
state settlement, but of these 60 were admitted within 
three days and 388 later. One hundred ninety were 
rejected for lack of accommodation, but of these 70 were 
admitted within three days and 86 still later., Ninety 
were refused admission because they did not reside 
within the city limits, but 36 of these were admitted 
within three days and 13 later. Sixteen were denied 
admission on account of lack of information that they 
were suitable applicants and 15 others were referred 
to other public institutions on account of the nature of 
their diseases.

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Forty-nine probationers have been admitted. . Forty 
pupils have graduated. Two are sent to Public Health 
work at intervals of four months and two are sent to the 
Social Service Department at intervals of two months. 
Seventy-seven pupils from schools affiliated with the 
Training School have completed their course. 

Miss Francis E. Morley, instructor of nurses, Miss 
Maud Duncklee, instructor of probationers, Miss Edith 
Gertz, instructor of nursing in contagious diseases, 
Miss Lydia Lee, dietitian, and Miss Etta Dwyer, chief 
operating room nurse, have conducted the usual number 
of classes in their respective departments. 

Professor Nissen has held eighteen classes in massage. 
The school has received twenty-six lectures from 
members of the Visiting Staff. The senior pupils have 
attended twenty medical clinics given by Dr. John A. 
Foley of the executive staff and twenty surgical clinics 
from Dr. Harold Q. Gallupe, Resident Surgeon. 

The regular graduation exercises were held Friday, 
May 25, at 4 p.m. Dr. George G. Sears, Chairman of 
Training School Committee, gave the address, and the 
diplomas were presented by Dr. John J. Dowling, 
Superintendent of the Hospital. 


CHANGES IN THE EXECUTIVE STAFF. 


Early in April Doctor Dowling returned from military 
service, thus restoring the Executive Officers to their 
usual work. 

In May Alfred C. Callister, M. D., Resident Surgeon, 
and William B. Young, M. D., Fourth Executive Assist- 
ant, resigned. Harold Q. Gallupe, M. D., Resident 
Anesthetist, was then made Resident Surgeon; Robert 
Slater, M. D., was appointed Fourth Executive Assist- 
ant, and Joseph P. Mulhern, M. D., was appointed 
Resident Anesthetist. Doctor Slater resigned in 
November to go into private practice. 

Karly in the year Hermann Lande, M. D., was 
appointed Special Physician for Influenza and Lee E. 
Sutton, M. D., was appointed Special Pathologist for 
Influenza. In June, Doctor Lande resigned; and, later, 
Henry M. Thomas, Jr., M. D., was appointed Special 
Physician. After Doctor Sutton accepted the appoint- 
ment of Interne, the pathological work of this service 
was carried on by a technician.

In November a elinie for diabetics was opened in the 
Out-Patient Department under the general charge of 
Doctor Larrabee, with Doctor Horner and Doctor Ohler 
in direct charge. 

In November the generosity of a few friends of the 
hospital made it possible for the trustees to open a lab- 
oratory for the treatment and investigation of diseases 
of the blood. This laboratory was placed in charge of 
Thomas E. Buckman, M.D. At the opening of the new 
year the Mayor added to the budget the expense of 
maintaining this laboratory, thus making it a regular 
department of the hospital. 

At the South Department the following changes have 
oecurred: Edward J. Monahan, M. D., and Wallace H. 
Drake, M. D., resigned their positions of Assistant 
Physicians, Doctor Monahan leaving in July and 
Doctor Drake in April. Hiram. H. Amiral, M. D., 
returned from military service in April and filled the 
position of Assistant Physician from April until Septem- 
ber. Upon Doctor Amiral’s resignation, Maurice T. 
Briggs, M. D., was appointed Assistant Physician and 
he served until the latter part of December. Lee F. Hill, 
M. D., was appointed Assistant Physician in October. 
Paul C. Carson, M. D., was appointed Assistant Phy- 
sician, beginning February 1, 1920. 

It is with deep regret that we record the death of 
Alfred M. Goodale, M. D., Interne and Assistant in 
Pathology, who, after a brief illness, succumbed to 
pheumonia. 

In February Frederick Parker, Jr., M. D., returned 
from his work as Instructor inthe Yale Army Laboratory 
School. He served as Second Assistant Pathologist until 
July, when he became Assistant Pathologist and Research 
Assistant in Pathology. y 

In July Frank B. Berry, M. D., returned from his work 
with Laboratory Unit No. 5 in France to the position of 
First Assistant in Pathology. 

In April William R. Ohler, M. D., returned from his 
overseas work with Base Hospital No. 7 to his former 
position of Assistant in Clinical Pathology. 

In September Rustin McIntosh, M. D., was appointed 
Second Assistant in Pathology. 

During the year the following physicians have served 
in the double position of Interne and Assistant in Pathol- 
ogy: Thomas K. Richards, M. D., from May, 1918, until 
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March 15, 1919; Alfred M. Goodale, M. D., from June, 
1918, until his death on February 22, 1919; Gilbert E.

Samuel W. Ellsworth, M. D., Physician for X-Ray 
Service, who served as Instructor in Roentgenology for 
the Medical Officers’ Reserve Corps, then as Roent- 
genologist to Base Hospital No. 126, and later became 
Assistant to the Consultant in Roentgenology of the 
American Expeditionary Forces, returned to hospital 
work in March. 

Ester M. E. Sundelof, M. D., Acting Assistant Phy- 
sician for X-Ray Service, resigned in March. Herman 
A. Osgood, M. D., has served as Volunteer Assistant for 
six months beginning in July. Mr. Arnold D. Versteegh 
was appointed House Officer for the X-Ray Depart- 
ment for three months, beginning in July. 

Miss Emma M. Nichols, Superintendent of Nurses 
and Matron since 1910, having previously served as 
Matron of the Haymarket Square Relief Station and the 
South Department, resigned on account of ‘ill health 
following overseas work as Chief Nurse of Base Hospital 
No. 7. 

During her term of service several important changes 
in the curriculum of the Training School were instituted; 
the course was lengthened to three years, training for 
male nurses established, affiliation with other training 
schools begun, obstetrical training introduced, also 
occupational therapy. Upon her retirement Miss 
Nichols was given the title of ‘‘ Counsellor to the Training 
School.” | 

Miss Mary Alice McMahon, having served as Acting 
Superintendent of Nurses and Matron during Miss 
Nichols’ absence, and having met the severe demands 
of the influenza epidemic with great devotion and 
efficiency, was made Superintendent of Nurses and 
Matron. Later in the year she resigned to take another 
position, and Miss Ellen C. Daley, Assistant Superin- 
tendent of Nurses and Matron of the South Department, 
was appointed Acting Superintendent of Nurses and 
Matron. 

In October Miss Margaret J. Fallon, Acting First 
Assistant Superintendent of Nurses, and Miss Esther A. 
Owen, Night Supervisor of Nurses, resigned. Miss 
Della M. Currier was, then made First Assistant Superin- 


——-- 
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tendent of Nurses; Miss Rose M. Foster, Second ” 
Assistant Superintendent of Nurses; Miss Eliza §&. 
Williams, Third Assistant Superintendent of Nurses; 
Miss Myrtle Rix, Night Supervisor of Nurses. 

Miss Rosa E. Doyle, Instructor of Probationers, a 
woman of sterling character, passed away in November. 
This loss was felt deeply in the Training School. 

Miss Maud E. Duncklee then was appointed Acting 
Instructor of Probationers. 

The position of Instructor in Obstetrics was revived 
and Miss Mary Currier appointed thereto in Novem- 
ber. 

At the South Department Miss Ursula C. Noyes, 
Assistant Superintendent of Nurses and Matron, resigned 
to go to another position. Miss Julia E. Gertz was 
appointed to succeed Miss Noyes and Miss Addie 8. 
Moses was appointed Day Supervisor of Nurses. 

Considerable progress has been made in the hospital 
during the past year. To still further progress, the 
trustees desire to call attention to the following needs: 

Because of the constantly growing demands upon the 
X-Ray Service the need for expansion is growing more 
acute each day. ‘To properly house the X-Ray Service 
and the various laboratories which are now scattered 
throughout the hospital, it is essential that the Thorn- 
dike Memorial Building be constructed at the earliest 
possible moment. 

The need of a new House Officers’ Building is so 
obvious that it seems hardly necessary to mention it 
again, and the same may be said with equal truth with 
regard to the Pathological Laboratory. The present 
laboratories, when constructed, were the best in the 
country, but the work has grown to such an extent that 
further enlargement is absolutely essential. 

The Out-Patient Departments are at present housed 
in two buildings, with a consequent lack of co-operation 
and proper oversight. The various clinics are crowded 
every clinic day, and the staff has made several 
recommendations as to more commodious quarters and 
for a new system of keeping the records. ‘To install 
such a system it will be necessary to house all the Out- 
Patient Departments in one building. 

The Public Health Service is still in possession of the 
West Department, and until it is either released or 
purchased by the Government the question of expansion 
of the South Department must remain unsettled.

The need for more beds, both at the main hospital 
and South Department, is a pressing one, especially 
durmg the winter months, but this condition must 
remain until the disposition of the West Department 
is finally settled. 

In presenting this report I desire to express my sincere 
thanks to the trustees who have so generously supported 
my efforts during the past year, and without which 
support it would be impossible to administer the affairs 
of this hospital. To Doctor Wilson and all other 
employees who have at all times aided me without stint, 
I also express my gratitude.

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THE BOSTON CITY HOSPITAL TRAINING 
SCHOOL FOR NURSES. 


The trustees of the Boston City Hospital in 1878 
established a Training School for Nurses, the fourth 
organized in the United States, in order to give to 
women desirous of becoming professional nurses a 
systematic course of training and practice. 

The Training School is controlled by the trustees of 
the hospital, like all other departments of the hospital 
service. The Superintendent of the Hospital has the 
general supervision of all matters relating to the school, 
its course of work and study, lectures and discipline. 
The Superintendent of Nurses has the immediate charge 
of all the nursing in the hospital, of all persons employed 
in the wards and also the instruction and management 
of the nurses in the Training School. All female nurses 
in the hospital must be connected with the school. 

The hospital in all its departments contains 1,202 
beds for patients as follows:

The number and variety of cases in each department 
afford ample material for observation and instruction. 
The course requires three years, and includes general 
medical and surgical nursing, together with ophthalmic, 
aural and gynecological nursing, also the nursing of 
children and infectious diseases and of emergency 
surgical work. A maternity ward connected with the 
hospital provides a course in maternity nursing. Affilia- 
tion at maternity hospital elsewhere, without extra 
cost to the nurse, has also been arranged. 

The most desirable age for candidates is from twenty- 
one to thirty-five years. ‘They must be of sound health 
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and should send with their application a certificate from 
a physician certifying to the fact. They should also 
send a brief personal history and give the names and 
addresses of three responsible persons, not of their own 
kin, preferably their last employer, if any, or business 
men of their acquaintance, who know of their good 
character and capabilities. Upon the recommendation 
of the Superintendent of the Hospital and Superintendent 
of Nurses, they will be received for three months on 
probation. The fitness of candidates for the training and 
work, and the propriety of retaining or dismissing them 
will be determined by the authorities in charge of the 
school, under the direction of the trustees. At least two 
years of high school work is necessary. An entrance 
examination, held every Tuesday morning at ten o’clock, 
except holidays, is given to all candidates before the 
term of probation. The examination is in simple 
arithmetic, English composition and writing from dicta- 
tion, etc., and is in no sense so severe as to prevent any- 
one who is capable of undertaking the work of a trained 
nurse from so doing. The Superintendent of Nurses 
will have a personal interview with candidates for the 
school on Tuesdays from ten to twelve o’cloek. 

At the end of the second month, candidates, if con- 
sidered satisfactory, are permitted to wear the cap and 
enter upon the regular course of training, but such 
candidates are not permitted to join the school formally 
until the end of the third month, when, if accepted, 
they sign an agreement to complete the prescribed course 
of three years and to conform to all rules. At the end 
of the first six months the record and work of each 
pupil are carefully scrutinized as to her fitness to make 
a good nurse, and the right is reserved by the authori- 
ties of the hospital to terminate then, or at any time, 
the connection of any pupil or nurse with the school 
for inefficiency, misconduct, generally unsatisfactory 
record, or for any other reason which may be deemed 
sufficient. 

The nurses in the Training School (including proba- 
tioners) reside at the three Nurses’ Homes connected 
with the hospital. These houses are attractive and 
homelike, and have the best of conditions necessary to 
good health and personal hygiene, while recreation and 
amusement, necessary to a wholesome life, have been 
considered in the music room, library and reception 
rooms provided. 
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The Superintendent of Nurses has the immediate 
charge of the Training School, under the authority of 
the Superintendent of the Hospital and of the trustees, 
and the nurses are subject to the rules of the hospital, 
like any other service. 

The instruction includes the general care of the sick, 
the making of beds, changing the bed and body linen, 
managing of helpless patients in bed, etc., giving baths, 
keeping patients warm or cool, prevention or dressing of 
bed sores, and proper management of the patient under 
various conditions with different diseases or injuries; 
the making and applying of bandages and _ rollers, 
preparation of splints, application and management of 
surgical apparatus, applying of fomentations and poul- 
tices, the dressing of burns, ulcers and wounds and 
other minor dressings and subsequent treatment, the 
administering of enemata and the use of the female 
catheter. 

Nurses are taught how to act in the various emer- 
gencies occurring in hospital and private nursing, as 
well as in the aceidents of ordinary life. They are also 
given lessons in massage by a professional instructor. 
There is a systematic course of training in cookery for 
the sick, the serving of food and delicacies in the proper 
manner and the feeding of helpless patients or those 
who resist food. 

Instruction is also given in the best practical methods 
of supplying fresh air, of warming and ventilating sick 
rooms in a proper manner, and the proper care of sick 
rooms for the best good and comfort of the patient; 
in keeping all utensils and appliances perfectly clean 
and disinfected; in making accurate observations of 
the pulse, temperature, respiration, expectorations, the 
secretions, state of the skin, and eruptions; of mental 
condition, as delirium, stupor, shock, etc., of the condi- 
tion as to sleep, appetite, effects of diet or of stimulants 
and medicines; the behavior of wounds and the after 
treatment in surgical operations; and in the managing 
of convalescents. Nurses are taught the administer- 
ing of medicines and the application of external remedies, 
how to take notes on eases, the making up of the nurse’s 
record, and the reports to the attending doctor. 

The three years’ course of training includes a pre- 
paratory course of three months under a special 
instructor, followed by a fixed course of instruction 
from manuals and text-books, mainly given by the 
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instructors, dietitian and graduate head nurses. Lect- 
ures and demonstrations, chiefly upon practical points, 
are given at stated times by the medical and surgical 
staff of the hospital. While the instruction by the man- 
uals, text-books, lectures, demonstrations, quizzes and 
models is considerable, the main reliance is upon accu- 
rate daily drill in the wards, operating rooms and other 
departments of the hospital. Examinations, both oral 
and written, are held from time to time by the authorities 


of the school, and nurses will not be graduated unless. 


they attain, on critical marking, at least 70 per cent. 

The pupils are employed as assistant nurses in the 
wards, operating rooms, out-patient departments of 
the hospital and the two Relief Stations. They are 
given training in medical, surgical, in contagious and 
gynecological wards. Maternity training is provided. 
No class recitations or lectures are given between July 1 
and October 1, except to the probation classes. 

Probationers are not paid during their first two months, 
but for the remaining ten months of the first year they 
receive $10 a month, for the second year $12.50 a month, 
and for the third year $16.67 a month while on duty in 
the hospital, to pay for the expenses of their uniform, 
personal clothing and other minor requirements. While 
on duty in a maternity hospital they will receive the 
allowance provided by the hospital to which they are 
assigned. This sum is in nowise intended as wages, it 
being considered that their education during this time 
is a full equivalent for their services. When the term of 
three years is completed the nurses receive, if they pass 
all the examinations and are otherwise satisfactory, a 
diploma certifying to the regular course of training and 
practice, and are then permitted to wear the graduate’s 
badge of the school. 

The majority of graduates engage in private nursing, 
but some are invited to remain in the service of the 
hospital as head nurses, with opportunities of promo- 
tion here or in other hospitals. Graduate head nurses 
who prefer to remain in hospital work, or return after a 
term of private nursing, are given post-graduate instruc- 
tions in ward management, hospital housekeeping and 
minor administrations, fitting them to fill positions of 
trust in hospitals or other institutions. 

The school year has no fixed date, but accepted candi- 
dates are, as a rule, received in classes, beginning every 
three months. When coming to the hospital they 


‘ay 
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should bring with them the following articles: Three 
dresses, on order from Superintendent of Nurses; eight 
large white aprons, made of bleached cotton, two yards 
wide, meeting in back, with bibs, without straps, without 
pockets, plain at the top and gathered slightly at the 
bottom, two pearl studs on the band, two inches wide, 
with hem at bottom five inches in depth, and.two inches 
from the bottom of the dress; two bags for soiled clothes; 
one pair of scissors, a pimball, and a plain napkin ring 
with nurse’s name; a good supply of plain underclothing, 
every article to be distinctly marked with pen and 
indelible ink with the owner’s name. Twenty-one 
pieces are allowed for the laundry each week. 

Nurses must bring suitable outer garments for stormy 
weather, and they are required to wear boots with 
rubber heels. If the teeth ar: out of order in any way 
' they must receive attention before coming for the pro- 
bationary month. Nurses are required to wear the 
Training School uniform after they join the school. 
Material for dresses will be sold at cost price; caps are 
furnished at a nominal price. Probationers must come 
prepared to expend about $20 for uniforms, books and 
other needful expenses. 

Hours of duty for day nurses will vary from six to 
twelve hours between the hours of 7 a. m. and 8 p. m.; 
for night nurses, from 8 p. m. to 7 a.m. No nurse is 
required to do both day and night duty on the same day, 
except in rare emergencies. Each nurse on day duty is 
allowed three hours for rest and recreation, one half day, 
after 1.30 p. m., each week, and four hours on Sunday. 
Two weeks’ vacation with pay is allowed each year, 
and one week without pay as leave of absence during 
the third year. If nurses are sick they are cared for in 
the hospital, but pay is stopped, except for illness or 
injury received in the line of duty. Pupils may be 
expected to have a percentage of any considerable time 
lost by illness or absence added to their three years, 
at the discretion of the management. Nurses on night 
duty are required to be in bed from 9 a. m. until 4 p. m. 


CouRSE OF INSTRUCTION.

The first week the probation class meets in the prac- 
tice room daily for practical instruction in the making 
of beds, including the use of bed rests, cradles, ete.

The tenth (10th) day assigned to wards for regular 
duty, and during the remaining weeks of the probation 
course three hours each day will be devoted to class and 
practice room work, with one additional hour for 
recreation.

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HOUSE RULES. 


WITH RULES FOR ADMISSION, GOVERNMENT AND DIS— 
CHARGE OF PATIENTS, ALSO RULES FOR VISITORS. 


House RULES. 


The doors and gates of the hospital will be closed at 
ten o’clock in the evening, at which time all inmates, 
excepting head nurses, who are permitted to remain 
out until twelve o’clock midnight, shall be quiet, and 
all not on duty shall be in their rooms, unless otherwise 
specifically permitted. 

All officers, nurses and employees of the hospital, 
when going and coming to and from the hospital, shall 
enter and go out by the entrance office, and by no other 
entrance. Such officers and employees as are required 
shall use the time register and method of booking that 
the hospital rules require. 

A record shall be kept of all persons entering the 
hospital between the hours of 10 o'clock in the evening 
and 7.30 o’clock in the morning. 

No employee shall be absent from the hospital except 
when permitted by special rules or by the Superintendent. 

No officer, nurse, male nurse or other employee shall, 
directly or indirectly, receive money or other gifts from 
or in behalf of patients, except with the approval of 
the Superintendent. 

The use of tobacco, wine and intoxicating liquors is 
prohibited within the hospital, unless prescribed by the 
physicians or surgeons. 

All profane and improper language, loud talking and 
inecivility are prohibited. 

All employees shall observe such further rules and 
direction for their conduct as may from time to time 
be established. 


ADMISSION OF PATIENTS. 


Application for admission may be made at the hos- 
pital on each day of the week (Sundays excepted) 
between nine o’clock a. m. and five o’clock p.m. When- 
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ever able, a patient shall apply in person for admission. 
When not able to apply in person, a patient may be 
admitted on application made by his physician, or upon 
a visit to his residence by the admitting physician. 

No person having acute venereal disease or alcoholism 
shall be admitted unless his condition is urgent, except 
as & paying patient. 

No person shall be admitted to the hospital whose 
case is judged to be incurable, unless there be urgent 
symptoms which are deemed capable of being relieved. 

Persons with state settlements, unless they stand in 
need of immediate relief, are to be referred to the state 
hospital. | 

Patients settled in other cities and towns in Massa- 
chusetts are to be referred to their own city or town for 
treatment, Boston cases being given the preference. 

Unsettled cases, if resident in Boston, may be ad- 
mitted as paying patients. 

Patients may be admitted to the privileges of the 
hospital at such rate of board as the trustees may from 
time to time by vote determine, payment for such cases 
being secured by the friends of the patients or by the 
authorities of the city or town in which the patient is 
legally settled. 

Whenever, in the opinion of the trustees, the circum- 
stances of the patient will warrant it, the whole or 
part of the board will be paid. 

If separate apartments or articles not usually fur- 
nished at the hospital are furnished, such payment 
shall be made therefor as the trustees shall deem 
reasonable. 

Persons non-resident and non-settled in Boston are to 
be admitted only as private patients, 7. e., paying 
patients in private rooms. 

All accident or emergency cases shall be received at all 
hours, night or day, irrespective of settlement. 

In all cases where any question arises as to the treat- 
ment of newly admitted or other patients, it shall be the 
duty of the house officer to consult with the executive 
on duty in regard to such treatment until the arrival of 
his visiting physician or surgeon. 

If in the judgment of the admitting physician the 
condition of a newly admitted patient is sufficiently 
urgent to demand the attention of the visiting staff, he 
shall so notify the house officer and shall direct him to 
call his visiting physician or surgeon. 
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In case alcohol is administered to a patient before or 
after placing him in the ambulance, or by any other 
than hospital employees, before the arrival of the 
ambulance, the same is to be promptly reported to the 
admitting physician, and a record of the fact made in 
the clinical record book. ‘This rule covers cases brought 
by conveyances other than hospital ambulances. 


GOVERNMENT OF PATIENTS. 


Patients shall implicitly observe all the rules of the 
hospital. 

Patients shall be in their proper places in the wards 
during the visits of the physicians and surgeons, and 
always before 7.30 o’clock in the evening, unless specially 
excused by the Superintendent. 

Such free patients as are able shall assist in nursing 
and perform such other services as may be reasonably 
required of them. 

No patient shall leave the hospital grounds without a 
pass from the Superintendent, nor leave his ward with- 
out the consent of the nurse in charge. 

No patient shall purchase, or cause to be purchased 
for him, any article of food whatsoever, or any other 
article, without the consent of the Superintendent. 

Profane and obscene language, loud talking and 
incivility are prohibited. 

Patients may be visited by clergymen of their own 
selection, and any wish for the performance of a par- 
ticular religious rite shall be granted when practicable. 

Complaints, for whatever cause, may be made to the 
Superintendent, and whenever requested shall be by 
him reported to the trustees. 


DISCHARGE OF PATIENTS. 


Patients shall be discharged by the Superintendent. 

Patients discharged on the recommendation of the 
visiting physician or surgeon shall be provided with a 
certificate stating their condition at the time of dis- 
charge, whether cured, relieved or not relieved, which 
certificate shall be signed by the Superintendent. 

Whenever a patient is removed from the hospital 
without the approval of the Superintendent, a written 
statement to that effect shall be required from any per- 
son assuming the responsibility of the removal. 
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VISITORS. 


No person shall visit any part of the premises except 
on business, or at such time as may be fixed for the 
reception of visitors, without the permission of the 
Superintendent or of some one of the trustees. 

Daily, from 2 to 3 o’clock in the afternoon, friends 
may be permitted to visit patients, though no patient 
shall receive more than two visitors at that hour; and 
from 6 to 6.30 o’clock on each week day friends may be 
permitted to visit patients, though no patient shall 
receive more than one visitor at that hour. In all cases, 
however, the trustees and the Superintendent may exer- 
cise discretionary powers as to excluding or admitting 
visitors. 

When visitors are admitted outside of the regular 
visiting hours they shall not be permitted to remain 
more than half an hour, except a special permission to 
remain for further time is granted. 

All visitors shall leave the hospital when the bell rings 
at the expiration of the visiting hour. 

No visitor shall take any meal in the hospital, or 
pass the night therein, without permission of the Super- 
intendent or one of the trustees. 

No visitor shall be allowed to give any article of food 
or drink to a patient unless by permission of the nurse; 
and any article sent to a patient shall be left at the 
entrance office.

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SPECIAL RULES FOR THE GOVERNMENT OF 
THE SOUTH DEPARTMENT. 


The department of the Boston City Hospital located 
on the westerly side of Massachusetts avenue shall be 
designated as the South Department of the Boston City 
Hospital. It shall receive patients who require treat- 
ment for diphtheria, scarlet fever, measles, whooping 
cough, and for other infectious diseases as may be 
determined from time to time by the trustees. 

The Superintendent and Medical Director of the 
hospital shall, under the direction of the trustees, have 
the general control and management of this department 
in the same manner as of other departments of the 
hospital. 

The rules of the hospital shall, so far as applicable, 
and except as hereinafter provided, apply to the various 
officers and employees and to the conduct and manage- 
ment of this department. 
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SPECIAL RULES FOR THE GOVERNMENT OF 
THE HAYMARKET SQUARE AND THE EAST 
BOSTON RELIEF STATIONS. 


The Boston City Hospital Relief Stations are estab- 
lished not as hospitals, but as departments of the 
Boston City Hospital for temporary relief, and the rules 
and methods prevailing now in the hospital shall, so 
far as applicable, and not inconsistent with special rules, 
apply to the Relief Stations. 

The stations shall afford temporary relief in all 
classes of accident and disease. They shall be open at. 
all hours for patients requiring treatment or attention. 
Patients requiring ward treatment, whether received at 
the stations or taken up in ambulances, shall, so far 
as is consistent with their welfare, be forthwith trans- 
ferred or carried to the hospital for extended treatment, 
but ward accommodations shall be afforded patients 
whose condition is such that they cannot properly be 
transferred. Patients may, however, if it is deemed 
desirable, be transferred by the ambulances to other 
hospitals or to their homes. First treatment may be 
afforded at the stations, although the applicants are 
not such as require ward treatment. 

The Superintendent of the Hospital shall have the 
general administration, management and control of 
the stations, the same as of other departments of the 
hospital. | 

The Superintendent shall, once a year, nominate for 
confirmation by the trustees a Resident Surgeon and 
one or more Assistant Resident Surgeons for each 
station; and shall appoint and employ or detail for service 
in each department, from time to time, as may be neces- 
sary, subject to the approval of the trustees or of the 
proper committees, a Matron, a Supervisor, nurses, 
male nurses and such other minor employees as may be 
required for the proper conduct of the station, who 
shall be subject to his supervision. 

The various officers and employees of the stations 
shall perform such duties other than those specified as 
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may be required by the trustees or the Superintendent, 
according to the nature of their respective duties. The 
Resident Surgeons, the Matron, Supervisors and such 
other officers as may be so required shall reside at the 
stations. 


PATIENTS. 


Alcoholic and insane patients shall not be received 
unless there is surgical or medical complication making 
hospital treatment absolutely necessary. 

No patient, after being admitted to the wards, shall 
leave the station until his discharge without a pass from 
the proper officer, nor shall he visit other parts of the 
station without permission. 

Ward patients shall be discharged by the Superin- 
tendent or Resident Surgeon. 


AMBULANCE SERVICE AT THE HAYMARKET SQUARE 
RELIEF STATION. 


The ambulance service of the station shall be under 
the direct control of the Resident Surgeon, and shall 
co-operate with that of the hospital, with which it shall 
form one general system. Ambulances shall, in response 
to calls, be dispatched from the station or the hospital as 
the exigency may require. The utmost dispatch shall 
be exercised in the ambulance service, so far as is con- 
sistent with a regard for the welfare of the patient and 
the interest of the public. 

Ambulances shall in general be sent from the station or 
the hospital at least upon a general alarm to all fires 
occurring in the city proper and in such further districts 
as may be determined upon. 

An ambulance shall be held during the hours of the day 
in complete readiness to make immediate response to 
calls, and shall be kept in condition to make prompt 
response to calls at any time of the night. 

A house officer shall accompany the ambulance, shall 
direct its course and shall have direction of the care and 
treatment of the patient until received at his destination. 

The foreman of the ambulance service at the hospital 
station shall visit and inspect the Ambulance Depart- 
ment of the station from time to time, but the immediate 
carrying out of directions shall be under the assistant 
foreman at the station.

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SPECIAL RULES FOR THE GOVERNMENT OF 
THE CONVALESCENT HOME. 


The department of the Boston City Hospital located 
on Dorchester avenue, in Dorchester, shall be known as 
the Convalescent Home, and shall receive such patients 
recovering from acute diseases as shall be transferred to 
it from the main hospital for treatment during con- 
valescence. 

The Superintendent of the Hospitai shall, under the 
direction of the trustees, have the control and manage- 
ment of the Convalescent Home in the same manner as 
of other departments of the hospital. 

The Superintendent shall appoint, subject to the 
approval of the trustees, a Matron, and shall employ, 
under their direction, such further assistants as may 
be necessary for the proper conduct and service of the 
home. 

The Matron, under the direction of the Superintend- 
ent, shall have the immediate charge of the home and 
the control of all nurses and other employees and 
patients. She shall reside at the home. 


VISITORS. 


Friends may be permitted to visit patients daily 
between three and four o’clock in the afternoon. In 
all cases the trustees, Superintendent and Matron may 
exercise discretionary powers as to excluding or admit- 
ing visitors. P bpd 

Visitors shall leave the home and grounds at the 
expiration of the visiting hour, and shall visit no part of 
the home or grounds other than the reception room, 
except by permission from the proper authority. 

No person shall give any article of food or drink to a 
patient unless by permission of the Matron.
